cal Rrgifttr N° I. begins that ftiftcf y f it Will be re- 

Jjuifite^ for the more peffedt • Uftdcrftandlng of 
everal Trinfafliens we ftull have Occafion tfr 
mention, . to premife, not ( only fome Occurrences 
that happend daring the later End of the preced- 
ing Reign, but alfo to take Matters fome . v hat 
higher, and (hew how the Succelfion to the Imperi- 
al Crown bf thefe Kingdoms came to be fettled irt 
the illuftriotis Houfe of Hanover! Which Trans- 
actions, not being properly Fart of the Reign We 
are going to Write, yec absolutely nec^fiatV to be 
known for the Reafon above tnention'd, mall, to- 
gether with fome others of the like Nature, be the 
Subjeft of this Introduction. 

Firft then, it will be neceffary to ihdwjhoW the 
Crown of thefe Realms arme to devolve on hit pre- 
fent Majefty King George. In the Year 1700, upon 
the Death of William E>uke of Gloucefter, the only 
furviving Iffue of the Body of the late Quceri, the^i 
Princeft Anne of Denmark^ King William HI, hav- 
ing, in a Speech to both Homes of farliament* 
recommended to them to fettle the Succeflnn to 
the Crown in the Proteftant Line, in Cafe of- hit 
own Death, and after the Deceaft of the Princefa

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Anne of Denmark without Iffue of her Body, the 
Failiament did thereupon in the fame Seffion draw 
up a BiD, entitled, An Aft for the farther Limitation^ 
•f the frown, and better fecuring the Rights and Li- 
berties of the SubjeS, which rcccivd the Royal 
Affent June 12, 170 1 ; whereby it is dcclar'd and 
enafied, 

I/T 1 HAT the moft excellent Princefs Sophia, 
X Eleftrefs,and Dutchefs Dowager of Hanover, 
Daughter to the moft excellent Princefs Elizabeth, 
late Queen of Bohemia, elddt Daughter of King 
James I. of happy Memory, be. and is hereby de- 

ilar'd, to be the next in Succeffion in the Protcftant 
jne to the Crown of England, France and Ireland, 
after his Majeity, and the Princefs Anne of ben- 
mart, and that for Default of Iffue of the faid 
]prince r s Anne, and of his Majefty refpeflivelyj the 
faid Crown and Regal Government, &c. (hail re- 
jmain to the faid Princefs Sophia, and the Heirs of 
her Body, being Proteftants. 

IT. Provided,that all Perfons who may inherit the 
Faid Crown by Virtue of this Limitation, and are, - 
or (hall be reconcile to, or hold Communion with 
the Church of Rome, or profefs the Popifli Religion, 
or marry a Papift, (hall be fubje& to the Incapaci- 
ties of the Ad, Anno i^.&M. Sefs. 2. cap* 2* 
entitled, An AS for declaring the Rights and Liber- 
ties of the Subjects, and for fettling the Succeffion of 
the Crown : And that every King and Queen of the 
Realm, who {hall come to the Crown by Virtue of 
this Afi, fhall take the Coronation-Oath, made 
l W. 8c M. Sefs. i. cap. 6. and make, fubferibe^ 
"and repeat the Declaration in the before-mention'd 
A6L 1 W. & M. Sefs 2. cap. 2. 

111. And for farther fecuring our Religion, Laws, 
and Liberties, from and after the Death of his Ma- m 

S^ fty, and the. Princefs Anne of Denmark, and in 
efault of Iffue of the faid Princefs and his Ma- 
yfly refpe&vely, it is ena&ed, 

l. That 
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1. That whofocver fhall hereafter come to the 
Crown, fhall join in Communion with the Church 
of England, as by Law eftabliih'd. 

2. That in Cafe the Crown lhall hereafter come 
to any Perfon not being a Native of England, this 
Nation (hall not be obliged to engagje in any War, 
for Defence of any Dtpminions or '1 erritories not 
belonging to the Crown of England, without the 
Confent;of Parliament.

After the faffing of this A6t, the King ordered 
it to be fairly engrofs'd, and feal'd with the Great 
Seal of England, and appointed Charles Gerard, 
Earl of Macclesfield, to carry it to the Court of 
Hanover, and there prefent it to her Royal High- 
nefs, taking with him, at the fame Time, the 
whqle Habits and Ornaments of the Noble Order 
of the Garter, for George-Lewis, Elector, (now our' 

. moft gracious Sovereign) who had been juft before 

t elefled a Knight-Companion. 

Soon after Queen Annes Acceffion to the Throne, 
ihe ordered the Princefs Sophia' to.be pray'd for, in 
the Prayer for the Royal Family ; and the more 

.firmly to fecure the Succeffion in the Proteflant 
Line, did, in the Parliament holden in the 4th 
and 5th Years of her Reign, give the Royal Affent 
to two farther Afls, viz. An AH for naturalizing 
the- faid Princefs Sophia, and the Iffuc of her Body; 
and the other, entitled, An AEl for the greater Se r 
enrih of her Majcftfs Perfon and Government^ and 

rf we Succeffion of the Crown of England in the Pro- 
teftantLine; and of this laft A61, 'tis neceflary to

LT^OR the better Security of her Majefty's Perfon 
„ |f*< and Government, and the Succeffion in the 
Proteftant Line, &c. enafted, That if any Perfon 
after the 25th of March 1706, fliall malicioufly, 
advifedly, and dire&ly, by writing, printing, &c. 
affirm, that our Sovereign Lady the Queen, thac 
now is, is not lawful or rightful Queen of thefe 
Realms, or that the pretended Prince of Wales, Cc.

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hath any Right to the Crown, (Pc. or any Perform 
otherwife than according to the Acts of I W. 8c M.

She was the 5th and youngeft 
mghter of Frederick V. Elc&or Palatine of. the 
Rhine, King of Bohemia, and of Elizabeth of Eng- 
land, only Daughter of James I. and born at the 
Hague, Oftober 3, 1630, fo that fhe was 83 Years, 
8 Months, and 5 Days old, when Ihe expud. 

' Some fhort Time before her Death, Baron Schttz y 
Envoy from the lEleftor of Brunftoici, deliver'd a 
Memorial to the Miniftry here, demanding, that 
the then Duke of Cambridge, now Prince of Wales, 
might have his Writ of Summons to Parliament ; 
a plain Proof of the Dukes Intention to come 
over into England, . which the Court here highly 
refented, as appears by the following Letters whicn 
the Queen wrote to the Prince fs Sophia, and that 
Duke, which are as follows.

Olnce the Right of Succeffion to my Kingdoms

At the fame Tiraethe Lord High Treafurer wrote 
the following Letter to the (then) Eleftor of Brunfwici. 

Mai it f leaf e your Royal Hiohnefs, 

THO* I expeft Mr. Harley every Moment in 
return from your Court, and thereby (hall 
have another Opportunity of doing rayfelf the 
Honour to prefent your Royal Highnefs with my 
raoft humble Duty, and the Afturance of my utrnoft 
Service ; yet I cannot flip* this Occafion of the 
Queen s Meffenger attending your Royal Highnefs 
with her Ma jelly's Letter, to lay myfelf at your 
Feet. I have no Enemy that knows me, who is 
not juft enough to allow me to be inviolably de- 
voted to your Succeffion, nothing coming into 
Competition with that, becaufe I know I .pleafe 
the Queen, when I am zealous for the Service of 
your Serene Houfe. I hope therefore I ihall find

The Queen 
is moft heartily for your Succeffion : If there be 
any Thing which may render it more fecure, which 
is confident with her Majefly's Safety, it will be 
accoraplifh-d.

There was a fourth Letter on the fame Subjeg, 
vw. from the Queen to the Ele&or of Brunfwci, 
which,' for Reafons unknown to us, it was never 
thought fit to publifh. 

Upon the News of the 'Death of the Princeft 
Sofhja ? an Order was made at the Council Chamber 
at Whitehail, for altering in the Book of Common 
Prayer thefe Words, The Primcefs Sophia, into the 
Words, The EleHor of Brunfwick. 

The Queen herfelf furviv'd not the Princefs So* 
fbia many Days ; for on the 29th of July, 1714, 
fhe found herfelf indifpos*d with a dozing Heavi- 
neis, and a (hooting Pain in her Head, upon which 
her Domeftick Phylician, Dr. Arbuthnot, having 
confulted with four others of her Majefty's Phyli- 
licians in ordinary, viz. Dr. Thomas Lawrence^ Sir 
David Hamilton^ Dr. Sbadwcll, and Dr. Sloane y it 
was judg'd proper that her Majefty fliould be let 
Blood by cupping; accordingly Mr.Ayme, Surgeon, 
being immediately fent for, performed his Office, 
between Twelve and One in the Afternoon, in the 
Prefcnce cfiyr.Arkutbnot, Serjeant-Surgeon Dickens y 
and the Lady Ma/bam, took about eight Ounces 
• and a Hajf of Blood, which he obfer v'd was very 
thick ; and took Notice, at the fame Time, that 
the Queen's Eyes were dim and glafly. Her Ma- 
jefty found herfelf fomewhat better ; went to Bed 
at the ufual Hour ; refted pretty well till three a- 
Clock in the Morning, being July 30, when ihe 

wak'd, 
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wak d, and finding fomething lie heavy on her 
Stomach, and reaching to vomit, (he brought up 
fome Matter, and then epmpos'd herfelf to fleep. 
Towards Seven a-Clock her Majefty wak'd kgain- 
and Sliding herfelf pretty weB, rofe from Bed, and 
got her Head comb'd. This done, towards eight 
her Majefty went to look on the Clock, and Mrs. 
Danvers y one of the Bedchamber Wom£n, taking 
Notice, that her Majefty fix'd her Eyes a long Time 
upon it, aflcd her, What lhe faw in the Clock more 
than ordinary ? 1 he Queen anfwer'd her only wiqh 
turning her Head, and a dyins Look; at which 
Mrs. Danvers being frighted, caffd for Help^ Dr. 
Arbuthnot) and fuch other rhyficians in Ordinary 
as were in waiting, judging that her Majefty was 
feiz'd with a Fit of an Apoplexy, caus'd her to be 
let Blood, which Operation Mr, Dickens, Serjeant- 
Surgeon, perforrri'd, and took about ten Ounces 
and a Half. Her Majefty came to herfelf again, 
and was pretty quiet tul a. little after Nine. To- 
wards ten a*Clock, her Majefty was feiz'd with a 
fecond Fit of Heavinefs and Dozing, whkh cn- 
creas'd fo much upon her, that for aoove an Hour 
lhe was fpeechlefs, motionlefs, and infenfible. Thofc 
about her Majefty judging fhe was either dead, or 
near expiring, the Dutchefs of OrmonA, one of the 
Ladies of the Bedchamber then in waiting, fent, 
with all Speed, a Meffenger to her Confort, with 
this melancholy News ; which being brought to thfc 
Committee of Council then aflembled at the Coci- 
fity new Whitehall, they immediately broke 4ip, and 
went to Kenfingion. In the mean Time, Dr. Ar- 
hutbnot, Sir Ricbdrd Blaclmore, and fuch other Phy- 
ficiaris as bappend to be at Hand, thought fit to 
give her Majefty a Vomit, which not hating a^l the 
defir'd Effe& they adminifter'd another Medicine, 
proposed by Dr. Mtad; upon which hfer Msgefty re- 
cover'd her Speech^ and was fenfible. 

The Dukes of Swttrfet and Argyte being inform'd 
of the dejperate , Condition the Queen^ Ltfe was 
in, their Graces repaired with afl Speed to Renfing- 
ton 9 and without being frupmohM, wfctft tnto'the 

Council* 
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Cooncil-Chambcr. where the Lord Chancellor, the 
Dukes of Shrew/bury and Onmni > the three Secre- 
taries of State, viz. (the Lord Bolinbroke y Mr. Brcm- 
Uy, and the Earl of Afsr} the Btihop of Load** , and 
fome others, were affiembled in a Committee. The 
Dukes of Somrrfet and Ar^yle having acquainted 
the Board with the Reafons that brought them thi- 
ther, the Duke of Shrtwjbury return d them Thanks, 
for their Readings to give the Council their Af- 
fiftance in that nice Jundure ; upon which they 
took their Places ; and then movM, that the Queen's 
Pbyficians might be examin'd, and order'd to give 
an Account in writing of the Queens Ulncfs, which 
was done accordingly. After this, one of the 
Council reprefented, how neceflary it was, in Cafe 
it pleas d God to call the Queen to his Mercy, that 
the Place of Lord Trcafurer lhould be fill'd ; (for 
the Earl of Oxford had been obligtt to refign the 
Staff of that hi ^h Offi;e on the 27th of July in the 
Evening.) To which the whole Board ailenting, 
die Duke of Shrew/bury was propos'd, and unani- 
moufty approved, as the fitteft Perfon for that high 
Truft. Sir Richard Blachme y Dr. Shadwell, Dr. 
Mead y and the other Phyficians that were eximiu'd, 
having aflur'd the Council that the Queen was fen* 
fible, and might be fpoke to, the Lord Chancellor, 
with the Duke of Shewjbury y and fome other Lords, 
were order'd to attend her Majefty, and to lay be* 
fore her the unanimous Opinion of the Council, 
upon which her Majefty faid, They could not recom- 
mend a Perfon Jhe liked better than the Duke of 
Shrewibury ; and giving him the Treafurer's Staff, 
bid him ufe it for the Good of her People. His 
Grace would have return'd her Majefty the Lord 
Chamberlain's Staff ; but her Majefty defir'd he 
lhould keep them both ; fo that the fame Nobleman 
was, at once, poffefs'd or. three of the higheft Pla- 
ces of Truft, Honour, and Profit, under the Impe- 
rial Crown of Great Brit sin; being Lord Treafu- 
rer, Lord Chamberlain, and Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland ; as he was, two Days after, doubly one of 
the Lords Regents of Great Britain, both by his 

1 Place 
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Place of Lord Treafurfcr, and by the King's Nomi- 
nation : A Circumftance hardly to be parallelled in 
tM# frfiflory. 

Abort th*ee a-Clcfck in the Afternoon, the Queen 
relapfed into a, kind of Lethargick or Apbpleftick 
Fit, out of which Ihe was hardly recover'd by the 
Application of the Spirit of Sal Armoniack to her 
Noftrils. Hereupon her Phyiicians thought fit to 
appjly Blifters to five or fix Parts of her Body ; and 
in order to that, to get her Head fliav'd ; and at 
the fame Time acquainted the Council, that her 
Majefty's Life was in the utmoft Danger, and en- 
tirely depended on the Effect of this laft Remedy. 
We may here take Notice, that the Duke of Or- 
mond had, in all Hafte, fent Mv.Lowman y witli one 
of the Queen's Coaches, to fetch Dr. Rat cliff e ; but 
whether that celebrated Phyfician thought he could 
do no Good, or expected to be calPd by an exprefs 
Order from Council, he excus'd himfelf, upon 
Account of his having taken Phyfick that very 
Day. 

In the mean Time, the Privy Council, which 
fat from One till about Four, and met again 
-at Six in the Afternoon, took into Confideration 
the State of the Kingdom ; and fome fevere Re- 
flections were made on the late Administration, for 
leaving the Maritime Places, particularly the im- 
portant Town of Pott/mouth, unprovided both with 
Men and waiflike Stores, and confequently uncapa- 
ble to make any Defence in Cafe of a fudden Iu- 
vafion, which might be reafonably apprehended, in 
Cafe of her Majefty's Demife. But the prefent 
Builnefs not being to inquire into, but to mend 
Faults, the Council provided for the Security of 
the Cities of London and yVefiminfter, in the firft 
Place, afterwards of the Maritime Towns, and laft 
of all of Scotland and Ireland. The Duke of 0r- 
mbiid difpatch'd his Orders to the commanding 
Officers at Whitehall, for doubling the Horfe and 
Foot-Guards; and at the fame Time, two hundred 
Men tfere orderd to march, to reinforce the Gir-j 
tifon. of the Tower. The Privy Council wrote a 
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Letter to the Lord Mayor of London, deiiring hint 
to take Care of the Peace of the City ; which his 
Lordftrip did immediately, by fummoning the Lieu- 
tenancy, who order d out the Trained-Bands. The 
Militia of the Hamlets were alio order'd out ; as 
were likewife the Trained-Bands of the City of 
Wcflminflcr. Orders were immediately difpatch'd 
to four Regiments of Horfe and Dragoons, quar- 
ter'd in the adjacent Counties, to march up 
with alt Speed to the Villages near London, to 
keep the difaffefled in Awe. Brigadier Sutton and I 
Captain Cote were fent with Orders for feren of J 
the ten Battalion* of Britifh Forces, then in Flan- 
ders, to embark at OflenL and fail for England 
with all poffible Speed. On the other Hand, the 
Lords of the Admiralty, by Order of the Council, 
difpatch'd Directions for laying an Imbargo on all 
Shipping, and for fitting out as many Men of War 
as could fooneft be got ready ; for which Purpofe 
all Sea-Officers and Seamen, who were not paid off, 
were order'd forthwith to repair to their refpe&ive 
Ships at Cbatham y Portfntouth, Plymouth, and Sheer- 
nefs ; and Orders from Council were alfo difpatch'd 
to all the Military Officers of Great Brttain y to re* 
pair to their refpedive FoAs, to fee that no Difiur- 
bance were offer'd to the publick Tranquillity* 
Her Majefly continu'd all the Night, between the 

?oth and 21ft of July, in a Kind of Lcthargick 
)ozing, which encreas'd to fuch a Degree about 
ten a-Clock on Saturday Morning, that all her Phy- 
ficians defpair'd of her Life* Hereupon the Privy 
Council, who were juft affembled, lent Orders to 
the Heralds at Arms, and a Troop of the Life* 
Guards,to be in Readinefs to mount at the firft Warn- 
ing, in order to proclaim the Eleflor of Bruns- 
wick King of Great Britain* At the fame Time 1 
their Lordfhips caus'd a Letter to be written to his 
Electoral Highnefs, to acquaint him with the ex- 
tream Danger the Queen's Life was in j with the 
Meafures they had taken to fecure the Crown to 
him ; and to defire his Electoral Highnefs to repair 
with all convenient Speed to Holland, where ft 
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Britjfb Squadron, that was fitting out with all poffi* 
blc Expedition, would attend his Ele&oral High- 
nefs, and bring him over, in Cafe it pleased (jod 
to call the Queen to his Mercy* This Letter, lign'd 
by all the Council, was that very Morning fent 
Exprefs by James Craggs, Junior, Efq; and, at th# 
fame Time, Orders were difpatch'd to the Earl of 
Straffori % to defire the States-General to get read? 
to perform the Treaty of Guaranty of the Prote* 
flant . Succeffion, if Need fhould require. This 
done, the Privy Council refum'd the Confideration 
of the State of the Kingdom, particularly in re- 
lation to the ill Condition qS the Sea-Port Towns, 
and it was refolv'd to reinforce, with all Speed, the 
Garrifon of Port/mouth ; for which Purpofe, a* 
Draught of 600 Men, pick'd out of the Out-Pen* 
Honers of Chelfea Hofpital, were fome Days afte* 
form'd into a Regiment, commanded by Colonel 
Pocock) and fuch Half-Pay Officers as were next at 
Hand. At the' fame Time, the Council riehtly 
judging, that if the Pretender's Friends ftirr'd any 
where in Great Britain* 'twould be moft probably 
in Scotland, their Lordflfips order'd Brigadier Whet* 
ham to repair thither ; and the fame Day appointed 
the Earl of Berkeley (formerly Lord DurJUyJ to com-* 
raand the Fleet. 

In the mean Time, the Queen, who was general* 
ly thought, or at leaft reported to be, dead, gav4 
fome Signs of Life between twelve and one a-Clock, 
and took fome Spoonfulls of Broth. Her Maiefty 
continued In a dozing heavy Condition till about 
Six in the Afternoon, when her Pulfe beating fome* 
what fafler and higher, thofe about her began to 
entertain fome Hopes. But this was but the fkih 
of a dying Light ; for the Blifters not having the 
Effcft that was expected, her Majefty expir'd on 
Sunday the firft of Auguft, a little after feven a* 
Clock in the Morning, without being able to re- 
ceive the Holy Vtaticum y which the Bimop of Lon+ 
d9» was ready to adminifter to her. She dy'd in 
the 50th. Year of her Age, being bom at St* James** 
*n the 6th tf February 166$, at 39 Minutes paft 
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Eleven at Night. Thus dy'd the moft etcellent 
Princefs Anne Stuart, fecond Daughter of 
James Duke of TOrh, afterwards King James IL~by 
his firft Wife the Lady Anne, eldeft Daughter t<* 
Eiward Hyde, Earl of Clarendon, Lord High Chan* 
cellor of England. She was chriftfen'd at St. James's 
Palaft, her eldeft Sifter the late Queen Mary, of 
ever glorious Memory, and the Dutcheft of Mon- 
thouth, being her Godmothers, and Dr* Shelton, 
Lord Archbiihop of Canterbury, her Godfather. In 
the Year 1669, her Royal HHghnefs was, for her 
Health, fern into France, and after her Return 
into England, fhe did not only acquire a heathftri 
Conftitution of Body, but likewife thofe Accom- 
plifhments of Mind, which are feldom founjl in a 
Perfon of fo tender Years. She was, principally 
by the Care of Dr. Henry Compton, late Lord Bifhop 
of London, bred up and educated in the Religion 
and Principles of the Church of England, and, 
together with her Sifter the Lady Mary, confirmed 
therein by the Dean of the Royal Chapel at White- 
hall in 1676. King Charles II. her Uncle^ to quiet 
the Minds of his People, who were under juft Ap- 
prehenfions of Popery, made it his Care to marry 
her to a Proteftant Prince, as he had done her 
Sifter the Lady Mary, and at length concluded a 
Marriage-Agreement with Prince (Heorge of Den* 
marl, fecond Son to Frederick III. and younger 
Brother to Chriflian V. King of Denmark, to whom 
flie was wedded the 28th of July 1683, in the 
Royal Chapel at St. James\ by Henry Lord Bi- 
ihop of London. She had Iflue by him, 1. A Daugh- 
ter, of whom hei 4 Royal Highnefs was delivered "on 
the 1 2th of May, 1684, 5nc * being ftill-born, was pri- 
vately interred. 2. Lady Mary, fecond Daughter, 
born at Whitehall the 2d of June, 1685, dy d Fehru- 
ary 1690. 3. Lady Anne-Sophia, third Daugh-. 
ter, was born at Windfor the 1 2th of May, 
1606, dy'd the February following. 4. William- 
Duke of Gloucefler, born at the Royal Palace at 
HamfUm-Court, the 24th of July, 1689 ; who a - 
at his fiaptifm, was declar d by King William, Duke - 
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of Ghucefter* After the Death of his Queen, 
King William grew more particularly fond of this 
hopeful young Prince, and on the 6th of February, 
i6p6, caus'd him to be elected a Knight Compani- 
on of the Moft Noble Order of the Garter ; and 
pn the 24th of July, (being his Birth-Day) he was 
inftall'd at Wind/or in Perfon. This illuftrious 
Youth, tho* he was but of a weak and tender Con*, 
ftitution, yet had a Manly Soul, and a very lively- 
Genius. He began early with the Theory of War ; 
underftood the Terms of Fortification and Naviga- 
tion ; knew all'the different Parts of a ftrong Place, 
and Ship of War ; and could marflial a Company 
of Boys, who had lifted therafelves to attend him. 
Me likewife took much Pleafure in Hunting, and 
in martial Exercifesj fo that in the Year 1698, 
being then entering the loth Year of his Age, his 
Majefty thought fit to take him out of the Hands 
of the Lady Fitzhar&ing* his Governcfs, and to ap«? 
point the Earl of Marlborough' to be Governor to 
his Highnefs ; and at the fame Time, appointed 
the Bilhop of Salijbury to be his Highnefs s Precept- 
tor, having under him Mr. Willis, Chaplain to his 
Majefty, and Mr. Prat, Chaplain to her Royal 
Highnefs, his Mother, who taught him the Rudi- 
ments of Learning with great Succefs. But after 
fill thefe promifing Hopes, which this young Prince 
gave of a longer Life, and the early Virtues and 
good Qualities that fhined in him, he was fnatch'd 
away at the End of e'even Years and five Days, 
and was interr'd in Henry the Seventh *s Chapel in 
Wejiminfter- Abbey. 5. The Lady Mary, another 
Daughter, born at St. James's in Qttober 1690, but 
d?*d foon atter fhe was baptiz'd. 6. George, ano* ' 
ther Son of this Royal Pair, born at Sion-Houfe^ 
April *6p2, but dy'd as foon as born. 

Thus much it was neceflary to premife by Way 
of Introdu&km ; we proceed now to our intended 
Hiftory.

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O fooner was the Queen* etpir'd, than 
the Lords, and others of her late Ma* 
jetty's moft Honourable Priry Council, 
immediately afiembled in the Royal Pa* 
Jace of St. James* t, to whom the Lord 
Archbifhop of Canterbury^ the Lord 
High Chancellor, and M. Kreyenberg Re- 
ildent of Bntnfwicki in whofe Hands, according to tht 
DirecVion of the Adt 461 5 An**) Bar. 13, (which let in 
the Introduction Page vii.) the three Inltruments, under 
the Hand and Seal of hit Electoral Higtyiefs of Brunfwict 9 
nominating the Perfons to be added to the Ctvtn great 
Officers Of tht Kingdom, appointed to be Lords Jofticet, 
were lodg'd, produced the fame, which were found to bt 
written with his Electoral Highnefs's own Hand, and tht 
Kames were as follows :

sidies on the Houfe of Commons; and that none but fla- 
vi(h Time-Servers, and Enemies to their King and Coun- 
try, will ever be for purring rhe Sovereign in fbch a Con- 
dition, as that he may live without Parliaments. 

On the nth of Auguft, Mr, Conyers pr<Tented to the 
Honfe rhe Bill fir tho bitter Support of his Majefly' 1 HomjboUj 
Mtid of tho Honour and Dignity of tho Crown of Great Bri- 
tain, wltich was re d the Krfl Time, and unanimously . 
ordcr'd to be read a ftcond. After this, Mr, Tugh preftnr/- 
.«d ro the'Houfe another Bill for tefnjying Atiflaktt in tht 
Commijfioners Names, for flitting in Execution tht Aft pafi'4 
tho la/tSrJJIon of Parliament, entitled, An Aft for granting 
am Aid to hot Majeflj, to ho raWd by 4 Land Ta* in Great 
Ariraiu for the Year 1714: Which was read the fir ft, and 
order'd to be read a feebnd Time. This Was done accor> 
(Singly the next Day \ and the did Bill committed to the 
Committee of the whole Houfe, who were direcTed td 
receive a Claufe, for the continuing, until the End of 
the next Sefllon of Parliament, alt fuch Laws, as would 
©therwife expire at the End of this Seflion. The firm! 
Day, the Bid for tho Support of tho Kingt Houjbold) was reatj 
the frcond Time, and committed, for the next Day, to 
the Committee of the whole Houfe : 'After whion,' Mi\ 
Horatio WdpoU mo v'd, That it be an Inftru&ton roth* 
faid Committee, that they (hould have Power 10 receive 
two Chufes, 

1. Onetoimpower the Lord High TreaAwer, or Com* 
mifltorrers of the Treafnry, for the Time being, to lflue 
the Sum of 6*5:012/. 8 r . 8 d, (being the Arrear due td

Countriit in rhe Year 17!*,) out of the 300000/. grant-

* iible of that Danger, when (he iuVd out her Proclama- 
4 tion againil him ; and that the Cafe was not alter 'd by 
4 her Majefty's Demife : That the Nation would be at no 
4 Charge, if the Pretender did not attempt to land ; and 
4 if he did, 1 00000/. would he well beftow'd to appre- 
4 hend him." To which Mr. C — n made no Reply. 

* Not above 6*0 or 70000/. having been fubfcrib'd to the 
Royal, or Parliamentary Lortery, cefore the 1-te Queen's 
Death, which was occa/ion'd partly by the Diffidence of 
the Generality of money '(J-Mcri in the late AUmiiuftra- 
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tjon, partly by the low Intereft allow 'd by the Parlia- 
ment for the Blank-Tickers, the Lords of rhe Regency, 
and Privy Council, refolv'd to (hew their Zeal for the 
Reftorarion of Publick Credit : In order to that, they 
went in a body to the Bank of England, fubfcrih'd great 
Sums themfelves ; and to encourage others to follow their 
Example) by keeping up the Value of the Tickets, the 
JLord High Tteafurer declarM in an Adverrifement in the 
Gaztttty That in Cafe the whole Sum of 1,400000/. 
£hquld not be advanced upon the Lottery Aft lately pafs'd 
in Parliament, fo that there (hould be, a Remainder of 
Tickets to be brought as Money into the Exchequer ; a 
Refblution was taken, that fuch remaining Tickets (hould 
not be iflu'd from thence, till the faid Lottery (hould have 
been fully drawn. 

By thefe Means, above one Half of .the whole Sain 
was fubferib'd in two Days Time ; but however, the Lords 
Juftices being apprehenfive, that the remaining Part 
would not come in fo faft, their Excellencies refolv'd to 
take the firft Opportunity to lay the whole Matter before 
the Parliament, in order to procure from the Commons a 
farther Encouragement for the Subfcribers. According to 
this Refolution, Mr. Craggty who on the 31ft of ?u!y' 
was dlfpatch'd to Hanover, being, after a difficult and

if this had requir'd his more immediate Prefence, he 
woufd, without the leaft Delay, have repair'd hither, for 
the Support of fo dutiful and faithful Subjects; for his 
Majefty does very particularly exprefs his great Satis- 
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faction in the Loyally and Affechon which his People 
h-ve univcr lally (hewn upon hit Majeily's Acccilion to the* 
Crown. 

Ac the Opening this Seflion, we did not rotation to 
' you the Apprehensions we then had from the Sm-llneft 
of the Sum, at that Time adv»nc'd, that (he Lottery 
would nor be full, being deiirow, in the rirft PUcc, to 
try to make it effectual in the Manner the Parliament 
had eftablifh'd it : But we are obliged now to acquaint 
you, that all our Endeavours have fail'd of the defir'd 
Succefi, tho' the Contribution! have been thereby confide- 
rably increas'd. * 

We rouft therefore earneilly recommend to you, Gen* 
tlemen of the Houfe of Com room, to take this into your 
Consideration, and to give fuch farther Encouragement as 
yon (hall think proper, for railing the whole Sum which 
was intended, and is abfoluteJy neceftary for carrying on/ 
the Service of the Year. 

The Commons being return'd to the Houfe, and. their' 
Sneaker having made a Report of the Lords Juftices 
Speech, .it was refolv'd, Nemim ContrddUcnte, Ttut aa 
humble Addrefi be prefented to his Majeily, to return the 
humble .Thanks of this Houfe, for the Sttisfa&ion his 
Majeily has been pleas'd to exprefs in the Loyalry and 
Affection which his Subjects have universally (hewn upon 
his Ma je fly's Accefiion to the Throne $ and for his graci* 
out Intentions of making his People fpeedily happy with 
his Royal Prefence ; and alfo to auure hit Majeily of the 
Continuance of the fame Zeal and Affection to his Ma- 
jcfty upon all Occaiions ; and 9 that this Houfe will con- 
tribute their utmoft Endeavours for preferving the Publick 
Peace until his Majeily {ball arrive.

This exactly agreed with the Declaration 
which Monfieur d* lbtryille y Minifter of Front*) made to 
Che Regency, and to Baron Bothmar y even before he 
had receiv'd particular Orders for it front the Court of 
trance ; being (as he faid to rooft of the Lords Regents, 
to whom he made Viflts) already impower'd to do it by 
his general Inftru&ions : And, on the other Hand, Mr. Mat- 
thew Trior, who was then reiiding at the Court of France in 
Quality of Envoy, having, by Orders of the Regency, 
notify *d to the Trench King the Death of the late Queen, 
ind King George* * Acceflion to the Throne, his Mod 
Chriflian Ma jetty repeated to him the Declaration he had 
made to the Earl of Peterborough.

€ that their Excellencies hoped, his rooft Chriftian Ma- 
c Jefty would make good his Promifes, and confider the 

* ill Confeqaences of bis furTering his Forces to adl again ft 
4 a People, who were under the Protection of the Crown 

* of Great Britain. 9 * To this Mr. Prior receiv'd an An- 
fwer, '.That the Moft Chriftian King had already made 
4 good his Engagements in Behalf of the Catalans ; that 
4 their Obftinacy was the Caufe of all the Misfortunes 
4 that might befall them ; and that •his Glorv would

Some Days before this Anfwcr was tran framed to Eng- 
lamiy the Marquefs d'Alf*a*a y one of the Deputies front 
the Principality of Catalonia, made Application to the 
Lords Juftices of Grtat Britain; and communicated to 
their Excellencies a Letter he had received from the Go- 
vernor of Majored, with an Account of the Condition of 
the City of Barcelona. Upon which their Excellencies 
•tderM, that a Copy of the Letter they had written to 
the Court of Fra net, would be communicated to the Mar- 
queft; and be was farther aflur'd, that Directions ha£ 
been icnt to Admiral Wififan, not to moleft the Inhabi? 
taats of Barcelona^ or hinder any Relief to be brought to 
them by Sea. 

Notwithstanding the repeated Aflurances from the Cour$ 
of Frame, that they woitld give no Manner of Diftur-

The Pall was fupported by fix Dukes. Her Grace the 
Durcheft of Ormond (in the Abfence of the Diuchefs of 
Semcrfet, who was indifpos'd) was chief Mourner, fup- 
ported by the pukes of Somerfet and Richmond in long 
Cloaks, wearing their Collars of the Order, her Train 
borne by two Dutcheflfes, aflifted by the King's Vice* 
Chamberlain, and follow'd by two other DutchefTes, at 
the Head of fourteen CountefTes, as Afliftants, all in long 
Veils of Black Crape \ and after them the Ladies of the 
Bedchamber, and the Maids of Honour, in like Veils j 
then the Bedchamber Women, and the Gentlemen Penfio- 
tiers, clos'd the Proceeding. At the Entrance into the 
Hhorch, the Dean, Prebends, and Choir receiv'd the Royal 
Body with an Anthem, and marching before Norroy King 
of Arms, who carry'd the Crown and Culhion, they pro* 
ceeded iinging into Xing Henry the Seventh's Chapel, 
where being arriv'd, the Body was depofited on TreUelsy

Before the Receipt of this Letter, the States Genera} 
had appointed Mefiieurs Van Welderen^ Noordwyck 7 Taau 
tan Amtrongen, and Bnrmania, to receive, his Britannick 
Majefty on the Frontier of their Territories ; and fome 
Days after, the States of Holland nara'd Deputies of their 
own to receive his Majefty at his Entrance into that Pro- 
vince, and to conduct him to the Hague. On the other 
Hand, their -High Mightineflei caus'd eight Men of War 
to be eouipp'd with all; pofiible Expedition, in order to 
Join the Britijh Squadron appointed to convoy the Xing over 
to England, 

The Court of France, tho* ftunn'd by the unforefeea 
Accident of the Queen of Great Brit ain't fudden Death, 
yet, with great Prudence, follow'd the beft Counfel, which* 
in the prefent Condition of their Affairs, they could take ; 
and that was, readily to acknowledge King George. Ac- 
cordingly, befides the Declarations mention'd above, Mon- 
fieur de CHateaitneufj their Embaftador at the Hague, made' 
the Earl of Straford the ufual Complements of Condo- 
lance upon the Death of the late Queen, and at the fame 
Time thofc of Congratulation upon King George's AcceiHon, 
co the Throne, 

Meanwhile the Pretender, who having, upon the Peace 
of Utrecht, been fore'd to depart the Dominions of France, 
was retir'd to Bar-h-due in LorraUty received there, on the 
4th of Attgnfly the News that the Queen was either dead, 
or pfoft Recovery } upon which he inftantJy took Poft for 
VerfaiUes ; but the King of France having Notice of his 
Arrival, immediately feht the.

On the 4th of September, the Depones of rhe 
States General, received and complemented his Majefty on 
their Frontier, and the fame Day, the King went thrcogh

Here his Majefty and the Prince Royal were complemented 
by the Deputies of the States of that Province ; after 
which, they went into a Tateht of the States, and the 
iame Night reach'd Weird**, where they were received 
by the Earl of Albemarle^ and the other Deputies of the 
States of the Province of HeUant, under fix Salvoes of 
sine Pieces of Cannon, anfwcring the Number of Tears 
of his Majefty. The Earl of Straferd and the Earl of 
Berkeley Hkewift attended the King at Woerden, and had 
the Honour to kifs his Majefty** Hand, while he was yec 
in the Tatcbt ; after which, they'went hack to the Hague. 
On the 5th, in the Morning, the Xing, in the EsrF of 
Aikm ar te*% Coach > rbllow'd by fix others, and attended 
by a Detachment of Horfe Guards, proceeded to LrjeVjr, 
where the fame Number of Guns were difcharg'd as ac 
Woerden ; and about Five in the Afternoon, his Majefty 
grriv'd at the Hague, amidft the Acclamations of a vaft 
Humber of People.

hit happy Arrival at the Hafka. The *x had afterwards 
Audience of the Prince^ and then returned to the Aflerohly 
of the States to make their Report ; after which, noft of 
them came back to Court, and bad the Honour to dine with 
bis Majefty; 

The fame Morning, all the Britijb Nobility and Gen- 
try either reiiding at the Hague, or who on thisOccafioif, 
had repair'd thither from England, and other Parts, as 
' alio the Britijb Officers of the Green Cloth, had the Ho- 
nour to kifs his Majefty't Hand, being prefented by the 
Earls of Strafford, Dorfit, and Berkeley ; and among the 
reft, Sir fames Abercrembie, Commandant 6£ Dunkirk, and 
Brigadier Prefien, Governor of Newpert, took that Oppor- 
tunity to wait on the Xing. In the Afternoon, his Ma* 
jelly, accompany 'd by the Prince, took feveral Turns in 
his Coach round the Veorhoult, (a Place at the Hague like 
our Ring in Hyde-Park) where be was follow'd by a nu- 
merous Train of Coaches, and a great Coneouafe of Peo- 
ple. Some of the foreign Minifters had that Day private 
Audiences of the King, to complement him,' on the Part 
of their Mailers, on his happy Accelfion to the Britijb 
Throne, and his fafe Arrival at the Hague. The Marqneis 
' de Chateattneuf,. Embaflador of France, had his Audience 
on the 7th of September in the Morning for the (kme Pur- 
pofe ; and 'twas given out, that that Minifter having, 
among other civil Exprefliom told the King, c That there 
c were yet a few Difficulties to be remov'dj to put the 
« finiflung Hand to the Treaties yet depending, but that 
« his Majefty lhould be the Arbiter of the Peace, - * His 
Majefty anfwer'd, That he mntld be the Guarantee ef it. 
On the 1 2th of September, the Duke d*Offuna and the 
Marquefs de Monteleone, Plenipotentiaries of Spain, came 
to the Hague from Utrecht, to wait upon the King, and 
the next Day they had alfo a private Audience of his 
Majefty; as had, the Day before, the Count deTareucm, 
and Don Lewis d*Acbwia, Plenipotentiaries of Pertugal. 
On the nth of September, the Earl of Strafford receiv'd 
fome Inftru&ions from the Xing, upon which he held - 
frequent Conferences with the Embaflador* of France, 
Spain, and Portugal^ The Xing having refolv'd to cm- 
bark for England with the fldt fair Wind, his Majefty** 
Baggage was by this Time fent to the Yatchts, which, on 
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the 14th of September y fell down the Maefi from Ret- 
totdam to tht Brief. • 

. The States General were not wanting to improve this 
Opportunity to concert feveral' important Affairs with 
the King : For which Purpofe, the Great fenfionary Hein* 
fine had frequent private Conferences with his Majefty, 
Wbofe Acceflion to the Britijh Throne quicken'd the flow 
Paces of Che Courts of Verfailei and Madrid, in relation 
to the Treaties yet depending. To. this Purpofe we may, 
take Notice, that the very Day the fang arriv'd at the 
Hague, Monfieur de Chateauneuf receiv'd Advice, by a 
Courier of the Cabinet, that the Treaty of Peace be* 
twean the* Empire and France had been %n'd the 7th at 
Bmden ; and that the Xing of Spain had ratify'd the 
Treaties of Peace and Commerce between htm and the 
States General, without any Manner of Reftri&ion or. 
Reservation ; which was confirmed by an Expreft fent to , 
the Spamjh Plenipotentiaries, 

We now return to Great Britain, where, on the itth of 
September^ the Lords J unices in Council fign'd the follow- 
ing Proclamation, ordering the Payment of One Hundred. 
Thoufand Pounds to any Per fbn who (hall feize and fecure 
the Pretender, in Cafe he (hall land, or attempt to land 
in any of his Majefty's Dominions.

ancient Serjeants ; Gentlemen of the Privy Bedchamber ; 
Judges ; Children of Weftminfter^ and of the King's Chapel ; 
Choir of Weftminfterj and Gentlemen of the Chapel, Pre- 
bendaries of Weftminfter ; Mailer of the JeweMioufe \ and 
Privy-Counfellors not Peers, all in their proper Habits, as 
ufual at Coronations, 

Then two Pur fuiv ants of Arms ; Barons in their Crim- 
fon Velvet Robes, with their Coronets in their Hands, 
* (two a- breaft, as all the Peers went) Biihops ; a Herald of 
Arms ; Vifcounts ; Wo Heralds of Arms ; Earls ; two 
Heralds of Arms ; Marqueifes 5 Two Heralds of Arms ; 
Dukes ; two Kings of Arms, with their Coronets ; the 
Lord Privy-Seal ; Ixjrd Preiident of the Council; Lord 
Archbiihop of York ; Lord Chancellor ; two Pcribns re- 
prefenting the Dukes of Aquitain and Normandy* 

Next the Lords who bore the Regalia) yiz. The Earl of 
Salisbury , St. Edward** Staff •, the Lord Vifcounc Longue- 
riUe) the Spurs ; the Earl of Dorfet and MtddJefeX) the 
Scepter with she Crofs ; the Earls of Sutherland) Bembrtke, 
and Lincoln) the three Swords ; then Garter's Deputy, with 
his Coronet, between the Uiher of the Hack Rod and the 
Lord Mayor of London ; then the Lord Great Chamberlain 
of England fingle : then bis Royal Higunefi (he Prince of 
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Wdles, in his Robes of Eftate, of Crirofoa Velvet, furr'd 
with Ermine, his Coronet ftt with precious Stones, and 
Cap borne by the Barl of Hertford, on a Crimfon Velvet 
Cuihion, and wearing a like Op of Crimfon Velvet tornM 
up with Ermine by his Ma jefty *s Royal Permiflion, hisTrain 
Supported by Augufha Scutz, and Addpktts Oughton, Efqu 
the two eldeft Grooms of His Royal Highnefs's Bed-cham- 
ber, aflifted by Henry KiQegrem, Efq; Gentleman of His 
Royal Highnefs's Robes. The Barl of Derby with the 
Sword of State, between the Duke of Montague, Lord

Lord High Steward on that Occasion, with the Crown, 
between the Puke of ArgyU, bearing the Scepter with the 
Dove, and the Duke of Sowurfit with the Orb ; the Bilhop 
of Salislmry with the Bible, between the Hi (bop of Littk- 
field and Coventry with the Patten, and the Bilhop of Ban- 
gor with the Chalice.

The Lord WMen^ the Lord 
tltasftWff, the Lord Riaton, the Lord Dw/orrf, a flitted by 
the King's, Vice- Chamber lain, in the Abferce of the Ma- 
tter of tfie Robes; the Servants at Arms and Qentlemen- 
Peniipners going on each Side, 

The Rqpka and Canopy, 

Next followed the Captain of his Majefty's Horft Gnard, 
between the Captain of the Yeomen of the Guard, and 
the Captal* 1 rf tne Btfri of Gentlemen-Penfioaers, with 
the Lif urenant and Standard* Bearer of the Gentlemen-Pen- 
fjpners on either Hand of them ; and the Officers and ?eo- 
me_n of the Guard clot'd the Proceflion. 

Thus the whole Proceeding marctfd on Foot upon Bfne 
Cloth to Wefininfier- Abbey, and being enterM into the 
Church, and aji duly feated and placed, the Lord Arch- 
bifbop of Canterbury, who performed this great Solemnity. 
Vegan wufc the Recognition. Then His Majefty made hit 
fitfObittifto, Mid fee Lord* who bore the *£<»«, pre- 
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fented chem at the Alrar : The Lirany was fung on the 
E*ft Side of the Theatre, by the Biihops of Litchfield and 
Coventry, and Norwich? j a,nd after the Bpiftle, GofpH, and 
Nicene Creed, .the Lord Bifliop of Oxford preach'd on this 
Text, Ifal. cxviii. v. 24. litis is the Day which the Lord hath 
made, we will rejoyce and he glad in it. 

Afrer the Sermon, his Majefty repeated and iign'd the . 
declaration or Teft, efiabhlh'd by Adt of Parliament, and 
took the Coronation Oath, which he likewife fub&rib'd ; 
. and in King Edvard'% Chair, placed in the Middle of Che ' 
Area before the Altar, was anoinred, and pre fen ted with 
the Spurs, and girt with the Sword, and veiled with his • 
Purple Robes ; and having receiv'd the Ring, the Orb, 
and Scepters, was foleranly crown 'd about two of the 
Clock, the Drums beating, Trumpets founding, and the 
great Guns being di (charged ; whereupon His Royal 
Highnefs the Prince of Wales, and the Peer*, put on their 
Coronets, and the Biihops their Caps, the Dukes of A qui- 
lain and Normandy their HatS) and the Kings of Arms their 
Coronets, 

Then the Holy Bible Was presented to his Majefty by 
the Archbifbop ; and his Majeity having receiv'd the 
Benediction, fate down in his Chair, and then vouchsafed 
to kifs the Archbifhops and Biihops ; and being enthroned, 
His Royal Highnefs the Prince of Wales, and the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal did their Homages, And feeraingly 
kiffed his Ma jelly's left Cheek, and afterwards touched the 
♦Crown, while the Treafurer of the Houfhold threw about 
the Coronation Medals. 

Then his Majeity made his fecond Oblation, and re* 
ceived the Holy Communion, and after the final Prayers, 
retir'd into Xing Edward's Chapel, and being veiled in his 
Robes of Purple Velvet, and the whole Proceeding being 
again put in Order, his Majefty return'd to Wtfimvtftet. 
Ha?!, wearing his Crown of State; an4 the Peers. and 
Kings of Arms their Coronets. 

The King din'd at a Table at the Upper End of the 
Hail, with his Royal Highnefs the Prince of Wales on his 
left Hand ; and the Nobility and«ther Perfons of Quality ' 

were feated at their refpecttve Tables, which were all tea* * 
dy furnifli'd before their coming in ; the hot Meat or 
firft Courfe for his Majeily's Table, for which Space was 
left,, was ferved up with the proper Ceremony, being pre- 
ceded by the Officers, &v. of the Board of Green-cloth, 
and by the Lord High Steward, between the fcord High- 
^onflable* and the Lord Mufltal, oa Harfeback. 
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And juft before the fecond Courfe, Lewis Dymoke, Efij; 
Champion of England, in com pleat A r no our, rode into 
the HalJ, betweeifthe J~ord Hii;h Conftable and Lord Mar- 
(hal before- mention'd, and performed the Challenge ; Af- 
ter which. Carter's Deputy, attended by the other Officer* 
of Arms, proclairo'd his M*jcfty's Style in Latin, French, 
and Englijb. , 

Dinner being ended, and all Things performed with 
great Splendor and Magnificence, about Seven a- C Jock his 
Majefty returned to St, James's ; and the Pay concluded 
with Bonfires, Illuminations, Kinging of B-Jls, mid other 
Demonftrations of a general Joy and Satisfaction. 

At foon as the King had failed the rood important of 
his Domeftick Affairs, his Mtjclty nocify'd his Acceilion 
to the Throne to feveral Princes and States ; and in par- 
ticular, to the States-General of the United Provinces, to 
whom he wrote the following Letter : 

High and Mighty Lords, our good Friends, Allies, and 
Confederates : 

TH £ fcucceflion to the Crowns of Great Britain, France, 
and Ireland^ being devolved on us, by the . Decease of 
the late Queen Anne, our moft dear Sifter and Coufin, we 
took Care to fatisfy the ardent Dt fires of our faithful Sub- 
jects, by repairing as foon as poflible to chut Kingdoms. 
We happily arrived on the 19th IniLm, and do take the 
firft Oc cation to communicate the fame to you ► We are 
fully perfwaded you will<be highly fatisyM to be apprised 
of the univerfal Joy, and unexpreflible Acclamations, 
with which we were receiv'd by our People : And as you 
have at all Times given us Proofs of your fincere Amity ; 
and we having, in our PaiTage through your Country, ob- 
ferv'd your Inclinations to make, with all poflible Firsn- 

-nefs, a Bond of perfect Alliance between the two Nations ; 
we once more renew to you our Afturances of the Defire 
we have to demonftrate to you by all imaginable Ways, 
how fenfible we are of your Friendship ; and our Refolu- 
tion, ever to cultivate and confirm more and more/ an 
Alliance, which is Co neceflary and advantageous for the 

-reciprocal Good of our Dominions, and for the Benefit of 
all Europe. We pray God he may have you, High ami 
Mighty Lords, owr good Friends, JUies, and Confederates^ in 

'his holy and. worthy Keeping.

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Next to this Formality, bis M* jetty's fir ft Care was to 
look to the Intereft of his Dominions abroad : Upon 
Which) purfuant to his Majefty'* Orders, Mr. Prior, Pleni- 
potentiary of Great Britain in France, pre fen ted the follow- 
ing Memorial to that Court, on the 23d of October, N. $. 

THE underwritten Plenipotentiary, Minifter of the 
King of Great Britain, fws Orders from the King his 
Mailer, to reprefent to your Majefty, that having heard 
the Report of the Commtflaries and Ingineers fent to view 
the State of the Fortifications and Port of Dunkirky his 
M*jefty is very much furpriz'd to hear, that notwith- 
ltandiug the Inftatices and Reprefentations made on the 
P*rc of Great Britain to prefs the Execution of the 9th Ar- 
ticle 6f the Treaty of Peace concluded at Utrecht^ the faid 
Port is fo little fill'd up, that there can ft ill, to this Diy, 
as great Ships as formerly, pafs by the old Canal, up to 
the HornworJc of the Town. . So long as that Canal re- 
mains, it cannot be deny'd that there is (till at Dunkirk a 
Port of 1000 Rods long) and con fequently able to receive 
mtny Hundred Ships. The Words of the Treaty are, IVr- 
tsii compleatttr, (that the Haven (Hill be fill'd up) Aggeret 
aut Atuks diruantur, (that the Dykes which form the Canal 
and the Moles be deftroy'd.)' We appeal even to your Ma- 
jetty's own Engineers, if the H^ven be fill'd up, and if 
the Dykes be deftroy'd ? The King my Mailer is very much 
perfwaded, that your Majefty being fully inform'd of this 
Fadt, will give your ftri& Orders, that ac laft that iliall be 
accompfiih'd, which, according to the Words of the Trea- 
ty, ought to have been done above a Year ago. The fame 
Minifter has Order to reprefent to your Majefty, that the 
Surprize of the King bis Mailer hat been ftill greater, 
when he was told, that norwithftan4ing the faid 9th Ar- 
ticle, which fays exprefly, ne difta Muninftnta, Fortuf 9 
Moles, aut Aggeres denuo unquam feficiantur, {that the faid 
Fortifications, the Port, or the Dikes of Dunkirk fliall ne- 
ver be rebuilt) that they are actually at Work in making 
a new Port much larger than the old Canal, which, as 
well as the old Haven, goes up to the Town of Dunkirk; 
and that the Foundation of a Sluice much greater than the 
former, which ferv'd to cleaa the old Haven, is laid. 

It cannot be imagin'd that your Majefty will make Uflj 
of the Word Dicta, whidh is in that Article, to maintain, 
that fmce the fame Canal is notreftor'd, the fame Mate- 
rials are not made Uft of, and the fame fiaftions and 
Cooruias are not rebuilt, that 'your Majefty is ac Liberty 
• l F3 .to 
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to raifc new Works, and make a new Port, better than 
the former. The B*n* fidi which ought to reign in all 
Treaties, and which will be religiously obferv'd by the 
King my M.ifil-r, will not admirof inch a Suppofition. 

When Ships can go into Dunkirk by the old Canal which 
is on the North, or by the New, which is on the Weft, 
"Dunkirk will in the feme Manner be a Pore, and be equal- 
ly incommodious and dangerous to the Commerce of Great 
Britairt. 

In either of thefc two Cafes, the*Treaty will be equally 
violated. The King of Great BntAtn is refolvM, on his 
Side reli^ iciifly to obferve the Treaty of Utrecht, and to 
maintain with your Majtfty an Amity (b fincere, that he 
defires above all Things so prevent all Incidents that may 
difturb that good Intelligence.- And at the Hopes of fee- 
ing the entire Execution of that 9th Article, has been to 
Great Britain the principil Motive for accepting the Pe*ce 
of Utrecht, he has orderM the underwritten Minifter to 
make the mdft pre fling InfUnces with your M-tjefty, that 
you will pleafe ta give Order for filling up the fa id Canals, 

To this Memorial the Ceurt of France ntwnti the folhming 

Anfner : 

l 1)Urfuant to tne 9 tn Arricle of the Treaty of Peace con- 
X eluded at Utrecht, the Harbour of Dunkirk, between 
she Town and the Citadel, is entirely fillM up. Never- 
theless, Men are ftill at work, carrying into it the Earth 
that is produced by the demolKhing of the Cavaliers of 
Che Citadel. 

The Words Tortus comfleatur^ can riever be apply 'd to- 
the Old Canal, which is very different from the Harbour ; 
neither, to be fure, would the King ever have enga^'d 
entirely to deftroy a Canal of xooo Toifet in Length. 

That, would have been a WorOt immoderately great ; 
fox the only Time Men could have been employ M therein, 
wquld have been at low Water. 

On the other Hand, it would have been altogether need- 
left* ; for the Sea. will foon cairy away what remains of 
the Dykes that wew made. 

Thofe Dykes and Jettes fink daily, and are waihM 
away by the Sea : But it having Jbwn lately demanded on 
tjie Part of the Xing of Great flrumM, that to the End 
they might be carry M off the froner, >the Xing would 
cw£t four Cou pure** or Outlets* ta be s*a4e therein, his 
Majefty gave Qfde,rs; -accordingly j. and by Means of this 

new 
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new Work, the old Canal will be fo choak'd up in a few 
Pays, that it will be level with the Strand, and no Ship* 
ping. will be able to enter it. 

Nay, they will not be able to go up thither, even at 
High Water, bur as they do at all other Places along the 
Coaft, quite from Newpm to Calais. , 

The King has feveral Tiroes compUin'd of Dilatonnefs 
on the Part of England, in Point of executing the 9tfc 
Article of the Peace of Utrecht. It ought not therefore to 
be charged upon his Majefty. This is notorious, 

It is well known too, that the Fortifications of Dnnkr* 
are demolifh'd ; and that the Harbour is fo fiil'd up, that 
it would be impoffibie for the King to make it good again, 
did not his Majefty defign (as he fully docs) punauaily 
to perform the Treaty. 

He has already feveral Tiroes anfwer'd the Complaint 
which for foroe Time paft he has receiv'd, about the Work 
he was forced to make, to hinder a great Trail of ^and 
from being laid under Water, which the ruining of the 
Sluices of Dunkirk would have effected. However, he it 
wijling to repeat once more the Reafons he has given for 
that Proceeding. 

The Waters of the Canals of Furntt, L* Moerf, WjnoSt* 
berg, and Bvurbvurg, were difcharg'd by the Sluices of 
Dunkirk. This Outlet was neceflary to keep the Caftella- 
nies of Bwrbmttg^ Wjnoxbtrg, and even fome Part of thsst 
of Ft***, from being overfiow'd, which without it they 
mutt infallibly have been : But the King having promisM 
Utterly to deftroy the Sluices of Dunkirk, gave his Orders 
for executing the Treaty, and in the mean while oaus'd a 
Representation to be made to the Queen of Great Britain, 
pf the faconvenienoies that would eafue upon this rigo- 
rous performance ; defiring at the fame Time, that (he 
would fuffer one of the three Sluices which were to be 
<leftroy*d, to ftand as it did.

The fnglfy Cpromiflaries and Engineers were Witnefle* 
of the feVeroi Projects that were rorrn'd for that Furpofc 
They were foil weU acquainted with the Dei^gn of the 
Canal of Mardiie ; » n 4 were of the Opinkm, it was i*i- 
po&ble4o be executed. It it true) it was a very expenfive 
one 5 and the Xing would gladly have fav'd that Money, 
bad it pjeas'd the Qpeeji of Great Ap{«« eg leave one of 
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*he Sluces of Dunkirk (landing, only to discharge the Wa- 
ters from the Country. 

But upon her Refofal, it w?s abfolotely neceflary ro 
open this Canal, to receive the Waters of the four other 
Canals. 

Thefe four old Canals are navigable, and are eogerher 
4$ Toifes broad ; and confidently, the new Canal moft 
needs have a fufiicient Breadth to receive all thole Waters, 
and difcharge *tra into the Sea. 

The Sluice alfo mud neceflarily be proportionable to the 
Breadth of the Canal, and to the Quantify of Waters ic 
retains ; for the Point is, to hinder the Tides getting into 
the Country, and ro Ipep in the Waters of the four old 
Canals at high Tide*. 

The Seafon prefs'd the finifhing of that Work ; and if 
the fame bad not been csrry'd on with great Diligence, 
what would, not Men have apprehended from the Diforder 
which the Autumn Rains might occafion, 

Thefe are the Motives which oblig'd the Xing ro caufe 
the new Canal of Hardy be to be open'd, and to tuft en. the 
Accompliflunent of that Work : His Majefty Ins no Defign, 
no Intention to make a new* Harbour at hUrdyke 9 to build 
a Place there : He has already decjar'd, and once more 
-repeats it, that he is only willing to fave a Country, which 
would be laid under W*ter, if this was not difchar'd into 
the Sea. 

' For the reft, the King has given good Proofs of his

.Majesty is pleat'd to repeat the Reafons contained in this 
Memorial) and chat he *giia orders the Steur d' Ibtrriie,

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Meanwhile, in order to put a Stop to the riotous Af-

WHereat of late Years feveral Riots, Tumults, and 
unlawful AflVroblies, have been in many Parts of 
this Realm, to the Difturbance of the publick Peace, and 
to the endangering of all Order and Government ; and 
there is great Reafon to apprehend) that the fame were 
promoted and encourag'd by thofe, whofe Duty it was to

Fourth, it is ordain'd and -eftabliuYd, That if any Riot, 
AiTembly, or Rout of People, againft the Law, be made 
in any Parts of the Realm, that the Juftices of the Peace, 
three, or two of them at the lea ft, and the Sheriff ox 
Under-sheriff of the County, where fuch Riot, AiTembly, 
or Rout Hull be made, {hall come with the Power of the 
County, if Need be, to aired them, and (hall arreft them ; 
and the fame Juftices, Sheriff, or Under-Sheriff, (hall 
have Power to record that which (hall be found fo done in 
. their Prefnce againft the Laws; and that by the Record 
of the faid Juftices, Sheriff, or Under- Sheriff, fuch Tref- 
pa iters and Offenders (hall be convicted. Now to the End 
that the Offenders aforefaid may be brought tojuftice, and 
for preventing the like traiterous and riotous Aflemblies 

• for the future, we have thought fit, by the Advice of 
our Privy Council, to iffue this our Royal Proclamation, 
hereby ftri&ly commanding and requiring all our Juftices 
of the Peace, and all other our Civil Officers, that they 

• ufe their utmoft Endeavours for difcovering and appre- 
hending the faid Offenders, that they may be brought to 
Jufti.ce; and that the faid Juftices of the Peace, Sheriffs, 

• and Under Sheriffs, do ufe the moii effectual Meant for 
fnppreifing all Riots and Tumults, and to that End do put 
the faid Statute, and all other Statutes made in England 
againft Riots, Routs, and unlawful Aflemblies, in fexecu- 
cioa ; .and that the faid Juftices, and all other our Civil 
Officers, to whom it doth appertain, do give the neceflary 

£ pir«c"tions, that fufEcicnt Watch and Ward be duly kept, 
' -. " at 
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at fuch Times as they fluli judge neceflkry, for the pre? 
venting and fupprefling the like Disorders. And we do 
hereby farther ftridUy charge and command ajj oar Offi- 
cers, Civil and Military, and all other our loving Sub* 
feels, that they be aiding and aftlfting in the Execution of 
our Commands herein, and in the apprehending and tak- 
ing all fuch Perfons, who have,, or (hall hereafter offend 
in Manner a fore f aid. And we do hereby charge and 
command, that the f«tid Offenders be profecuted with the 
utmoft Severity and Rigour of the Law, we being re- 
folv'd to fupprefi fiich Riots and Tumults, by a naoft ilri6t 
and exemplary Pumfhment of all fuch Offenders as hav6 
been already, or (hall be difcoyer'd. And we do hereby 
command the refpedlive Juftices of the Peace, and other 
Ma^iftrates aforefaid, that they do, from Time to Time, 
tranfmit an exa£r. Account of what they (hall do, purfu- 
ant to this our Proclamation, to one of our Principal Se- 
cretaries of State.

This being a 
Caufe of great Nicety and Importance, the Court thought 
fir to put off the Determination of it to the laft Day of 
the Term, when the Prifoners being brought to Court, 
their Council renew'd the former Motion in cheir Behalf, 
alledging withall, that the A£t, by Virtue of which they 
were contjmu'd under Confinement during the late Queen'* 
Pleafure, was expir'd at her Majefty's Death. After * 
full Hearing, the Lord Chief Juftice Parker made a Speech 
that lafted above Half an Hour ; the main Sublhnce of 
which amounted to this : After having laid open the E- 
normity of the Crime with which the Prifoners flood 
pharg'd, and for which they were committed, together 
with the Reafons that had prevented their being brought 
to their Trials, his Lord mi p kid, ( That the Legislature 

* had thought fit to interpofe in this important Amur, 

* and in a fpecial Manner to (hew a tender Concern for 
c tbe facred Lives of Kings : That the two particular 

* A&s of Parliament for continuing the Prifoners under 
c Confinement during the rate King WiUi*m\ and the 
( late Queen's Pleafure, had not only iiifyended, but, in 
c a Manner, extinguiifc'd the HdbeasCorfna A6t with re- 
c ipeel to the Prifoners, fo that they could not expeft any 

* Benefit from it : That as to what had been alledg*d ia 
( . their Favour, that the laft A<Sl of Parliament for their 
1 being kept in Prifon, was determin'd by the Death of 
< the k«e Queen, it was to be obferv'd, that tho* the 

* inferior Courts have a difcrecional Power to admit Per-. 
' fons in Cuftody to Bail, yet that Power is reftrain'd by 
c tjie very Acl of Habens Corp*s } which excepts the Cafes 
c of Felony and High Treafon : That therefore that 

* Court could not determine, whether or no the Ad for 

* continuing the Prifoners in Cuftody was expir'd by the 
' late Queen's fudden Death ; That this nice Queftion waa 

* only to be determin'd by the fame Power that made 
' that Ad ; and that the laft Seflion of Parliament hav- 
' ing been fa» fliort, that the Legislature could not take 

* that Matter into Confideration, they mnft wait till the 
c next Sefijon : That, in the mean Time, there was a 
- c good Reafon for keeping the Prifoners under Restraint, 

1 drawn from the Conduct of the late Queen towards 
f them : That that wife Princefs had, fbme Tears, ago, 
f cbnftated to the Eniargroene of a fixth Confpiratot, 
4 (.one Gnmttr) but had net thought fit to extend the 

• fame 
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fame Favour to the five Prifoners: That this Example 
ought, on this Occafion^ to be a Rule for the Court of 
Kings-Bench) whofe Duty it is, in a particular Manner, 
to fhcw their tender Concern for the Safery of tl.t 
Royal Perfon of the Sovereign ; and con fide r, that 
fince the Prifoners could have form'd the black De/kn 
of embruing their Parricide Hands in the Blood of the 
late King William^ it was to he fear'd, that if they 
were enlarg'd, they might, alfo confpire againft the 
facred and precious Life of his pr.-fenr •Majcfty.** Upon 
be whole Matter, the Court orderM the Prifoners. to be 
emanded to the Prifon of Ntwgate. 
On the 15 th of November, tde Dnfces of MaribeitoUgh^ 
Sfjrewsbitry, and Argyle, the Earls of Nottingham and Sitn- 
derland, the Lord Vifcount Townjhend^ the Marque fs de 
Mentekone, Embanador of Spain ; Count de NtftitZj the 
Tolifb Envoy, and feveral other Perfons of DiftincVion, 
jreceiv'd by the Mail from France, Copies of a Paper print- 
ed in three fc vtral other Languages, Ttx% B^glf/h, French^ 
and Latin, figa'd at the Top James R. and dated at £tvm~ 
hiercs the 29th Dajr of Augujl, 171 4; which being at 
Kind of Manifefto, or Declaration of the Pretender, af- 
ferting his Right to the Crown of Great Britain, mofl 
of the Perfom who receiv'd the fa id Paper, thought it 
their Duty to deliver it into the Hands either of his Ma- 
jefty, or of the Secretaries of State. Many of the Jace- 
iittet were at fitd of Opinion, that this Piece w s fpuri- 
eus, .and a Contrivance of the well affected to the prefenc 
Settlement; in order to afperfe the late Miniftryf and In- 
fluence the future Elections for Parliament-Men; but it was 
Toon generally acknowledged, that the faid Declaration 
was genuine, and defign'd by the Pretender's Friends to 
fcuoy up his finking Party in Great Britain and Ireland j 
for which Reafbn, the Government thought fit tofuppref* 
the fame. Moreover, it being reafonably prefum'd, that 
the faid Declaration was pr.in.ted ax timbiereS) under the 
Countenance, if not with the Approbation of the; Duke 
©f Lorraw, the King gave Orders to the Lord Townfhend^ 
Secretary of State, to write to the Marquefs de Lamberti^ 
that Prince's. Minifter, tq forbid him the Court. The 
Lord Townjkend's Letter contain d in , Subftance, 4 That ic 
4 was inconfiftent with his Majefty's Honour and Dignity, 
4 as well as In te reft, to .admit to Audience the Minifter 
' of a Prince, who, at that very Juncture, gave Shelter 
* and protection to a, Pretender) and an open Enemy to 
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1 his Majefty's Dominions." The Marquefs de Lambent 

tranfmitted rhis Letter to the Duke of terrain^ left London 

towards the End of November^ and took a Journey* to 

Oxford^ expecting his Matter's Anfwer, which having re- 

ceiv'd about the Beginning of December) he communicated 

the fame to the lord Vi (count Town fiend* The faid An- 

fwer was as follows :

I Believe, Sir, you no Ways doubt of my being extreme- 
ly furpriz'd to hear by the Courier which came from 
you, that when you appltr'd to my Lord Townjhend to 
obtain an Audience, that Minifter made An fwer, that 
fince the Chevalier de St. George remain'd (till in my Do- 
minions, the King thought fit to forbid you the Court. 
In Cafe his Majefty ihouJd continue in this difagreeable 
Refolution with Refpedt to me, I mod fubraie to hit 
Pleafure, and you have nothing elfe to do but to return 
hither as foon as you are able : However, you are hrft to 
apply to the Duke of Marlborough, and to the King's Mir 
nifters, defiring them to lay before his Majefty the unfor- 
tunate Situation I am in, if after having been fo ready to 
let the King 'know the Part I take in his Acceflion to the 
Crown of England, and after having been one of thenxft 
to make my Complements, and fliew .my Zeal oh this 
Occafion, all Europe (hould be acquainted that his Majefty 
has fome Reafon to be diflatisfy'd with me : That I can- 
not conceive whence this (hould proceed, iince as to the 
Chevalier de St. George, the World knows by what Means 
be came into this Country : That every one is inform'd 
of the Situation of my Territories, which are (unrounded 
and cut through on all Sides by France : That 'tis known 
how I had no Share in 'his coming into my Country; 
that I neither invited him to come, thither, nor could I 
force him to go away : That lately upon the Death of 
Queen Anne, I knew nothing of his leaving Bar till 
twelve Hours after he was gone from thence 5 and that I 
knew nothing of his Return to Bar till after he wis come 
hack, as a Traveller that goes backwards and forwards in 
an open Country, and interroixt with other Territories, 
as mine is : That as to the Manifefto or Declaration dated 
at Itmbieres, which the Chevalier de St. George had got 
yrintcd ; I knew nothing more of it, than, that be gave 

me 
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one, after it had been publifh'd : But that really I arri 
much concern'd to hear from yob, chat ic tns been re- 
ported, that the fame Manifeftoes have been fpread 'abroad 
by you, or by thofe of your Retinue. I own to you 1 
that I am extremely concern'd at this *, and that in fome 
Sort it feems to be a Defign to make me uneafy, cot 
give out, that either I or my Servants meduled in fuoh 
an Aflair. 

Thefe are the Reafons which I have to offer, and which 
I would have you defire thofe Gentlemen to lay before the 
Xing ; in Hopes they will convince his Ma jetty of nay 
mod refpe&ful Adherence to him, and that bis Majefty 
will be pieas'd to admit you to an Audience. 

But if, contrary to my Expectation j the King will not 
grant you an Audience, you. are to come away, having, 
defir'd the Minifters to let the Xing know the Concern I 
am under, and that I hope his Majefty will pleafe to 
accept of way good Intentions/ and the early Care I took 
to fltew him the inviolable Zeal I have for him.

When the Marquefs de Lamberti communicated this 
Letter to the King's Ministers, he, at the fame Time, ex- 
prefi'd his Matter's deep Concern ar this unlucky Affair, 
-which obftro&ed the Friendship and good Underlhnding 
be had fo early fought with his Bruamiick Majefty, fox 
whom he ever entertainM the higheft Efteem and Venera- 
tion. And he likewife exprefs'd his own particular Con- 
cern ; and the great Mortification it was to him, not to 
be admitted to a Court, he had fo great a Defire to be mSde 
known to. He was anfwer'd,* i That it was not out of 
c any Prejudice to his Perfon, nor even to the Perfon of 
c his Mailer, for whom the Xing had a great Efteem*; 
( bat* that as Af&irs flood at prefent, tho' his Excufes were 
* in fome Mcafure allowable, yet his Mijefty was the bed 
' Judge of what was confident with his own Honour and 
( Dignity ; and as his Majefty was likewife fenfible of 
x the Duke's Readiness to feek and cultivate a Friendfhip 
<* with hit Majefty, fo the Xing wiih'd, that the Caufes 
c which obftru&ed the fame, at prefent, might be fpee- 
c dily remov*d. M The Marquefs de Lamberti finding by 
this Anfwer, that his Majefty infilled on the Removal 
of the Pretender from the Dominions of Lorrdia, before 
he would admit him to Audience, took his Leave of the 
Lord 7ox*nfiend } mud icon after fet out from London on his

About the Beginning of December ^ the King fign'd 
•three Proclamations: One for putting the Laws in* 
Execution againft Papifts and Nonjurers, which was as 
follows : 

GEORGE R. 

WHereas of late feveral Riorr, Tumults, and un- 
lawful Aflemblies, have been in. many Parts of 
this Realm, to the Difturbance of the publick Peace, and 
to the endangering of all Order and Government ; and 
there is great Reafou to apprehend, that the fame are very 
much promoted and encourag'd by Papifts, Nonjurers, and, 
other Perfons diftfFe&ed to our Government, Favourers of 
the Pretender : And whereas the Aid Pretender has pub* 
liuYd a traiterous Paper, under the Title of his Declara- 
tion, of the Date or the Nine and Twentieth Day of 
Auguft lad, N. S. which hath been djfpers'd in many ; 
Parts of our Dominion s 9 and in feveral Parts of Euro fa 
in manifeft Violation of our lawful and rightful Title to 
the Crown of thefe Realms : And whereas by an Afik of 
Parliament made in the fir ft Year of the Reign of the late ' 
King William and Queen Mary, entitled, An A£h for the 
better fecuring the Government^ by difarming Papifts and re- 
futed Papifts j it was enacled, That it fhould and might be 
lawful for any two, or more Juftices of the Peace, who 
ihould know, or fufpelt any Perfon to be i Papift, or 
Oioul^l be informed that any Perfoa was, or was fufpeited 
to be a Papift, to tender, and they were thereby author* 
. riz'd and requir'd forthwith to tender to fuch Perfon, (q 
known or fufpe&ed to be a Papiftj the Declaration fee 
down and exprefs'd in an Aft of Parliantent made in the 
Thirtieth Year of the Reign of the late King Owlet the 
Second, entitled. An A & for the more effectual preferring 
' the King's Perfon and Govemmtnp, by difabling Papifts from 
fitting in either Houfe of Parliament, to be by him made, 
repeated, and fubferib'd j and if fuch Perfon fo required, 
Ihould refufe to make, repeat, and fubferibe the faid De- 
claration) or refufe, or forbear to appear before the faid 
Juftices,' for the making, repeating, and fubferibing 
thereof, on Notice to him given, or left at his ufual Mace 
of Abode by any Perfon aochoriz'd in that Behalf, by 
Warrant under the Hands and Seals of the (aid twa, 
Juftices, he was in and by. that Ail prohibited to have on 
Jeep injihis Houfe, or elfewhere, or ia jthe PotTeffion of 
any ©the* , Per&n,. to, , hjm Ufe, or at hit £ifpoiitura, any. 
4rmS| WeaponS| Gunpowder} or Ammunition} other than 
2 " fuch 
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fuch neccflkry Weapons* at ihould be allow'd to tiim by 
Order of the J nit ices of the Peace at their General Quar- 
ter Seftions, for the Defence of hit Houfe or Per fori ; and 
Chat any two or more J u ft ices of the Peace, by Warrant 
under their Hands and Seals, by Virtue of rhat Act, might 
authorize and im power any Perfon or Perfbns, in the? 
Day- time, with the Affiftance of the Con (table, or his 
Deputy, or the Tythingman, or Headborouso, where the 
Search (hould be, to fearch for all Arms, Weapons, Gun- 
powder, or AmraunioH, which (hould be in the Houf-, 
Cuftody, or Poftcfiion of any fuch Pa pi ft, or reputed Pa- 
pift, and feize the fame for our Ufe : And farther, Tk*t 
no Pa pift, or reputed Papift, fo refuting, or making D - 
fault, (hould or might have, or keep in his own PoflVflion^ 
at in the Poflcflion of any other Perfon co his Ufe, or ac 
his Difpofition, any Horfe, or Harfes, which (hould be 
above the Value of five Pounds, to be fold ; and cbac an jr 
two, or more Juftices of the Peace, by Warrant onJer 
their Hands and Seals, might, and mould authorize any 
Perfon or Perfons, with fuch Afliftanceas aforefaid, where 
the Search (hould be, to fearch for, and feize for our Ufe?, 
all fuch Horfe and Horfes, which (hould be above the 
Value of five Pounds, to be fold : And whereas by ano- 
ther Act made in the fa id firft Year of the Reign of 
their faid late Majcfties King William and Queen Mary^ 
entitled, An Aft far the Abrogating of the Oaths of Supre- 
macy and Allegiance, and a f pointing ether Oaths , all Perfon s 
who (hould refufe to take the Oaths therein directed to be 
taken, after the Tenders thereby directed to be made, and 
Ihould refufe to make and fubferibe the faid Declaration, 
in the faid Act of the Thirtieth Year of the faid late 
King Charles the Second, (hould fuffer all Pains, Penalties, 
Forfeitures, and Difabilities, as a Popifli Recufant Con- 
vict, and be taken and deem'd Popifh Recufaius Convict 
to all Intents and Purpofes whatfoever ; And whereas in 
and by one other Act made in the Parliament of Great 
Britain, in the fixth Year of the Reign of the late Queen 
Anne j our dear Sifter, entitled, An Ait for the better Sectt- 
rity of her Majefifs Verfon and Goyernment, it was enacted, 
That it (hould and might be lawful for any two Juftices 
of the Peace, whereof one of them to be of the Quorum % 
within any of the Counties, Ridings, Divifions, Stewarciesy 
Cities, or Boroughs, within our Kingdom of Great BrU 
tain, or any other Perfon or Perfons, who (hall be by us, 
lor that Purpofe, fpecially appointed by Order in our 
Privy Council, or by Commiflion under our Great Seal, 

at 
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at any Time or Times, to lummon and convene before 
them all inch Perfoni within the Limits of their refpe* 
dive Juiifdi&ions, Powers and- Authorities, as they Ihould 
or might fufpe&to be dangerous, ,or difaffe&ed to us, of 
our Government^ and ihould and might tender to every 
fuch Perfon and Perfoni, the Oath in that Adt mention'd, 
commonly call'd, The Abjuration Oath, and fliould at the 
next Quarter Seflions of the Peace, to be held for the 
County or Place in which the faid Oath (hoold be ten- 
dered, certify the Chriftian Name and Sirnames, and 
Placet of Abode, of all Perfons refuting to take the 
' faid Oath, to be there recorded, and (hall be from thence 
certify 'd by the Clerk of the Peace of fuch County, 
Riding, Liberty, Borough, Town Corporate, or Place 
within England, into the Court of Chancery, or King's. 
Bench at tyeftminftftj and by the Clerk of the Peace of 
every Shire, Stewart y, Borough, or Place, in Scotland^ 
into the Court of Seflion there, to be recorded in the Re- 
gifter, or Rolls of the faid refpe&ive Courts ; and if 
the Perfon fo refuting and certify'd, (hall not within the 
next Term, or Setiion, after fuch Refufal, appear in the 
Court of Chancery, King's- Bench, or Seflion, where fuch 
Certificate (hall be return'd, and in open Court audibly 
and folemnly take and fubfcribe the Oath aforefaid, and 
endorfe, or enter, his fo doing upon the Certificate fo 
return'd, (hall be from the Time of fuch his Neglecl or 
Refufal, taken, efteem'd, and adjudg'd a Popi(h Recufant 
Convict, and as fuch, mall forfeit and undergo fuch Pe- 
nalties as a Popifli Recufant Convift ought to do, by the 
Laws then in Force within England ; And by an A& made 
in the Five and Thirtieth Year of the Reign of Queen 
Elizabeth^ every Popifli Recufant Convift is to repair to 
the Pkce of his ufual Dwelling, or Abode, and not at 
any Time to remove above five Miles from thence, uulefg 
thereunto licens'd according to the Direction of that A&, 
or of a fubfequent Adl, made in the third Year of the 
Heigii of the late King Jamtt the Firft : Now for the Pre* 
fervation of the publick Peace, and for preventing the 
like traiterous Practices for the future, we have thought 
lit, by and with the Advice of our Privy Council, to 
iflue this our Royal Proclamation, hereby commanding 
and requiring all our Jufticei of the Peace, and all others 
whom it may concern, that they do, with the utmoft 
Diligence and Application, put the faid Laws ftri&ly in 
Execution a gat nil Papifts and Nonjurors, and that they 
tender to them the faid Oaths and Declaration, and take 
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from the Refufers thereof their Horfes end Arms, and ui> 
their Endeavours to confine them to their ufual Habitati- 
ons, in fuch Manner as by the faid Laws is directed ; and 
t^hat they do alfo put ftri&ly in Execution all other Laws 
made againft Papifts, reputed Papiftt, and Nonjurors. And 
wc do further ftrictty charge and command all Popifli Rc- 
Cuftnts, Natives, and Denizen** who (hall be above the 
Age of fixteen Years, that they do, according to the Sta- 
tute in that Behalf made, repair to their refpe&ive Places ' 
of Abode, and do not thence remove, or pafi above the 
Pittance of rive Miles, unJefs thereunto licensed according 
to Law j and the refpe&ive Juftices of the Peace, and 
others concern'd to execute our Commands herein, are 
hereby requir'd to certify an Account of what they 
(hall do, ' purfuant to the fame, to us in our Privy 
Council.

The other two Proclamations were for a publick Thanks* 
giving) to be obferv'd in England and Sutland 5 the Aril 
of which was as follows :

WHereas we have receiv'd an humble Application 
from the Archbilhops and Bifhops of England, 
that a Day may be appointed for a publick Thankfgiving 
to Almighty God, for his great Goodnefs in bringing us 
to a peaceable and quiet PofTeifion of the Throne of Great 
Britain? and thereby difappointing the Defigns of the 
Pretender, and the wicked Contrivances of his Adhe* 
rents, to defeat us of our undoubted Right to the Impe- 
rial Crown of this Realm, and to fubvert the eftablilh'd 
Conltitution in Church and State : We being well pleas'd 
with this Inftance of the gpod Affections of our People, 
and deeply fen/ible of this fignal Providence of God, 
which calls for the moil thankful and folemn Acknow- 
ledgments both from us and our Subjects, have thought fit, 
by the 'Advice of our. Privy Council, to iflue this our 
Royal Proclamation, hereby appointing and command* 
ing, that a General Thankfgiving to Almighty God, for 
thefe his Mercies, he obferv'd throughout England, Wales, 
and the Town of Berwick upon Twted^ on Thurfday the 
Twentieth Day of January next. And for the better 
and more orderly folemnizmg the fame, we have given 
Directions to the Moft Reverend the Archbilhops, and

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Right Reverend the Bifliops of England, to compofe a Form 
of Prayer fai table to this Occafion, to be iufed in ail 
Churches and Chapels, and other Place* of publick Wor- 
ship, and to take Care for the timely difperfing of the 
fame throughout their refpeclive Diocefes. And we dp 
ftri&ly charge and command, that the fa id Pub lick Da)r 
of Thankfgiving be religioufly obferv'd by all our lov- 
ing Subjects, as they tender the Favour of Almighty 
God, and upon Pain of fufFering fuch Punilhment, as we 
can juftly inflict upon all fuch who (hall contemn or neg* 
lecl the fame.

The Proclamation for a Thankfgiving in Scotland was 
to the fame fifiect, Mutatis Mutandis,* particularly the 
mentioning the Com million of the General Aflfembly of 
the Church of Scotland, inftead of the Archbifliops anA 
Bifhops of England, &c. 

On the nth of December the King fign'd the following 
Directions to the Clergy, for the Unity of the Churchy 
and the Peace and Quiet of the State. 

DirtCiions to our Archbijbofs and Bijbops, for the f referring 
of Unity in the Church, and tl?e Purity of the Chrifliau 
faith, concerning the Holy Trinity j and alfo for freftrying 
the Feace and S^tiet of the State. 

GEORGE R. 

MOST Reverend and Right Reverend Fathers in 
God, we greet you well : Whereas we are given' 
Co underftahd, that there have of late been great Diffe- 
rences among fome of the Clergy of this our Realm 9 
about their Ways of expreffing them&lves in their Ser- 
mons and Writings, concerning the Doctrine of the 
Bleffed Trinity : And whereas Afo unufual Liberties have 
been taken by feveral of the faid Clergy, in intermeddling 
with the Affairs of State and Government, and the. 
Combination of the Realm, both which may be of very 
dangerous Confluence, if not timely prevented 5 wfi 
therefore, out of, our princely Care and Zeal for the Pre* 
fervation of the Peace and Unity of the Church, toge- 
ther with the Purity of the 'Chriilian Faith, and alfo for 
preferving the Peace and Quiet of the Scare, have thought 
fie co fend you thefe following Directions, which we 
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ftraitly charge and command you to publifli, and to fee 
that they be obfetVd within your fereral Diocefes. 

I. That no Preacher whatsoever, in hit Sermon, or 
Lecture, do prefame to deliver any other Doctrine con- 
cerning the Blefied Trinity, than what it contained in the 
Holy Scriptures, and it agreeable to the Three Creeds, and 
the Thirty Nine Article* of Religion. 

II. That in the Explication of this Doctrine .they 
Carefully avoid all new Terms, and confine them/elves* Co) 
fuch Ways of Expreifton at have been commonly ufed in 
the Chorch. 

III. That Care be taken in this Matter, efpecially to 
obferve the Fifty Third Canon of this Church, which 
forbids publick Qppo/ition between Preachers ; becaufe (as 
that Canon exprefles it) there groweth thereby much Of- 
fence and Difquietnefs unto the People : And that above 
all Things, they abftairi from bitter Invectives, and &tn> 
rilous Language againft all Perfont whatfoever. 

IV. That none of the Clergy, in their Sermons or 
Lectures, prefume to intermeddle in any Affairs of State 
or Government, or the Conftitution of the Realm, fave 
only on fuch fpecial Feafts and Falls as are or (hall be 
appointed by publick Authority; and then no farther 
than the Occajjon of fuch Days (hall ftrictly require j 
provided always, that nothing in this Direction (hall be 
understood to difcharge any Perfon from preaching in De- 
fence of our Regal Supremacy eftabliuVd by Law, as often, 
and in fuch Manner, as the Firft Canon of this Church ( 
doth require. 

V. That the foregoing Directions be alfo obferv'd 
by thofe who write any Thing concerning the fa id 
Subject's. 

VI. Whereas alfo we are credibly informed, that it is 
the Manner of fome in tvtry Diocefe, before their Ser- 
mon, either to ufe a collect and the Lord's Prayer, or the 
Lord's Prayer only, (which the Fifty Fifth Canon pre- 
fcribes as the Concluiion of the Prayer, and not the whole 
Prayer) or at leaft to leave out our Titles, by the faid 
Canon requir'd to be declared and recogniz'd ; we do far- 
ther direct, that you require your Clergy, in their Prayer 
before Sermon, that they do keep ftrictly to the Form 
in the faid Canon contain'd, or to the full Effect 
thereof.

now return home, and enjoy the prefent Happinefsof my 
Country. But I return with fo much the more Satisfaction, 
becaufe I have that of feeing -the fuccefsful Iffue of my 
JSegociations. It is true, there yet remains the Signing of 
the Peace bet ween. Spain and Portugal) to make the Peace 
altogether corri pleat 5 which obliges me to inform your 
High Mightineflfes, that it is brought fo near, fhat in a, 
Conference lately held at my Ffoufej uetween the Pleni- 
potentiaries of both, thofe Crownty there was no other 
Difference than of. about x 500000 Crowns, without whlct* 
that Treaty had been then fign'd ; which it certainly 
will be, upon the Return of the Express, whidh thofe 
Minifters thentnought themfelves oblig'd to fend about it 
to their refpedlive Courts ^ for the Sum is too inconfide- 
ftblt to give any confiderable Delay to an Affair of fo

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much Importance ; the rather, becaufe the moil Chrtftiatt 
King is pleas'd to interppfe. 

It was my Duty alfo, as yon very well know, purfuant 
to my Inftru&ions from the late Qjieen, (in order to ren- 
der this Peace lafting) to reconcile the Difference! between 
the Emperor and this fiepublick, touching the Barrier ; 
and likewift to renew our Treaties of Alliance, and to 
fettle murual Guarantees, between the Powers in terefted in 
the Balance and Tranquillity of Enroft* with which it has 
fince pleas'd the King my Mailer, principally to entruft 
one of his Secretaries of State, who, among other Advan- 
tages, enjoying that of a perfonal Ac<juaintance with the 
Emperor, will not fail, I hope, of fettling them, very 
fpeedily, to the Satisfaction of all Parties. 

Mean while, I fee with Pleafure, that your State begins 
already to feel the good Effects of the Peace : And that k 
jj entirely fafe, and free from the Apprehensions wherein, 
I found it, upon my Arrival here, of the Events of a 
Jong, a bloody, and a burthenfome War. 

As I have always very fincerely wifiVd the Profperity 
and Safety of this RepubUck, I cannot filently pafs over 
the Satisfaction I reap, from the many Opportunities I 
hare had, during the Coucfe of my Negotiations, of gi- 
ving very efCentkl Proofs thereof, and of having done 
this RepubUck very confiderable Services 5 which is more 
particularly known to forae worthy Members of this State, 
who have honoured me with their Friendfliip, and will not 
be backward in doing me Juilice upon that Score. 

I have nothing more to do, only to thank your High~ 
^jMightinefies for the Favour you have (hewn me, during 
rny Stay here ; and to aunre you, that I (hall always re- 
tain* a very grateful Remembrance of it 5 a'nd never fail, 
when I am in my own Country, as I have ever done elfe- 
where, to do all that lies in my Power to cheriih the 
good Harmony and Union between our two Nations, 
^vhich I look upon as the beft and firmed Support of .the 
Balance and Liberty of Europe^ as well as of the Protectant 
Religion, 

To this Speech the Prefident returned a very civil An* 
fwear 5 after which the Earl was conducted back to his own 
Palace with the fame Ceremonies j and fomc Days afcer- 
mrds,. having rt£eiv'd the ufual Prefent of a Gold Chain 
and Medal, valu'dat 6000 Gilders, and his Secretary ano- 
ther worth 600, his Lordfhip embark'd at Rotterdam^ and 
arriy'd in EngUni on the laft Day Of the Year.

Earl having made fome Difficulty to comply with that 
• Demand, unleft he had an exprefi Order from the Council 
in Writing, his Lordflrip was famroon'd before the Coun- 
cil, and after he had been examin'd, his Majefty was 
pleafed to make the following Order :

IT was this Day thought fir, and accordingly ordered by

—At the fame Time, Orders were fenc 
for fealing up his Lordfhip's Papers that were yet on Ship- 
board, or at the Cuftom -houfe, coming from Holland - 
which being fomewhat unuftuJ, occanoii'd much Talk, 
.and various Reflexions. 

On the 5th of fanuary, the King in Council, a Pro- 
clamation for difTqlying the prefent Parliament, and de- 
claring the fpcedv calling another, . was fign'd, as fol- 
lows :

Tradej and 
the Interruption of our Navigation, as of the great Debts 
of. the' Nation, which we were furpriz'd to obferve, had 
been very much increas'd fince the Conclufion of the laft 
War : We do not therefore doubt, that if tho>enfuing E- 
lc&ions ihali be made by our loving Subjects with chat 
Safety and Freedom which by Law they are entitled to, 
and we are firmly refbtVd to mairntaui to them, they 
will fend up to Parliament the fitteft Perfons to redrefs 
the prefent Diforders, and to provide for the Peace and 
Happinefs of our Kingdoms, and the Eafe of our People 
for the future, and therein will have a particular Regard 
to iuch as flww'd a Firmnefs to the Proreftant Sucpefiion, 
when it was rooft in Danger •: We have therefore found it 
Decenary, as well for the Caufes aforesaid, as for other 
-weighty Confiderations concerning us and our Kingdoms^ 
to call a new Parliament, and we do accordingly declare, 
that with the Advice of our Privy CounciJ, wtf have this 
Pay given Order to our Chancellor of Great Britain, to 
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iflue out Writi in due Form for the calling a new Parlia- 
ment, which Writs are to bear Telle on Monday* the Seven- 
teenth Day of this Inftant January ^ and to be returnable 
on Tfmrfday the Seventeenth Day of March next follow- 
ing. 

Given at the Court at St. James'* the fifteenth Day 
of January, 1714, in the firfi Tear of our Reign. 

The fame Day the King fign'd the following Proclama- 
tion, declaring his Majefty's Pleafiire for continuing Offi* 
«ers in Great Britain and Ireland. 

GEORGE R. 

WHereas by an Adt of Parliament made in the Sixth 
Year of the late Queen Anne^ our moft dear Sifter* 
entitled, An Aft for the Security of her Majefty's Verfon and 
Government, and of the Succe/Jion to the Crown of Great Bri- 
tain in the "Brotefiant line, it was ena&ed, amongft other 
Things, that no Office, Place, or Employment, Civil or 
Military, within the Kingdoms of Great Britain or Ire- 
land, Dominion of Wales, Town of Berwick upon Tweed, 
lilts of ferfey, Guernfey 9 Alderney, and $ark, fhould be- 
come void by Reafon of the Demife of her fa id late Ma* 
jefly, her Heirs, or Succeftbrs, Kings or Queens of this 
Realm, but that every Perfim and Perfons, in aqy of the 
Offices, Places, and Employments aforefaid, fhould con« 
tinue in their refpedtive Offices, places, and Employ- 
ments for the Space of fix Months next after fuch Death 
or Demife, unlefs fooner remov'd and difcharg'd by the 
next Succeflbr, to whom the Imperial Crown of this 
Realm was limited and appointed to go, remain, and 
defcend : And in Regard that that Time hath been found 
not to be fufficient for re fettling all the faid Offices, we, 
for the preventing the Inconveniences that may happen 
by the fame becoming void, in our princely Wifdpm and 
Care of the State, (refer ving to our Judgment hereafter 
the Reformation and Redrefs of any Abufesin Mifgovern- 
ment, upon due Knowledge and Examination thereof) are 
pleas'd, and do hereby order, Signify, grant, and declare, 
that all Perfons that, at the Time of the Deceafe of her 
faid late Majefty were duly and lawfully pofleli'd of, or 
inverted in any Office, Place, or Employment, Civil or 
Military, within the Kingdoms of Great Britain or Ire* 
land } Dominion of Wales, Town of Berwick upon Tweed, 
Hies of Jerfey } Guernfey, Alderney, and Sark-, aud which 
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hive not fine* been remov'd from fuch the Offices, Places, 
or Employments, Hull be, and (hall hold themfelves con- 
tinn'd in, and (hall hold and execute the fa id Offices, 
Places, or Employment*, as formerly they held, enjoy'd, 
and executed the fame, for the Space of three Months 
from the Date hereof, unlefs fooner remov'd and difcharg'd 
by us: And in the mean Time, for the Prefervation of 
the Peace, and neceftary Proceedings to Matters by Juftice, 
and for the Safety and Service of the State, we do hereby 
ftri&ly command all the Aid Perfons, -of whatsoever 
Degree or Condition, that they do not fail every cme* 
Severally, according to his Place, Office, or Charge, to 
proceed in the Performance and Execution of all Duties 
thereunto belonging, «s formerly appertain'd unto them, 
and every of them, while the faid late Queen was living : 
And further, we do hereby will and command all and 
' lingular our loving Subjects, of what Eftate or Degree 
they or any of tbem be, to be aiding, helping, and 
afiifting, at the Commandment of the faid Officers in the 
Performance and Execution of the faid Offices and Places, 
as they tender our Difpleafure, and will anfwer the con- 
trary at their utmoft Perils. 

Gvftn at oitr Court at St. James's, the Fifteenth Day of 
January, 171 4, in the fir fi Tear of our Reign, 

At the fame Time alfo his Majefty was pleas'd to fign 
another Proclamation, for the discovering and apprehend* 
ing of the Perfons who barbarouily wounded and maimed 
John Mac-A1Un % an Officer of Excife in Scotland^ for re- 
futing to drink fome Jacobite or Tory Healths j which* 
was as follows :

WHereas we have received Information, that upon the 
30th Day of Noy ember lair, between the Hours of 
a a and x in the Morning, at Crief in Ferthfiire, in that 
Part of our Kingdom of Great Britain, call'd Scotland^ 
feveral Perfons in Highland Habits, with their Paces dif- 
coloor'd, and arm'd with Sword, Durk, and Piftol, broke 
into the Lodgings of John Mac-AUen y one of our Officers 
of Excife ^ and barbarouily and inhumanly beat, bruis'd, 
and wounded the faid John Mac- Men in feveral Parts of 
his Body, and cut off great Part of his Right Ear, we, 
out of our Royal Inclination to Juftice, and to the la- 
tent that fuch Offences may be difcover'd and pnnifh'd, 
whereby all others may be deterr'd* from committing the

apprehended and brought to Juftice, fuch Difcoverer (hall 
have and receive ai a Reward for fuch Difcovery, the 
Sum of Two Hundred Pounds, whereof our Commiifioners 
for executing the Office of Treafurer of our Emtheqmr 
are hereby required to make Payment accordingly : And 
if any Perfon concerned therein, (hall difcover any one 
or more of hit Accomplices,' fo as he or they may be 
apprehended and brought to Juftice, fuch Difcoverer (hall 
have and receive the faid Reward of Two Hundred 
Pounds, and alfo our gracious Pardon for his faid Offence. 
And we do hereby ftrictly charge and command all our 
Juftice* of -the Peace, and all other bur Officers, and ail 
other oar loving Subjects, that they do uft their utroofi 
Diligence in their fever*! places and Capacities, to find 
our, difcover, and apprehend the (kid dfrendert, in oader 
co their being brought to Juftice : And we do hereby 
command, that this our Proclamation be pubiifli'd in the 
ufual Form, that none may pretend Ignorance ; and we 
-ordain thefe Prefcmi to be printed, and our Solicitors to 
difpatch Copies in the ufual Manner. 

Given at onr Churl at St. James'/ the i fih Day of Janu* 
ary, 17 14, in the frfi Tear of eur Reign* 

Two Days after, his Mayfly fign'd the following Pro- 
clamation, in order to electing and fUmmoaing the 
Sixteen Peers of Stetland.

WHereas we have in Council thought fit to declare 
our Pleafure, for fummoning and holding a Par* 
liament of Great Britain, on Tlmrfday the Seventeenth 
Pay of Mirth next enfuing the Date hereof.

both the Condiment and Proxy being qualify'd according 
to Law. And the Lord Clerk Regifter, or fuch two of 
the principal Clerks of the Seifioh, as fiiall be appointed 
by bim to officiate in his Name, are hereby xefpedirely 
required to attend foch Meeting, and to* administer the

Witnefs tatr filf at Weftroinfter the 17th Day of Jafluarr, 
17x4, in th* firfl Year of our Reign. 

V?e have already inferted above, Page 63, Mr. Prior's 
Memorial to the French Court relating to Mardyke,with that 
Court's Anfwer thereto, which not proving fatisra£tory,the 
Earl of Stiff, whom his Majefty had fent into Prance^ 
.being about this Time arri v'd at Paris, prefented the fol- 
lowing Memorial to his Moft Cbriftian Ma jefty .about the 
Canal and intended Port at Mardyke ; but at the fame 
Time intimated to the French MiniJtry, that be had Orders 
not to take any Character, till he had receiv'd a clear and 
pofitive Anfwer to the kid Memorial, which is as 
follows: 

THE underwritten Earl of Stairs, Gentleman of the 
Chamber, Privy Counfellor, and Counfellor of 
State to the King of Great Britain, has Orders to represent 
to your Majefty, that the King his Mailer having caus'd 
the hft Anfwer that was given in your Name to Mr. 
Prior, to be examin'd, and having heard the Report of the 
experienced Pcrfons of whom he makes ufe at prefent,' 
. concerning the Execution of the oth Article of the Treaty 
•f Utrtxbt) he believes himfclf to have Reafon to doubt, 
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whether your Majefty hat been inform'd td the Bottom of 
Che true State of' that Difpute. 

The Xing my Matter having extremely at hit Heart 
the feeing that Article accomplifti'd, which it of fo great 
Continence, as well for the Security ai for the Com* 
merce of tint* Britain, an^l ardenijy wifhing to eftablifh a 
firm lYiendfhip and good) Correspondence between t,he two 
Nations; which, however) cannot take Root and flou- 
rish, wjule there remain Apprehenfions and Jealou/iei 
upon Points fo delicate, as are the DeflrudUon of the 
old Port of CbnJrirJr, and the. Building a new. one j 
has order'd me to deduce at length to your Majefty 
the tr*ue State of that Artair, and to put the Facli, which 
leera to have been hid from your Majefty into a cleft 
Li «hr. • 

With refpedt to what is reported irt the Aid Anfwet*, 
concerning the filling up of the old Port and Haven of 
^Dunkirk, I have orders to reprefent to your Majefty, that 
without taking Notice, that 21 Months are pad face 
the Treaty of Peace was concluded, and that the faid 
fort was to have beeh fill'd up in rive Months after it 
was fign'd \ it is certain, that it is fo little fill'd up at 
this Time, that there enter and go out daily a great Num- 
ber of Ships, and divers of thofe Ships are actually of 7 
or 8foo Tons Burthen. , 

( The Dykes that ferv'd for Foundation of. the Jutteet, 
which form'd the Canal or Port of Dunkirk, are ft ill fit 
or feven Foot high above the Strand of the 5ea-Coaft, 
and are fo well bound together by an, infinite Number of 
great Piles and F^afcinaget, tjwt it it.moft probable the 
Sea onTy, without the Aflift^nce of Workmen, wilt 
not ruin them in a long Time, nay, it may be, not in 
many Years ; befides a Number of Urge Piles, upon which 
were plac'd the Chefts of the Juttees, which will ferv* 
(till' for the fame Ufe. 

The Rafon and Haven ftill fubfift, and sire in a Condi- 
tion to receive as large Ships as formerly, by only remov- 
ing the Batterdeau or Dam in the Canal of BtrgUis, to let 
it enter \nto the Town by thenew Canal, which may be 
done in lefs than twice 14 Hours. 

The Flood-Gates of the Sluice of Btrguu, is not a. 
quarter deftroy'd, and thofe of GurniaH, upon the Canal 
of Turnes, have not been touch'd yet: There remains 1 - 
% befides that, many Pieces* of the Fortifications, as the 
old Rampms along the Haven, the Oat,ei of the Town 
arid the Citadel, the Gates by Which we enter the Cat 
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nab of Hurt and ftraej, with ill che Redoubts at Ms- 

It does not at iH appear, that the End of the Treaty 
was 10 leave the filling op the Haven of Dunkirk to Time 
•lid the Sea. All the Works which have been made by 
Arc co maintain and preferve the Port, ought to have bee* 
drftrov'd by the Work of Hand*, The Xing therefore 
•perf wades himfelf that your Majefty, in order to execote 
the Treaty B*na Fide and with Exa&nefs, will not delay 
to give noil exac* Orders for rating the Dignes and the 
} utters to the level of the Strand ; for entirely filling op 
cheBaibn and the Haven ; and, in fine, for fi nifliing the 
Definition of all that remains of the Sluices and otbet 
Works which fervM to maintain the old Port. 

With Regard to the new Port which is carrying on by 
tiie new Canal as far as the Town of Vu*kirk y the King 
my Master cannot but look upon it as an Undertaking con- 
trary to the Treaty of Utred*. 

The Treat? fays expretly, that the Port ought to be 
filTd op, and the Dykes and Sluices which ferv*d%o fill 
it with Water, deftroy*d, without entering in any Man* 
ner into the Consequences which may refblt from it ; 
end if wkh the greateft Rigour the Country had been 
crverflow'd by the total Deftru&ion of the Sluices of Dm- 
fa*K> Great Britain was not at all concerned in that ; your 
)fa)efly had ftipnlated it, and for many Reafius we ought 
to infill apon it. 

But there is no Reafbn to be in fear for the Country, 
ir will ran no Rifque of fufiering ; and the Port of Dssa- 
kirk nuy be (hut up, without leaving any of it open 
for the P«&ge of the Waters of the Country; for they 
may be let run out to the Set at a very little Ex pence by 
the Sloices of the River 'As at Gravefw, or without any 
Charge by the Sloices upon the River of Tferle near Afrv- 
jwt, as r he Brittjh Ingineers have demonjtrably proved fbjae 
Months ago. 

It is to be noted, that there is not fo great a Quan- 
tity of Water to be fear'd in that Extent of Country 
as has been infinnated ; and that there is no River of 
running Water between the River As and the River 
TpefU. 

An evident Proof whereof is, that the faid • Extent 
tf Gotmrry fornilhes not enough Water to reader 
any of the Canals navigable, without the Succour of 
the Sea Water, or of the River Aa, which they throw 
in from Time to Time, by the Sluices made exprefsly 
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for that Purpofe. .For the Canals of Friniu, of the 
Mm**, itrgutt, and Bonrhourg^ e>r. contain only {landing 
Waters. 

And to prove more evidently what we haVe now faib\ 
it it already feven Months iince the Sluices of Vunkitk 
hive been (hut up, and that not a drop of Water has run 
thro* them from the Country 5 and yet the Country hath 
iWer'd no Manner of Damage by it: For tho' the faid 
Sluices have been (bur, the Water hat not rifen an Inch in 
Height in any one Place. 

from what is mention'd in the faid Memorial con- 
cerning the four old navigable Canals of Dunkirk, and . 
their Breadth of 48 Fathom ; a Perfon who is unac- 
quainted with the true Situation of the Country, would 
believe that they were fo many Rivers of running Wa- 
ters which furniih'd a great deal of Water, and, by Con* 
Sequence, that it was neceftary to make a new Canal 
and a new Sluice, which fhould beat fome Proportion 
with the faid four Canals; but by the Explanations 
that have been already made, it will clearly appaar 
to your Majefty, that (the Country not furnilhing. 
Water) that Way of reasoning is deftroy'd ; and the 
rather, becaufe it it certain the faid Canals have 
been made of the Breadth and Depth they are, much 
more for the Sake of receiving ' that Quantity of 
Water from the Sea, f6r fupplying with Water and 
making deep the Port, than for any other End or Pur- 
pofe. 

From all this it is vtry evident, that fo vaft a Work 
as the new Canal had never been made, and fo great 
* Coil expended, only for' letting a little Water run 
put, which could have been carry'd efT as well by Gr*» 
ytlin for almoft nothing, or by Stmfort without any 
Charge at all, if they had not had in View, at the fame 
Time, the making of this new Port, by the Means 
whereof* all the Defects of the old one of Dunkirk would 
be correjfted. 

All which appears at firft View, when we enter into 
the Detail of this new Port* 

The new Canal, from that of Bngua, where It en- 
ters into the Town of Dunkirk to the new Sluice, it 
ao- Foot deep, and 170 Foot broad; and from the new- 
Sluice to the Sea, it is if Foot deep, and enlarges itfeif 
to the Breadth of 300 Foot, which i> larger Chan the 
old Canal, 
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This Canal is fo large and fo deep, that it can receive 
taoii coromodioufly 400 great Ships, without reckoning 
the Canal of Eergues, or the Town of Dunkirk, with 
which it has Communication. 

This Canal is fo broad and fo deep 9 that a Third 
Rate Man of War of 80 Guns can pafs in and ont, 
with all its Rigging, Cannon, Ammunition, Provi- 
iion, &c. 

And to prove that, the principal Defign in making 
this Canal has been to receive fuch Ships, rather than to 
make a Paflage for the Water, we need but confider the 
Grandeur of the new Sluice, and compare it with thofe 
of Dunkirk, by which will be feen* how much greater, 
and more confidcrable it is, than all thofe of that 
Place join'd together, whether for watering the Port, 
receiving Ships, or for drowning the Country, in Cafe of 
Need. 

This new- Canal having near upon a League in Length 
below the' Sluice, and of that Depth and Breadth as it is, 
for receiving a moft prodigious Quantity of Sea Water, 
join'd to the Water it receives from the other Canals, which 
ferv'd formerly for watering the old Port of Dunkirk^ 
furniflies at leaft twice as much Water to fuppJy the new 
Port, as they had formerly for cleaning and watering the 
old Port of thaj Place. 

The new Sluice has two Flood-Gates, one of 44 
(two Foot broader than that of the Bafon of Dunkirk) 
and the other of 26" Foot Breadth, and 21 Foot Depth. 
' The old Sluices of Dunkirk were, the Sluice of Bergues 9 
which was 28 Foot broad, and 18 Foot deep ; the Sluice 
of Moere f which was 74 Foot broad, and 16 Foot deep; 
and the Sluice of Fumes, which was 11 Foot broad, and 
39 Foot deep : The Breadth of all thefe Sluices join'd 
together makes but ^3 Foot, which is 17 Foot lefs than 
the faid new Sluice ; that of Bergues is not fo deep by 3 
Foot, that of titoere by ' 5 Foot, and that of Furnes by 7 
Foot, as the new Sluice is. 

All which clearly fliews, that the Cavity of this 
new Sluice is ex pre/1 y made larger than all the three 
e)luices that fed Dunkirk, in order to fill the new Port 
with Water, and render it capable of receiving great 
Ships, much rather than for the furpofe of carrying off 
the Waters from the Country. 

« With Regard ro the Declaration, That your Majefty has 
no Intention to fortify this new Canal ; that contributes 
very little to calm the Difquiets of Great Britain upon this 
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Subjedh For it is well enough known, that jit cannot b* 
approach'd but by -che Dowm between Furnes and Dunkirk i 
and that the Extent of that Aperture it fo final], that it 
may eafily be fortify'd in ltf» than a Week's Time, by 
Works aTraoft impregnable ; and for the reft of the Coun- 
try along the Canal, it can be laid under Water, by letting 
in the Sea- Water upon it. 

A* this new Canal is larger and deeper than the old 
Port of Dunkirk, and that it is capable of containing a 
much greater Number of Ships than the other Canal /could 
hold, and that it goes up to the Town of Dunkirk ; the 
Jfing my Mailer cannot be fatisfy'd with this Execution 
of the Treaty of Utrecht. He fhould have lik'd at well, if 
they had only changed the Name of Dunkirk, as to fee 
another Port, larger and more commodious, open itfelf a 
League only more weftward, tohind the fame Banks of 
Sand which formed the Road, and cover'd the old Port of 
Dunkirk* 

The true Senfe and - Meaning of the Treaty, and the 
View which Great Briuin had, was to have never any 
more the Port of Dunkirk its Neighbour : But this here is 
as much the Port of Dunkirk as the other, and at lead as 
dangerous to the Commerce of the Subjects of the King my 
Matter, 

This is what the , Earl of Staits hit exprefs (Order to re- 
prefent to your Majefty. He is perfuaded that your Ma- 
jefty having given Attention to what is here fa id, will 
give your Orders for the entire Demolition of what flill 
remains of the Port, the Juttees, and the Fortifications of 
Jfuhkirje ; and particularly, will give Order to fill up the 
Bafon and the Haven, according to the exprefs Terms of 
the Treaty, which fays, ftrtu$ comfhdtur* 

And feeing your Ma jelty has declared, that your Inten- 
tions in making the new Canal was only to have a Paf- 
fige for the Waters, to hinder their overflowing of a great 
Extent of Country, and that you had no manner of In- 
tention to make a Port there ; and feeing that thofe who 
Ijad the Charge of making that Paftage for the Land-Floods, 
)}aye, in the Execution of it, gone beyond the Intentions 
of your Majefty, in fuch a Manner as to have actually 
inade. a port capable of receiving a very great Fleet of 
Men of Mar \ he is fo perfwadqd of the Juftice and Equi- 
ty of your ftlajefiy, that he cannot doubt that your Ma- 
pfly will give fuch Orders, as may cure (he Apprehenfions 
which the Subjects of the Ving my Mailer have, that they 
§re difappoinjed by this new Canal, of all the Benefit of 
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the Demolition of Dunkirk ; arid may be freed from the 
Apprehension, that in this new Port a' Scourge it prepa- 
ring, more terrible to the Commerce and Safety of the 
Nation, than that which they thought theirffelves deli- 
vered from by the Treaty. 

And as it appears by repeated Declarations of yottr Ma- 
jefty, that tbofe Appreheniions are extreamly different 
from the true Defigns of 3rour Majefty, which are to live 
in Peace with your Neighbours, and m good Understand- 
ing with the King my Matter, and to unite your Cares 
with thofe of the King of Great Britain, for the mutual 
Good of the Subjects of both Nations^ and for the Tran» 
qniliry of all Europe $ the faid Earl of Stairs hopes, that 
the Anfwer which your Majefty {halt make to this Memo- 
rial, will give entire Satisfaction to the King his Mailer, 
arid ferve to pacify the Minds of both Nations, which 
have been fower'd and irritated by fhch long and bloody. 
Wars ; in Place whereof, the King his Mailer earneftly 
defires to feefucceed, Unity, Harmony, good Underftand- 1 
ing, and Repofe, with Happinefs and Wealth to both Na-' 
tions.

Rk Mofi Clmftian Majeftfs Anfwer 'to my Lord Stairs'/ 

Memorial* 

THE bare Infpe£Hon of the prefent State of Dunkirk, 
would afford inconteftable Proofs of the King's Exa,cl- 
nefs in the Execution of the Treaty of Utrecht, if any 
one could really doubt of his Majefty's earn eft Defire to be 
as good as his Word. He has- therefore ground to believe, 
iince he has Teen the Complaint? contain'd in the Memo- 
rial which the Earl of Stairs has prefented to him, that 
the King of Great Britain is not exa&ly inform'd of the 
Truth ; and fo will repeat once more the Explanations he 
has already given, in Anfwer to the fame Complaints; 
defiring no lefs than that Prince, to contribute with all 
his Might, to the (lengthening of the Friendship- and 
.good Correfpondence, which he has a fincere Inclination 
to maintain with him, and to keep up between France and 
Great Britain., 

It h with Reafon, that the Earl of Stairs lighty flaps 
over the Delay ufed in the Demolition of Dunkirk ; for 
he knows that it is to be attributed to Great Britain only, 
and that there had not been a Moment'* Time loft, either 
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in demolilbiog the Fortification!, or in ruining the Har- 
bour of that Town, if the Englijb Officer! and Commiu**- 
ties hajl not tbemfelvee hiHder'd the Work. 

Ir would be a difficult Taflt to prove, that fince it it 
fini&M, the going in and out of the Harbour of Dunkirk 
it as eafy and common at the Earl of Stairs advances in 
his Memorial : And if he would inform himfelf, by 
means of iotne Englijhmn^ who, in all Likelihood, were 
deceived as to the prefcnt Condition of the Canal, they 
could afore him, that their Ship) were caft away upon 
the Banks of Sand which have been gather 'd there finct 
the Moles of Timber were opcn'd* 

If the Evidence of Frtnchmm availt any thing, they 
will make ie appear, that they are obliged to put into 
Ofiendj becaufe the Harbour of Dunkirk is now of no 
We. 

80 that thofe, Remains of Peers, much higher than the 
Strand, thbfe Moles fo well compacted together, that Heap 
of Stakes, Stones, Fafoines, and Piles, the Enumeration 
whereof fervet to adorn a Memorial, * do nor in EfjFeft 
binder the Sea, as it flows twice a Day, over thofe Workt 
which are cut through in feveral Places, from lowering 
them more or lefs vrtry Day, and rilling fuch Pares of 
the Canal with Sand, as are not already fill'd. 

In the Condition it is, all Communication with the 
Bafon and Harbour would be ufelefs, tho' it mould yet be 
maintained ; but it is broke off by a Dam of xio Toifes 
in Length ; fo that the Waters retained in the old Harbour 
without running off, may, by their Exhalations, occanosr 
Diftempers in the Town of Dunkirk j but it is impofltble 
that they Ihduld be of the lead UFe. 

It is juftthe fame, in Refpec? to the Communication 
which the Earl of Stmrs feems to apprehend between the 
Canal of BergH4$ y and the Barbour of Dunkirk. The 
Quantity of Water being mulriply'd, would increafe the 
Evil ; and as it would have no Outlet, it would drown 
the Town-; but thia uielefa and dangerous Communication 
is not fo eafy neither, at the Memorial rrprefents it; for 
it would not furnct to break thro* one Dam only, there 
being three, one after another, made on Purpofe to cut 
off that Communication entirely. 

There is Room to believe, therefore, that the King of 
Grtat 8»top» is a* nuech at fiaie in regard to that Article 
of the Memorial, at his ComimfTmes feemed to be above 
that of the Sluicti ; not with&a tiding it makes a Part of 
tilt Complaints wtakk the Kalidf Jhtir* is commanded to 
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prefer to the Xing. Probibly they will not talk a dixfe-i 
rent Language i* England^ from what they did after ha- 
ving viewM both 'the Sluice of the Baton, and thole of 
the Canaliof Bergues, L* Metre, Arm, and their Tim* 
ber-Work. They own'd that neither Labour nor Ex pence 
had been fpared, abfolutf ly to deftroy them. 

At to the pretended Works of Fortification, mention'd 
in the Memorial to be yet fubfifting, no body will call 
by that Name the Remains of an old Wall, againft which 
federal Houfes of the Town are. built ; and was fo fit* 
from being look'd upon as a Fortification, that the King 
left it (landing when he built the Citadel, from which 
this Wall was but 50 Toifes difiant. 

Neither were the Gates of a Town or Citadel, ever 
compriz'd under the Name of a Fortification ; Nor the 
Vaults which gave PaiTage to the Canals, and whofe only 
lift for the future will be, to ferve as Bridges of Commu- 
nication between one Part of the Town and another. 

If a few Redoubts at Maeheeeulit do yep remain within 
the Extent of the Fortifications of Dunkirk ; the King of 
Crest Britain may aflure himfelf, they (hall be immediate-. 
ly razed. 

He is not exactly inform'd of the true State of the new 
Canal, if he. thinks it has a Communication with the 
Town of Dunkirk. The Waters of the three Canals of 
Bergues, Wnrnes, and La Metre, which formerly ufed to 
difcharge themfelves by the Way of Dunkirk, do now fall 
into the Canal of Beurbeurg, which is without that Town, 
and from thence they are carry'd into the new Canal, to 
run into the Sea. 

This Work, which is one of the principal Subjeds of 
Complaint contain'd in the Earl of Stairs Memorial, was 
not altogether voluntary on the King's Part ; the Charge 
thereof is exceeding great, and his Majefty would not 
have been at it, had it been poflible for him to obtain 
of the late Queen of Great Britain, the leaving one of the 
old Sluices, formerly made at the Expence of the Country, 
only tor hinder us being overflow'd, before Dunkirk be- 
longed to the King, and consequently before his Majefty 
let Men at Work upon the Harbour there. 

That Princeft. was inflexible) and; only proposed, as the 
Earl of Stairs repeats it in his Memorial, the turning off 
of the Waters of the Country) either thro' Graveling, or 
thro* Nemfm. 

Now, the Timber-Work of the Sluices at Graveling it 
10 Foot higher than that of the Sluices at Dunkirk, To 
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Propofe fuch an Expedient therefore, was to propofe a 
Thing impoflible. 

The Expedient of letting out the Waters thro* Newport, 
fubroirted the Safety of the Country to 'the Good Will of 
a Foreign Prince then at War with the Xing ; and tho* - 
it may be hop'd, that the Union and Intelligence which 
are happily reftored between his Majefty and the Emperor, ' 
will always (ubfnl ; he yet thought' it prudent at that 
Time, not to make the Governors of that Place Mailers of 
bis Subjects Deft in y. 

The States-General of the United Provinces were of the 
fame Sentiments ; for they refus'd the Queen of Grit* 
Britain to be Guarantees of the Liberty which the Govern 
siors of Newport (hould give, for drawing off the Waters ; 
being per fuaded that it did not fuit with the Wifdom of 
the Republic*, to be anfwerable for the Conduct of the 
Officers of a Powerful Prince, independent of HoUdnd. 

Never did Sovereign engage, by a Treaty of Peace, to 
leave his Country expofed to a certain Submcrfion ; nei- 
ther was fuch a Condition ever demanded* 

The Xing, as Father of his People, was obliged there- 
fore to provide for their Security ; and if, in Spigot of % 
the Peace, it were poifible for Grtdp Britdin to contemplate 
their. Ruin with Indifference, fuch Sentiments, which 
will never be look'd upon as thofe of a friendly Nation, 
would not excufe hi* MajeftVs employing all poflible 
Methods' to prevent the Defoiation, which the Waters 
(without an Outlet) would infallibly have caus'd, in the 
loweft Part of the Country, which is eroded by three 
rnnning Streams, *is. the Ad, tht Colome, and the Ly/er t 
and by a gre^t many navigable Canals. The Example of 
the Country drown'd by Ld Metre, proves that the Dan- 
ger if not imaginary ; and that it would favour too 
ftrongly of Imprudence, to judge and determine by a 
Year of Drowth, that Men need never fe/r Inundations. 

Wherefore, the Knowledge of the Country, and the 
Queen of Grtdt Britdin' % Refufal, obliged the Xing to open 
this Canal, the Undertaking of which, appeared to the 
Etiglifi CommuTaries as a Subjecl of Derifion, rather than 
a Ground of juft Complaint : For they ftw the Neceflity 
of drawing off the Waters from the Country, but could 
not think the Work would Aicceed. 

Had it been bis Majefty's Intention to repair'the Loft ( 
of the Harbour of Dunkirk, by opening the new Canal, 
he might have fpared fo many Inftances made in vain, 
for the Prjfcrvation of one of tht old Sluices ; for, by 
rT litterally 
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laterally performing the Articles of the Peace of Utrecbt f 
be promoted the Execution of the fecret Defign which is 
now laid to hit Charge : But far from forming any fucb, 
He taw, with deep Btgret, the Neceflity of an Ex pence 
which was abfolutely indifpenfcble for the Prefervacitos* 
0f the Country. He was obliged therefore to undergo it t 
and to allow the new Work* all the Diraenfion* neceflarjr 
to make them ufeful and fubftantial, 

The Earl of Sum it not exaclly inform'd of thole 6c 
ttotfttions in his Memorial ; but without entering into the 
Detail, it is owned, that the* new Sluice is deeper than 
that at **rj«ei, becaufe it is in a lower Ground, and near* 
€f to the Sea than the Sluices that are ruin'd : Alio* that 
It is bigger, becaufe it is proportionable to the new Canal) 
rnaile on Purpofe to receive, and carry into the Sea > the 
titers of four navigable Canals. 

There is Room to hope, that the Peace between the 
Xing and the Xing of Grtst Britain will be fo fubftantialljr 
tonfirm'd, that there will be no Occafion to pnrfue tbt 
Advice the Earl of Stairs gives, for fortifying e'er it be 
long, the new Canal. Mean while his Majefty declares, 
that he will not make any Work of fortification there ; 
ind that, for the Publick Tranquility Sake, he inpofea 
Upon himfelf a Law, which no Man can fiud in the Ar- 
ticles of the Treaty of Utftcht. 

They do not prefcribe to the Xing the Neceflny of 
buffering the Subrotrfion of his Country. They do not 
deprive his Majefty of the natural Right which all Sove- 
reigns have, of making- what Works they think proper 
for the Prefervation of their Subjecls. 

The Xing engages to caufe the Fortifications of Dunkirk 
to be demolUh'd, to fill up the Harbour of that Town, 
and to ruin its Sluices, with the exprefs Condition never 
to make it goo J. If thefe Conditions arc perform'd, will 
any one prefume to fay, his Majefty has not fatisfy'd his 
Engagements ? A Treaty, vvhofe Terms are clear, and 
Senfe evident, needs no Interpretation, In vain does one 
of rhe Parties declare, that he is not fatisfy'd wkh the 
Execution : Me has no Reafon to complain, when thee 
Execution is perfect ; for his Judgment is not to decide 
the Signification of Terms not equivocal} but alike ua- 
Cerftood by all that read^tftem. 

It is in Terms thus clear, that the Xing is pleafed to 

• repeat once more the Declaration his Majefty has already 

voluntarily, and for the Good of the Peace, made, that 

be will wife no Work or Fortification for the Security of 
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the Canal which he has been obliged to open, for hindering 
the Submer/ion of a cbnfiderable Extent of Country, foe 
preventing the Ruin of his Subjects who inhabit iu and 
bjr no Means for keeping fleets there, to terrify his Neigh- 
tours. He defect nothing more than to maintain with 
them the Peace that has l>ten happily re-eftablifh'd ; to 
contribute, according to his Retire, towards the flourishing 
of their Commerce \ to unite France and Great Britain by 
the Bands of Correspondence, and the drifted Friendship ; 
Jaftly, to diflipate the* Umbrage capable of difturbing this 
perfect Intelligence, he perfuades himfclfi, that the Xing 
of Grt4t Britain, {hewing the fame Sentiments to him, 
will employ all his Power and Authority to prefer ve am 
Union £6 neceiTary to the general Tranquility of £«•» 
rcfe. 

On the 9th of Msnhj M< Pan Vuirenrorde and M- ^49 
Motfjevj Em ba (lad org extraordinary from their High Migb» 
tine/Tes the States General of the Vntted Provinces, 01 ad* 
their Publick Entry. They were wceiv'd at. Grttnnick bjr 
the Earl of Taaktryille, and Sir Clement CotttnJ, Mailer of 
the Ceremonies, accompany r d by fix Gen tl- men of hit 
"Majefty's Privy Chamber : From thence they were brought 
by Water, together with all their Train, iu his Majefty'i 
Barges to the Tower. At their Landing they were rt- 
ceiv'd by R»bert D % Qyly, Efq; Deputy to the Lieutenant of 
the Tower, in the AUfeoce of the E»rl of Northampton 
Conftable of the (aid Tower ; and the Guard being drawn 
our upon the. Wharf, ft luted their Excellencies as thty 
safi'd by.' The Royal Standard was difplay'd upon thi* 
Occafion ; but their Excellencies difpens'd with the Firing 
of the Guns, left much Mifchief might have enfu'd tp 
.the Cuftom-Houfe, and many other Houfes near adjoining, 
extreamly flntter'd by the late dreadful Fire. From 
thence they* proceeded to Scmtrfet Hottfe in the 'following

Their Excellencies were, according to Cuftoni, nobly 
entertain'd at his lif a jelly's Cod J and, on the nth, were 
conducted to their publick Audience.' The Earl of Gran- 
tham and Sir Clement Gttrere?, Matter of the Ceremonies, 
with fix Gentlemen of his Majefty's Privy Chamber, 
brought them from Senur/gt-Hcufe to St. fames' % in hit 
Majefty 's Coach, follow'd by the Embauadors Coaches in 
the fame Order as was obferv'd at their Entry. Their 
Excellencies were receiv'd at the Palace Gate by Sir JPhilif 
MiJiowsj Knight- Marflial ; his ' Ma jetty's Foot Guards 
were drawn up in the Court, and the Officers faluted their 
Excellencies with Pike and Colours, and afterwards with 
their Hats as they pafs'd by, the Drums beating a. March. 
Thejr were receiv'd at the Door of the Guard Chamber by 
the Earl 6f Uxhridgt, Captain of the Yeomen of the 
Guard, and conducted by him ttf the End of his Com- 
mand. They were receiv'd at the Door of the Room of 
Audience by the Duke of St. Alh*ni % Captain of the Band 
Of Gentlemen Perifioners, who were rang'd on fach Side 
of the Room ; and conducted by the Ddke of Shrewsbury^ 
Lord Chamberlain of his Majefty's Houfhold. And being 
come near the King, the Heer Van Duyenyoirde made ttUf 
following Speech to his Majefty :

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His Royal Highnefs the Prince of JfWr*, in his Robes, 
was introduced into the Houfe of Peers by the Right Ho- 
nourable the' Lewd President of the Council, the Lord 
Steward, and the Lord Chamberlain of his Majeftjats 
Hoothold, all in their Robes ; being preceded by Sir PtUi- 
am Oldet, Gentleman Uftier of the Black Rod, Clarence**,

ever, we do not doubt, but that your Mijcfty 5 aflifted by 
this Parliament, zealous for your Government, and <the 
Safety and Honour of their Country, may be able to take 
fuch farther Meafures, as will fecure what is due tout by 
Treaties, cafe our Debts, prefer ve the publiek Credit) re- 
flate our Trade, extinguish the very Hopes of the Preten- 
der, and recover the Reputation of this Kingdom in Fo- 
reign Parts ; the Loft of which, we hope to convince the 
World by; our Actions, is by no Means to be imputed to 
the Nation in general.

After the Reading of this Addrefs, there arofe a great 
Debate in the Houfe, chiefly about thefe Expreflions, And 
recover the Refutation of tlm Kingdom in foreign Parts ; the 
Lofs of which, we Info to anvince the World by our /i&ion*, 
is by no Means to be imputed to the Nation in .general. The 
Lord , Trevor, *he Lord Vtflount Bolivgbroke, the ■ Earl' of 
Strafford^ ,the Dukes of Buckingham and Shrewsbury, the 
E*rl of AngUfiy, the Archbishop of York, the Btibops of 
Ionian and Uriflol, and fome other Peers, excepted againft 
that Claufe, ajledging, among other Things, * That it 
* was injurious to the late Queen's Memory, and even 
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1 clafhing with that Part of hit Majefty's Speech, which 
* recommended to both Hoafes the avoiding the unhappy 
« Divisions of Parties." The Lord Boiirtbroke in particular 
made a long Speech, wherein he expfefs'd the heartieft and 
deepeil Concern for the Memory of the late Queen his 
imoft excellent Miftref*, c Which, he faid, he would do 

* all in his Power to vindicate : That he had the flonour 
4 to be one of her Servants, and if he had done any 
c Thing amifs, he would be contented to be purtilh'd for 

* it ; but that he thought it very hard to be cenlbr'd and 
•* condemM without being heard. HisLordfhip took this 
Occafiorito ray a great deal in*Praife of the Xing: ' That 
4 his Majeftyhad feveral Times exprefi*d a great Refpecl 
c and Tendernefs for the late Queen's Memory ; and was 
' a Prince of fo great Wifdom, Equity, and Juftice, that 

* he was fure bis Majefty would not condemn any Man t 
c without hearing what he had to fay for himfelf 5 chat fo 

* Auguft an A&mbly ought to imitate fo great a Pattern*" 
Arid upon thefe, and 'other Reafons, his Lord {hip mov*d, 
that the Words wow, &c. might be foften'd into thofe 
of ttMtntdiit tht Reputation $f tbit Kingdom 5 and that the 
reft of the Paragraph might be left out. The Earl of 
Strtford alfo excepted againft that Claufe, anjongft other 
Arguments; 4 Becaufe it would expofe the Honour of the 
4 Nation abroad, which, he was fore, had futfer'd no Di- 

* foinution during his Negociations." The Duke of 
4 Shrewsbury faid, in particular, 4 That the Houfe of Peers 
4 ought, on all Occahons, to be mod tender of the Ho* 
4 nouir and Dignity of the Crown, from which they de- 
4 rive their own Honour and-Luftre*. That therefore, when 
4 the like Claufe was infer ted in an Addrefs of the Houfe 
4 of Commons to the late Queen* upon the Death of Xing 
4 WiUianty he had exprefsM to feveral Members of that 
4 Houfeiiis Diflike of it, becaufe it reflected on the Me- 
4 fnory of that Prince ; and, for the* ft id Reafon, he was 
4 agaifUt the faid Claufe.' 1 - Theft, and other Arguments 
urg'd on that Side, were anfwee'd by the Marque fs of 
Wbartonj the Lord Chancellor, the Earl of Nottingham, and 
the Earl of A\U\fofd, the Duke of Dtyonfiirt, and fomt 
other Peers, who exprefs'd all the Refpeel and Reverence 
for the late Queen's Memory, rightly diftinguiuYd be- 
tween her and her Miniftry ; and maintain'd the Claufe 
in Queftion, by Arguments drawn from the Mifmanage- 
sjnents of the latter, hinted at in his Majefty's Speech. 
The Lord Chancellor, in particular, taking Notice of the 
Objc&ions rais'd by the Lord BoHvgbroki $ among orher

Uoon the Whole Matter, the Que ft ion being put, whether 
the Addrefs mould be recommitted or no, th.e Negative 
carry'd it by a Majority of 66 Voices againft 33. The 
next Day the Houfe of Lords in a Body prefented their 
Addrefs to the tfing* who fcrurn'd fhe following snoft 
gracious Aafwer :

1 Thank you heartily for this Addrefs ; Xeut Duty ami 
loyalty to me can neyer be better expreftdy than by fbem~ 
ing a iufi Concern for the Refutation and Intereft of the Mf- 
tion y fince J have no other Tbongfrt or Vum^ but to fromote the 
Trofperity anel Baffinefs of my Pee fie. 

Before the Lords waited on the King with their Ad* 
drefs, they adjourn 'd themfelves'to the Monday following^

t)h the' 21ft of Marcby Mr. Speaker alone, and then 
the other Members, took the Oaths, and made and fub- 
fcrib'd the Declaration, and took and fubferib'd the Oath 
of Adjuration, according to the Laws made for tbofe Pur- 
pofes; as did other Members tne 22d, 23d, and following 
Days. On the 22d t a BiU for the more effeftual f relenting 
andfunifhing the /tooling and unlawful killing of Cattle^ was 
read the firft Time, and or^er'd a fecond Reading: After 
which, Mr. Speaker having reported to the Houfe his 
Majefty's Speech, Robert Walfole y E£q; made a Speech, jn 
which he fet forth the great Happinefs of thefe Nations 
by his Majefty's feafonable Acceihon to the Crown ; ran 
through the Mismanagements of the four laft preceding 
Tears j and concluded with a Motion for an Addrefs of 
Thanks to the King, conformable to the feveral Heads of 
his Majefty's Speech. He was feconded by the I^ord Hin* 
chmbtoke\ and none but Sir William Wbitbcfa having

add Steadinefi of your Government will unite the Hearta 
of all your faithful Subfcdfcin Duty and Afre&toii to jrour 
Sacred Perfou, fo we moft humbly beg Leave to aflure your 
Majefty, tnat we not only highly refent the wicked In- 
sinuations ufed to difquiet, the Minds of your Subjects,' but 
are refolved, to the utmoft of our Powerj to fupprers and 
extinguifli that evil Difpofition that is ftili at work to de- 
priye your Mt jetty Qf the Affections of your People.

' #j{ ficuiafi 
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titulars without giving farther Offence, declin'd explain- 
ing himfelf ; tho* at the fime Time, he refolutely naain- 
taiin'd bis firft Aflertion, faying, c That as he thought 
hfomc Expreilions in the fa id Proclamation of dangerous 

* Confequence, fo he believ'd every Member was free to 
c fpeak bis Thoughts." He was an fwer'd, 4 No doubt but 

* every Member lus that Liberry, Freedom of Speech. 

* being one oi the eftential Privileges of that Houfe ; but 
c that the Houfe has, at the fame Time, both the Liberty 
c and Power to ceufure and punifh fuch Members as tranf- 
c grefs the fiules of Decency, rrefpafs upon the Refpedfc 
c due to the Crown, and fo abufe the Privilege of the- 

* Houfe within Doors, aj to render it contemptible with- 

* out.*' Sir William being again call'd upon to explain 
himfelf, and (till perilling in his Refufal, fbme Members 
cry'd the Tower, the Tower • buc Robert tyalfohy Efq; 
warded off the Blow by Words to the following Purpofe ; 

* Mr. Speaker, iam not for gratifying the Dtlire which 

* the Member, who occa/ions this great Debate, fhews of 
t being fenc to the Tower ; 'twould make him too confide- 
c rable : Hut as he is a young Man of good Parts, who 

* fetsupfor a warm Champion of the late Miniftry, and 
' one who was in all their. Secrets, I would have him be < 

* in the Houfe when we come to enquire into the Conduit 
1 of his Friends, both that he may have an Opportunity 
' to defend them, and be a Witnefs of the Fairnefs with 
' which we {hall proceed againft thofe Gentlemen ; and 
c that it may not, be faid, that we take any Advantage 
< againft them." After feveral Other Speeches, which 
prolonged this Debate from One till half an Hour pail 
Five in the Afternoon, a Motion was made, and the 
Queftlon put, that the Houfe do now adjourn, which be- 
ing carry'd in' the Negative by a Majority of aia Voices 
againft 134, a Motion was made, and the Queftion pro- 
posed, That Sir William Wyndham having reflected upon his

Majority might injlift upon him. At laft the Queftion being

* whereupon Sir William withdrew accordingly ; and with 
. him, to a Man, all the 129 Members who had been for 
the Negative. Their Anragonifts being thus entire Ma- 
ilers of the Field, the Queftion was put, and unanimoufly 
refolv'd, That Sir William Wyndbam, having reflected upon 
his Majefty's Proclamation of the ijth of January laft 
for calling a new Parliament, and having refus'd to 
juftify his Charge, although often calPd upon fo to *do, is 
guilty of. a great Indignity to his Majefty, and of a 
Breach of the Privilege of this Houfe: After which, it 
was ordered, That Sir William Wyndbam be (for the fiiid 
Offence) reprimanded in his Place by Mr. Speaker: And 
that Sir William Wyndbam do attend this Houfe in his Place 
to Morrow Morning. [The Proclamation is infer ted above, 
Page®f\ 

Sir William Wyndbam attending the next Day in his 
Place, Mr. Speaker addrefs'd himfelf to him »in this 
Manner. 

Sir William Wyndham", 

I Am to acquaint you that the Houfe has come to this Refo- 
lution, that you be reprimanded in your Place by me. 
You baye prefum'd to reflecl on his Majefly's Proclamation, 
and made an unwarrantable Uje of the Freedom of Speech 
granted by hie Majefty. 

This Houfe has made their Moderation appear, and jhewn 
their lenity, by laying the mildefi Cenfure your Offence was 
capable of; I am order* d to reprimand you, and do reprimand 
you accordingly* ■ 

To which Sir WiUiam Wyndham reply'd : 
SIR, 

1 Return ym my Thanhs for what you haye done by the 
Duty of your Office, in fo candid and fo genttemanrlike 
a Manner : As I am a Member of this Houfe, J yery well 
knew 1 mufi atyuiefie in the Determination of this Houfe. 

But I am not tonfeirus of any Indignity to hit Majefty^ or 
amy Breach of the Privilege of this Houfe ; and therefore / 
have^no Thanks to giro thofe Gentlemen, who, under Pretence 
of Lenity, have brought this Cenfure upon me.

Which Refolutions were the next Day (April 9.) report- 
ed, and agreed to by the Houfe.

May 4, Upon the Report made by Mr. Heyjiam, from 
the Committee to whom the Petition of the Buyers and 
Dealers in mixed or medley Broadcloths, was referr'd, *

toth Tear of her late Majefty's Reign, entitled, An Aft for 
regulating, improring, and encouraging of the Woollen Manu~ 
Jafture of mixed or medley Broad-Cloth, &c. more efeftual 
for the Benefit of Trade in general. 

May Ti Upon the Reading of a Petition of the Officers 
of Lieutenant-General George Hamilton^ late Regiment of 
Foot (Subjects of Great Britain) broke in the Service of 
the States-General of the United Provinces ; praying, 
That ( in Regard of the Petitioners long and faithful Ser-. 
vices) their Cafe may be poniider'd, and that Provi/ioa 
may be made for their Relief : Mr. Sulteney . (Secretary ac 
. War) acquainted the Houfe, That Application bad been 
'. made to his ft{a)<fty,» and that his Afrjtfty had com- 
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manded him to fignify his Con fen t to the Petitioners Re- 
lief in fuch Manner as the Houfe fhould think fit : It wat 
refolv'd, That an Addrefs be preftnted to his Majefty, 
That he would be pleafed to direct, that a Lift of the Of* 
fibers of Lieutenant- General George Ham1ten f $ late Regi- 
ment of Foot be* laid before this Honfe. After this, upon* 
another Petition of the Protectant Officers ' of 'the Baron 
dfBorU'% (Son to the Baron de W*lef) late Regiment of' 
Dragoons, praying. That (in Regard of their long and 
faithful Services) a Provifioh be made for Half- Pay for 
them : Mr. Putieney acquainted the Houfe, That his Maje- 
fty had been like wife apply'd to on Behalf of thofe Offi- 
cers ; and had commanded him to acquaint this Houfe, 
that his Ma jetty confenred that the faid Officers might be' 
added to the Lift of Officers in Half-Pay, if the Houfe 
tnooght fit : Whereupon it was relblv'd, that an humble • 
Addrefs be presented to hit Majefty, that he would be 
pleafed to direct, that a Lift of the Proteftanc Officers of 
the Baron de BorJet late Regiment of Dragoons be laid be- 
fore this Houfe.'

Which Refolurions were the next Day reported, and 
agreed to by the Houfe. ' 

The lame Day, Mr. Lowndes laid before the Commons 
an Account of the clear Produce of the Branches of the 
Revenue fettled for the Service of the HouOiould and Pa* 
roily, and other Expences of the late King William^ Queen 
Ann*, and his prefent Majefty, from Chrtftmas z ^99* to 
to Lady-Day 17x5 ; a Paper fhewing how the Civil Lift 
Branches have been abridged ; Lift of Salaries, Annuities, 
and Penfions in England^ Scotland, and Ireland, and other 
Papers ; wbioh were orderM to lie upon the Table. Then 
the Houfe proceeded to the further Hearing the Merits of 
the EUe&ion for the Borough of Bridfort in the County of 
Dorfet 5 and reiolv'd, That John Strangwayt, Efq; fitting 
Member was nor, and on the contrary, That Jfeter Walter, 
Efq; was duly elected a Burgefs to ferve in this Parliament 
for the faid Borough. 

On the nth of May^ feveral Papers from the Trealurer 
of the Chamber, were laid before the Commons : And the

May xo, The Refolution for the Male* Tax, was reported, 
and agreed, and a Bill was ordered to be brought in there* 
upon. 

The fame Day, the Commons, in a Committee of the 
whole Houfe, went through the Bid /or continuing the Im~' 
frifortment of Robert Blackbume, and others^ fit the horrid 
Gut/piracy to afaffnatt the lerfin of his late Sacred Majefiy 
King William the Third ; and fome Members having fpokt 
in their Favour, a Petition was afterwards ofier'd to the 
Houfe, with a Paper entitled, 

Tbemeft fad and deplorable CASE 0/ Robert Blackbume, 
Jbhfc Bernard!, Robert CalEils, Robert Meld rum, and 
Tames Chambers. 

Humbly prefenttd to the Parliament of Great Britain, 

IN March and Jtpriti6$6y we were committed to New- 
gate. The Crime mention'd in the Warrants was for 
High-Treafbh, in confpiring the Murder and A&ifination 
of his late Majefty King' William ; but without any Proof, 
not* lb much as the Oath of one fingle Witnefs againft any 
qf m : Nor is it otherwife fpecify'd in the ^arrant*, 

tlpon onr Commitment, no Perlbnbut our Gaoler and 
his Servants were permitted to fpeak with us t We were 
deny'd the Ufe of Pen, Ink, and Paper, debarred of all 
Comforts and Conveniences, and under great Hardfliips 
as to the very Neceuaries of Life ; our Confinement being 
4b Ariel, that even onr Food and Linnen were fearchMj 
to prevent the leaft Communication. 1 

This rigorous Treatment we fufferM tor the Space of 
two Years, without the leaft Intermiffion or Relaxation, 
fare ' that in September 1696, Blackbume was bati'd at the 
Old Baily ; and in Michaelmas Term following, Chambers 
was brought up by Habeas Corpus to the Court of King's- 
Bench at Weftnrinfter, butremahded, becattfeoneof his Bail 
could not fwear to the Value the Court reqnir'd. And 
Bernard^ Caffilsj Meldrum } and Chambers, were once car- 
ry 'd to the Seflions-Houfe in the Old-Baily t (their Prayers 
being ehter'd there by fome Friends) but immediately fent 
back to their former clofe Confinement. And in January 
next following, Blachbttme was by a Warrant from the Se- 
cretary of State recommitted to Newgate.^ N

Qenufeof her late Majefty, ki which no Proviftoji was 
thought fit to be made for continuing us in, pri(bn - t but 
feveral other Laws were contiuu»'4g there being frpuifib* 
then made for aU Laws that wefe expiring ox lately ejpir

When we entred our Prayers at the OldBailj 9 it was ob- 
jected to ui, that we could have no Benefit of the Habf** 
Corpus Ad, becauft we had not daira'd it the ruft Sgflioq, 
afwr pur Commitment : But how was it poflible for *Pes; :i 
fcn* under, fuch unhappy Circumitances, an,d fp ftjjdl 
Confinement ? if the retraining us. from Pen, *>]{,. audt 
Paper, and all our Friends, \va* ilicga.1 ; furely no A^van* 
tage of that ought ,to have been taken againil us. If legal, 
then it is arjuftiiication for our not entering our Prayer in 
^iroe : Por, l«? non €ogi$ ad imfQ^btfia^ And if fuch Con- 
linemen t be good in Law, th**e i$ <an> End of the Habttf, 
Corpus. A<& ; fior in Cafe the Cpninii^ing Power does but 
djrecVthe Priefoner to be kept without Pen, Ink, a^id 
paper, and Accel* of Friends ; he nauft be under an , utter. 
Incapacity of entering his Iftayejr in Time ; and cpnfe- 
quently, the whole Force of that Law, which is tlje great, 
Rimer of the Liberties of £^^§ubjecls, may be entixeJjr. 
eluded. 

We had no-Opportunity of being he.ard aaainit the feve- 
ral Aft a that have been made again ft u»; wing without, 
Liberty, Friends,.

Of ihii Charge, we, and each of at, 6a folemnly de- 
clare our felvei Co be Nut Guilty, and only dtfirea fair 
arid legal Opportunity to mike our Innocence appear. We 
have already undergone a Confinement worfe thin Death ;, 
and the not clearing our Innocence, it worfe than our 
Confinement ; and all thii, without any legal Evidence 
givCn, or fo much at o&ei*d-to be produced againif us, ei- 
ther in Parliament, or el ft where ; nothing more than a 
bare groundltfi Prsfumption of Guilt : Thii furely it 
without ill Precedent ; God Grant it may never hereafter 
be made one ! Tho' now 'tis our Cafe alone, yet the Liber- 
do of ill Ewj/i/Ewtn are highly concern'd in it. 

Trie former Afls that were made againft m, were tem- 
porary, and of a ihort Duration, made upon a Suppofitjoa 
Chat feme Proof would appear, that could have convi&ed 
us. But fince none hath hitherto been found, fitice thofe 
JtiAt were limited to a determined Time, the Intention, 
df them could not be, to make our Imprisonment perpe-r 
ttnl. Even thole very Aflt do now fcem to give ui a 
Rij^ht of being reftor'd to Liberty. And in thii. Bill, 
which ii now depending againft ui, there is, n wt are 
fnibrm'J, a Clirafc which fayt, Tb*t w, jkould um 6t iif.

OUR late gracious Sovereign King William, and the 
Parliament, being generoufly difpos'd in Favour of 
Liberty of Conscience, were pleas'd* in the Year 1696', to 
grant us a Solemn Affirmation Lnftead of an Oath* for 
which we were very thankful to God and the Govern-, 
mem; whereby many of us have been not only deliver'd 
and defended from Imprisonments, vexatious Suits, Loft 
of Goods and JSftates 5 but alfo have been enabled to ferve 
our Country, and promote the Trade and Intereft thereof; 
although, in the Courfc of our Solicitation for Relief,, it 
happened, that in the faid parliament, the Affirmation 
was forro'd' in Words different from what we deftr'd 5 and 
many of our Friends fcrupling %o acted the facred .Name 
of God therein, (notwithstanding they fincerely acknow- 
ledge his Omniprefence, and all other his Divine Attri- 
butes) have, by Means thereof been depriv'd of its in- 
tended Benefit, and have been, and ftill will be (if not 
reliev'd) liable to great Sufferings and Difcouragements in 
their lawful Callings, and advantageous Manufactures of 
this Kingdom. 

Wherefore 
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Wherefore %we, the People call'd Quahtrt^ being verjr 
fenfible of the good Difpolition of our prefent gracioai 
Xing and the Parliament, towards Liberty of Conference ; 
and we having a tender Regard to our faid Friends, and 
being deiirous that they may be render'd ufeful (when 
wanted) to their Neighbours, as Witneflca ; at alfo, chat 
thev may be the better qualify'd to contribute towards the . 
Support of the prefent happy Eftablilhment, as well as the 
Trade of their Country 5 do humbly intreat the honoura- 
ble Houfe of Commons, to make fuch an Alteration in the 
prefent Bill before the Houfe, as that our Affirmation 
may be in the following Terms, >is. I A.B; do finnrehf 
Dtclan and Affirm $ which, on Enquiry, we find will be 
generally eafy to our Friends, and, with Submiffion, con- 
ceive will very well anfwer the Intent of Law and Ju-

A Motion being made, and the Qneftion pur, That this 
Petition be referr'd to the Confederation of the Committee 
to whom the Bill beforemention'd was committed, it pafs'd 
in the Negative.

the Chair, and Mr.' fitmr reported from the Cud Commie* 
tee, that rhey found it neceflary, that tbe feveral Accounts, 
and other Papers, relating to the Matter of the Civil Lift, 
which hat) been prefented to the Houfe, ihould be referr'd 
to the faid Committee ; which was order'd accordingly x 
and then the Houfe refolv'd itfelf again into the faid 
Commutes.

On Tuefday,the 3d of May, their Lordfhips, according to 
Order, confider'd of the Petition of Mrs* Mary Fortfler, 
and after forae Debates it was relbtv'd, by ' a Majority 
only of two, Voices, (vis. 50 .againft 48) that rhe faid 
Petition be re/ecled. It was obfervM, that all the Bifhope 
were againft granting a Divorce; left thereby they fhould 
tveaJten the facred Bond of Matrimony. 

Not many Days after, another Bnfinefs of a very nice 
Kature came before the. Houfe of Peers. The eldeft Son 
of the Lord Digby (an Irijb Baron) being a Lunatick, and 
raving, as was fugged ed, made feveral Attempts on his 
Father's Life, his Lordihip petitioned the Houfe of Peert 
for Leave to bring in a Bill to difinheric him. Their 
Lordfhips finding, upon ftri& Examination, that he was 
extreme weak in. his Understanding* order'd a Bill to be 
brought in, For appointing Perfors to take Care of tinVerfon 
ami pftate of John Digby, Efq\ eldef Son and Heir apparent 
ef William. lent* Digby, in the Kingdom of Ireland 9 which 
■was read the firft Time on the x6th of May j but was not 
finiih'd till the Beginning of June. 

,Qn the 30th of May, the Houfe of Peers, in a grand 
Committee, confide* 'd of the Bill for regulating the Land 
Forces ; and there ajpofe a great Debate about a Claufe for 
confining the feveral Regiments to thofe Parts of his . 
Majefty's Dominions for which they are allotted : As foe 
Inftance, the 12000 Men that are on the Irifi Eftablifh- 
menr, to Ireland ; and fo forth. The Duke of Backing* 
homy the Lord TVevon, the Lord North and Grey, the Btfhop 
pf Rochefter; and fome others, fpoke for the faid Ciaufe; 
box (be Duke ofc Marlborough, and feme gther Lord?, 
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(hew'd the fatal Confequences ic might be attended with, 
in Cafe of an Invalion from abroad, or of an InfiirredtU 
on at home, by a Number of Enemies, Foreign or Do- 
meflick, fuperior to the Number of Forces actually on. 
the Spor, where either of thtm.fhould happen. The 
Whiggifli Lords urg'd, c That his Majefty having trailed 

* his Royal Perfon.and Family entirely in the Hands of 
4 the Nation, and, at the Opening of this Seflion, told 
' the Parliament, That what they jhould judge necejfary for 
' tlnir Safety, he jhould think fuffkient for his own ; the lea ft' 
( they coula do for his Majefty, was to leave to his great' 
4 Wifdom and Difcretion, the Difpofal of the few 
1 Troops that were kept on Foot." Some Tory Lords 
isovM, on the other Hand, that the foreign Officers might* 
l# excluded from that Number ; but the Duke of Marlbo- 
rough fpoke in their Favour, and represented, c That to 
€ exclude Officers, who, like the French Refugees, had,' 

* for above five and twenty Years, ferv'd England with* 

* dtftingu.fli'u Zeal, and untainted Fideliry, would be a 

* Piece of Lijuftic, unprecedented in the mod barbarous 
( Nations. < After £bme other Speeches, fro and con, the 
Que ft ion was put, whether the Claufes before- mentioned' 
(hould be infrted, and 'twas carry 'd in the Negative, by >/ 
a Majority of 8i Voices to 37. The next Day, the 
Lords read the Bill the 3d Time, which, with fbme A- 
snendments, was approved, and order'd to be fent down' 
back to the Commons. The fame Day alfo their Lord- 
fhips, in a grand Committee, went through the Bill, 
touching the Lord Digbys eld eft Son* 

June 1. The Lords fent down to the Commons, the #;£' 
for the better regulating the forces to be continued in his ftla- 
jeflft Service, &c. and the Amendments made to the Bill 
by their Lordihips being read, a Motion was made, and 
the Queftion put, that the farther Confederation of the 
faid Amendments be adjourn'd, which was carry'd in the 
Negative; and then chofe Amendments were fever ally- 
read a fecond Time, and agreed to by the Houfe, Mr* 
Shi f fen, formerly one of the Commiflioners of Publick 
Accompts, having, on this Occalion, reflected on the pre- 
fent Adminiitration, as if they defign'd to fet up a Stand- 
ing Armty and infinuated, as if, after all the great Cla- 
mour that had been rais'd, their Secret Committee would 
end in Smoke ; he was fmartly taken up by Mr. Bo/coven, 
Controller of his Ma jelly's Houfliold, who faid, ( He 
* could not forbear taking Notice of the Infolence of a 
J, certain Stt of Men, who hiving committed the blaokeft - 

* Crimes 
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' Crimes, bad yet the Aflurance to dare the Juftice of the 
€ Nation ; but that he hoped thofe Crimes would not long 
1 remain unpunifh'd : That the Committee of Secrecy 

* were ready to make their Report ; and had directed 
1 their Chairman to move the Houfe the very next Day, 
€ that a Day might be appointed fp* receiving the faid 
c Report ; and that, in the mean Time, he might ven- 

* tare to auure the Houfe, that tbey had found fufficient 

* Matter to impeach of High Treafon fevera! Lords and 
c foroe Commoners." Mr. Robert Walpole faid to the fame 
Purpofe, * That he wanted Words to ex pre ft the Vilhny 
c of the laft Frenchify'd Miniftry ; ,J and General Stan- 
hope added, c He wonder'd, that Men who were guilty of 

* inch enormous Crimes, had ftill the Aifdacioufnefs to 
1 appear in the publick Streets." The fame Day, the 
Commons agreed to the Refolutions of the Committee of 
Privileges and Elections, touching the Election for the 
Borough of Weflbury in the County of Witty ■ being in 
Subftance, That the Honourable WiUoughby Bertie, Efq; 
and Francis AnneJUy^ Efq; fitting Members, were not duly 
elected ; and, on the contrary, that George Lord Carbery f 
of the Kingdom of Ireland^ and Charles A&anfon^ Efq; Pe- 
titioners, were duly elected for the faid Borough of tVeft- 
bwy. After this, the Houfe alfo agreed with the Com- 
mittee of Elections, in their Refolutions touching the 
Election of the Borough of Br amber in the County of 
Supx, m, That Sir Thomas Styles, Bart, fitting Member, 
was not, and that Edward MinfiuU, Efq; Petitioner, was 
duly elected for the faid Borough of Bramber, 

The fame Day, there was a Debate in the Lords Houfe, 
about the BiU for continuing the Impri fitment of the Confpi- 
rotors againft the Life of the late King William. A Petition 
having been orTer'd to the Lords in their Behalf, the Lord 
North and Grey mov'd, that a Day might be appointed to 
confider of \ t, and ' was feconded by the Lord Treror. 
They were oppos'd by the Lord Vifcount Townfiendy whtf- 
laid, ' He wonder'd any Member of that Auguft Aflem- 

* bly would fpeak in Favour of fuch execrable Wretches, 
1 who defign'd to have embra'd their Hands in the Blood 
c of their Sovereign ; and mov'd, on the contrary, that 

* their Petition be rejected." After this, the Lord Dela* 
war reprefented, c That after the Death of King William, 

* the Parliament had left to the Difcretion of the late

( thefe Criminals : That no Body doubted, her late Ma- 
' /efty* • being a Princefs of 'great Clemency \ but that, ac 
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* the fame Time, the had fuch a Refpe& for the Memory 

* of King Wiitam, fuch a Regard to the Safety of crown'd 
c Heidj, and fuch an Abhorrence for the Crimes with 
« which thefe Prisoners flood charg'd, that (he did not 

* think fie to releafe them from their Confinement : That 

* all thefe Reafont and Confiderationt were now enforced, • 
c by the open Difaffedlion which fome People firew'd t6 

* his Majefty's Perfon and Government ; and that tbe^ 

* ought to be fo tender of the Prefervation of fo preciocn) 

* a life as his Majefty't, that, in his Opinion, it wcrt 
< necefTary to make the A£k in Queftton abfotate, and not 
« leave the Confinement of the Criminals to hit Majefty'i 
c Difcretion, left his natural Clemency flioukl make hint 

* overlook hit 'own Safety." He concluded, with fecotid* 
ing the Lord Vifcount Townfiend'% Motion for rejecting th$ 
Petition, which was carry'd without dividing. 

Juno 2. Several Accounts and Papers that had been 
call'd for, were laid before the Houfe : After which, the, 
Malt-Bill was read the third Time, pafs'd, and few up to 
the Lords ; as was alio the Quakers Bill. Then Jtafcrrf 
(ftf/^0/*, Efq; acquainted the Houfe from the Committee of 
Secrecy, ' That they had examined the Books and Papers 
c referr'd to them, and had Matters of the greateft Impot"- 
4 tance to lay before the Houfe ; and that the Committee 
( had directed him to move the Houfe, that a Day might 
4 be appointed for receiving their Report."

Committee, the Commons read the third Time, pafs'6} 
and fent to the Lords, an ingrofs'd BiU for jbortenint; the 
Tme tf the Yule Vataneo v in that tart of Great Britaih 
call'd Scotland.

An Ml for charging and continuing the Duties on Malt) 
Mum y Cyder ^ and Perry, for the Service of the Tear 17 if, 
0nd for making forth Duplicates of Exchequer -Bills and Lot- 
tery Tickets lofty burnt, or deflrefd ; and for enlarging the 
Tim* for adjitfihg Claims in feyeral Lotteries, and for making 
forth new Orders in lieu of certain Lottery Orders obliterated or 
defetlive j and for continuing certain Duties on Hops, until 
the ift Day of Auguft, 171 5. 

An Aft for the better regulating the forces to be continued 
in his Ma je fly's Service, and for the Payment of the faid 
forces, ami of their Quarters. 

After the King was gone, thjt Lords adjojurn-'d to Thurf- 
day the 9th of June $ and the Commons being return 'd to

idly. That Mr. Speaker do iflbe his Warrant to the Ser- 
jeant at Arms attending this Houfe, to take into hisCufto- 
dy fuch Perfons as {hall be nam'd to Mr. Speaker by the 
Chairman of the Committee of Secrecy, in order to their 
being examin'd before rhe faid Committee. 

Hereupon Mr. Speaker iflu'd out his Warrants to the Ser- 
jeant Arms, to. take into his Cuftody fever al Perfons that 
were nam'd 10 him by Mr. Wd[poJe 9 particularly Mr. Mat- 
thew Prior , and Mr. Thomas Harley y the firft of whom 
was immediately apprehended, and the other fome Hours 
after.

The firft Part of this Report may be fubdivided into 
ten Points, vi*. tftj The clandeftine Negociations with 
Monfieur Mefnaget^ which produc'd two Sets of prelimi- 
nary Articles ; the one private and fpecial for Great Bri- 
tain orijJy, the other General for all the Allies, idly, The 
extraordinary Meafures purfu'd to form the Congref* at 
Utrecht. ^d!y y The Trifling, and Arriufements of the 
Tmncb Plenipotentiaries at Utrecht, by the Connivance of 

• the Brittjh Minifters. Athly, The Negociatioii about the 
Renunciation of the Sfantjb Monarchy. 5thly y The fatal 
Sufpenfion of Arms. 6thiy y The Seizure of Ghent and 
Bruges, in order to diftrefs the Allies, and Favour the 
French. 'Jthly, The Duke of Ormond't acting in Concert 
with the French General. Stbly, The Lord Bolingbroke't 
Journey to Trance to negociate a feparate Peace. $thlj y 
Mr. Prior'* and the Duke of Shrewsbury's Negociations in 
France. And, lotbly, The precipitate Conclufion of the 
Peace at Utrecht. 

After this, the Committee effer to the Houfe what they 
have found material in the Papers referred to them, con- 
cerning the Catalans, and the Pretender ; infert at large a 
Letter from the Earl of Oxford to the Queen, dated June 
'<;:'. the 
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the 9th, 1714 ; together with an Account of publics? 
Affairs from Amzpfl the £tb, 1710, to Junt the 8th 1714 1 
and conclude with taking Notice of feveral glaring la* 
«coiftuftencies, that are obvious to every jBody, by compart- 
ing the late Queen's Declarations, with the Afeafnres her 
Minifters prefum'd to ta&e in carrying on thefe important 
JSegociations. 

AbfiraCh of *fo Ripen tf the Committee ofSetrety. 

THE Committee was in Hopes, in Co voluminous an; 
Enquiry, to hare been able to trace out the whole; 
progrefs of thefe Negociations ; but, to their Surprise, 
they find a Want of feveral Papers referred to in thole 
that have been delivered co them, and frequent and long 
Interruptions of fome very material Correspondences that 
were carry'd on : But, however, the Committee proceeded 
to draw up the following Report, warranted and foufuta), 
upon fuch Authorities, as the perfons concerned vouchfafe4 
not to fupprefs. 

The firft material Paper is entitled, The firfl Propofitioos 
«f France, fign'd by Monfieq* deTorcy^ April 22, 171 1 9 
W. 5. To whom thefe Proportions were directed, wbac 
previous Steps had been made on the Part of France^ or 
what Encouragement had been given on the Part of 
England, does not appear j but it is evident, that they are 
0onceiv'd in very loofe and general Terms ; that, from 
the Beginning, the Defign of fyance was to fecure Spain 
and the Weft- Indies to King 2V«ty, to create Jealoufies a* 
gnong the Allies ; and that Fr*nft ofJer'd to treat with 
England and Holland^ either by themfclves, or jointly 
with the reft of the Allier» which was left 10 the Choice 
of England. 

On the 27th of April, 1.711, 0» £ Mr. Secretary St. Jehn y 
tranfnuts thefe, Proportions to Lord fl*£jr> the Queen's 
Embaflador at the Hague, with Orders to communicate 
them to the Penfionary, . To afTure that M under, the 
Queen was refolv'd in making Peace, as in making War, 
to a& in perfect Concert with the States, and defires the 
Secret may be kept among as few as potable j he confeffes 
that the Terms of the feveral Propositions are very ge- 
neral ; that there is an Air of Complaifance fliown to 
JLngland, and the contrary to Mland, which might be of* 
ill Con fe queue?, but can be of none, as long as the Queen 
and States take Care to. underftand each other, and to a$l 
with as little Referve as becomes two Powers (0 nearly 
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&Uy*& Mi Intereft ; and defires the Penfionary to be afliu'd, 
that thit Rule (hall, on our Part, be inviolably obferv'd. m 

Lord &aby r by bis Letters of May the 25th and 16th, 
171.1, K $* to Mr. St.Jokrty in anfwer to thefe Oiders and 
AJTuraitces, -acquaints him, That the 'Penfionary had, with 
thofe of that State, who had been formerly eroploy'd in 
the Negociation* ot Peace, coniider'd Moitfieur dt Torty't 
Propofitions, and the obliging Manner in which her Ma- 
jefty was pleas'd to communicate them ; that they thank'd 
her Majefty for her Confidence in them, and adore her, 
that theirs is reciprocal ; and that, as her Majefty had pro- 
mised, '(he will make no Step towards a Peace but in Con- 
cert with them, they de/ire (he may be aflur'd of the fame 
•n their Part ; and they urge the Neceifity of an entire 
Confidence in one another, at this critical Jun&ure; 
they declare them fe|ves weary of the War, which theyv 
endeavour to conceal from the Enemy, left he ihould 
make hit Advantage by if ; and that they are ready to 
join in any Meafures, which her Majefty flull think pro- 
per, to obtain a good Peace. But they look upon thefe 
Proportions as yet, in the fame Manner as the Secretary 
does, to be very dark and general, and defigned to create 
Jealoufies between her Majefty, that Republick, and the 
Allies ; but they depend upon her.Majefty's Juftice and 
Prudence, to prevent any fuch ill Effect, and hope (he 
will make the Fttnch explain more particularly, the feveral 
Points coittain'd in them. 

After these mutual Afltirances betwixt England and IfeJ- 
laiidj the Committee is furprit'd to find not the leaft Com- 
munication to the States, of the Negotiations that were 
carrying on for above rjve Months together, betwixt JEtor* 
fond end Frwrrt, till after the fpecial Preliminaries were 
iign'd, and the feven general preliminaries were concIn> 
ded, *nd lent to them* 

la the mean Time, Lord JU67, not bring as yet le,t 
into the Secret, freely declares, He thought it advifeable 
end jteccuery to aft openly with the States in this Matter or* 
the Propofitions ; acquaints the Secretary, that all the 
Letters from franc* agreed, that all the Hopes the French , 
had, was to low Jealoolies among the Allies ; and repeats 
his Advice, That we rouft a& cautioufly with them (the 
States) that ?hey rnay have no Reafon to accufe us, far ^ 
faking the leaft Mea Aires without them. 

Bat it was not long before Mr. Secretary St: Jokn r prepa- 
ted his Excellency to have other Sentiments of the Man* 
aer of carrying on fhil NtgotfrfSb*) and in Mi Letter of 
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the 29th of May, acquaints him with the agreeable News, 
That it was Her Majefty's Pleafure, that his Excellency 
fltould make all poflibie Hafte to come over, fince her Ser- 
vice may better difpence with his Abfence at this Point 
of Time, than it will perhaps do at another ; and .fince 
we muft now expert to have very foon upon the Tafitj 
many Intrigues, concerning which, the Queen thinks it 
expedient that he fhould confer with the Minifters here ; 
acquaints him, that her Majefty de/ign'd, upon his Arrival, 
to give him the Promotion in the Peerage, which he had 
defir'd. And then, that his Excellency might begin to 
have forae Notions agreeable to the Senfe of our Minifters, 
Mr. St. John, in Anfwer to fbme very long Letters of hii 
Lordfliip's, full of his own Reafonings, and the repeated 
Atiurances of the Minifters of the States to adt in perfect 
Concert, and with an entire Confidence in her Majefty, 
tells him in thefe Words, That Britain had gone fo much 
too far, in weaving her Intereft into that of the Continent, 
that it would prove no eafy T«fk to difentangle our Af- 
fairs without tearing or rending. 

But this Work of Tearing and Rending did not at all 
difcourage his Excellency, who waiting then for feveral 
Ports fiom England, ftopp'd by contrary Winds, and be- 
ginning to fufpelt that the Gourfe of the Negotiation 
was turn'd into another Channel ; that the Miniftry here 
might be fatisfyM that his Lordfhip could, without much 
Difficulty, depart from his own Opinion, he declares in 
his Letter of Jnnt the i6th, 171 1, N. S. to Mr. St. John ; 
c You may be aflur'd, I will venture any thing, and under- 
i take any thing to ferve the Queen ; you may venture 
' boldly to truft me with the real Intentions, and be aiTur'd, 
' I will not make further Ufeof them than according to 
« my Inftrudlions/ He t tells bim y If the Thing is actually 
1 gone no further than it appears, and France has not yet 
' explained, and he has a Mind that he fhould come over 
c for the Queen's Service, he is ready to come in a Yatcht, 
( Frigate, Pacquet-Boat, or /any way; and concludes in 
c fart, Difpofe of me how you pleafe, for all my defire is 
4 to ferve her Majefty to her Satisfaction, and I (hall never 
1 c grudge any Danger and Pains.' This voluntary and frank 
.Declaration, his Excellency delir'd in a particular Manner, 
'might, with his humble Compliments, be communicated 
to the Duke of Shrewsbury, ana Mr* Harley. 

The Committee obferve, That if the Dutch had made 
any Attempt to wreft the Negociation out of the Hands of 
the Queen, if. they had enter/ d into any fepara^e Meafures) 

or 
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or taken any Steps chat might give juft Occaflon of Offence 
or Sufpicion to England, 'tis very probable the Accounts 
of any fuch Proceedings would have been left by the Mi- 
niftry for their own Juftification ; but the Committee do 
not find the lead Intimation of this Kind, and are at a 
Lofs to know upon what Pretence fuch folemn Aiuuancet 
were difpens'd with as foon as made, and the Honour and 
Name of the Queen facrificed to the private Views of her 
Minifters. 

All rranfa&ions betwixt England and Trance during this 
Time, except two or three Papers, are entirely fuppreiVd, 
which, in the Lord Strafford's Inftrudlions of Otloher the ift, 
1711, are faid to have been carry *d on by Papers fent 
backward and forward, and much Time fpent therein ; 
the firft Paper that is found, is dall'd, Priyate Prof options fent 
by Mr. Prior from England, dated July x. The next is a 
Paper call'd, Mr. Prior** Authority ; this is iign'd Anne R m 
at the Top, and A> R. at the Bottom j not counterfign'd, 
and is without a Date ; and the Contents are, Mr. Prior is 
fully inftru&ed and authorized to communicate to Franc 
our Preliminary Demands, and to bring us back the An- 
swer. Which two Papers muft be underitaod to be Mr. 
Prior's Powers and Inftruelions ; but by an Entry in the 
Lord Strafford's Book, fubjoin'd to thefe private Propos- 
itions carry'd over by Mr. Prior 9 it appears > that Mr. Prior 
had Orders to fee if Franco had full Powers from Spain. 

Thefe Proportions which were form'd here, leave no 

Room to doubt of the little Concern the Miniftry had) to 

make good the repeated AfTurances that had been given to 

the Allies, in the Queen's Name, to make the French more 

plain and particular, fince, in all Things that concern 

the Allies, the EngUJh Proposals are as d^rk and general as 

thofe that came from France ; and if this ft ill could be 

any Que ft ion, it is fufficiently clear'd up in a third Paper, 

entitled, Draught of Anfwers upon the Conference with Mon- 

fieur Mefnager, wherein the Britijh Miniftry is much fur- 

priz'd to find that Monfieur Mefnager had Orders ro infift, 

that the Queen (hould enter into particular Engagements 

upon divers Articles which depend not upon her, and 

which regard the Intereftof the Allies ; they appeal to all 

the Papers which had been fcnt backward and forward 

during this Negotiation, and to that which* was carry'd 

by Mr. Prior, that the Principle upon which, they had 

treated all along was, That France {hould cohfent to adjuft 

the Interefts of Great Britain in the firft Place. This is a 

Principle from Which the Queen can never depart ; and 

that 
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that it was abfolutely necef&ry to remit the DLfcuflion 
of the particular Intereft. of the Allies to general Con- 
ferences. By which it appears, that the Minifter of 
France was inftro&ed to treat of the Interefts of the Al- 
lies, which the Englijb Miniftry would by no Means con* 
lent to. 

By Monfieur 7Twr/s Propofals, trance offer 'd to treat 
with England and Holland) either by themfelves, or jointly 
with the reft of the Allies,' not conceiving that HotUnd 
Could poflibly be excluded from the Negociation 5 bat ic 
is determined by the Englijfr Miniftry to carry on a fepa* 
rate Negociation with France^ exclufive of all the Allies ; 
and in their private Proportions, an exprefs Article it 
. inferted, That the Secret fi.ould be inyiolabfyleft, tiU aUtw'di 
ft be diyulg'd by the Qonfemt pf bath Parties } and there by, 
England put the Negociation into a Method more advan- 
tageous for France, than France had propot'd or oonJd hope 
for. 

The Committee infert here the firft Part of the eighth 
Article of the Grand Alliance, wherein it is fhpuJacedf. 
Nentri Partium Fas fit y Betififemel fufcept; de Pace cum Hofl* 
trail are j nifi conjunftim y & communtcatis Confiiiis cum dlttraf, 
Parte. What will be thought of fo m&nifeft a Violation* 
as this whole Proceeding appears to be, of the Grand. 
.Alliance, the Committee will not take upon them to de- 
termine; but this Step being once taken, and fecret Pre* 
liminaries fign'd upon this Foot between England and 
Prance, before any Thing bad been finally treated and 
concluded for the Security of Great Britain, what fatal 
Cbnfequences did happen to her Majefty's Kingdoms, and 
what Advantages accru'd to the Common Enemy, feem* 
to deferve the moil mature Confideration. They like wife 
obferve, that here, in the very Infancy of the Negocia- 
tion, the Trade of the World, and the entire Spanish 
Monarchy, which bad coft fo many Millions, and the . 
Effufion of fo much Blood, without being once in fitted 
upon, contrary to the repeated Addrefles of feveral Par* 
liaments, and the declared Senfe of the Queen, are given 
op by the Englijb Miniftry to the Houfe of Bourbon, for 
verbal Aflurances, that the Crowns of France and Spain. 
(hall never be united. 

There it n« .Account given* of any Correfpondence with. 
Mr. Prior during this his Stay in France, nor does the cer* • 
tain Time of his Continuance there appear. Upon his. 
Arrival in France, Monfieur de Torcy, iii his Letter of the 
3d of dvgufi) 1711, & & tells Mr. #♦/•/«, He faw,

That by 

a Letter of Mr. Secretary St, John 9 then at London, of 

that D*te to the Queen at Windft*, it appear*, That the 

Lord Treafurer, Lord Chamberlain, Lord Dartmouth^ and 

Mr St. John, met Monfieur Mefnaget that Evening at }Au 

Prior's Houfe ; which Af eeting, as. Mr. St. John fays, was, 

by Order of the Lords of the Committee of Council j 

but feenas unknown to the Queen, until the Secretary ac* 

e}uainred her with it by this Letter* That at this Meet-? 

ing, Monfieur Mefnaget delivet'd to the Britifi Minifter* 

the Anfwer, iign'd by the King of France, to the Demand* 

Jaft fent over by England; which Demands and Anfwert 

were made the fecret. Preliminary Articles betwixt Groa$ 

Britain and France, and were iign'd as fuch September 27, 

171 1, by Monfieur Mefnagcr on the Part of France,, and 

the Acceptation of them by Lord Dartmouth and Mr. J*» 

John on the P*rt of Great Britain. That Mr. St. John, in 

this Letter, reprefents it to the Queen, as the unanimous; 

Opinion of her Servants, then prefent, that a Warrant 

and full Powers mould be prepar'd that t^ight, and tranf* 

mitted ro her Majefty to be fign'd, in Order to pa ft th« 

Great Seal the next Day, whereby the Earl, of Oxfora\ 

the Duke of Bnckingbamfhire, the Bifliop of Briftol, the 

Duke of Shrewsbury, Earl Ponlett, Earl of Dartmouth, Henry 

$t. John, and Matthew Prior, Efqrs. were to be confrjLtttc*! 

Plenipotentiaries, to meet and treat with Mon&ur Mefnan 

get; which Warrant, and a TranJlation of the full 

Powers, were fent to the Queen. That this Warrant under 

the Signet, appears fign'd by the Queen, directing .the 

Lord Keeper to affix the Great Seal to aft Instrument 

"" thereunto 
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thereunto annex'd, containing her Comniiflion ro himfeJf, 
and others therein nam'd, to meet and treat with the 
Sieur Mefnager j but it does not appear , that any fuch 
Inftrument did pafs the Great .Seal, the Warrant remains 
not counterfign'd, and endors'd Not nfed. tfhat this War- 
rant is dated the 17th of September $ although 'tis raani- 
feft by Mr. St. fthn't Letter, it was not prepar'd, nor 
thought of, till the 20th : Which antedating feemi de- 
fign'd to jufti fy the Minifters in their meeting and con- 
ferring with the Queen's Enemies, previous to the War- 
rant ; which never pafliag into a* legal Authority, it ap- 
pears that thefe fccret Negotiations betwixt Trance and the/ 
Queen's Minifters here, were begun and carry 'd on from 
the nth of Affil^ to the syth of* September , 1711, when 
the Warrant to Lord Dartmouth } and Mr. St„ John was 
fign'd, without any Powers or written Authority from 
the Queen j and it is very obfervable, that the Queen war 
brought into thefe Meafures, by its being reprefented to 
her by the Secretary of State, as the unanimous Opinion 
of all her Minifters, to which alone the AfTent of the 
Queen is to be afcrib'd : But what is more ftrange, is, 
that after Mr. St. John had reprefented it to the Queen as 
the unanimous Opinion of her Minifters, that full Powers 
muft immediately pafs the Great Seal to authorize them 
to meet and treat with the faid Monjieur Mefnager } thefe 
powers (hould be laid afide ; and the Acceptation of the? 
Preliminaries fign'd by Lord Dartmouth and Mr. St. fohn % 
by Virtue of a Warrant directed to them two only, fign'd 
by the Queen at Top and Bottom, and counterfign'd by 
110 Body. 

Where the Obftrnflion arofe to the parfling thefe Powers,* 
does not appear to the Committee ; but thofe Minifters 
feem confcious to themfelves of what was doing, who fa 
readily concurr'd in privately meeting, conferring, and 
treating with the Minifters of Trance, till this feparate 
Negociatiou was brought to Maturity j but avoided to 
become Parties when the Treaty was to be fign'd and 
executed. That this great Care and Caution for their own 
Perfons, and little Regard for the Honour and Inter eft of 
their Queen and Country,- appears through this whole 
feparate Negociation : It being 'very remarkable, that 
there is not one Paper of Powers or Inftrudtions through- 
out the whole Affair counterfign'd by any one Mtnifter, 
but the Queen's Name expos'd to cover all ; which looks 
is if they flatter'd themfelves, that this Omiflion of 

their 
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^heir Duty would he fufficient rp ikreen them from the - 
Juftice of the Natiouj if theft Matters ftould ever come 
to be enqujr'4 into. .,-,.. 

The Coroniittee obferyes, ;Tha$ after \<ucfa a Sacrifice 
made of the general Inxereft of £*ropf, fuch a direct Vio- 
lation of the Grand Alliance, and fuch unwarrantable and 
illegal Steps taken in tranfa&ing and coniludiog thefe 
Special Preliminaries between England, and franco it had 
tyeen but reafonable to expe& in them fome very particular 
Advantages and Concefiions made to Great Britain, to at- 
tone for fuch unprecedented Tranfadtioirs % but it is aiio- 
nifhing to find how infigmrtcant *U the Demand* arejj 
that were made on the Part p/ <?r*4t Britain ; and, incon- 
siderable as they were, how ineffectual they have fince 
teen rendred. That nothing poflibly could be laid lefs 
with Regard to the Siicceifton, than what is here demand- 
ed in the fir ft Article. The Queen not yet acknowledged 
by France, nor, defign'd to be fo, 'till the Conclufion of the 
t>eace> as Franck afterwards explained this Article at the 
General Congrefs; not a Word ?f removing the Pretender} 
nor any Engagement not to fupport him in any Attempt 
he mig$it make upon the Nation* That the Second Arti- 
cle offers a Treaty of Commerce, in fuch doubrfuj Wordsj 
as France only could take Advantage of*, That in the 
Article of Dunkirk , the Equivalent is eiprefr'd in fo ftrong 
a Manner, and the Demolition ib very toofcJy ; as could 
not hut bring certain £nd . 8 re *t Prejudice to our Allies, 
. with very little Piofpecl of Advantage & pur felves ; and 
fatal Experience Jhaa convine'd us, what Security is pro- 
cur'd for our Navigation \ty the ^Third Article. That the 
fifth and Seventh Articles chiefly regard the Affento Con- 
tract ; what a National Advantage that is like to be, is 
now top well underflood to want much Explanation: But 
with what Views thcMinifters were £o fond of this, as tp 
snake it their cliief Gate and Concern, will no longer be 
a Doubt when it (hall Appear, that this Part of the Treaty* 
Was calculated onljp ftp fHfivat* . Advantage, That what 
the Miaiifry themftlve,* thought jnoft valuable in thefe 
Articles, wastfiat Pajrtof tjie Seventh which gtanw ui an 
Advantage Of t j farCeui* ftpori our MaBttfa&um lent cp 
Spain : But this great Advantage .fti» vantftfd into no- 
thing s juid was given up bf our Mxntfkf here. The Bi- 
(hop or Js^j/ fays indeed of Hi in hisJ^etcttof the. 17th 
Of Mguft tjix, Hat it 9as granted by the French *uh d 
befitniitbet u inflame Tbwgi between rH and the patch, or

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f articular Advantages in the Spanifli Trade as may be the 
hum of ours. But what is mod remarkable in the Seventh 
Article is the Introduction to it, in Which the Miniftry 
confefs themfelves to have been impos'd upon by France ; 
for they declare, c That from the firft Propolis of Monfieur 

* de Torcy to that Time, they always underftobd that by 
1 the real Securities promig'd in thofe Prbpofals, were 
c meant Places ; which now was abfolutely refus'd ; and 
1 they confent to take for real Securities what they con- 

* fefs is none, but what a Love of Peace may induce them 

* to accept as an Equivalent.' That What was really of 
■ moll Importance to England was the Eighth Ariicle,which 

relates to Hudfon's Bay and Newfoundland*, but the Miniftry 
fuffer'd themfelves to be fo groily impos'd upon' in this 
Article, that they diredtly give to frame all they wanted, 
which was a Liberty of taking and drying their Fi£h ? 
Whilft France gives nothing at all to us, but refers.our moll 
valuable Interefts to the general Conferences : Which was 
bnt another Manner of denying them, as the Event has 
fuiHciently (hewn. That we demand in the Sixth Article, 
that we (hall have all the Privileges that have been or {hall 
be granted by Spain to the Subjects of France, or any other 
, Nation. Whereas the Mini (ten ought to have infilled that 
France mould not upon any Pretence whatsoever be per- 
mitted to trade to the Spanijh Weft-lndies^which they would 
riot have omitted, if they had had the lead Regard to the 
Trade of Great Britain, or had not entirely forgot the 
Eighth Article of the Grand Alliance ; wherein it is ei4 
preily ftipulated, as a Condition without which nb Peace 
ihall be made, neque iffi$ ibidem (that is the French in the 
Spanifb Weft Indies) Navigatio Mercatura ex ere end a caufa fub 
. qmcunque prate&xi, direcle W indirectly fermittatur* One 
Thing further is to be obferv'd of thefe Articles, that fuch 
of them as any way relate' to Spain, are exprefly granted in 
the Name and by Virtue of PoWers given by King thiliff^ 
and yet after this, all Intentions df leaving any Part of 
the Spanifh Monarchy to Xing Tbiiip' is publickly difa- 
vow'd ; That this (hort View of thefe S fecial Preliminaries 
.fu Ardently demonftrates that the Intereft of Britain was 
not the Inducement to oar Minifters to proceed in this 
Extraordinary Manner. Yet trivial as thefe Advantages 
-are, France is prefs'd that they may be firft adjufted ; to 
.what Ufe and Purpofe is fully explained in the TTrdught of 
<Slnfmrf upon the Conferences with Monjteiir Mefnager, That 
+ur Minifters may be enabled to engage the Queen to mate the/ 
Conchjien *f t7;t general &ati eafie tv France* 
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. . It is declared, .That td fettle the Intereft of Great Bri- 
tain in the firft Place is the Principle from which the 
Queen can never depart; which Plea was mad* ufe of, to 
defer the Interefts of all the Allies to be difcufi'd at gene- 
* al Conference! \ but the Turn given to it here was rq 
amufe the People, by j>erfwading them that the Engliflt 
m Miniftry was cdnteiidirtg for great and particular Ad- 
vantages and Conceffions to be made to Great Britain^ that 
taightmak* usfome Amends for that great ani unequal 
Burthen which we had laiivunder through the whole Courfe 
Of the War. But the Englijh Miniftry having thought fie 
eVery where to extol and magnifie the vaft Advantages 
chat were granted to Great Britain, France refolved to make 
a proper Ufe of it, and declar'd thefe Articles were an 
eventual or conditional' Treaty only ; and that the King 
of France would not be oblig'd to make them good, butia 
£ aft of.the Signing of a general Peace; in tfits Senfe 
Mod tteur Mtfnapt figh'd them, and with this Condition^ 
they were accepted on our Part, tiard Terms ! That fuch 
Conceflions as thefe were riot to be purchas'd at a lefs Price 
than forcing upon our Allies fuch Conditions of Peace as 
ftance fliould be pleas'd to impofe upon them J and this the 
Miniftry were fully appriz d of fome time before theyr 
were accepted, for in- frefling to fettle a,nd adjuft iingljr 
and feparatety the Interefts of Great Britain, they enforce 
it by faying, France cdn run no Risk in fuch Engagements* 
fince the Special Preliminaries hill bare no EftU till a general 
&ace jhatL be fign*d\ tty thefe Means the Committee ob- 
fervt to how fatal "a Efilemma the Qtfeen was brought by 
her Miniftry ; (tie muft either how go on, through ali 
Adventures, in the Meafu'res of France, or they had it ia 
their Povfrer, by divulging the Secret and exposing fuch * 
Notorious Breach of National Faith, to make what Advan- 
tage they thought fit of it among the Allies, who mufti 
from this Time think therttfelves difenga^ed from the 
Queen, if they conld find their Own Account by looking 
after therhfelves. 

And that the French were neither to ignorant, nor want- 
ing to themfelves as to m'ifs fuch ah Opportunity, appears 
above Three Months before their Articles were fign'd. 
Vhen Lord RaSy in his -Letter of the aoth of /1W171X; 
# 8. to Mri St. John. acqfcairW him, That both the Fen- 
ftonary and H&nfienr VaWr btffen had feen a letter froti 
4ft»/?<ror de Torcy , ^ begun 'j 

togotittioii ih England. 70fr/whic^ itfanagement the En£- 
/^Mirfttty hid, tinder Oofoui of -{fie Qjttetfi Authority 
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and the Pretence of Treating of a Peace, pot it in the 
Power of France to dived the Queen of all her Allies, and 
given them greater Advantages than they could any other 
Ways have hoped for. 

On the fame Day that the Special Preliminaries betwixc 
Great Britain and France were lign'dj another Set of Gene- 
ral Preliminaries on the Part of France, was fign'd by* 
Monfieur Mefnager only -, which Mr,Sf. fohn^ in his Let- 
ter to the Queen, fays, -were to be fent into Holland^ as 
the Foundation of a General Peace, in which my Lord 
Treafurer had made fome Alterations to make the whole 
more palatable abroad : And, on the fame Day, a feparate 
Article was fign'd. in Favour of the Duke of Savvy. From 
this Time a perfect Confidence was eftablrfhed between the 
two Miniftries of England and France *, Lord $ir*ford*s 
Inftru&ions in order to his immediate Return into Holland 
were now preparing, and dated Gtl. 1. 0. & 1*711. And 
as an early Proof of the Confidence which Mr. St. John 
xepos*d in the French Minifter, he acquaints Monfieur de 
. Torcy by his Letter of October a, O. S< that the Earl of 
Strafford was going for Holland ; and fays, Tour M*nifier $ 
(meaning Monfieur Mefnager, who was tlien going hack to 
France and carried this Letter^) is fully inform 1 d in what the 
Earl of Strafford is to profofe to the States. Such Intelligence 
of the Queen's Counfels, which Mr. St. John confeifts 1m 
had given to the Minifters bf the Queen's Enemies, feems 
very extraordinary ;, efpecially if it be confider'd, that 
Lord Strafford was fent over to prefs the opening the Ge% 
neral Conferences, with AiTurances of the greateft Friend* 
Clip and Concern for the Interefts of the States, on the 
frirt of the Queen, and by her Authority to procure from 
France juft Satisfa&ion for all her Allies ; and in his In* 
Aruclions is like wife directed to propofe to the States a never 
Scheme for carrying on the Wat* Alniod cve*y Article 
in Lord Strafford's Inftru&ions is a Specimen of the Since- 
* rity with which our Minifters intended to treat the Allies* 
He is inftrucled that it muft be the mod careful Endeavour 
and fix'd Principle of all the Confederates to hold fail to- 
gether ; and this immediately after* a feparate Treaty bad 
been fign'd by Us j and if the Minifter* of Holland {hould 
exprefs any Uneafinefs at their Apprehensions of any fuch 
private Agreement, he is Ordered by ^f afire Anfwets to 
avoid giving them Satisfaction concerning it. fittt his 
chief Bufinefs was to deliver to the States the Propositions 
iign'd by Monfieur Mefnaget, as the Foundation of a gene- 
ral Peace, and as the yrhpk of vehat kid been tiaftft&ed 9 
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and to acquaint them, that France had propot'd Utrecht* 
Nmtghen, Aix 1* Chapette 9 or Liege 9 to be the Place for 
opening the Conferences ; to prefs the States to fix upon, 
one of thefe Places, and immediately to grant Paftports 
to the French Plenipotentiaries to come thither and open 
the General Conference*. 

Thefe Propofitioni, fo very general and uncertain, did 
txtreainly alarm the States, a* not being a fufEcient Foun- 
dation upon which a Negotiation might be hazarded 5 
which made them for fdrae Time decline granting the 
PaiTports ; and in order to prevail with the Queen to have 
fbmc Regard to her faithful Allies, and particularly in the 
two great Articles pf their Barrier and Commerce, they ' 
fentove.r M.Bnjf, to intercede with her Majefty to alter 
her Resolutions ; they make the fame Representations to 
the Earl of ftrafford, but all to no Purpofe. For as Mr. 
ft. John declar'd in his Letter to my Lord Strafford of 
Ottober the 9th, Certain it * , that her Majefty has fo fair de- 
termined on her Meafuret, that thofe will deceive themfelvety 
who may imagine by Delay *r other Artifices to break them. 
And again, November the ad, to the Lord Strafford, The 
Queen will not finaUy concert a $an for the Preftcutien of the 
War with f/jtf ffates, untill tiny join with her in agreeing to 
. efen the Conferences of Peace. And the Lord Strafford ac- 
quaints Mr. St. fohn^ November the x^th, That he had now 
told them, her Majefty" s Order to him was to declare, That fie 
fiauld look ufon any Delay, as a Refufal to comply with her fro- 
•fofitions* In thefe Circumfiancee the Dutch, at laft, com- 
ply to grant the Paftpont, and agree to open the general 
Conferences at the Time 6V d by the Queen, January th? 
>A, X7ix-i2 f 

The Refolution of the States-General upon this Occa- 
sion muft have mov'd an y Set of Men, not already deter* 
pin'd to hear no $ea(bn but what came from France ; for 
altho* the Reprefenutioro made by the States on both Sides 
the Water, had made fome Impreffions, as it Evident by a 
Memorial deliver'd by Mr. $t. John to the Abbot Gualtier, 
dftober the 39th, 1711, and by Mr. St. John's Letter to 
lttonfieur DeTJercy of the fame Date, that acebmpany'd it 5 
yet 'tis in the Memorial declared, That the Queen remains 
firm in her fir ft Refolution of caufing the Conferences" to be 
opedd ufon the Articles fignd by Movfitur Mefnager. The 
frmt Memorial declares, It was abfehitely neceffary that the 
meft CJmfiisn King fiouii gire to her Majefty the Queen, fuch 
'Replications of hit Intentions in tefaeft to the particular Into- 
ttfisof the Allies^ which hi JhaM think proper^ to engage them

f« come more eafilyinto the getter*! Negotiation, So that hi- 
therto 'tis plairi, cfur Mmifters were entirely ignorant 
even of the King of France's Intentions with Regard to 
the Allies. And again 'tis faid, Tf Iyer Majefty wifies the 
mofl Chriflian King would give an Explication tb the afore/aid 
Demands^ fire, his mofl Chriflian Majefly may affure himfelf^ 
the Qiteen will make no other XJfe of the Truft the King JhaH 
refofe in her, but to advance the Negotiation, in feeking the 
jjoortefl Meant, and the mofl effectual, to obtain a Peace Jb 
mwh coveted. It is therein again acknowledged, that the 
Qutcb have nothing in View but their Barrier and Com- 
merce; and provided the Queen can, without' Pear* of 
being difavow'd, fpecify fbmeifchat' near the Barrier that 
France will confeht to^feld to them, and ro affure them 
Of the Tarriflf of 1664,' there's no Room left to doubt that 
$he Stares-General would come without any farther Hefita- 
tion into the Negotiation, in the fame Manner as it had 
been concerted. But left all thefe Arguments ftiould have 
|io Effect, Mr. St. John, in his Letter to Monfieur de Torcy" 
Jays, Thefe Explications will diffpate aU Clouds, and you may 
Relieve we will make ufe thereof with great Referve^ when I 
affure yon, that if the King would offer a Plait of'Specifick 
Preliminaries, the Queen will never communicate it to her Al- 
'lies ; he concludes, If the Sieur Guiltier returns with theft 
Marks of Confidence, you will fee our Parliament as much itf- 
{finable to Peace as ever it was to War, 
■ Here the Committee obferve the Englijh Miniftry beg- 
ging of trance, after they had been feven Months treating 
with them, that they may have fome Intimations, at leafh 
of what was defign'd for the Allies-, exprefling their 
Fear of being difavow'd by France, after they had gone? 
theft Lengths with them ; declaring, the Dutch would 
come into the Queen's Meafures, if they could ' but know 
any Thing near the Barrier that Was defignM them, and 
have Security about the Commerce ; perfifting (till, with- 
out any fuch Satisfaction, in the Meafures prefcrib'd by 
France, refolv'd to force the Allies into general Gonfereni 
ce*y upon loofe and uncertain Articles, arid promlfirtg, if ' 
fhey could but have fo much Credit w^th Stance as to be 
trulted at all, they would ufe it with the greateft Referve, 
and never communicate it to any of the Allies, for whofe 
» Satisfaction only, 'tis pretended, all this Submiffion was 
Ifjade. < The Return made by France, is feen in a Paper 
CaH'd, Anfwer to the Memorial brought by Monfieur Gaaltier^ 
November the i2th, 1711. This Memorial is accompa- 
ny *d with a Letter from Monfieur de Torcy to Mr. St. jfclm t 
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of the fame Dace, wherein he tells him, Bis ftfiajefty whol- 
ly defends upon the Secrecy and good Vfe you viH make of the 
entire Confidence he teflifies to the Queen of Great Britain, 
and the King of France extols the Firmnefi of the Queen, and 
fees with great VUafute tin new Marks of Reflation fie Jkews. 
Hereupon the Committee obferve in general, that nothing 
had at this Time been demanded of franco concerning the 
Difpofal of the Netherlands ; and that the King of France, 
not fatisfy'd with having fecur'd Sfain and the Weft- Indies 
to his Grandfon, propofes to {trip the Emperor of all hji 
Dominions in Italy y and toimpofe upon him much worfe 
Terms than he afterwards procur'd for himfelf, when left 
to carry on the War alone. The Dutch may have the 
Tariff of 1664, with fome Exceptions, if they con fen t ro 
this Scheme ; if not, they are to be reduced to the Tariff 
of 1699. But, as extravagant as this Scheme was, it is 
received by the EngUfi Minifter, Without any Surprize or 
Refentment 5 and Mr. St, John, in his Letter of the 27th 
of Noy ember, 27x1, thanks Monfieur de Torcy for the Com* 
xnunication of it ; proroifes to make a difcreet Ufe pf it ; 
and that the utmoft Efforts ihould be ufed ro fix the Pre- 
tention? of the Allies, he reprefents" it as neceffary, thac 
alj chofe who wifh for Peace, may mutually help one ano- 
ther, and endeavour to finifli the Treaty fo foon as not to 
be expofed to another Campaign. The Committee adds, 
that it is no Wonder that this Plan was never communi- 
cated to the Allies, which muft at once have broke off all 
the Conferences j and determin'd them rather to run all 
Hazards, than treat upon fo ruinous a Foundation ; but 
'tis a Wonder that the Bngljjh Miniftry were not ft art led, 
when • they Taw fuch a Scene open'd. And this (hews 
with what Juftice the Miniftry complain'd, that the 
Allies would not enter into the Queen's Meafures, when; 
they never were inform'd what the Queen's Meafures 
were* 

Purfuant to the Eefolution of the States-General upon 
the preiling Inftances of the Queen, Paffports for the 
French Plenipotentiaries are fent to Monfieur Bwjj, and de- 
liver'd to Mr. St. John* Utrecht is agreed upon here to be 
Place for the general Conferences. The Biftiop pf Briftol, 
then Lord Privy-Seal, and the Earl of Strafford, are ap- 
pointed her Mayfly's Plenipotentiaries. Pecember 23, 
I71 1, her Majefty's Instructions to her Plenipotentiaries ' 
are fettled and fign'd, upon which the Committee make 
one Obfervation, ria. That (he Plenipotentiaries are or- 
to'd to infill, that the Security and reafonable Satisfaction 
/ ' 4 N \ "" which 
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which the Allies e*pe&, and which hi* moft Chriffian 
Majefty has promis*d, cannot be bbtain'd, if Spain and the 
W*fl Indies be allotted to am/ Branch of tfee Hoofe of Bwf- 
*** ; fo that jiitherro f he Queen thought fit to declare in all 
public* A£h, that Spain aftd the Weft-Indies otrght by no 
meant to be left in the Poffeffion'of the" Houfe of Bourbwn ; 
altho' in the Special Frehmrnaries^ fign'd try the Earl of Vaxt-* 
mouth and Mr. Sr. fohn, on $e£*. 27. preceding, the King 
of fV*/;c0 did exprefly promife to make good the 6th Arti- 
cle, for himfelf arid for the King of Spain, pnrfoant to rhe 1 
Powers which were then in nisMajefty's Haitcfe. 

Oft the ifthof Jatmary 1711-12, the Brittfi Minifters 
arrive at Utrecht ; who, by their general Inftru&ions; 
being order'd ro concert Meafores with the Minifters of 
the AlHef, and at the Beginning ptirfaing thefe Directions, 
Monfieor deTvtcjj on the* 31ft or fdimarj, writes to Mr. 
St. fcfat) ind teMs him, he perceives there was not fq 
perfect a Confidence ettablinYd between the Plenipoten- 
tiaries of Francs and Gteat Britain as was to be denVd : Ha 
believes therefore he will think it proper to ferid to the* 
Bifhop of frtflol and the Sarr! of Strafford more precife In- 
itrocYioiis, concerning the Marnier in which they were to 
concert their Proceedings with the King's Plenipotentia- 
ries. And in the Anfwer to the Memorial fertr by Mon- 
iieur Guahier, March thrifcth, *7t2* it it declared, The 
principal Order that the King Had given to his Plen i po- 
tent krief, when they fet out fat Vtrecht t was to eftahliih 
a ftricl: Intimacy between them a-nd the Minifteri of the* 
Queen of Gr**r tritaih. 

On the 19th of January ^ at rhe firft general Conference, 
Lord Strafford declared', that rhe Qtaeen had retciv'd the 
general 1 Prtfpofittons at a Foundation for a Negotiation of 
Peace ; bat that they were binding {p franc t only, and 
not to the Allies ; to which the French Mintften readily 
alien ted. But this was meant of the Proportions fign'd by 
Monfieur Mefnager only, the Congrefs not having the leaft 
Notice or Cognizance of what was fign'd, both on the 
J^rt of France att& Engtattd roo ; which had been hitherto 
conceal'd, and on all Occasions p&blickfy difowit'd. 

On the ?i th of februarji 17XX-H, the French delivered 
a fpecirlbk 8*ttUnation of the general Pftlinmfariesr, fign'd 
by Monfietnr Mefnager : Upon which k i* obtfrv'd, that 
the King of France biffe mafce*, as well as in the S?p$+ 
fimlfrtlmlharety his firf? Offers in the Name, and Dy Vir- 
tu* of Powers ffram his Grandfon an fling of Spain .- How 
ffe tritijt Plernipdcenrhriet cotrfd nconciie this t& their 
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Inftrudion*, and how their Behaviour upon ic it to be, 
juftify'd,' it not very clear. This Explication was receiv'd 
by all the Afiiti With the greatest Indignation, and deepeft 
Concern ; Which had fuch an ErFeft, that Lord Sttaford, 
in his Letter of the i6*th of Vebrnary, 1711-17, fays, The 
French Mini ft eft are mertiffd at the genital t>lfcontent theft 
Of iff gaye ; and fieni to wifl the) had fut in Tonrnay for the 
Dutch, and St. Venarit H be deMhftd, to bar* fiften'd thi 
Matter at itt fit/I coming out. Mot were the Britifb Plenipo* 
temtafics without their Uneafineflei : They had done all they 
could (Lord Sttafordfijt) to perfttade the f)rtneb to be at am- 
ple in the Explication at tftey could, being that k what \wit 
haye a great Rfift) and/hike the Hindi 6f unthinking People, 
and male firm* Work f of BeflefHonfer the Faelion. The Ple- 
nipotentiaries complain they are under great Difficulties 
on all Hands, for both Monljeor Buys and Mefnager think 
they come (hort of what had been told them in England. 
But Mr. St. fehn felon feftd? them Words of Comfort, that 
Mr. ttdrky will let due irt a feW Days, who ia fully in- 
ilroclfd in all the Qaeeri's View* and Deilres : that A Mere 
to be wijk'd thit Gentleman could haye been fiener font, but 
the Hxtrrfethkh me ba*e been for feme Time in, if inenfrefjl* 
ble ; and he ** ho tifeful to be ffdt*d } 'tit the Houfe of 
Comment ttae fetfeftly fecur'd to the Queens Inter eft, and to 
the Meafiefet of teate. I think t may fay, they ate abfifutely 
fi new. Hereupon the Committee take Notice of the Re* 
ife&ion cad here up#rt tftae Houfe of Commons ; as if 
they were ftcurM to the Queen's littered, arid the Mea- 
fores of Peace, by the Management of a Secretary to th£ 
Tr etiHtf, a- near Rehrioft and a trufty Agent of the Lord 
High Treasurer : They add, that 'tit plain for wfiofe Ufa 
arid Service Mr, Hariey had been empldyM at Home, and 
was font abroad, fined Mr.' St. febn gave Monfienr de Tofcy 
to immediate Account of Hit ihccefsraJ Endeavours here, 
and the Bufmefs he was fine abroad to manage. Adding, 
The $ute* hofd hh mvft Chriftian Majefty Would eo-oferat* 
ttkhher. Mr.Efrr/e/ff InftrtsOiofl* do not Appear, but it' 
items the Subject of them was riot proper to be committed 
to Writmg $ rbr which Reafon, as in ahnoft all Matters- 
relating to the Pretender, it was referr'd to Monfieur GanU 
tier to explain Cbero J but what is meant by the necefTary 
Dttyontions made among our People here at Home, is ex- 
jrfauf'd by MonfieuT de Terry, in a Memorial dated the 28th 
of March 1712, in Anfwet to What was brought by Mon* 
fkni Oanltftr ; wherein he commends the prudent conduit 
of the Court of Gfeai BthaiA, in nurtagiftg the Houfe of 
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Commons, and in particular, their wife Conduct in ma* 
Icing known to the Houfe of Commons, that the Nation 
was abus'd by its Allies ; and fays, The King of France aj- 
fures himfelf) that thofe who now manage with fo much Capo- 
city the Again of the Queen of Great Britain, know how f 
curb the Pajfion of the turbulent Tony in the otlter Houfe. 

The Allies at Utrecht met together on the 4th of Marchj 
N.S. to communicate their refpeitive Demands, and a* 
greed that a Ciatife (hould be infer ted therein, for a juft 
and reafonable Satisfaction for all the reft. Count lin*ea*> 
dorff further in lifted-, that the Reftirution of the whole 
Spanijb Monarchy {hould be exprefly mentioned. The 
Dutch declare they were refblv'd to rnake good all their 
treaties, made on Occasion of this War. ?ut our Plenipo-' 
tentiaries were the only Minifters that did not make any 
Mention at all of Spain and the Indies ; they were feniible 
of the difadvantageous Confequences of their §ilence, 
they were defirous to take off this Qdiuip, by fe<ming to 
fay fontething, and in reality to fay nothing ; which 
they did by a general Declaration concerning .the juft and 
reafonable Satisfaction for t,he Queen's Allies, in Confor- 
mity to her Alliances ; and humbly hop'd what was faid 
would not be found contrary to what had hitherto beeq 
cfechr'd. 

■ On Afar. 5, the fpecifickDemands of the allies were deli* 
vered to the French Plenipotentiaries inWriting ; they pro»» 
snife to explain tbeinfeiyes further upon them at the ntxt 
Conference, ,which was to be the 9th ; and then de/ir'd a 
furtherTime to the 30th. On the 30th, the French Plenipo- 
tentiaries declare they were ready to proceed in the Negotia- 
tion, by debating with, the feveral Allies ; but would give 
noAnfwer in Writing ; Which waj a great Surprize to all 
but the Britijh Minifters, whom the French had beforehand 
advis'd witb.The J\\lies ft ill refolv'd to prefs the French <a 
anfwer in Writing, and folicite the Britijh Minifters m 
join with then), in it ; who, that - no Mark 0/ Difagree- 
ment might appear (as their Lordflrips exprefs. themf^lves 
in their Difpatph of Abril % t 171 2) did finally cpnfent to 
an Inftance tha^.was fobe^nade the next Day to require^ 
an Anfwer in Writing. 

But Lord Strafford had |>efore given Mr. St. John an Ac- 
count of his ppinion, in his Ltf^er of Itfarch iy, where- 
in he fays, . Jje fyelieyed the JErench ha£ taken the.wifefi $arty 
pot y to anfwer inWr'ttingy tho\mqfi ,of ,the Minifies of the 
Mies wiU.be furfri^d^ expelling they Jhould. And &y% fur- 
rier, I btHey^it is beji theyjkall first begin in the of$n Cqn^ 
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greft to reafon upon feme of the AUiet Demands, which will 
occaponfo much Difficulty, that the Miniftert of tbt Alliei will 
frpfofe debating feparately \ which had better comt from them 
than any on* elfe. The Punch Minifters ftill perfift in their 
Refufal, upon which the States came to a Refolution at 
the Hague, not to treat unlefi an Anfwer wai given ia 
Writing. 

' However the Trench continue obftinate* Lord Straforf 
fendi an Account that a Refolutton wai taken at the Hague 
to carry Thingi to an Efctrcrtoiry ; upon which Occafioij 
Mr. St. John exprefles himfelf in this Manner, Afril j. 
1712, That he hopei the Refolution takeri at the Hague, 
wai the laft convulfive Pang of an expiring Faction. And 
yet thit Befolution wai no more than to in fid on a De- 
mand, in which all the Alliei were unanimous, and in 
which the Britijh Plenipotentiaries had concurr'd. But thii 
proceeding ii accounted for in Lord Strafford 9 * Letter of 
Afrit 27, 171a, wherein he fays the Petitionary was ex* 
tremely defiroih the French would anfwer in Writing, which 
('tii hit Lordfhip's Opinion) they will evade till they £et 
what Succefs Guahter has had at London ; and in his Letter 
Of the 30th, The French wilt ayoid giving their Anfwer in 
Writing, till they fee all agreed betwixt their Court and ours. 
* And to (hew that the trench were very well fatisfy'd 
with the Method 'their Bufinefs was in, the Plenipoten- 
tiaries in their Letter of Afril if, 17x2, fay, They do not 
fnd the French are much confined of the Necefjtty of Difi 

Jatch f and' when any Thing it let fall of breaking of the Con* 
even aiy thiy feem to take it with a great Air of Indifference^ 
well knowing their Bufineft wat not to be done at Utrechr, 
but by a Negotiation carry 1 4 on dirtUJy betwixt London and 
Verfailles. y 

The Beginning of Afril Mr. Harley and MonC Gualtiet 
arrive at Utrecht \ and a' few Days after, the ' French Pleni- 
potentiaries communicate to the Britijh Miniflers a Plan 
for a General Peace j but under the higheft Obligation ot 
ftecrecy, to difcover nothing to the reft of the Allies. 
' Our Plenipotentiaries accept* this Plan as a Mark of the 
great Confidence France haid in the rh ; readily engage that; 
the Allies fliould not know a Word of it : and under the 
fame Caution fene it to the Secretary : Tno' there is no 
Room to' doubt, but this Plan that Xras tranfmitted to 
England as a great Difcoverj. was concerted here, and fent 
by Mr. Harley to Utrecht^ and by Abbot Gualtier to France. 
To (hew how candidly we dealt with the Queen's good 
Friends and Alliei, as her Majefty was pieas'd to ftyli 
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them, the if ftrQent, upon all the Goods and Manu- 
factures of Greift Britain, wtiich was offer d at firft as one 
of the chief Bribes to England to come into this deftruftivc 
&ace y Mont. Mefnsger had now. explain'd away, and 
confln'd to fnch Goods as were carry'd not to Sf*in y bat to 
the Spanijh-Weft Indies only ; and our Minifters rinding thac 
trance would not make this effectual, Mr. Hariej is order'd 
to let it drop. But fee the Ufe that is to be made of this 
Iniincerity of the French ; at the fame Time thac Mr* 
St. John acquaints our Plenipotentiaries with her Majefty's 
Confent to give this up, he teljs thqm, * But you will 
take Care to do this in fuch a Manner, as not only to 
get lometjiing for it another Way, but alfo to render 
this Concefiion of the Queen a Means of bringing the 
Dutch to Reafon, and to a Compliance with her Majefty's 
Meafures." Lord Privy Seal, AfrU 29, 1712, acquaints 
Mr. Secretary, c Our Negotiation is at a Stand, till the 
French Minifters are ready to return one Anfwer or other." 
And Afcsy xo, 1712, the Plenipotentiaries Cty, c The French 
tell us they can't think of giving in their Anfwer to 
the Allies, till they hear frero England the Succefs of 
Mpnf. Guiltier ; and you may believe we wait for it 
with no leis Impatience than they do." Mr. St, Jnhn^ 
Mqj 3, 17x2, acquaints their Excellencies, ' I hope in a 
few Days my Difpatches wil| become flqore material, 
and that we Hiall be able either to fatisfy bur Friends at 
Utrecht y or act have Reafon to be much concern'd at 
their Unta&ielV' This ends in Lord Strafford's being 
ient for into England^ and the following Orders are fent to 
Lord Privy Seal for his further Conduit, * ¥du are to flop 
all IniUaces for procuring the Tariff of 1664 to the 
Dutch ; you are to decline abfohnely to confer any far* 
cher *yrc h eoem upon any Matter, till you receive the 
Queen's Plan from hence ; and her Majefty finds io ill 
a Remra made by the Spates to her Condefceniion to* 
wards them, that jflie prdersyour Lordihip to take the 
firfl foienm Opportunity of declaring to the Dutch Mi- 
njfteri, that all lier Offers tot adjuftingour Dirfetences,

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Appearance, agreeable to the Grand Alliance, have tkt 
Opportunity of treating and adjuftiflg their ftveral Pre- 
tention*. Our Miniften wire by cheir Inftru&ions to adt 
in Concert with the Allies, but they really a&ed in Con- 
cert with the Punch Plenipotentiaries The Allies giving 
in their fpecifick Demands was not to be avoided ; but the 
Trench were to gain as much Time as they- poffibly could 
by unnecetfary Delays ; and at laft infilled upon fuch a 
Method of anfwering theft Demands, as they knew the 
Allies could not comply with. In the mean Time the 
Kegociations were carrying on directly between England 
and France, or rather, all the Conditions dtdhted and pre- 
fer ib*d by •?**««, whilft the Allies were amus'd with a 
Difpute about the Method erf anfwering, from which 
trance wou'd not, and they could not poffibly depart ; in 
which England agreed with the reft of the Allien All 
Particulars that concern'd eten the Inured of the Aiiiesj 
were t ran faded betwixt the MiniAers of England and 
Frame under the higheft Obligations of Secrecy* The 
Dutch are prefi'd to come into the Queen's Measures, with- 
out being acquainted what the Queen's Meafures were i 
And becaufe they wou'd not confent to they knew not 
what, as foon as 'twas teiblv'd to fend Orders to the Duke 
of Ottnond, not to engage in either Siege or Battle, and 
the great Proje&s were ready to be executed on the other, 
Side of the Water, the Queen, declares fie Wet ufon herfeff 
sua*, from their Condutt, to be wder no Obligation whatfoever 
to the Statet General. And thus the Alliance betwixc 
GreaCBritain and her principal Ally, is deciar'd to be 
diflblv'd and cancelled, before any Thing was finally agreed 
and concluded, betwixt us. and fiance, or we had the leaft 
Security for our own Trade and Commerce, or any other) 
Advantages that were to accrue to Great Britain.

Mr. & 
fohn in his Anfwer, March 23, 17^4, 0. & rejecls this 
Propofal, artd not it all convinc'd by what Monf* tie Torcy 
had fo itrongly utg'd concerning the tfullity of the Re- 
nunciation, infifts ftill upon it; « We are readjf, fays /*, 

* to believe you are perfwaded in France, that God alone

* ceflion is founded ; but you will give us Leave to be

c unlets the Expedient fhe has propos'd be accepted, ox

Monf. de Tory, in anfwer to this Letter, April 8, N. S. 
begins to think it cannot be irapoflible to find an Expedi- 
ent to fettle this great Affair ; and he propofes, that whea 
the King of Spain (hall become either immediate SuccefTor, 
or prefumptive Heir to the Crown of France, he (hall 
then declare the Choice he intends to make, either to 
maintain his Right to the Crown of France,, or keep that 
of Spaing that King Philip (ball become Party to the 
Treaty, wherein the Succeffiori td the Two Crowns fhall 
be likewife fettled, and ftiat all the Powers of Europe (hull 
erne* into art Engagement with France to maintain it* 
Mr. St. John, April 6, 0. S. reafons againft this laft Pro- 
pofal, and the feveral Projects contain'd in Monf. de Tercf% 
laft Letter ; iniifts that no Expedient can effectually fecure 
Europe from the Dangers wherewith it is threaten'd by 
the Union of the two Monarchies, unlefs the Prince, who 
is at prefent in Pofleflion of Spain, makes his Choice* 4c 
this very Inftant ; and updn a Suppofitiori that the Crown 
of Spain would be his Choice, that this Declaration fhould 
be made during the Congrefs at Utrecht. April ^$> & S m 
Monf. de Torcy agrees, that the Catholick King muft calm 
the Urteafinefs of Europe, in declaring from the prefent 
Time whaC Part he will take, if ever the Succeftion cff 
France is open in his Favour. That the Inconveriiencies 
arifing from hence, muft fubmit to the pubiick Good. 
That the King difpatches a Courier to Spain, and writes to 
the King his Grandfon, to let him know the Neceflity of 
refolving on the Choice he fhall make, and to declare it, 
to the End it may be infer ted in the Treaty 6f the Gene*- 
tal Peace, and be made a Condition of it, whereof all 
Europe {hall be Guarantee. And promifes td ufe all pofli- 
ble Means, even Force, if it were heceflary^ to make the 
Xing of Spain agree to it. He hopes this Proportion will 
remove all Difficulties; and as they muft expect nevv 
Obftruftions from thofe who would willingly break 
the Conferences, he believes the beft Way would be

And here the Committee ohferve, that this Correfppn- 
dence between the two Secretaries for preventing the 
Union of the two Kingdoms, carry'd on from about the 
fiddle of March to the iSth of May *7*a> ended, at la# f 
juft as it began ; and King Wilip chofe co make the Re- 
nunciation. The French Iflinifter giving us fuch early 1 
Notice, and telling us fo very plainly, that what we 
a(k*d was utterly inCufiicient, and would be for eve* 
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deem'd, by the unalterable Lawi of France, null and 
void, it very remarkable. His Dexterity in managing 
that Part of the Negotiation, in Teeming always to com- 
ply, and defirout to come ai near at poflible to the Propo- 
fals made from hence, and fubmitting at laft, fince wt 
would have it fb, to the Renunciation fo peremptorily 
infilled on, it no left obfervable. But it it unaccountable 
how the Bnglijb Miniftry, when they were exprefly told 
thofe would deceive themfelvei, who flumld aocept of a 
Renunciation at a fufficient Expedient to prevent the 
Re-union of the two Monarchies, when they laid 'it down 
themfelvei as a Principle never to be departed from, that 
the Union of the two Monarchies would be the greateft 
Mifchief that could poffibly happen to all Europe, and to 
Great Britain in particular, (hould Hill perfevere in rely- 
ing upon this Expedient of a Renunciation. And it can- 
not be forgot, that no Care was taken to render effectual 
the two only Expedients, that were ever propcVd for add- 
ing any Degree of real Security to the Renunciation,; 
which were, to have it folemniy accepted by the Stares 
of France, and to have it confirm'd by a General Gua- 
rantee of all the Powers of Bunfe engag'd in the pre- 
fent War. The firft wat aik'd indeed ; but upon the 
Refufal of Prance, was entirely given up by our Miniftry : 
The ftcond, by our Method of negotiating, and our 
Treatment of the Allies, was from that very Time ren- 
dered impracticable \ ai the French could not but forefee. 
It mud be remember'd, that a few Days after this Anfwer 
of Monf. de Teirty was receiv'd, Mr. St. John, fent Orders 
to the Britijh Plenipotentiaries to declare to the States Ge- 
neral, the Queen was now under no farther Obligation! 
whatfoever to them» who, with the reft of the < Allies, 
were to be the Guarantees of this Treaty. 

The Committee mention here a Paflfage in a Letter 
from the Lords Plenipotentiaries to Mr. St. John, February 
the 26th, X7H1 M £• who acquaint him, that in foroe 
Difcotirfe with the Marihal fUmellet, upon occaiion of 
the Death of the Dauphin, they defir'd to know of him, 
what thofe Meafures are which Prance offer'd to take, in 
Order to prevent the "Union of the two Kingdoms, and! 
whether they were to confift in real or verbal Securities t 
the French Minifter pretended to know no other but of 
the latter fibre. And then they tagged to Mr. St. John f 
that an Obligation upon King ibilif, to renounce the Re- 
gency, as well as the Crown of France, for himfelf and 
his Pofterity, would amount to forae Degree of real 8ecu% 
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rity. But no Endeavours were ufcd to obtain this, nor 
any mention made of it, as far as appears. & 

" Mr. St. John, as Secretary of State, tranfa&ed this) 
Affair with Monf. deTorcj ; bur at it can't eafily be fup* 
pos'd, that he did this without the Advice and Approba- 
tion of the Lord Trea'furer, as firft Mihifl:er j fo it appears^ 
that at the fame Time, a Correfpondence* was held betwixt 
the Lord Trcafurer and Monf. de Torcy. 
! Monf. de Torcy't Letter of tne x8tb of May, N. S. was 
receiv'd by Mr. St. John tty 9th of AUy % 0. £ and the? 
promife of the King of France^ to oblige his Grand fon 
to accept the Alternative of the* two Kingdoms, had (b) 
good and fudden an Effect, that the Day following, with* 
put waiting the Return of the Courier from Madrid, to

Joha^ to avoid engaging in ariy. Siege, or hazarding a 
Banle, till farther Order.

Upon thefe Conditions, the Committee obferve^ That 
altho* it wasj daily inftiil'd into the Minds of the People, 
that the great Advantages in Trade and Commerce iecur'd 
to Great Britain, were the chief Inducements to the Mi- 
ni dry to engage in thefe Meafures with France, it is here 
declar'd, they were more intent upon the General Peace, 
thait any particular * Advantages. And whereas it was 
laid down as a Principle from which the Queen would ne- 
ver depart, that the Interefts of Great Britain (hould in the 
firlt Place be adjufted ; and the great Advantages dipulated 
for thefe Nations, before the Conclufion of the Peace, 
were to juftify the Peace, and all the Steps that were taken 
to procure it ; it is now evident, that no Mention was 
made of our Trade in Spain ; and for our Commerce in 
general, the fettling of that was poftpon'd, and all Points 
in Difpute betwixt Great Britain and Frame, were to be 
referred to CommiAaries ; which Proportion was not de- 
manded by France, but voluntarily offer 'd by Mr. St. John* 
On the 8th of June, 1711, K S. Mon/ieur de Torcy fends 
an Account, That the King of Spain had chofen to keep 
Spain and the Indies, and renounce for himfelf and his 
Defendants, the Right to the Crown of Trance : Which 
principal Obftacle to the Peace being remov'd, the King 
of France expecls that the Queen will now clear the reft of 
the Difficulties, which may obftru& this great Work ; by 
making fuch Declarations as had been promis'd upon the 
Return of the Courier from Madrid. Adding, the King 
thinks the firft and moil urgent is, to fettle a Sufpenfion 
.of Arms, either general, or at leaft between the two Ar- 
mies in the Low-Countries, which may continue till the 
Concluilbn of the Peace. 

On the 10th of June, AT. 5. Monfieur de Tercy ackndw- 
ledges the Receipt of Mr. St. John's Letter of the 24th of 
May, 0. 5. together with the Memorial, and fends another 
Memorial in Anfwet to the laft Demands of the Queen* 
He takes Notice, That the Letters from' the Army mention 
• the Defign to inveft Quefnoy, in order to befiege it ; but 
the King cannot think that the Queen approves of fuch* 
an Undertaking, much lefs that her Troops flull be em- 
ploy'd to render it fuccefsful : He concludes, • that if a 
Sufpenfion is not immediately made, we may find our 
felves indifpenfably drawn into fome great Event, which 
Jie hopes the Secretary's Prudence and Care will prevent. 
And altho* in the Aniwer $0 the Queen's Demands, no- 
thing 
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thing material that was aflc'd for our Trade in North Atac- 
tica is granted) the Evacuating of Dunkirk, and admit- 
ting an Enghfh Garrifon is not agreed to, and the receiv- 
ing a Dutch Garrifon into Cambray is absolutely refus'd, 
which were proposed as Conditions of the Sufpenfion of 
Arms : Monfieur de Torcy hopes, That this Return to the 
Queen's Demands will occafion no new Trouble, bur at 
the Beginning and whole Courfe of the Negotiation was 
carry'd on upon the Bona Fide, and a mutual Confidence of 
which they had feen the good Effects ; it is neceflfcry to 
baniih all Diftrudt, and the Queen to repofe in entire Con- 
fidence in his Majefty, without in fitting on Demands 
which may ferve only to create Jealoufies. 

On the 6th of Jnne % 0. 5. Mr. St. John owns the Receipt 
of Monfieur de Torcy*% two Letters, and fays, Altho' the 
King of France had not anfwer'd the Queen's Demands ac- 
cording to Expectation, yet (he would not defer going 
that Day to Parliament, and making all the Declarations 
that were necefftry to render the Nation unanimously in- 
clined to the Peace ; that (he had not, indeed, mention'd to 
the Parliament the Sufpenfion ef Arms, but had command- 
ed him to acquaint Monfieur de Torcy with the Refolntions 
(he had taken in Relation to it, and infilling upon the 
Renunciation as tjie Capital Point of the Negotiation; 
and for which, her Majefty would rather depart from al- 
jeoII all the Points that had been agreed upon, than leave 
that to any uncertainty. Upon this Foundation, the 
Queen hopes that the. moil Chriftian Xing will .not find 
any. thing offenfive in the Demands, which (he found her 
felf T oblig'd to renew, being Conditions for a Sufpenfion 
of Arms between the two Armies in the Netherlands ; 
which, if the King confents to, fays Mr. St* John to Mon- 
fieur dt Torcy, you have only to fign, and fend to the 
Duke of Ormond, who, at the fame Time that he takes 
Pofleffion of Dunkirk^ will declare to the Allies, that he 
has Orders to acl; no farther againft Frame. He acquaints 
him that the Lord Strafford, was going back to Utrecht ; 
that the Inftructions he was to carry, will, according to 
yqur Peiire, put the Queen's Plenipotentiaries in a Condi- 
tion to keep no longer thofe Meafures to which thejr have 
been hitherto obliged to fubmit, hue from henceforth they 
may openly Join with thofe of France, and give Law to 
thofe who will not fubmit to yuft and reafonable Condi- 
tions. ' 

The Committee infert here an Extract of a Notable 
JUtter from the Earl of Strafford to Mr. St. fohn } of the 
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jotb of AffUy tit*. l Thus you GUI fee the Temper 
here, and cbe Time it will naturally take to get the 
Dutch (if they will at lift fettle a Plan) before it can be 
done. Yon fee the Events we are expofed to by the Ope* 
rations in the Pield in the Mean Time, and yon hare it 
by this Time in your Power to terminate all, and even to 
flop the Operations of the Army for a Month, till the

They told him there was no parti- 
cular Refolution taken as to the Operation of the Cam- 
paign, bat left it to their Generals, who, with their De- 
puties, are to att in Concert with the Generals of the Al- 
lies ; and that they had given Orders to their Generals, to 
live in a good Correfpondence with his Grace. And yer, 
on the 25th of April, 0. S. which was before it was 
known France had agreed fa much as to propofe to the 
Xing of Spain the Alternative of the two Monarchies, 
which was not till the 18th of May, N. S. Mr. St. Johft 
begins to give the Duke of Ormond foroe diftant Hint of 
the Scene that was afterwards to be open'd, and tells him, 
the Queen inclines to be of. Opinion, that all the Troops, 
whether Subjects or Foreigners, belonging to her, fliould 
be immediately under his Grace's Command* There may 
have been formerly Reafons for ufing a different Method, 
but there feems at prefent to be fome of a every ftrong 
Nature for taking this, and perhaps thefe may every' Day 
grow {till ftronger, Iniinuates there may be Reafons fa. 
be Jealous of Prince Eugene \ and on this Occafibh his 
Grace is directed to be more cautious for fome Time, 6f 
engaging in an A&ion, unlefs in the Cafe of a very ap- 
parent and conliderable Advantage, upon Pretence of 
waiting 'till the German Troops were all arriv'd, that they 
may have their Share, if there is to be any Adfcion, 

On the toth of A&j, N. S. the Duke of Ormond acknow- 
ledges the Receipt of two Letters from Mr. 5*. John of the 
16th and 22d of April y neither of which appear. But 
his Grace fays, in Anfwer to the Secretary, I am if your 
Opinion, that a Battle won or loft would at this Time make 
yery great Alterations in the Treaties now on Foot : But you 
remember , that in my Infiruftions, I am order* d to aft in Con* 
juhelion with the Mies in profecuting the War with Vigntr ; 
* fi that) ftnuld there happen a fair Opportunity to attack the 
Bnmj} I cannot refvfc it } if profos'd by the Prince and States*

On the 1 2th of May, N. S. the Duke of Ormond expreflfes 
Hill the fame Uneafinefs, wi flies to War from Englanf 
that the Peace is near concluded* ; but hopes, if, U be de- 
lay'd,* we £hall have the good Fortune to force the French 
to comply with the Queen's Demands. But his Grace was 
now foon put out of his Pain, by the Order ' mention'd 
before, of May the xotti, 0, S. not to engage in any Siege^ 
or hazard a Battle. 

On the. 25th of May^ N. S. the Duke of Ormond writes 
two Letters to Mr. 5r* Jcbn^ a private and a publick Letter* 
In the firft, which was his private Lette^ and all, wrote 
with his own Hand, his Grace acknowledges the Receipt 
of his Orders, not to engage in Siege or Battle ; to which 
he promifes an exacV Obedience, and to keep fecret his 
having received any fuch Command, and wi}I endeavour 
to hinder its being (ufpedted. Rut Prince Eugene and ttie 
States having proposed to attack the Enemy, jor^ if that 
be found too hazardous, to beiiege Qntfnoy ; his Grace 
fear,s it will be very difficult for him to (iifguife the true 
fteafon of his oppoftng all Propofals that (hail be made for 
undertaking any thing, having no ExcuTe for belays, all 
the Troops they expedted, and the ,lie>vy'^nnon, being 
to be here on Saturday : And he hys, if he could have 
found Forage there, he would have made fpro^Pretence to 
delay the March, tho* the Difpofitiohs of it were made 
before he rtceiv'd this Letter. But On the ifame Day, his 
Grace writes another publick iJetter to r Mr. St.John y aft«r 
he had receiv'd the Letter of the ipth," as is exprefly faid'; 
wherein he takes no Notice of his Orders not to engage iji 
Siege or Battle, but fpeaks of his having review'd the 
Englijh Troops, and found them in fo good a, Cpnditidn, 
that rauft convince the Allies, how ^rbundlefs the Com- 
plaints ate that have been made of our. r^ackwardnefs, pf 
which, he fays, I believe you will hear now no more* 
^ He goes on. If we find Opportunity to bring the Enemy 
* to a Battle, we fliall not decline it. " .; \ / ' ; 

On the 28th of May. the Duke if Ormond. in his Letter 
to Mr. St. fohn<i fays, Tefterday Erince Eugene and the Spates 
Deputies de/ir'd that I would confent to fend the Quarter ma* 
flirt to yiew the French Camp^ wind} I could not refufe^ with' 
cut gvring them f*me Snfpicion of what t dm ordefd to dif- 
guife ; but I was fure that nothing of Aclion could happen^ 
. the Enemy being behind the Schelde. The Detachment that 
went with them wee forty Squadrons, and' al the Grenadiers 
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m tny 4tmy tt fieffewt nfl^ awn make fiM their Metrtat^ 
fiwM the Enemy have endeayeetrd f attack them. They went 
Ms far (I mean the Berfe) at CateJet, where the Might ef the 
Enemy 9 f Army Jus, and me ceme hack without feeing any ef 
if* French em em $Me fi*-Sche(de. the Difiance between the. 
Bend of the Somme and thai ef the Scbelde it net abere a\ 
ttagut dad a Half, which it a ffcts, and the Enemy haroe net- 
yet efer'd te threw mf any Retrenchment * May he to-morrow 
ihey wtXL begin te werk % fince they hart Ceem em Treofs ticen- 
mtitrhg that Way. Prince Eugene and the Deputies being 
to dine with his Grace the next Day f he was under Ap-» 
jrehenfions they would preG trim to undertake fbmethin£ 
Immediately, which it would be vert/ hard to conceal the 
true Reafon of his Refuting, having no reasonable Excufe 
for it. In this Letter his Grace gives an Account of a, 
Letter that he had receiv'd from Maifhal VULart^ and the 
Anfwer that his Grace wrote to the Marflial, Tbii Cor- 
refpondence^ which on both Sides is indited upon to be 
kept as the moft abfolute Secret) is founded upon a Poft- 
fcript in Mr. it. Jobn\ Letter of May the 10th to the Duke, 
of Ormond % wherein he tells his Grace, Communication is 
giyen of this Order te the Court if France ,; fo that if Marf 
fbal Villa is takes any frirate Way to giro Notice of it tdyou % 
your Grace wkJ anfwer accordingly. 

May the afttij. N. & Marflul Pillars acquaints his Grace* 
that he had tfhe King's Orders, and the Queen of knglani'l 
Confent, to write to him as foon as he receiv'd the Cou- 
rier ; and whatever Glory is to be acquir'd againft a Ge- 
neral whofe Valour is fo Well known among them, he 
.Aefires him to be aflfufM that he never receiv'd more agree- 
able News than that they were to be no longer Enemies/ 
She Duke of Ormond in Anfwer acquaints him,That he had 
ceiv'd Orders from the Queen upon the fame Subjecl,* to, 
wjiicb he Would npt fail to conform himfelf in the moil 
,e<ia£l Manner. But his Grace proceeds further than the. 
£ire6Uon given him by Mr. St. f£hn % and fay?,' The Motion- 
which wedrt going to make is princifaUy for the Sub/tftance of 
our Iroofsj ft that' you need not be under any Afprehen/ton at 
tjns March 4 at leafi, 1 can anfwer for the Queen's Army j 
which I haye the Honour to Command. The Committee is at 
' a Lofs to account foif this Tranfaclion. unlefs his Grace;, 
Ijad Qrders not only not to a£r againft franfe, but to give 
.%ht french General Intelligence of all that was defied ir* 
;^e Confederate Army. tt <**..-< 

'* The Reuort being made by the C^uarte.r-MaOers. GeiieVaf, 7 
^ho wene with t^e Detachment ta view the JFrenchQzmvl 
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and the Overture between the Sources of .the Sftforaitd the 
. Scheldt^ and they all agreeing that the Ground was at ad- 
vantageous as could Jbe, to fall upon their Flank and Rearj 
it was propofed to the Duke of Ormond, to march without 
the leaft Delay to the Enetoy, and attack them. Yon maf 
aafily imagine (ftys his Grace, in his Letter to Mr. St. John 
of May the 29th) the Difficulty that I was under to istcnfi tho 
Maying 4 Matter , which, according to tho Informations I had 
from the Quarter- Majlert General, and fe+etal other GentraU 
Officers that wont out with the Detachment, feenfd to bo fo 
practicable : The ho/I Excttfe I could make wai Lord Strafford's 1 
fudden Voyage ti England, which gave ma Reafon to belie** 
there mufl be fomething of Conference tranfadbng, which 
m Delay offoitr or fix Days would bring to Light ; and then* 
fort I defer* d they would defer ihit Undertaking, or any oth& t 
until I jboutd receiye frejb Letters from England.

. States to the Duke of Ormond, June the 4th, tit. S. which it 
inferted at Length in the Appendix : But thefe Reprefenf- 
tations, and the preffing Inftances made by Prince £rrpr*«y 
were entertained by Mr. St. John as aflWled Alarms ana 
Clamours, rais'd with much Industry, yet fuch at gate her 
Majefy no Uneaflnefs, But they made fome Imprefltans on! 
the Duke of Ormond ; he grew fen fi bit of the ill Blood and 
Dttiatisfa&ion caus'd among the Allies, whefdid not (tick 
to fay we were betraying them. He (ends an Ac6ount f * 
that Prince Eugene and the States Deputies had refMved tot 
t>efiege Quefnoy ; which Place was that Day, June 9, N. $ m 
t*j\ 1, inverted j and tho' he had nothing to do in f ttie 
Operation, he could not refufafurnifhing fome Troops ia 
the States Pay, but had avoided giving any in the^peenV 
whole Pay. 

On the *7th of Jtoie , O. Si Mr; Su John ftnt to the Duke 
«f <Jrm6nd his Letters of the' 5th and 7th to Monfigur id 
A^Horcy, and the laft Articles proudfed by Great Britain for a 
Sufpeniion of Arms ; and it vt obferv'd, that hitherto ic 
was an entire Secret between th4 Engtffi and Trench Courts* 
and their two Generals, that neither Siege 'or' Battle wis 
to be engaged in by the Duke of Ormond. Prince Enron* 
and the whole Confederacy were at ytt amusM with riopet 
that the Duke of Ormond might he permitted in fome De- 
gree to comply with his InftrUdUoni, and the ftlemn and 
Repeated Affiirantcr that had' been giVcn, to *£k in Con-

junction with the reft of the Allies: Rat the Time was 
now come, when 'the Secretary's Care and Prudence was 
to deliver the French King from the Appreheniions under 
which Monf. de Torcy had fo often declared him to be for 
the Events of this Campaign : And altho' the Sofpenhoa 
of Anns was prefs'd and infilled upon by France, and was 
to be granted purely for the Sake and Prefer vat ion of the 
French Army,, which, in all Reafon, (hould have brought 
them to a Compliance with the Demands fent from Eng- 
land; yet fi> very tractable did our Miniftry prove, that 
Franee'% refilling the Conditions at firft propot'd Cor grant* 
ing a Sufpenfion of Arms, had no other Effect but to 
snake us lower the Terms upon which they were to. accept 
what could be no Advantage to England, but was of the 
higheft Importance to France. 

When thefe laft Conditions were fent to the Duke of 
Ormond, wjth the Orders that attended them, it is to be 
obftrv'd, that Mr. Sir. John declared the Queen infilled on 
the Execution of the Article, relating to Spain, an£ on 
the Delivery of Dunkirk, as Points without which {he 
would not declare for a Ceftation of Arms ; fo that if 
thefe Conditions were not abfolutely confented to, if the 
Anfwer from France, which was to determine the Duke 
of Ormond;* Meafures, was not fign'd by Mon£ de Tarry, 
and Dunkirk was not put into the Pofieftion of the Duke 
of Ormond, his Grace was at entire Liberty to act againft 
Frame ; but upon thefe Conditions the Dnjce of Ormond 
was order'd immediately to declare a Cedation of Arms* 
The Committee think this Order in itfelf of a very extra- 
ordinary , Nature, altho* conditional; and the Miniftry 
feem in very great Hafte to give all up into. the Hands of 
France, when the Queen's General, at the Head of a Con- 
federate Army in the Field, at that Time covering a Siege, 
which the Allies were engag'd in, (hould be order'd to 
govern himfelf according to fuch Significations as ihonld 
oome from. the -Court of France, and thofe tranfmitted to 
him by the General commanding the Enemy's Army, 
whofe Duty it was by Fptce or Stratagem to raife the 
Siege, or gain , any Advantage he could t over the Allies. 
On the aid of /»**> #> & an Anfwer to the Propofals lad 
fent over,, was tranfmitted to Mr. St. John, fign'd by 
Monf. de torcy, with two Alterations, one no lefs mate- 
rial, than whereas it was demanded, that the Renuncia- 
tion iboulcj be ratify 'd by the States of France, which, had 
been mejuion'd before, as one of the chief Securities to 
make itefFeftnal, ic is nere fubfticnted; that it (hall be 
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regifter'd in the feveral Parliaments : And to the Article* 
of Dunkirk is added, .That all the King's Officers) both 
Land and Sea Officers, {hall have Liberty to Hay at Dun- 
kirk, and to execute their feveral Offices. Oh the fame 
Day,. Monf. de Torcy writes two Letters to Mr. St. Jobn f 
the one a publick Letter, explaining at large the Altera* 

9 tions ; the other a private Letter, to prevail with him 
to confent to thefe Alterations. And it is obferv'd, that 
there are feveral Inftances of fuch a private Correfpon* 
dence between the two Secretaries. At the fame Time, 
a Copy of the Memorial, and the Anfwer was fent to the 
Mar(hal Vtllars, who, with his Letter of the 24th of 
June, N. S. fends the Copies to the Duke of Ormond, and 
tells him the Originals were fent tq England, and doubts 
not bat the Sufpenfion of Arms would immediately take 
Effecl. But it appears by the Duke of Ormond' 1 Letter to 
Marflial Villars of the 25th of June, that thefe were 

' only Copies, and not fign'd, for his Grace wifhes that the 
Marquefs de Torcy had fign'jl them, as being more agree- 
able to his Grace's Inftru&ions, but that he may, not flop 
fo good a Work by Difficulties and Scruples, he will noc 
infill upon Formality : He promifes to go immediately to 
Prince Eugene, and the States, Deputies, to perfwade them 
to abandon their Enterprize upon S^utjhoy, and to declare, 
that in Cafe of a Refufal, he (hall be oblig'd to withdraw 
the Queen's Army ; and as foon as the Troops which he 
(hould detach for that Purpofe had taken Poflefiion of 
Dunkirk, the Sufpenfion of Arms (hall take Place. 

On the 27th of June, the Duke acquaints Mr. St. John, 
that he had been with Prince Eugene, and the States De* 
puties, and had acquainted them, that the French King 
having agreed to feveral Articles demanded by the Queen, 
as the Foundation o£ a CefTation of Arms, .he could no 
longer cover, the Siege of Quefnoy 5 but was oblig'd by his 
inftru&ions to march with the Queen's Troops, and thofe 
in her Majefty's Pay, and to declare a Ceuation of Arms 
as foon as the Town of Dunkirk was deliver'd up. After 
this Conference with Prince Eugene, and the States Depu- 
ties, his Grace, according to his Promife, fends a fecond 
Letter to Marflial Villars of the fame Date, and tells 
him, He apprehends that tin Generals ef the Auxiliaries paid 
by the Queen, will not lea>e Prince Eugene** Army without 
particular Qrders from their refpe£li>e Maftets* An Account 
of tfris being fent to the Court of France, Monf de Torcy 
difpatches an Exprefs Juno the 27th, N. 5. and declares if 
the Foreign Troops in EngUJh Pay did not abandon Prince 
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£»£<J!**s Army, the Condition upon which Dunkirk was 
if© be delivered being not performed, it would be unrea/b- 
snbfe for England to jnfift that Dttnkifk. fhould be given 
into theftr Hands ; and appeals to the Title of the Memo- 
rial, that imported a Ceftttion of Arms between the two 
tArmies in the Nttbtrlandf : He in fib, that pofitive Orders # 
be fent to the Duke of Ormwd to withdraw all the 
Troops in Unglifk Pay ; and when thefe Orders (hall hare 
teen punctually com ply M with, the King will perform 
liis Proroife of delivering Dunkirk. The Duke of Ormtiuf 
luring already declar'd abfolutely to the Allies, that 
lie could no longer cover the Siege of Si&fnojj re* 
mains in a State of Inaction, tho* 'tis plain by his Or- 
ders, he was now fret from all Reftraint, the Anfwer not 
l*ing fign'd by A^onf. de 7srg, as was expiefly required ; 
foroe material Alterations being made in the Conditions 
telating to Spain, which his Grace had then no Notice 
that the Queen had confented to ; and Marflial Killaft 
refuting to give him the Pofleffion of Dunkirk) which 
Were declar'd Points without which the Queen would not 
con fent to a Cehation of Arms. That the Duke of 0r* 
fnnd was himfelf of this Opinion, it evident from hfs 
own Letter to Mr. 5#« John of fnnt 29, wherein he ex* 
cufes his deferring feparating the Troops, and marching 
towards Dunkirk, until he had fafficient AfTurance that 
Place would be furxenderM to him ; and then his Grace 
t*y*i ' ?h± contrary appears now fo evidently, that I 
f fliould look upon myftrf immediately at Liberty to a& 
f in Conjunction with the Allies ; but I do not take upon 

* me to make a Sttf of fuch Confequence without the 
< Queen's particular Orders, which I (hall ex pea with the 

* #eateft Impatience. 

Thefe unexpected Refutations of the Foreigners in the 
Queen's Pay, not to abandon their Allies, and leave them 
*t the Mercy of the french Army, very much difcon- 
certetl etar Meafures herd for a fhort Time ; but on /am* 
^Ao, 0. 5. Mr. St. fthn writes to Monf. M Torcy y that the 
Accounts from the t)uke of Ormnd were conformable tq 
what he had fent,. which gave the Queen a fenfible Di£- 
c pleafore ; but as her Majefty had taken a firm and unal- 

* terable Reiblutton fidfc to yield to any Difficulties, he 

* doubti not td faceted, and beTieves Monf. tie Torey will 

* be convine'd of this Truth when he has read over this 
f Letter : That he had juft then told the Minifters of 

* fliofe Princes who have Troops in the Queen's Pay, 

* that drilefs they obey the Duke of Ormonde Orders, her 
t : .' ' , ''"'* JMa^fty. 
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•* Majefty will take it as a Declaration againft her, and 

< from that Time they (hall hot be paid : That if the

On the 
fame Day Mr. >f. John fends a Copy of this Letter to the 
Duke of Ormonde and to (hew his own Opinion of this 
extraordinary Piece, in a Poftfcript he Ays, J need nee 
caution yrntr Graft) that the inched for M. de Torcy, it fit 
to fall under the Bjt of no Perfin whatferrer hut yew % 
Grace : As fo* his Inftru&ions at this critical Juncture* * 
they are fuch as her Ma)efty thought deferv'd fending the 
pari of $trafotd on purpofe to the Army ; and his Grace 
his order'd to give Marfhal VtUars an Account of the 
Endeavours the Queen bad ufed to fubdue the Obftinacy - 
of thofe who refus'd to obey, and of bis Expectations to 
bear from him on an Exprefs fent to France. And a fe- 
cond Time', according to what was faid to M. de TorQ r 
his Qrace }iis ordered, if be receives an Account from 
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the Court of France, that her Majefty's laft Propoftls are 
agreed to, and Order* difpatch'd for the Surrender of 
Dunkirk, wlchdut any more to do, to declare the Sufpen- 
iion between Great Britain and Frsnc$ y and to keep the 
whole Body that (hall obey his Orders entire, and to 
withdraw in the belt Manner his Circuraftances will al- 
low. This Offer was no fooner receiv'd in France, but, 
without the Lofi of one Moment's Time, accepted and 
confented to, as Monf. de Tarty acquaints Mr. St. John x 
July ;, N. S. He mentions very particularly all the Reg- 
ions and Engagements which had been €o plainly and 
explicitly propos'd ; and upon Condition that the Queen 
does immediately make a feparate Peace, keep'no Meafures 
with her Allies, but only leave them a Time to fubmie 
to the Conditions that (hall be agreed upon for them be- 
tween Trance and' England $ the King of France hath de- 
rermin'd to fend his Orders to permit the Englifi Troops 
to enter Dunkirk \ and at the fame Time a Courier was 
difpatch'd to Marlhal Pillars to carry him theft Orders. 
And as a general Ceflktion from all Hoftilities both by 
Land and Sea, between the twb Nations, had been pro- 
posed by England till their Treaties could be finifh'd, the 
Xing of Franc* with the fame Readinefs confents to 
that. Hereupon frefli Orders are fent to the Duke of 
Ormond, that as foon as be (hall hear that the Governor had 
receiv'd Orders to evacuate Dunkirk, and to admit the 
Queen's Troops into the Place ; without lofing a Moment, 
if he had not already done it, to declare a Sufpenfion of 
Arms, and to withdraw all the Englijh Troops, and fucti 
others as would obey his Orders : And left any Accident 
might Hill obftru& this Project, his Grace, by Mr. St. febn % 
is told, he mud obferve that the Order is pofitive, and 
that no Caf? can poflibly happen, in which her Majefty 
will allow that any other Meafure (houlg be taken ; and 
Mr. St. John is much concerned that the Earl of Strafford 
will arrive at the Army later than was to be wifli'd* from 
whom his Grace was to receive thofe Lights and Informa- 
tions for his Guidance in this- nice Conjuncture, that he 
is amply ini trailed to give him. 

* jfuly 12, N. S. Lord Strafford arrives in the Camp ; the 
i'4th Prince Eugene fends the Duke of Ormond Word by 
an Aid de Gamp, that he intended to march the next 
Morning with a Defign, as was fuppos'd, to attack Lan- 
Arecy. The Duke of Ormond is much furpriVd at the Mef- 
fage, refufes to march with him, or give him any Af- 
fiiiance from the Queen's Troops j but lets the Prince 
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know x that when he marclfd, hit Grace; $Kmld be oblig'd 
to taJc£ ; tfie belt Care he cpuld for the, Security^ of tne 
Qiieen^s f ^6ops, and to change his Camp in Qfdtr to it. 
The' ^ame Day Marflul VMars giving ttW*;Duke<: of 
Ormoni. an Account, that he had feat by Cfafonfl.

The Armies, .being now fsparated^ and theSufpenfion of 
.Arms decjar'd, the Committee, recapitulate in what Man- 
( ner 9 and by what Seeps, this fatal CefTation was procoVd* 
They cWerve in the firft Place, that it is evident^ it was 
of infinite Advantage and abfplutely neceuary to the Af- 
fairs of FrtnUf .and therefore infilled on by Franc* ; and 
that it is ascertain, that the En$li/h Miniftry gave early 

* into it, if they were not the firft, Advifers of it ; for 
which no. ojJber Account need be required, but that, as 
all their AJeafiares* tended to advance the Intereft of the 
.Cjueen's Enemies,- they could not fail to be zealous in a 
Point which contributed more 'to thofe Views Shan any 
one Occurrence during the whole Negotiation ; but as they 
.all along wanted Appearances, .and confulted thesn more 
'than any real Advantages to the Kingdom, they thought 
•it neceflary to annex fome Conditions to this important 
Article, that might pais upon (he deluded Peopleias a Ju- 

'flification of this unprecedented Treachery* The Demo- 
lition of DMukirk was always fo popular a Point, that no- 
thing could UriJ^e the Imaginations of the People more, 
than to be told, that this important Place was delivered 
-into the Queen's Pofleffion 2 This Seep, they thought* well 
iwproY'd, would recommend the' Peace itfelf, at leaft, 
juftify the Ceflatioa. And as the Nation had nothing 
.more at Hsa*t than the Difpofition of the SfmuQ** Monair- 

* chy, after the Renunciation had been indttftriouAy cry 'd 
*up, and the ,Quee.u had ^eclar'4 frera. the Throne,: chat 
Jr*W and Sf^m were ttevfthy.. more, efieclnally divided 
jthan ever;, Ti^fe. two Articles were .made the eflential 
.Conditions, of; granting ^ Qejfatton of Arms. For the 

Jat-tcr, 'fra&eitofiltfi co.afeate4.jift it, paving dedarid it to 
.be-nuy and. vojA/by^the fundamental Laws of Fttnft:; 
-F£r $h« -fir 4, *m, evident bow itttarilliagly Fr<to*-was 
brought to furremder Z*uuii*k ; 4>ut this the Miniufy were 
aeiolv'4 oo?urat)a£e a* any Ratej an wfcat would moft eaii- 
ly. araufo anc* ^lifiWy affc& the Ration ; and therefore to 
obtain {bit* tfeey eagsge not only to grant a Ceffiutfon of 
Arms, but to conclude a ftp*rat£.Pjeace. The Profpeul of 
concluding a ftpa/ate. Peace, and the obtaining an imme- 
CeilauoA.of.Aprosc which -an fwer'd all the Pnruofes 
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of France ilmoft as well as a fe pa rate Peace, by leaving 
the whole Confederacy at their Mercy, were 1 fo great 
Temptations to Trance, that the Surrender of Dunkirk it 
agreed to ; but if we< confider what England gain'd by 
granting this fatal Ce&tion, we {hall find, the Demolition 
of Dunkirk ftipply'd by a new Canal, more beneficial to 
to France, and formidable to the Navigation of Great Bri- 
tain, than Dunkirk ever was ; and for the Renunciation, 
we were told by France, we ihould deceive our felves if 
we accepted it as an Expedient to prevent the Union of 
the two Monarchies. 

: The Committee ctofe their Obfervations upon- this me- 
morable Campaign of 1712, with infer ting another Let* 
ter that was wrote by the Duke of Ormond to my Lord 
Bolingbrpke. The Dutch, it ftems, encourag*d by the Sue* 
cefs of their Enterprize upon Fort Knocqug, had formM a 
Defign for furprizing Newport or Vumet, which his Grace 
having Intelligence of, thought proper to writ* .the fol- 
lowing Letter, Oclober the 21ft, 171a, to my Lord BoHng- 
troke. I take this Opportunity to acquaint your lotdfflnp with 
am Affair which hat been communicated tome by a Verfon very 
well inclined to hot Majefifs Service : Your Lordftip mil befi 
judge of the Importance of it, and the life that n ft be made ' 
tf it 9 when I tell you, that the Succeft of the Enterprife upon 
Xnocque hat encourag*d the forming a Jhojeft for furprizing ' 
Newport or Fames, and that the fortifying Dixmude if - 
made ufe of at a Bretence for drawing togetlier a Body of 
Troops fuficient to put the Defign in fLxecution. If it be 
thought more for her Majefifs Seryice to prevent it, I am 
humbly of Opinion fome Means Jhould be found to rive Ad* 
vice of it to Marjbal ViHars, who may poffibly think we owe 
him that good Office, in Requital of fome Informations your * 
tordflnp knows he has giyen me y with a Defign to fine her 
Majefty and the Nation. I am not yet at liberty to acquaint 
your Lordjhip with the Name of my Author^ who defires the 
whole Matter may be manag'd with thegreatefl Secrecy. 

The Ceftttion was no fooner declar'd, and Dunkirk de* 
liver'd up, but Monfieur de Torcy calls upon Mr. St. fohti 
to perform his Promife of concluding a Peace between 
France and Great Britain in a few Weeks, which he thinks 
can meet with no Difficulties, all the Conditions of Peace 
with England being regulated, and the Intentions of the 
Xing touching the General Peace known to, and approvM 
by her Britannick Majefty. Monfieur de Torcy then prdpo- 
fts the Method of regulating the Sufpeniiort by Sea ; and 
iaiifts, that during Che Sufpenfion, either general or parti- 
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c«Ur, the Tr ah fpor cation of neither Troops, Ammunition, 
nor ProviAons, {hall be allow'd into Portugal^ Catalonia^ 
or any other. Place where the War continues. Pacquet- 
Boits between Dover and Calais are to be immediately fet- 
tled for the general Eafe of Correfpondence, and the Suf- 
ptnuon of Arms to' be publifli'd In Portugal and Catalonia, 
Without waiting 'till it (hall be fettled at Utrecht 1 . All 
tljefe Propofals from Trance are very readily aflented to, 
and Mr. St. fobn thinks, the Quern in a Condition not to' 
loft a Moment's Time in concluding with the Miniftcrs ot 
France the Convention for a general Sufpenfion Of Arms, 
both by Sea' and Land, anil even the Treaty of Peace be- 
tween Great Britain and Trance. Mr. St. John then opens to 
him the Me*fhre* that had been here concerted for the Duke 
of Savoy : Qf all the Mies, fays he, there is none whofe In- 
terefi the Queen has fo much at Heart as the Duke of Savoy's / 
He hopes the moft Chriftian King will act in .Concert 
with her Majefty, and omit nothing that may engage his 
Royal High nefs to come into all our Meafures, and that 
may protect him from the Infnlts of the Imperialifts for' 
fo doing ; and among other Advahtagfs propos'd' for him, 
he lays it down as a Principle, : that it is neither for the 
Intereft of Great Britain nor Frdnce, that the Kingdom of 
Sicily fhould be' given to the Houfe of Auflria^ and there- 
fore demands it for the Duke of Savoy^ and declares the 
Queen will not defift from this Demand. This Concern of 
the Britijh Minifters for the Duke of Savoy } the Committee 
is at a Lofs to account for. The Trench^ as appears by a' 
Le,tter of the Biihopof Briftol to Mr. St. John^ of the a6th 
of Afril 171 2, had actually offer'd Sicily to the Emperor, 
The Duke of Savoy himfelf did not rclifh this Propofition, 
as appears by the Lord Peterborough's Letter to Mr. St. John y 
of the 24th of September 1712, in which his Lordfhip re* 
prefents the Duke of Savoy exprefling, That he was not (b 
vainly impatient of the Title of King, as to lofjTor ha- 
zard any real Intereft for an empty Name ; but that he 
thought it much more extraordinary, that a Prince beaten 
ten Years together by his Enemies, fliould remain at laflE, 
with the Prize contended for, and which Co often by 
Parliament had been declar'd the juft and unavoidable Mo- 
tive of the Wan Again, in Lord Peterborough' % Letter of 
November the i&h, 1712, to Mri St, Jo\*n, he affirm'd, 
That nothing can reprefent the Uneafinefs of Mind of 
the Dnke of Savoy, after ihefe Offers had been made him : 
To calm this Uneafinefs, and to fix his Royal Highnefs in 
the Meafures of the Miniftry, it was necetiary the Lord 
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Peterborough {hould, in a Memorial given to him, repre- ' 
feat, That his Royal Highnefs, in refuting theft Offers, 
muft fall out with the Queen, and the Bngjijb Miniilers, 
whom his Lord (hip endeavours to excufe from the Re- 
proaches call direftly upon them, as if they were Perfont 
devoted to Pram* : That for the Support of what was pro- 
pos'd, a Efficient Fleet vfhould be furnifh'd either by Eng- * 
land or France, or by both Powers Jointly ; and that his 
3jpyai Highnefs mould be guaranteed and protected, againft • 
any Power that (hould oppofe this Projedt, or mould infolt 
him for having accepted thefe Offers. The Arguments of 
the EngUjh Minifters did at length prevail with his Royal 
Highnefs ; and if the View of the faid Minifters was ef- 
fectually to difable the Emperor from fupporting himfelf 
againft France after our Separation, by forcing into the 
Intereftof France zn Ally fo confiderable as the Duke of" 
Sayey, it muft be confefs'd thefe Meafures were extreamly 
well calculated for fuch an End; but it does not appear 
to the Committee, how England came to be fo far con* 
cern?d in this Matter, as to offer its Guarantee for Sicily, 
which naturally muft have engag'd us in a War againft 
the Emperor. This Forwardnefs of the Miniftry in offer- 
ing to make England Guarantee for Conditions advanta- 
geous only to Frame, feemt the more extraordinary, when 
theyobfetve, that during the whole Courfe of this Nego- 
tiation, tbey find no Endeavours ufed to procure a Gua- 
rantee of our Confederates to fecure the Proteftant Succef- 
fion, which had been addrefs'd for by both Houfes of Par- 
liament ; nor do they obferve, that the King of Sicily, for 
whom, fo much was done, was ever requefted to be Gua- 
rantee for the faid Succeifion. 

The dreadful Confequences of the Separation of the 
Armies were now fenfibly felt in the unfortunate A&ioni 
at Dentin, where Marfhal Pilars on the 24th of July, lj£ S. 
attacked Lord Albemarle'* Camp which he rbre'd, took 
him Prifoner, and entirely defeated all the Troops under 
bis Command. Moniieur de Tercy immediately fends an 
Account to Mr. St. John, of this agreeable News, and (ays. ' 
The King of France is ferfuaded, that the Advantage which 
hif Troops bare obtain* d,wiU giye the Queen fo much the met* 
TUafure 9 at it may be a new Mothe to orercome the Obftinacy 
ef the Enemies to Peace. The Committee could not with 
Patience read a Letter from a Minifter of France, decla- 
ring to the Secretary of State of England, That a victory 
obtain'd by the Queen's Enemies over her good Allies, muft 
|p a Pkafuie or Satisja&ion to her Majelty. But at this, 
^ ' P 4 Time, 
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Time, tbt french thought themfelves ib fare of tfw Briif/^ ' 
Miniftry, that they depended upon their Afliitance ro 
pufli this Advantage againft tike Confederates ftiil farther ; 
and Monfitur de Torcy fays, He hepei the Queen will ejfe&u- 
aty. bring them to Reafon., in agreeing immediately with the 
King, tin Ufk Meafnret that are to he taken, far finifiing this 
Work. * She hat the Means in her own Hands , if fie will make 
ufeof Ghent and Bruges, which bet 1 roofs pojfefs, and effe- 
cially of Ghent % for it defends upon whofoener is Mafier of 
tlhtt Place, to make all the Defigns of the Entmits Generate 
wife arty, and to. give Law to the Dutch.- * 

Neither was Monfieur de Tvuy lingular in his Opinion ' 
about the A&ton at tltnain y Marflial Villart would not 
lofe a Moment in giving the Duke of Ormond an Account 
of this News ; He afcribes the Victory. to* the Separation 
of the brave fb%hfi, and infults the Allies as common 
Enemies v that mud now be (enfible what wrong Measures 
they had taken. In this Manner, and to thisEffc&, Mar- 
fhdl pillars, rhiiiks proper to write to the Duke of Ormond ; 
and at the feme Time defires his Grace to tranfmit this 
Account to the Vtench Plenipotentiaries at Utrecht, and to 
make a thou&nd Complements from him to Lord Strafford. 
And that there. misshc be oa Part of the World where ic 
ivas in the .Power of the Englifi Miniftry to afltft their 
nj*w Friends the French, at the *Ex pence of their old Allies, 
Mopijeur de Torcy further propoles, That the Queen (hould 
p»t a Stop to Count Starembetghts Projedh in Catalonia, by 
fending Orders to her Majefiy's Troops in Terragona not to 
\u ihe Germans into that Place - r and not content with be- 
ing aided and affifted all that was poffible by Land) he 
further defires that exprefi Orders might be fent ( and 
through fotflrtas.the'iherteft Way) to the Englifi Men of 
War that; were then cr infing in the Mediterranean^ to (of-

Thefe conftant Compliances in t,tie Englijh Miniftry, en- 
ctmrag*d Monf. deTorcy 9 to prefs again the concluding 
the ie para te F^eace between England and France, as what 
they both agreed in to be the mon\ effectual Way to make. 
the reft of. the Allies comply. ' He defires, That the Jroope 
be Flanders, under the Command of tin Duke ef CJrmond, 
wtay he left there to make a good Ufe. of the T **' which he 
wo* in ioffeffion ef\ but as 3te King of. France c oifd not <«i- 
fint to the puke of Sa'voy'j haying Sicily, except tfy Elettor 
ef Bavaria has alfo the Netherlands befides his Elettorate 9 
ie thinks the Queen's haying a good Army in Flanders under 
the Command of the Duke of Orrnond, may render this yery 
fralHcable \ and as the Queen has done a great deal far her , 
emu ungrateful Allies , it will be for her Glory now to iontri- 
kufe f a the Good of a Prince of Jo much Merit as the Ehflor, 
ef Bavaria, whofe Acknowledgments will be equal to the Be* 
wefit* he Jhall receiye. ' But this would not pafs even upon, 
the Miniftry of Great Britain ; The giving Fjanders jo the

in a new War, to oblige the Imperialifts and Dutch to agree 
to it;' and they could not think it for the Honour or 
Intereft of the Queen to make War upon her Allies, as

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ungratefhi as they had been, in Favour of the Eledtor of 
Bavaria ; and efpecially confidering, that altho' we could 
fecure "Ghent and Bruges for him, the Allies had yet an 
Army iWflahders fo confiderablt, both for the Number 
and Goodnefs of their Troops, that they were able to de- 
fend the Conquefts they had made. And to give htm 
Sicily, which' was like wife demanded, Lord Bolingbroke 
hopes it will not be infifled on^becaufe it might h the Occafion 
of continual foaloufiet *, it mighty in particular, be the Source 
of Difoitej and Quarrels' betwixt England and France, 
nbofeflrifl Union dnd indifoluble Friendjhip were the'Vnintt fa , 
View, towMch all our x Meafnres had been directed for fo long ' 
a Time,' The Queen's • Mini ft ers think, when the King of 
France hoi made at reafotiable Eforts for hit Allies, he mufi 
do fomeiMng for the Lore' of tore, dnd that a f articular /«- • 
terefi Jhoiild yield to the general, ft* cannot y fays Lord 
Bolingbroke, but feel the Porte of this Argument, becaufe 
you ate not' at aft ignorant, that this Negotiation was begun 
and catty* d on uf on a Stifrofition, that the Queen mufi defifi 
from many Conditions, which in Rigour jbe woe oblig'd to pre* 
cUrt far her Allies. He • very (trongly urges the Neceflitjr 
of concluding immediately the Peace between England, 
ftariee, and Spain ; but abfolutely infills upon Sicily for the 
titike of Savoy. But altho* this Negociation was carry'd 
on upon a Suppofition, that the Queen was to depart from 
feveral Things, which* in Juittcte, ought to have been 
procur'd for her Allies, the Xing of ftance thought him- 
felf under no fiich Obligation ; his Honour to an Ally, 
whoft Fidelity was without Reproach, was not to be diT- 
. pens'd with ; and therefore to ratisfy his Engagements to 
fb good an Ally, was a Point from which the King of v 
Prance would never depart. But to (hew the King's good 
Difpofitions to the Peace, he at laft cohfents to the Duke 
of 54->oj's having Sicily upon certain Conditions, wherein 
vtry ample Provision is made for Satisfaction to the 
Eleftor of Bavaria ; and one exprefs Condition is, That s 
Feace be concluded between England, France, Spain, and 
tfavoy. In anfwer to this Letter, Lord Bolingbroke ac- 
quaints Monf. de lotcy, That he had receiv'd the Queen't 
Orders to go immediately to Prance, and he hoped under 
che Aufpices of the Abbot Gualtier, in a Week's Time to 
ftlute him *t Fontainbleau.

If France has now any Advantage, 
c and refufes flatly to yield what die only begg'd to have 
c reftor'd, the Fault is entirely theirs.* But the Difpatch 
of the Plenipotentiaries of the 2d of September relating

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of the' Council, his Lordftiip could not give any pofifive 
Ihftruelions about it till the next Opportunity ; but In 
the mean Time recommends ro them two Confederation', 
that the keeping of the. Dutch in hopes of her Majefty's 
good Offices, will prevent them from taking any defpe- 
rate Refolutton ; and the French infilling to have Count 
Rechteren diftvow'd before any further Treaty, will jnic 
off for /bme Time the Decifion of that great Point. 

Lord Straford, in the mean Time, by his Letters of the ~ 
13th arid 16th of Sept. N. S. ( Wepreftnted the State* as

»hat Meafures to take ; but that they infixed upon Tour nay 
«* fo ejfential to their Harrier, that they a finally had none 
without it ; and his Lordfhip is fo witch of that Opinion, that 
he w'xjhes they might haye Tour nay, tho* they were forced to 
truck Ipres for it ; that if he could pofitiyely ajfure them they 
fiould baft* Tour nay, he beliey'd they would fubmit to tie 
Pfan of the Queens Speech. This Opinion of his Lordftiip 
is not vtry eafily to be reconcil'd to what he afterwards 
s wrqce to Mr. Trior upon this Subject, October the 4th, 
171 2.

The TranfadYion in Relation to Tournay f is, by the 
Committee fet forth in one fhort View : The Difpufe con-

ceiving to be inconfiftent with what the Queen had de- 
clar'd, refufe to open the Conferences, until they had 
farther Orders. When this came to be confider'd in Eng- 
land, Lord Bolihgbroke fays, It occafion'd Warmth in the 
Cabinet Council ; but his Lordfliip, inftead of taking Mea* 
fares for preferring the Town as Part of the Barrier of 
the States-General,' which, as he confeiTes, was fo in- 
tended in the Queen's Speech, propofes Expedients where- x 
by the Town might be reftor'd to France without the 
Queen's becoming a Party to a Thing which was contra* 
«h£tory to what (he had once advanc'd : And gives hit 
Advice to Monf. de Torcy, by what Management Tournay 
night be fecurM to the King oC France, contrary to tbp. 
mvow*d Senfe of what the Queen had declar'd in Parlia- 
ment £ and altho' France had con fen ted in a Memorial 
delivered by Abbot Guahier fo early as the 18 ch of So* 
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yembif, 1711, not Co infill upon Tomraay; and this be 
does in hit private Capacity, and not as a Secretary of 
State. But that his Lordfhip wis not fingfe in his Endea- 
vours to aflift Ptiatct upon this Occafion, appears by the 
great Trouble that he lays this Matter had given both 
him and my Lord Treafora in the Cabinet ; and if any 
Regard is to be given to Mr. frisr'a Paper, my Lord 
Treafurer mdft certainly have written to Mr. Briar upon 
this tiubject, who could ptherwife have had no Ground

What happen'd afterwards in Relation to Tour-' 
ft#t; upon what great Cdnceffions made to Ftance y toge- 
ther with the advantageous Terms procor'd for the E- 
le&or of Bd>aria 9 the Meafores and Councils relating to 
this Amur were afterwards alter V), is not material enough- 
to require along Detail) but nothing lefs than an ab£b* 
luce Concurrence, without any new Objection or further

The Difpnfe between Count Recbtereh and WLuMtfns-

immediate Commands of my Lord Treafurer ; and in Regard tn,

and whichj by ^!*JS **ot "& the knfinefs here. And on Fe\ 
hruary the 4th, I fiaH diremj myfelf at you fiat he {leafed in 
vfirutt me frriately. If the Committee had found aroonj» 
(he. Papers delhrer'd by Mr. frier, the Lord Treafurer's 
iinufwers to thtf« Letters ;. it would have appear'd, how 
fur the giving ^p ; the Fifliery Of &wfoundlon*\ and the 
accepting of t}ie 9th Article, of the Treaty of Commerce, 
was owing 10 bis*Lor4ifcip'« immediate Orders* It feema 
however, to be a very extraordinary Proceeding, that the 
£aecn's Mini%rs in Frame, a&ing by Authority, and un- 
der her Jnftru£tions, would apply to the Lord Treafiurer t 
for his diftinft and pofitive Orders to releafe them from. 
the Qpeen'f InfUuihons, fcecaufe they are thought by the, 
French Minifters to be too ftri& ; and if it be a Donbt, by. 
whofe Order or Advice it was pfocur'd, fo much is cer- 
tain, that thtfe Applications hsAtheif defii'd Bffefi \ nni 
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the Newfeundland Fifbery was given up ; and the Advan- 
tages iye were to receive, from having treated upon the 
foot of Gens amiciflima, we* e all bury M in that deftructtve 
Article, of the 9th Article of the Treaty of Commerce. 

The Difpute raifed at Utrecht had been fo order'd, that 
the Minifters of the Allies could not. obtain any Confe- 
rences with thofe of France* till the Points in Difference 
were adjufted between England and France ; by which 
Means it was February* 171 2- 13, before the Dutch and 
trench were fuffer'd to meet : And it being now the Bu/i- 
nefs of trance to conclude with- England feparately, the 
Temper the French Plenipotentiaries appeared in, made all 
feuiinefs fo impracticable, that the Brkijb Plenipotentia- 
ries were under a Neceflky of complaining of it to Lord 
BoIingbrok*,nn& to acquaint him, February the 3d, 1712-13) 
4 The French appear fo very uncomplying in every Point 

* debated, and fo very forward and pofitive in their Re- 
1 fufal of a great many Things, which the Dutch took to 

* be granted and fettled, as well by her Majefty's Speech, 
' as the Declarations lately made by the Lord Strafford^ 

* that the Di&ppointment they met with, put them iut« 
4 the greateft Confternation : Reafon was alio given us to 

* participate in thefe Difcontents, and to regard feveral 
€ Things, which appear contrary to what her Majefty 

* has declar'd, as very unfair ; yet all that could be fajd 
4 prevailed not. 

The Committee is not furpriz'd, that the Inftaocet of 
their Excellencies bad fo little Effect with the French Pit* 
nipotentiaries, who then expected that Orders fhouid be 
fent to the BHti/b Plenipotentiaries immediately to iign a 
feparate Peace ; which, according to their Expectations, 
were .fent February the 20th, 1711-13, by Mr. St. ?ofm p 
Brother to the Lord Belingbroke* to conclude and fign with 
France as loon as the Duke of Shrewsbury (hould fend them 
Advice that the Proportions he was, to make at the French 
Court were accepted ; and on the 28th, Lord Belingbroke 
with the utmoft Joy acquaints their Excellencies, That he 
had received from the Duke of Shrewsbury the expected Re* 
turns ; he had therefore difpatch'd a Courier to them^ 
to renew thofe Inflections which he hop'd were clear 
enough lignify'd in thofe Papers which his Brother car- 
ry d. He acquaints them, that the Duke of Shrewsbury 
had declar'd that their Lordfhips had Orders, in Cafe 
the French com ply 'd, as they now actually have done, 
to iign her Majefty's Peace with France without further 
pelay ; and that her Majefty would open the Parliament, 
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by telling them Jhe had made a Peace with France. 
The latter (he will herfelf perform on Tuefday ; and the 
former, it it her pofitive Command that your Lord (hips 
make good at raft at the necefTary Forms of preparing and 
executing the Inflroments will allow. And his Lordfhip 
gives their Excellencies pofitive Orders, without any De- 
lay, to execute the Treaties of Peace' and Commerce be- 
tween Great Britain and France, 

On the 7th,' and aoth of March) 0. £ Lord Bolingbrohe 
repeats tbefe pofitive Orders, and infills, that the Peace 
Jhoold be concluded with that Precipitation which her 
Majefiy would have ufed. And it is obfervable, that 
among all the Demands that were made, upon Account of 
any Prince or Potentate, none, at this Time, met with 
the leaft Regard ; when, at the fame Time, the Intereft 
of the Princefs Urfini was efpoos'd in the ftrongeft Terms : 
And in the fame Letter, March 3, 0. S. where his Lord- 
Drip fyeaking of the Cbnfequence of the Reftoration of 
the Elector of Bavaria to his Electorate, fays, Her Majepy 
mm a** much enter into the Notion of the Degradation of Ha- 
nover, as a Matter of any Importance, His Lordihip de- 
clares, That the Principality in feme Part tf the Spanifh Ne- 
therlands, with a Rerenme ef 30000 Crowns demanded for the 
Princefs Urfini, mufi he made to the Emperor, and all Parties 
emcern'd, a Condition fine qua non, of the General Peace. 

But the Britijh Plenipotentiaries, who were to fign, Had 
fome Difficulties ; and acquaint Lord Bolingbroke, We could 
fity a great deal to juftify our cautious Proceedings with tie 
French, and are fatiffyd that jour tordfiip would he of the 
/ami Opinion, if you were to fee their Way of negotiating with 
aM the Allies, and how hard it is for ns to obtain here what to 
your Lordflnp feems impoffibk the French Jkould make any Diffi- 
culty to grant. 

The repeated Orders to the Plenipotentiaries prevail'd at 
lad fo far upon them, as to acquaint the Allies, The Queen 
found it neceffary to conclude her own Peace without Delay ; and 
that Time Jhoitld be allow* d ihoje that were not ready: Bac 
they ftill avoided the actoal figning, till the reft of the 
Allies, whofe Treaties were in a Forwardnefs, were ready 
to fign with them ; and, to juftify themfeives, they ac- 
quaint the Duke of Shrewsbury, That, be/ides other Confide* 
rations, their chief Objection was, that tho* they had Orders 
te fign a particular Peace, yet their full Powers under the: 
-Great Seal only authorized them to negotiate, agree, and tori- 
elude the Conditions of a good and General Peace, agreeable 
n the Interefis of aU, and each of the MUk And what 
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made t hem more aver fe, was the great Importunity with 
which the trench pulhM them to fign feparately. We *it^ 
fay they, furprizd at the Eagernefs of the French Minifies* 
to have us conclude alone, when fo many of the Allies aft , he 
a Manner, ready to join with us \ nor can we enough appre* 
hondthe Con fe que nets at Home of doing it alone. 

Hereupon Lord Bolingbroke who fays he has not Sagacity 
enough to find the Objections that the Plenipotentiaries 
had made to their firft full Powers, for their Satisfaction, 
fends them a new Commifiion, and repeats to them pofr» 
tive Orders to fign and conclude with France, for which. 
Purpofe they were to appoint a Day to defire them to be 
ready, and at the Came Time to prefs fuch as could not bt 
ready by that Day, to fix fome.other on which they will 
fign. By this new Com million his Lord Qiip tells them, 
they have a Power, as before, traShandi Convenitndique the 
Conditions of a Good and General Peace, which is no 
more than you are to do, when you are to offer, jointly 
with the Minifters of franco a general Plan to the Allies. 
Thefe Difficulties of the Plenipotentiaries made the Lord 
Treafurer, who never fail'd to exert himfelf w^ea be 
found it abfolutely necefTary, think' it hfgh Time to inter* 
pofe his Authority j and accordingly,. March 31, N. S. he 
wrote to my Lord Strafford in this Manner : / mnfl felicU 
fate your Excellency upon the Succefs of all your Zeal, and the 
true Love yon haye fhewn to your Queen, your Country und the 
Repofe of all Europe. ft>e remaining*Vanger is, left wefienlet 
fuffet Shipwrack in the Sight of the Port. Jlie Nation bore 
are 500 to one for Peace. The Warriors' are driven from then* 
Outworks ; the laft Retrenchment they have ii Delay ; and f 
mtuft fay, this operates much here. The Ferment begins te 
worky and it will be impoffible to anfwer for the Twit the 
Houfe of Commons mil take, if thefe Delays proroke them fur- 
ther. They all feel how many x 00000 1« this needlefs Pre* 
tra&ion cefts them. We now maintain 49000 efetUve Men bf 
landy and 30000, within a Trifie, by Sea. In the meam 
Time, the Merchants lie off, and will not come into Port ; the 
Amufement of Stories invented by the Faction, and the Cor- 
tefpendence and Encouragement that Tarty gives te iheie* 
friends to hold out, and to wait for fame unhappy Accident 
that may unravel all winch is done : Add to this, the ill He*> 
moitr which will grow in Members, by being kept fi long f« 
Town idle ; ana\ in one Word, all that has been nnfettledfoe 
many Days, is not worth one bay's Charge England is at ese? 
traerdinarily, by this Delap. I find this feems te be the fret 
tyViJg uj&nrfit Opinion hert } and that France hat acfnitted 
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herfelf; the enly Step is nam at Utrecht. Bat chit Srop did 
not remain long ; and as bis Lordfliip never yet appear'd 
In vain, all further Obftro&ions at Utrecht, were after this 
foon remov'd. Afrit 1-12, 17x31 the Treaties of Peace and 
Commerce between Great: Britain and franc* were iign'd 
between two and Three in the Afternoon. This Example 
was follow'd by fcveral of the Allies) and laft of all, 
when it was in rain to hold oat any longer, the Dn$cb 9 
about Midnight, fign'd their Treaties of Peace and Com- 
merce ; and the Emperor and Empire alone, chofe rather 
to bear the Weight of the War, than fubmit to fuch dis- 
advantageous and dishonourable Terms as bad been carv'd 
out for them by England and France. 

The Committee obferve, that the Queen's Plenipoten- 
tiaries fuffer'd a Claufe to be inferted at the End of the 
1 jrth Article of the Peace with Spain, whereby they gave 
a Pretence to the Spaniards to claim a Right to ffth ac 
Newfoundland^ contrary to the 7th and 8th Article of the 
Treaty made with that Crown by Sir William Godetybw, 
Ju'y 8-x8, 1670, whereby it is agreed, That the King of 
Great Britain, his Heirs and Succeflbrs, Hull enjoy for ever, 
with plenary Right of Sovereignty, &c. all thofe Lands 
and Places wbatfoever, being or fituated in the Weft 
Indies, or in any Part of America which the faid Xing of 
Great Britain, and his Subjects, do at prefent hold and 
poflefi. And that the Subje&s and Inhabitants, Merchants 
of the Kingdoms, &c» and Dominions of each Confede- 
rate refpe&ively, fhall forbear to fail and trade in the 
torts and Havens which have Fortifications, Magazines, 
or Ware-houfes, and in all other Places wbatfoever, pof- 
fefs'd by the other Party in the Weft Indies, &t. The Board 
of Trade being consulted on the Spaniards claiming 
a Right to fifli at Newfoundland, returned the follow- 
\ ing Anfwer ro Lord Dartmouth, dated June 13, 1713* 

* We have confider'd the Exrradl of a Memorial from the 

* Marquef* de Monteleon } relating to a Claim of the Inha- 

* bitants of Guipufua, to fi(h on the Coaft of Newfound- 
i land \ and thereupon take Leave to inform your Lord- 

* fllip, that we have difcours'd with fuch Per font as are 

* able to give us Information in that Matter ; and we 

* find that fome Spaniards are come' hither with PaiTes 
c from her Majefty, and others may have fifh'd there pri- 
1 vately j but n^ver any, that we can learn, did do it as 

* of Right belonging to them. By the Aft to encourage 
c the Trade ro Ntwfottndland, pafs'd in the 10th and nth 
f years of his lace Majefty, when we were in Amity and 
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* Alliance with Spain, it is declar'd and ena&ed, That no 

* Alien or Stranger whatsoever, not rcfiding within the 

* Kingdom of England, Dominion of Waits, or Town of. 

* Bermek upon Tweedy {lull, at any Time hereafter taka 
1 bait, or ufeany Sort of Trade, or Fifhing whatfoever 
*♦ in Newfoundland, or in any of the I Hands adjacent, 

* Purfuanc to which A#, Inftru&ions have been given 
' every Year to the Commodores of the Convoys, to pre- 

* vent Foreign en coming thither." The Committee are 
at a Lofi to account for the Reafons that prevailed witty 
the Miniftry to admit the Infertion of this Article ; and 
upon thit Occafion acquaint the Houfe, that they find 
very few Foot ft ep* remaining of the whole TianrV£tionf 
relating to Commerce with Spain, That the Management 
of ic wai intruded with Mr. GUlingham, an Irijb Papift) 
who was fent thither for that Pivpofe ; for which Reatott 
Lord Lexington, in his Letters to Lord Dartmouth, frequent- 
ly excufcs himfelf for not writing upon that Subject, Mr* 
GiUingham giving fuch full Accounts of cbe Matter; not- 
withftanding which* no one Letter from Mr. GiUingham 
to the Secretaries Office can be found $ and the Committed 
are induc'd to believe, that this whole Tranfa&ion was 
carry 'd on by another Way* 

From this PaiTa^e it appears evident to. the Committee, 
that a Correfpondence was carry'd on between the Earl or 
Oxford and Mr. GiUingham, in Relation to our Treaty of 
Commerce with Spain ; but for want of the Papers which 
pafi'd between them upon this Subject, the Committee it 
likewifeat a Lofs to find, what Motives could induce the 
Britijb Miniftry to admit fo eftential an Alteration of the 
Treaty of Commerce fign'd by the Queen's Plenipoten- 
tiaries, at is made by the Three Explanatory ArtUtts, as 
they are call'd, which are added to the faid Treaty, and 
are, in *n unprecedented Manner, infer ted in the Ratifi- 
cation of it; notwithftanding it doth not appear, they 
had ever been cpnfented to, much lefs fign'd by any of 
the Queen'* Plenipotentiaries. Among ft other very mate- 
rial Difrdyantagcs to which thefe Articles fubjelt our 
Merchants, the Committee is informed, that, by Virtue 
of them, Spain does a6ku*Uy at this Time demand of our 
Merchants 14 per Cent, on Account of Cicntot, Mritoff, 
and *Akayalat, over and above 1$^ per Cent, which the/ 
cxait for other Duties, which added to them, amount to 
29 per Cent, whereas 'tjs notorious, thar, during che Reign 
of King diaries II. of 'Spain 9 the whole. Duties exacted) 
and f»id by our Merchants for ail Goods imported to the 
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Several Ports of 5f4iir, computed by an Average) did 
sever exceed w per Cent, but rather fell fhort of it. By 
what Management thefe Articles were ratify'd, and how 
legal and warrantable it was to affix the Great Seal to 
Articles fo pernicious in their Contents, and fo irregular- 
ly oirer'd, the Committee fubmit to the Confederation o£ 
Che Houfe. 

The Committee having thus gone - through the chief 
Tranft&ions relating to the Negociations of Peace and 
Commerce, proceed to offer to. the Houfe what tbey have 
found material in the Papers referr'd to them concerning 
the -Catalans. In the firft. Place, they obferve, that after 
feverai unfuccefsful Attempts by the Way of Portugal, 
and the Delign upon Cadiz, to fettle King Charles on the 
Throne of Spain j and that the Confederate Fleet bad ap* 
pear'd before Barcelona in 1704, without the defir'd Suc- 
cefs; her Majefty in the Beginning of the Year 170?* 
fent Mr* Crowe as her Minifter to Genoa, with private In- 
ftru&ions to treat with the Catalans, or any other People 
of Spain, about their coming into the Intereft of Charles 
III; of Spain, and Joining with' her Majefty and her .Allies, 
For that Purpofe he is to inform himfelf what Number 
of Forces they will raife, and what they expect (hall be' 
fent to affift them : If any of the Nobility infill upon a 
Sum of Money to be advanc'd to them, he muft affure 
them, he does not doubt but he (hall be impower'd to 1 
remit to them whatfoever it neceuary and reasonable for 
their Support, as foon as they are actually in the Field : 
That he {hall give the Catalans, or other Spaniards, Afiu- 
rances'of her Ma jetty's utmoft Endeavours to procure the 
Eftablifhmeht of all fuch Rights and Immunities as they 
have formerly enjoy'd under the Houfe of Aufhia : That 
(he has, for their further Satisfaction, fent to King Charles 
III. for Powers for confirming the fame to them ; and 
that flie is willing, if they infill upon it, to give her' 
Guarantee that it (hall be done. Mr. Crowe had alio a 
CommitTion of the fame Date with his Inftru&ions, to 
treat with the Catalans upon the Terras before mentioned, 
upon this exprefs Condition on their Side, that they Jhould 
acknomledge^and receive King Charles as lawful King 0/ Spain, 
and utterly renounce the Houfe of Bourbon. He had with 
this credential Letters, iign'd by the Queen, directed to 
the Nobility, Magi ft rates, and all Officers Civil and Mi-' 
litary of Catalonia, deiirihg them to depend upon the 
Promifes he (hould make them in her Name. The Earl 
of Peterborough and Sir Cloudejlj Sbore1 } by their Inftru&ions, 
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dated May i, '17079 were like wife order'd to ufe their . 
Endeavours to induce the Catalans to join with them in 
their Undertakings, and to animate that People to profe- 
cute their Liberty with more Vigour; to allure them of 
the Queen's Support, and to promife them in her Name* 
that (he will fecure to them a Confirmation of their Rights 
and Privileges from the Xing of Spain, that they may be 
fettled on a Ufting Foundation to them and their Pofteri- 
ties. But they' are order'd, in Cafe the Catalans make no 
itiitable Return to thefe kind Offers, to annoy the Towns 
on the Coaft of Spain, and to reduce them by Force* 
Moreover, a Declaration was' drawn here, and deliver'd 
by Mr. Secretary Hatty to the Earl of Btterborougb y full of 
AfTurances in the Queen's Name of Support, and of their 
Liberties on the one Hand, and Threats on the other) 
which Declaration his Lordfltfp did accordingly publiflv 
The Succefs of that Expedition needs not be here particu- 
larly mention'd. Xing Charlts, in his Lerter to the Queen 
of Ottober aa, 1705, gives an Account of them, and 
what they were owing to, »i*. The AfTurances of your 
Majefty's generous "Protection, upon which my Subjects . 
in Catat$nia expofe their Lives and Fortunes. No Wane 
of Fidelity or Zeal for the Common Caufe, during a long 
War, that abounded with extraordinary Turns of For- 
tune, was ever objected to thefe People 5 on the contrary, 
they receiv'd, to the laft the Applaufesof the Allies, and 
AfTurances repeated to them by tvtry General and Mi* 
siiller that was fent from Gt%at Britain into that Country, 
that they (hould never be abandoned. When the Queen 
enter'd into feparate Meafures of Peace, Lord Ltx'mgton 
was fent EmbafTador to Spain, at which Time, confider- 
ing the Circumftances of Xing Thilip't Affairs, and the 
Obligations he had* receiv'd from the Queen, the Cata- 
lan Privileges, if plainly demanded and infilled upon, 
could not have been refus'd, and without it, could never 
be expected to be granted to a People fo remarkably tea- 
lout for the common Caufe. But his Lordfhip's Inftru&i* 
ons, inftead of directing him to infift upon this as a Con- 
dition of the Queen's coming, into the Peace, order him 
only to reprefent to the Court of Spain, That it is no 
lefs for the King's Intereft, than for the Queen's Honour, 
that a General Amnefty, without Exception, be granted 
to all Spaniards who have adber'd to the Houfe of Auftria, . 
and in a particular Manner to the Catalans^ with Re- 
gard to their Peribns, Eftates, Dignities, and Privileges. 
Thefe* Initru&iohs, tho* very defective, were not com- 
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ply'd with; for Lord Lexington, ill the nth Article 
of his Demands delivered to the Court of Stain, upon 
hit Arrival there, exprefles tflmfelf thus, That the Queen 
frays bit Catholict Majefty, that a Genital Amnefiy, with- 
out Exception, be granted \ bat leaves oat the Words in his 
Inftru&ions with Regard to their Ekrfons, Eftatet, Dignities, 
and Privileges. 

The King's Aniwer was, That the General Jmuefty re- 
lating to the General teace, was not prefer for the ftefent 
Treaty ; and therefore he left it to be then treated of\ that 
he would make ufe of hie great Clemency, provided the Queen 
would contribute to the Safety^ Refofe, and Interefts of fo 
many faithful Subjects, who had follow* d hie righteous Caufe 
in Flanders and Italy ; and that an exfrefs Article be in- 
ferted in the Tenet, wherein it /ball be declared, That all 
SuhjeiU who have done their Duty, by adhering to hie Catho- 
lic* Majefty, Jball be efiaMijb'd in their Eftates and Honours, 
of what Nature foever they be, which they enjoy" d when they 
were under hie Obedience. Lord Lexington tranfmits this 
Anfwer to England, which, tho* containing a direct Re- 
fufal of what was defirM, and only general Aflbrances 
of Clemency from the King, on Conditions that could 
not poflibly be expe&ed to be com ply'd with ; yn his 
Ixmifhip writes to Lord Dartmouth, That the Article 
about the Catalans was agreed to ; and thinks what they 
defire is bat Juftice : And then goes on^ Thus % my Lota\ 
I have finiJhU my Negotiation in the befl Manner I could, and 
hope it will be to her Majefffs Satisfaction. No Diflkxis- 
failion was (hewn by the Miniftry in England, either 
with this Manner of negociating, or the Fruitlefhefs 
of it ; bat he is order'd rp proceed in the Bufiaefi, both 
as it was an A& of Humanity, which every one to the 
utmoft of their Power ought to promote ; and that the 
Intereft of the King of Sfain was moil nearly concernM 
by that Means to get the Germans, qut of the Country. 
Hereupon another Memorial -for an Amnefty is prefent- 
ed, the Motive ufed to induce the King to grant- it, is 
his own Iaterefl, and to remove the Germans, without any 
Notice' taken of the Queen's Honour being concernM in 
the Affair. s / 

The King anfwer'd, • 'That the Catalans had deferVd 
' little from him ; that they were now redue'd to a 
' fmall Extent of Ground, by the withdrawing of the 
* Troops of Britain and Btrtngal ; that his Troops f and 
£ thole of the King his Grandfather, were entering into 
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( their Country by thrte feveral Ways ; therefore more 

* in Compliance to the Queen, than for the Arguments 

* that had been offer'd, he was willing to grant his 
' Pardon to thofe Catalans^ who, acknowledging his 
? Clemency, and repenting them of their Error, fhould 
4 fubmit to his Dominion and Vaffalage, within a Time 
€ to be prenVd." Count Zinzendorf y in the Project for 
evacuating Catalonia^ infilled upon the preferring to that 
People their Privileges ; but the Xing of Spain refus'd 
it, and would only grant them an Amnefty. Lord Dart* , 
mouth, in his Letter to the Marquefs de Monteleone and* 
Lord Lexington, fays, ( He cannot expreft the Queen's Sur- 

€ prize, to hear, that the Privileges of the Catalans 

* were not intended to be preferv'd to them by 'the 
' Court of Spain ; that thofe Privileges were necefia- 

* rily included in the Meaning of a General Amnefty, 
' already granted ; and this was an Affair wherein the 

* Queen's Honour was extremely concern'd, and that (he 
( was oblig'd by Motives of Confcience not to depart 
c from it." Lord Lexington is hereupon order'd.to in- 
fill again upon it in the ftrongeft Manner, that when 
the' King of Spain is convinc'd of her Majefty's Stea- 
dineft, and the Firmriefs of her Refolution to adhere 
to this Demand, no doubt he will yield to what has 
been fo Tolemnly promis'd, and is in itfelf fo reafona- 
ble. That the Marquefs de Monteleone being reftrain'd 
by his Inftru&ions from treating upon this Point, the. 
negociating of it muft entirely lie upon Lord Lexing- 
ton* Accordingly his Lord (hip prefents another Memo- 
rial for a General Amnefty, with the Confirmation of 
all their Privileges. ' The Amnefty, he fay$^ was grant- 
' ed ; but the Privileges entirely refus'd, and in fuck 

* a pofitive Style* as he never met with, but in de* 
' tmndfng a Tract of Ground about Gibraltar* In aao~ 

< ther Letter, f peaking of the many Denials he met with 

( in Spain % he fays, 4 Things are not here upon the fame • 

* Foot as they were before the Sufpenfion, for the King 

< told me theft Words, We know that the Beaie is at »e- 

* cefdty for you at /or w#, and that you ml not break it off 
« for a Trifle* • 

' It may feera unaccountable how the Queen's Endeavours 
could fail of Succefs, when flie declar'd her Confcience 
was concern'd in this Matter, and that, tho' {he defir'd a 
Peace, (he would not acl inconfiftently with Honour 
and Jufttce to obtain it. But the Comralttf* hereupon 
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obferve, That the firft fatal Step .to the Ruin of the Cata- 
lans, was the Orders fene Lord Lexington, (contrary to hit 
firft I n ftr unions) upon his Arrival at Madrid, to acknow- 
ledge Philip as King of Sfain in a private Audience, before 
any one Article of Peace or Commerce was fettled with 
him, which' put him in a Condition of refilling this, and 
whatever elfe he fhould think fit. The Manner how 
Sfain gain'd this important Point appears to be as follows ; 
Lord Dartmouth had acquainted Mr. Prior y that Lord Lex- 
ington was not to acknowledge Philip as King of Spain, 
till he had agreed to the Demands his Lordfhip was to 
snake in the Queen's Name. However, Lord Dartmouth 
thinks it convenient the Sentiments of the French Court 
fhotrid be known upon this Matter as foon as poflible. This 
Method of Proceeding with Spain was very. much diflik'd 
in France, and Mr. Trior writes Lord Dartmouth a very 
elaborate Letter, full of Monfieur Tory's Reafons to in- 
duce our Ministry to recede from that Point, and con- 
dudes with this remarkable one, ' That the whole Treaty 

* being eventual, this Acknowledgment of Tlniip as King 
€ of Spain, would fall as the other Points, unlefs the 
( Conditions were made good, and the Peace agreed 'to, 
c and ratify-'d. 

Hereupon Lord BoUngbroie determines this Matter in 
Favour of Spain t by imputing the former Directions to 
Lord Dartmouth's miftaking the Queen's Meaning ; and 
writes Mr. Trior Word, that be was equally fturpriz'd and 
vexed-, to find by tho uncouth Way of explaining the 
Queen's Senfe, that Mr. Pr;V had been .led to imagine it 
was intended Lord Lexington fhould make any Difficulty' 
of acknowledging the King of Spain as fuch. * The pro- 
c ceeding this Way, by acknowledging the King in the 
c firft Place, (fays his T^ordlhip) feems natural, civil, 
c and' unexceptionable ; but any other Scheme is abfurd, 

* and inqonfiftent with all the reft of our Proceedings. 
And' then pondudes, * For God's Sake, dear Matt: hide 
€ the Nafcedjiefs of thy Country, and give the beft Turn 
c thy fertile Br/ain will* furnifk thee with, to the Blunders 
c of thy Countrymen^ who are not much better Politi- 
c cians, tlian the French are Poets." Lord Dartmouth ac- 
quiefcM, and difpatch'd Orders » to Lord Lexington, to ac- 
knowledge King ttrilipj notwithftanding his former In- 
ilnidlions to the contrary. 

' Nor .did the jVlinifters (hew that Zeal for the Queen's 
Honour as might be expecled, with refpecl to the Catalans, 
fcuj: plainly ^ave this Matter up. Lord Bolingbroke in his 
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Letter to the Queen's Plenipotentiaries at Utrech't^ tells 
them, It if not for the Inter eft of England to preferve the 
Catalans Liberties ; and obferves, that the Catalans Privi* 
leges are the Power of the Pur ft and Sword ; but that the 
QsftiHan Privileges* which the King of Spain will give 
them, in Exchange for their Catalan, are, the Liberty of 
trading to the Weft-Indies, and a Capacity of holding 
thofe beneficial Employments the King has to beftow in 
America, which, fays his Lordfhip, are of infinitely great- 
er Value to thofe who intend to live in a due fubjelKon to 
Authority. Lord Lexington alfb, inftead of fupporting the 
Catalans Privileges, treated the People as Rebel* ; and to 
induce Spain to make Peace with Portugal, puts Monfieur 
Orry in Mind of the Nfcceflity Spain is in of withdrawing 
their Troops from jAndalu/ia, in order to end the Rebellion 
of the Catalans. When the Convention was forc'd up- 
on the Emperor for the evacuating Catalonia, the Imperial 
Minifters at Utrecht infilled upon the preferving by chat 
Treaty the Privileges of Catahnia, Majorca, and Irica} 
but France and her Confederates infilling that that Matter 
fhould be referred to the Peace, the Imperial Minifters at 
lift acquiefced, upon the Queen of Great Britain*t declaring 
again, that" (he would inter pofe her good Offices in the 
mod effectual Manner, to obtain the Privileges of Catalo- 
»4, Majorca, and Mca .* And the French King engag'd at 
the fame Time, to join his Endeavours for that Purjtofe* 
Hereupon, the Negotiation in Spain was kept up till our 
Treaty pf- Peace with that Crown was ripe, by which the 
Catalan Liberties were to be abandoned. This, Lord leaf- 
ington fign'd, contenting himfelf with' protefting againfl 
that Article at the* fame Time he fign'd it ; as he had 
writ Word before he intended to do, and that therefore 
the Queen was entirely at Liberty to reject it. 
. Notwithstanding the King of Spain's former Refufal, 
Lord Lexington is directed to infift upon the Catalan Privi- 
leges, and is again told, that the Queen thought herfelf 
oblig'd by the ftrongeft Ties, vis. thofe of Honour and 
Confluence, to infill upon it, for a People, whom the Ne- 
ceflity of the War had oblig'd her to draw into her Intereft; 
His Lordfhip- had fign'd. the Treaty with Spain before thefe 
Qfders to prefent another Memorial arriv'd. He thereupon 
acquaints the Marquefs of Btdmar, that he was forry he 
was oblig'd to do any thing which he knew was againft 
the King's Sentiments, but having received exprefs Orders, 
he inuft follow, hie Duty, and prefents a Memorial, fetting 
forth, c That the Queen had nothing more at Heart, than 
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to obtain for the Catalans the fame Privileges they for>\ 
inerly enjoy *d, .which {he thought herfelf oblig'd to do, 
by the two ftrongeft Motives, vis. Honour and Con- 
fcience ; that (he might not leave a Nation, which the 
Misfortune of War ofelig'd her to draw into- her Inter*ft, 
in a worfe Condition than {lie found them. That after 
,ail the Pains {he had taken for procuring a fclid and 
lifting Peace to Europe, {he hop'd his M>jefty would not 
leave her with the Grief of having been the Occasion 
of the Lofs of 'the Privileges 6f that People ; but rather 
that in Regard to the Uriel; Rriendfliip which was fo 
near being eftallilh'd between both their Majefties, at 
well as the Union fo neceflary to the Interefts of both 
Nations, he would not make any Difficulty to grant 
this Favour to her Majefty, which the had fo«Hich at 
Heart. 

The- Marquefs do Bedmar'% Anfwer to this Memorial 
was, * That, this Point about the Catalans, having been 
' debated in the Treaty lately concluded, and Yiga'd iti 
this Court by his Excellency and himfelf ; the King does 
not fee that any thing further is to be done in the Mat- 
ter." This Treaty was fentto Btigland 9 and »tify*d by 
be Queen. Lord Dartmouth fays, that Lord BoJhgbrokt 
had the principal Share in the Negotiation ; and that the. 
Article of the Catalan was put in as foft Terns as was 
confident with the Queen's Honour to allow. The Terms 
of the Treaty are, ' That the Catalans (hall have the fame 
< Privilege's as the King's beft belov'd Sabjedh (thtCafiilians) 
4 enjoy*" When the King of Spain' had reeeiv'4 this con- 
vincing Proof of our Miniftry*s Attachment to his In- 
terefts, and that the Ties of the Q»een*i Honour and Con- 
ference were of no Force with them, when oppofed to 
his Defires, he takes a further Step, -and dtre&ly ^ropofes 
taLord Lexiqgtoti) that the Quern would affift him with 
Ships to block up Barcelona. 

His Lorplhip's Anfwer was, c That he was afraid this 

* Prppofal would meet with this Difficulty, That her Ma- 

* jefty wouja" be very unwilling to lend? her Ships to exte*- 

* annate a People that had taken up Arms, in a ^great- 

* Meafure at the I n (ligation of her Minifters-j and that 
*,{he would think (he ha^ done enough to gratify th.e 

* King, in not infilling tjpon the preserving jEbr them their 
c ancient Liberties, without helping to deftroy them,, " 
|Uit the Regard the Mini {try had to this Rwjfieft of, the 
fcogy will afterwards appear* The fimh Ambatfador 
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and the Princefs det Vrfins propofed to Lord Zestington, and 
the Night before he left Madrid, the Xing fent for him, 
and engaged him, to write a Letter, concerted with, and 
, approved by the King to the Regency of Barcelona, ad- 
vi/ing chtm to Submit themfelves to their. King. Hit 
Lordflrip adores them of hit conftant Endeavours to do 
the beft he could do for them u , tha^t God had not permit- 
ted him to do more than he had done: That if they 
would take their Refolution foon, before he was out of 
S^ifa,' he woold write for them in the Manner they 
(hould dejire $ and concludes his Letter with new Aflu- 
ranoes of his Concern for their tnterefts. To make this 
appear the more friendly to them, he tells them, * he 
c had entrufted the Conful at Alicant to get his Letter 
c conveyed to them, upon fome Pretence or other ; '* 
tho' a Duplicate of it was alfo.fent to the Count of It- 
cheraine, one of the King of Spain** Generals before the 
Town, with DireQion to have it fent in as by a Defer- 
ter, without his Knowledge. Mr. hutch his Lordlhip'g Se- 
cretary, amongft other Reafons, gives this for the wri- 
ting this Letter ; ( That if the Catalans had a mind to 
€ accommodate, the Queen would have the Mediation ; 
c and if they had nor, that then the Court of Spain would 

* fte, that her Majefty would be always ready to fcrvt 

* them." But tuts Artifice to induce the Catalam to a- 
baiidon their Defence, in Hopes of his Lordlhip's good 
Offices, had no Effeffc upon Men determined to die for 
the Liberty of their Country. * Nothing. but Force could 
extort that from them; and therefore Sir Patrick Lawles, in 
September 1713, prefects a Memorial, .to the fame Effc& 
with what was propofed the Month before by Lord Lex- 
ington in Spain ; fetting forth that the Catalans and Ma- 
pTcant had not fubmitted ehemftlves to the King's Obedi- 
ence, but had interrupted all Commerce andCorrefpondence 
in the Mediterranean ; and fulftnits it to the Cofthderation 
of the Queen, not only is Guarantee of the Treaty of 
Bvacuation, but at it concerned the Interefts of Great 
Britain ; and therefore his Catholic k Majefty hooes the 
Queen will order a Squadron of her Ships to reducehis Sub- 
jttli to their Obedience, and thereby rontyleat the Tran- 
quillity of Spain , and of the Mrditttranean Commerce.' 
As toon a* the Seafon of the Year would permit, a Fleet 
if accordingly fitted out for the Mediterranean, under the 
Command of Sir fakes Wifkart , whofe firft Inftrufhofrs 
bear Date February 18, and the Additional March iB, 
1713*14: by which he is ordered to inforce a ftri&Ob* 
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fervance of the Treaty of Evacuation in all its Parts ; 
and upon any Complaint! of the Queen's Subje&s, of In- 

, terruptions x of Commerce, or Depredations by the veflelt 
of Catalonia, Majorca, Sardinia, Naples, and other Places, 
to demand Reihtution ; and in Cafe of Refafal, to make 
Reprifals. To repair with the Fleet before Barcelona, then 
befieged by the Enemy, and demand immediate Payment 
of the Value of the Queen's Scores in the Town,orafufficient 
Security for Payment in fome reafonable Time. To take 
care to time his Arrival befpre the Town, according to the 
Advices from Lord Single), then defign'd to be fent to Spain ; 
by the ftrongeft Re pre fen tat ions to induce the Regency of 

- Barcelona to accept of the Terms that (hall be obsain'd 
for them. To take all the neceuary Meafures purfuant to 
the Queen's Intentions to put an End to the Confunons - 
that now reign in thofe farts ; And all proper Methods 
of Perfuaiion to induce the Inhabitants of Majorca to fub- 
mit to the Terms that flull be offered them. ; and in Cafe' 
of Refufal, to employ his Squadron in countenancing and 
aflifting all Attempts which maybe made for reducing 
them to a due Obedience, Here the Committee take no* 
tice, i. That altho' the Queen had engag'd herfelf by the 
Treaty of Evacuation, to interpofe her good Offices in the 
xnoft effectual Manner, to obtain for the Catalans their Liber* * 
ties j yet inftead thereof, the moil effectual Methods were 
ufed to the contrary, and Mr. trior acquainted Monf. 
Tony, that the Queen was afTur'd the Catalans .would fub- 
mit upon the Terms before offer* d by the King of Spain, 
without fo much as mentioning their a ncient Privileges 
any more. 2. That the French King who had put himfelf 
under the fame Obligation as the Queen, by the (aid Trea- 
ty, after this Account from Mr. Wor, of the Queen's Sen- 
timents, thought fie alfo not to afk for their Privileges ; 
Monf. Tony alfo alledging,that the King had .little Intereft 
with the Court of Spain* 3. That Britain was -under the 
fame Engagements by that Treaty, to fupport the Privi- 
leges of Majorca, as thofe of Catalonia, at the Time Sir 
James Wifiart had direct Orders to attack them* 4* That 
when tbefe rigorous Meafures were forming againft the 
Catalans, Lord Bolinghroke writes Word to Mr. Trior, That 
hy what we obfirye in the Catalan Agent here, 9 of whom we 
liaye never taken the leafi Notice as a fublick Man, it is 
pretty plain that a reafonable Accommodation might be made t 
as he exprefes it, with that turbulent People. What was. cal- 
led Turbulency in the Catalans, may appear by their An*, 
fwer to tlit Duke of Fopoli^ the King of Spain t jGene- 
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»1, who fumroon'd them to (iirrender. They told him, 
Ihey would rather die than be Slayes ; but if their ancient Li- 
berties were confirmed to them, they would of en their Gates and 
Ucevte him with ail Gladnefs. The Houfe of Lords expreis'd • 
their Concern in a public* Manner for the Miferies of 
the Catalans^ . and by 1 their Addrefi to the Queen,* Afrit 
3) 17149 made it their rnoft bumble and earneft Requeft 
to Jher Majefty, l That (he would be gracioufly pleas'd to 

* continue her Interposition in the rnoft preffing Manner^ 
4 that the Catalans may have the full Enjoyment of their 
' juft and ancient Privileges continued to them. " Her 
Majefty's Anfwer was, * That at the Time (he concluded 

* her Peace with Spain, (he refolvM to ufe her Interpofiti- 

* on upon every Occaiion for obtaining thofe Liberties, 
1 and to prevent, if poffible, the Misfortunes to which 

* that People are expos'd by the Conduit of thofe more 

* nearly concern 'd to help them. " Hereupon, for Form- 
fake, and to allay the Indignation conceiv'd againftthe 
Miniftry by the People in general, who compadtonated 
the Calamities of thofe who fought for Liberty, the De- 
mand of the Catalan Privi ledges is again put down in 
Lord Bingley'i Inftru&ions, who was before order'd to go 
to Spain, but was never fent. -So that the only Favour 
obtain'd from the Miniftry by. this earneft Addrefs of the 
•Houfe of Lords, in Behalf of the Catalans, was an inti- 
mation fent by Lord Bolingbroke to the Admiral not to 
appear before Barcelona, nor to attack the Majorcans, till he 
(hojld hear from Lord Bingley, and receive Directions from 
England. And alfo a Letter from his Lordfliip to Mr. Gri- 
maldo, above two Months after the Addrefi, tho* the 
Town was invefted at the Time of making it, wherein 
he makes a kind and friendly Complaint, a* he terms it, 
that the Catalan Privileges had not been yet granted - 
them, nor any reafbruble Terms ofifer'd, which they muft 
either have accepted, or forfeited the Queen's Compaf- 
(ion, and that of the whole World. The Admiral had 
alio his Scruples, whether his Orders would juftifie him in 
attacking Barcelona* He therefore .writes to the Lord fl©- 
lingbroke and Lord Bingley upon it, and fubmits it to Lord 
Bingley'% Confideragyon, whether the Catalans might not re- 
fufe Conditions that may be moil advantageous, if .they 
rind he is not to act by Force ; and defires that his Orders 
to a£t before Barcelona, either by Force, or otherwife, 
may be very plain and clear, alluring him that he will 
snoft pu&nally obey thofe already given him, and fuch 
as he (ball hereafter receive. When Sir jfamts WtOfart ar- 
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riv'd at Cadm, he gave the Gorernour a Lift of the Ship* 
under bit Command for the Medsttrranean Service, who 
fiat it immediately to Madrid - f but tho' feveral Mefiages 
came from Court to the Governour during the Admiral's 
Stay there, no one Compliment wit made him, to fig- 
nify hit Arrival was welcome, or any Queflion aflced, 
•bout what Services he wat to perform, whkh a little 
fin-prised hint ; that at foon at they had an Account at 
Madrid, of hit Arrival at C*di% % MuOrry wat difpatchM 
to Cataknia with full Power to treat with the Catalans ; 
( €o that, fayt he, it would appear, that tho' the King of 
' Spain hat all the Advantage of the Queen't Ships at much 
4 at if they were actually before Bartilona, by reprefenting 

* to thole People, which they very well know, pur Arri- 

* val in ehefe Parts ; and how far we are on our Way 

* to the Mediterrantmn^ yet the King would not feem to 

* owe the Succefs of fuch Agreement to the Queen and her 

* Ships, but to Wtanta only. 1 * But this Negotiation of 
Mr. Orry railing of Snccefs, by the Catalans refufmg to 
fubmit without having their Liberties granted them, o- 
blig'd the Court of Spain to take more Notice than other* 
wife they were inclin'd to do of the Admiral, who from 
Meant writes to Lord i'ug/ty, then expected at Madrid, 
that he had received a very civil Letter from Mr. GrimaU 
4>, who fent him the King's. Ordei^ for exempting the* 
Proviiiont for the Fleet from paying any Duty. He tells 
him, that that Exemption was ufually granted to the Ad- 
miral himfelf that commanded, but being a Trifle, he fub- 
mitt it to hit Lordftntp't better Judgment, whether the 
granting him this, might not be a Meant to prevent 
any Thing that might be intended by the Court at Madrid, 
more to his Advantage, and leaves it to hit Lordfitip's 
Confideratiqn, what may be moft for his Intereft at that 
Place; and hopes by his Friendfhip to find fome Marks 
of Favour from thence, in Regard to his Expence in 
this Epedition, fo much intended for their Service, and 
for jfrhich he has no Allowance from Home but his P«ty, 
which will not defray half his Charges. In another 
Letter of Sir famtsWijban to Lord Bingky^ he acquaints 
his Lordfhlp, that tho' he had formerly defir'd him to 
move the King of Spain, that the Grant of Exemption 
of Duties for Provifiom <for the Fleet might be made 
to himfelf, .yet upon farther Consideration of the Mar- 
ter, which is but of froall Moment, ' and may appear 
greater at the Courts of ty«f#and England than really* it 
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is, he defires his Excellency, not to take any Notice of 
it, but let it Hand as it does ; and defires his Excellen- 
cy's Countenance and Affiftance upon any other Occafion 
that the Court of Madrid, might take to exprefs their 
goodwill to him. Nor was it long before the Admiral 
gave' the Court of Spain more particular Proofs that he 
was not unworthy of their expected. Favours. After Bar* 
celona bad been inverted a considerable Time by the Spani- 
ardtj and redue'd to great Difficulties for Want of Pro- 
vifions, the French King, tho* engag'd with the Queen by 
the Treaty of Evacuation, to employ his good Offices in 
the raoft effectual Manner, in Favour of the Catalan Li- 
berties, thought fit to fend his Troops a gain ft them, com- 
manded by Marflnl Berwick, who open'd the Trenches 
before Barcelona the firft of f\dj y O. S. 17 14 : And on the 
Eighth of the fame Month, Sir famet. Wijkart, in the 
Queen's Name, writ them a threatening Letter, directed" to 
the Deputies, and others who poffefs'd the Government 
there, telling them, ( that Complaints had been made of 
4 their difturbing the Commerce of the Queen's Subjects, 

* and that they had infblently prefum'd to take, .carry up^ 

* and plunder their Ships, and ufed the Men in a barbar- 
4 ous Manner ; he had therefore thought fit to fead Cap- 

* tain Qordvn with two Men of War, to reprefent to them 
1 thefe unwarrantable and prefumptuous Proceedings, and 
1 by the Queen's Command demands im mediate Satisfaction 
1 for the fame, and the Punifhment of the Officers of the 
4 Ships with the* utmoft Severity* If this be not pun&u- 

* ally complied with, he leaves it to themfeives co> 
4 judge what the Confluences may be." 

The Deputies returned Anfwer, < That only one of tlio/e 
c Veffeli mention'd in Captain Gordon* % Memorial, was ta-

The Government d£ Barcelona, 'in their Extremity "writ 
another Letter to the Admiral, dated filly 23, fetting forth, 
That the Engagement Catalonia enter'd into, to receive 
Chirks III. for their King, was founded on theProte&ion 
of the High Allies,* but moil particularly of England ; 
that they had for feven Years endeavourM to ferve the 
Englijb Nation in every Thing- it was poflible for them 
to do, by contributing Troops, and confiderable Sums of 
Money without Intereftl And thb' they had pleas'd 
fhemfelves with the Thoughts of the Happinefs to be 
always Subjects Of Charles III. yet by the ordinary 
Change to which Human Affairs are liable, they now 
fee the Troops of the Duktf of . Anjnu, aided by the 
French^ Matters of all the Principality except Barcelona 
and Cordons^ committing through the whole the moft 
execrable Hoftilities, Burnings and Pionder ings, without 
fparing the Eflufion of innocent Blood, and without pi- 
ftindhon of Age or Sex. That for a Year together the. 
Enemy's Army had opprefs'd Barcelona by Sea and Land, 
making them continually fuffer the Calamity of fo long 
a Blockade ; during which Time, the Enemies have 
thrown fourteen thoufand Bombs into the ToWn, which 
have ruin'd the greateft Part of the Houfes : That now 
they expelt to be at tack *d in Form, they cannot ex* 
prefs their Affliction, to fee the Danger of the Inhabi- 
tants exposed to be the Vidlims of that Cruelty with 
which the Enemy threatens to treat them. Having no 
Comfort left, they fly to the Queen of Great Britain, 
befeechiflg her Protection by the inclos'd Letter to Don 
DatmafiS) their Envoy at London; and in the mean 
Time, till an Anfwer can come, they befeech his Ex- 
cellency from their Souls to mediate with the French 
Troops who opprefi them, for a Sufpenfion 6f Arms, 
fince the Congrefs at Baden now fitting to conclude of a 
general Peace, may (till determine this Affair ; they 
doubt not that his Mediation will be able to procure 
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'them this Relief} fince bis Squadron it fuperior to that 
of the Enemy. They fee no other Remedy in Nature 
for their Misfortunes, and therefore hope his Excellen- 
cy will not refufe them ; that if Catalonia has merited 
any Thing by its Services, and by its Conjunction with 
the Englijb Nation, this is the Time to receive the Fruits 
of it \ that it is worthy of his Excellency to comfort 
the Afflicted, and not to deny them this Favour in their 
great Necefliry. 

How the Admiral was affected with this Letter may 
ppear by one of his to Lord Bingley^ dated, Auguft the 7fh f 
wherein he acquaints him. That hit* Grimaldo hadfigni* 
fed to him from the' King of Spain, that all the Kings Shipt 
of. War being employ* d he fori Barcelona, Hit Majefy eould not 
fend anp of them to meet bit Stota then coming home ; and there- 
fore d%Rr*d the Admiral to fend three efm upon that Ser* 
yicty which not accordingly comptyd with. Of tins he had ac- 
quainted lord Bolingbroke. and hopd to meet with Her Mojo* 
/?/i Approbation, The Catalans thus abandoned, and given up 
to their Enemies, contrary to Faith and< Honour, were 
not however wanting in their own Defence, but appeal- 
ing to Heaven, and hanging up at the High Alcar the 
Queen's folemn Declaration to protect them, underwent the 
• utmoft Miferiesof a. Siege ; during which, what Multitudes 
pertfh'd by Famine and the fword r How many have fince 
been executed r And how many Perfons of Figure are 
ftill difpers'd about the Spanijh Dominions in Dungeons, 
is too well known. However, the Calamities of the Gt- 
talant cannot be imputed to Great Britain in general, a* 
bui'd by the Miniftry, with repeated Afiurances, that eve- 
ty Thing was doing for the Prefervation of that unfor- 
tunate People, 

The Committee find frequent Mention made of the Ab- 
bot Gfi4/iitr,who, altho* he does not appear to have had any 
publick Character, redded in England during the greateft 
Part of this Negotiation, and upon extraordinary Occaii- 
ons, was very often fent backward and forward. But 
the Share he had in the more publick Tranfactions, was 
not his only Bufinefs. It is evidenr, that Tome Negocia-* 
tions which requir'd more than ordinary Privacy, were 
verbally rranfacted, arvd upon all fuch Occafions, Abbot 
Gualtier was the Perfon to whom the French and Englijb 
Minifters mutually referr'd each other. And as nothing 
could be a greater Secret than all Matters relating to the 
Pretender, this Province was particularly allotted to Ab-

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Dot Guahier 7 that thro* bis Hands, and nnder his Convey, 
ance, by French Couriers going continually betwixt France 
and England^ Inch Practices might be carried on with 
great S^ftty^ which in any other Manner had been too 
dangerous an Undertaking.

Torcy y He had deferred writing to him eflate, uTj 
the neeefaryDifpofitions mere made among on* People at Heme, and 
till the Queen had taken the only Befolmtjon which could being 
me in a jtort Time to. a good and filtd Feace. fbare nem the 
Satisfaftioit te tell yen, that this Refolntion it taien^ and thaw 
Mr. Hurley will carry with him this Nighty er te Morrow Met- 
ningj the final Inflrnclions of the Queen te her Plenipotenti- 
aries. I refer myfeff to Mr. Guiltier, to explain to you mora 
at Jorge the Subjefl of this Gentleman? $ Commtjpon, and what 
the Queen hofes ItU Mofl Chrifiian Majefly wit do to co-operate 
withher. Is not to be ex peeled, that thofe who have been 
fo careful to fupprefs Matters of left Importance, would 
leave behind them any Tran factions that might tend di- 
redly to favour the Caufe of the Pretender. Bui as the 
Committee has obferv'd feveral Paflages which area plain 
Indication of the Regard with which the Caufe and Perlba 
of the Pretender were treated, as often as mentioned, they 
thought fit to bring them together, and lay them before 
the Hoiife in one View. There is a Paper that was left in 
Lord Bolingbroke'% Clofer, dated at VerfMes^ Sept. 24, 171 i t 
endors'd, as other Office-Papers uftully are. It gives an Ac- 
count that the Pope's Nuncio had in his (ait Audience of 
file King, made the following Declaration : The Court of 
Rome being fully inform *a\ that France was endeavouring to 
procure a Ft ace upon the mofl advantageous Terms that was 
foffible ; and being ptrfuaded, that if the Peace flhnid he made 9 
England would not fufer that the King of France Jbouidfer- 
mit tin "Brine of Whiles to continue in his Realms \ the Court 
of Rome ofert to the King of France to give this 'Prince an: 
Asylum at Rome, or any other Part of the Ecclefiaftick Domi- 
nions.

It cannot be forgot what great Strefs and Weight was 
laid upon the Removal of the Pretender out of the Do- 
minions of France. This was what all the Nation with 
great Juftice ex petted, and what the Queen declar'd was 
taken Cajre of, as an additional Security to the Proteftant 
Socceilion. But his removing out of Prance, and being 
permitted to reiide in terrain, was not only a great Sur- 
prize to all the Nation, but was receiv'd with fuch juft In- 
dignation, that the Parliament addrefs'd the Queen upon this 
Occasion, That fie would infifi upon hit Removal from Lomin, 
that Refiience Being equally, or more dangerous to Great Bri- 
tain, than hts Abode in France. Her Majefty's An Aver, 
That fie would repeat her Infantes, occafion'd in the Houfe 
of Lords a becoming Refefitment, that the Duke of Lorraiu 
ihould preAiroe to receive and entertain the Pretender to 
her Crown, in Defiance to her Majefty's Application to 
the contrary. But it will now appear in what Manner 
the Removal of the Pretender oat of France, was fettled, 
and that his redding at terrain was not only with the 
Approbation, but even by the Direction and Appointment' 
of the £ngIt/JbMiniftry. 

Mr. St. John^ in his Letter to Monf. de Torcy, May 14, 
171a, 0. 5. concludes with frying, Me hopes , that with the

The Com mi t tee obferve, there are two Copies of this pri- 
vate Letter, one delivered by Lord Bolingbroke, the other 
enter'd in Lord Strafford's Book : And in the Copy of 
this Letter given in by Lord Bolingbroke, thk PafTage, 
That Abbot Guaitier Jhall write about the Cheyalier, is omit* 
ted by his Lord (hip.- June 22, 1712, N. S. Monf. de Torey 
writes two Letters to my Lord BoUngbroke ; In the pub- 
lick Letter nothing, is faid of the Pretender; the private 
Letter concludes with faying, / hayt the Honour to fend 
you a Letter under the King's Hand, for her Britannick Majefiy, 
.and I refer you to what the Abbot Guaitier Jhall fay to yeu, 
about the Departure of the Chevalier. 

a Aug. 21, 171 2, Lord Bolingbroke being then in France, 
in his Dif patch to the Earl of Dartmouth, fays, The Cheya- 
lier has fix*d his Departure for the firfi of next Month, 
Jf.S. they propofe that he JhaU retire to Bar ; and they' intend 
to write to the Luke of Lorrain, to ash of. the Emperor, 
/tnd other Princes, a Security for his Perfon, during his Reft- 
deuce in that Place. But on the 28th of December, 171 2, 
N. £ it appears, that the Chevalier was {till in France, up- 
on which Account Mr. Prior writes thus to my Lord Bo- 
lingbroke : Another Point upon which this Court is rery folici-

Jhew the Charity of the Queen, and the Generofity of her Lord 
Treafurer, 

The Pa peri referred to in Mr. Prior's Letter, contain an 
Account of what the Duke of lorrain had done at the 
De/ire of the King of France, .to obtain from the Allies 
the neceflkry Safeguards for the Chevalier. .He fays, That 
underftanding that the Queen of Great Britain had already 
granted her Safeguard or Protection to the Chevalier de St. 
George, he belie* d they had no more to do ) hut to apply to 
the Emperor, and to the States deneral. By this Account it is 
evident, that Abbot Gitaltier managed the Affairs of the 
Pretender, with whom fucb Practices were verbally to be 
tranfacletl, as our Miniftry did not think proper to com- 
mit to writing. That the Place to which he was to go, 
becaufe no Body would receive him at the Hazard of the 
Queen's Difpleafure, and where he might remain in Safe* 
ty, was to be prefcrib'd from England. That this was not 
fix'd and determined till Lord Bolingbrokt went into France* 
And if hit tardihip's Inftruihons are con fide r*d, it will 
be hard to rind in them any Thing of that Importance 
and Secrecy 5 as to require his going in Perfon to fettle itk 
His LorcHhip gives an Account from thence, that the Pre- 
tender was to go to Bar, and this is acquicfe'd in here, 
without the leaft Objection made. 

The Miniftry are told by Mr. trior. That the Court of 
France hopes, by our Intereft, fucti Paftportt would be 
procured as might fecure his Perfon : And in the Paper 
fent to France from the Duke of terrain, it is atierted, That 
the Queen of Great Britain had already granted her Pro* 
te&ion to the Pretender. But Nor ember the 6th, 1713, 
Lord Bolingbroke writes to Mr. Prior, Her Atajtfy haying 
repeated to the Duke of Lorrain the Itiftances which you know 
have been fo often made to the Afofi thrift tan King, for re*> 
moving the Pretender to her Crown out of his Dominions, I am 
direcled to acquaint you therewith, that you may fp**k to 
the Minifter of Lorrain, and to any other Minifter whom you 
flail think proper, and let them know it is abfolutely incon- 
fiflent with t^e Amity and good Correfpondente that is between 
the Queen and their Mafters, to receive into theif Dominions^ 
or to proteol a Perfon, who difputes her Ma) eft ft Title, and en+ 
ieavours to diHutb the Peace of her Kingdoms.* That' you may 
be able to /hew them that this is the coUettilfi fafi of the 
whole Nation, as well as the Queen's Command to ym % I here- 
with fend you the Addrtjfes of both Houfis of Parliament. 
This can be underftood as no roar* than a bare' Compli- 
ance with the AddreiTet of Parliament. And to (hew 
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bow little Refentmenc and Indignation was ccftceivM 
againft the Duke of Leffaon for this Indignity oEct'd to 
ber Majefty, the Committee in&rt here a Letter wrote by 
Lord BoUngbrokt to Mr. frier, within four Days after bis 
laft mention \1 Letter upon the 3abje& of the Pretender. 
Thit Unify fays Lord Bolingbroie to Mr. Prior, will be de- 
liver' d t§ you by the Baron de Forftner, who hat been twice at 
tmr Court with the Cbaratftt of Enroy from tin- Duke of 
Lorrain, and who is extremity well with your Friends en thit 
Side of the Water, that I mam no doubt hut that he will he 
* welcome Acquaintance to you : I mufi at the fame Time 
recommend' the Intertg of the Unite of Lorrain hu Mafier t& 
your Care, Ton know, Sir, how little that Prince has yet felt 
the good Efecls of what was fltpidattd for him at Ryfwick : 
Tou know, Sir, how juflly hi pretends to an Equivalent from 
thit Emferor for tht Montferrat, which wot ginn away from 
him f the King of Sicily. In a Word, yen aft , enough of- 
friud of hit Wants, of hit Expectations, and of her Majefy 9 * 
aarnefi Defirt, if by any Means fie can, to contribute to the 
Eafe, and to the Adrantage of a Prince, who deferres mitch 
bitter Vj age than he hat on many Occafions met with* 

There are feveral other Letters that were wrote after 
the Addrefs of Parliament to prefs the removing of the 
Pretender from lorrain ; but 'tis needle A to obferve what 
little Effe& was to be expeded from foch Representations 
made in the fcveral Courts of Europe, which were known 
to be contrary to the Senfe and Intention of the Court of 
Great Britdin. And if any further Deraonfttation was 
wanting to (hew their true Spirit aud Inclination, it may 
be obferv'd, that the Addreffies in Parliament* were made 
in fitly 1713 V *fld the firft Letter that Lord BoHnghroke 
wrote in Purfuance of thofe Addrefles, was on the 6th of 
November^ which was four Months after the Addrefles 
were presented to the Queen. 

The Committee in fere here an Extract of a Memorial 
touching the Demolition of the Sluices of Dunkirk t deli- 
ver'd by Monf. de Torcy to Lord BeJinghnke at Paris, in 
ofuguft 17x2. It knot our Bufinefs now to examine whither 
$he jQuftn of England, # 4«i the Englifli Nation, were in the 
Might to demand the Demolition of the Fortifications, and tin 
filling up tht Harbour of Dunkirk, that is a Thing nfely'd 
and agreed ufon* It may perhaps tome to pafs in tht Courfi 
afthk A fait, for Reafens eafily to he forefeen, that England 
fiaU repeat hating demanded tlx Demohtion of a Piatt, and 
tht DiftrttclUn of an Harbour, which might be 9 f gnat Vfh 
in Covimftms which Perhaps art not rery remote* 
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The Committee do not take upon them to explain what 
Conjuncture Prance had in View, and which they thought^ 
not very remote, when Dunkirk might be of particular 
Service ; but thinkf it proper to conclude thit Part of the 
Report with obferving, that the Pretender did,, immedi- 
ately upon the Demife of the late Queen, publifli a De- 
claration, which the Duke of terrain hai acknowledge 
in hii Letter of the 6th of December, 171 4, that he re- 
ceiv'd from the" Pretender himfelf, wherein ii chii re* 
markable Pafoge. Tet contrary te our Expectations upon the 
Death of the Frincefs our Sifter^ (of whefe rood Intentions to* 
maris us we could not for feme Time paft well doubt ; and thie 
mas the Iteafon we then fat ft ill, expetting the good Efecls 
thereof, which were unfortunately presented by her deplorable 
Booth) we found that our Teoplej inflead of taking this fa* 
your able Opportunity of retrieving the Honour and true Into- 
reft of their Country, by doing us and themfehet fufiice, had 
immediately proclaim' x d for their King a foreign Prince y to out 
Prejudice^ contrary to the Fundamental and Inconteftoble Laws 
of Hereditary Right) which their pretended Artt of Settlement 
can never Abrogate. 

Afrer this, the Committee infert at large a Letter from 
the Earl of Oxford and Mortimer to the Queen, dated June 
the 9th, 17x4 ; with an Account of Publick Affairs from 
Auguft the 8th, 17x0, to June the 8th, 17x4, all Written 
with his own Hand.

HER Majefty on tbe 9th of Augufl 9 1710, was pleas'd 
to alter her Treafury^ and two Days afrer, ill a 
new Commiffion, Robert Har!ey y by her M^jefty's great 
Favour, was made Chancellor ot the Exchequer. The 
State of Affairs ac Home and Abroad are frclh in every 
ones Memory. ^ 

The Condition of the Treafury at that Time was laid 
before her M jetty in a large Reprefentation. I beg leave 
to touch fome few Heads. The Army was in the Field ; 
j)o Money in the Treafury; none of the Remitters would 
Contract again ; the Bank had refus'd to lend a Hundred 
Thoufand Pounds to Lord Godotyhin on very good Secu- 
rity ; the Navy, and other Branches of Service, Eleven 
Millions in Debt, which enhancM the Price of every 
Thing pro port ion ably ; the Civil Lift in Debt about Six 
Hundred Thoufand Pounds, and the yearly Income too 
little for the currant certain Ex pence, by the loweft 
Computation* One Hundred Twenty Four Thoufand, Four 
Hundred Ninety Five Pounds, Two Shillings and Four 
Pence. 

In a few Days this new Commiflion made Provision 
for paying the Army by the greateft Remittance that had 
ever been known ; tho* the Op po fit ion from every Office, 
which was full of Perfbns who* were Enemies to the 
Change made by the Queen, was very ftrong, and very 
troublefome and vexatious ; and fuch was the Situation 
of Affairs, that nothing but great Patience could ever 
have overcome thefe Difficulties ; it being impoffible, 
as well as unavoidable, to make Removes, but by De- 
crees, 

As foon as it was poffible, (and notwithstanding the 
Clamours then rais'd, it was the only proper Time) a new 
Parliament is call'd. "Its firft Meeting was Norember the 
27th, 17 10, Robert Harley had prepar'd the Funds ready, 
(before the Parliament met, as he has done 'every Seffion 
to this Day) not only for the Current Service of the Year, 
both by Sea and Land, but alio for eating the Nation of 
above Nine Millions of Debt. This was thought fa Chi- 
merical 
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merical when Jlofar; Harley did begin to open ir, chat ic 
was treated with Ridicule, until he fhew'd how pra&ica- 
ble it was. It is true, this gave great Reputation Abroad, 
and enabled to treat advantageoufly of a Peace ; it rais'd 
finking Credit at Home ; but at the fame Time as it drew 
Envy upon Harley from fome, and the Rage of others, fo 
it gave Offence to fome of iiis Fellow Servants, who told 
him plainly, that he ought to have told his Secret, and 
if he would not get Money himfelf, he ought to have 
let his Friends (hare a Hundred Thoufand Pounds, which 
would not have .been felt or found out in fo vafl a Sum as 
Nine or Ten .Millions. 

To this Principle was owing the letting on Foot at this 
Time the unhappy Voyage to Canada : To all which 
Meetings Harley avoided coming, and gave Lord Roche ft er 
his Reafons, and after he defir'd his Lor el (hip to be a 
Means to the Queen to hinder that Expedition ; but it 
happen'd to be too late. But Lady Afajfam knows how 
much Harley was concern'd at it, tho 1 he did not know 
the true Spring of that Voyage, which will appear after 
in this Paper. 

The Beginning of February, 1710-11, there began to 
be a Division amongft thofe cali'd Tories \n the Honfe, 
and Mr. Secretary St. fohn thought it convenient to be 
lifting a feparate Party for himfelf* To prevent this, 
Lord Rochtfter and Harley defiVd to have a Meeting, and 
to cool fuch rafh Attempts ; and it was contriv'd Mr." 
Secretary & John' (hould invite us to Dinner, (which was 
the laft Time he ever invited Robert HarJey , being now 
above three Years) where was Duke of Shrewsbury, Earl 
Poulet, Lord Rochefier, and others ; and Lord Rochefler 
took the Pains to calm the Spirit of Divifion and Am- 
bition. 

Harley was at this Time feiz'd by a violent Fever, and ' 
on his firft coming Abroad, March 8, met with a Misfor- 
tune which conrin'd him many Weeks. The Tranfadti- 
ons during that Time are too publick, as well as too black, 
for Harley to remember or to mention. 

In the End of May 171 1, the Queen, out of her a-. 
bounded Goodnefs, was pleas'd to confer undeferv'd Ho- 
nours on Robert Harley • and on the 29th of the fame* 
Month, was pleas'd to put the Treasurer's Staff into bis 
Hands : A Pod fo much above Harleft Abilities to ftrug- 
gle with, that he had nothing but Integrity and Duty tq 
recommend him to her Majefty's Choice ; fo he moil have: 
Recourfe to her Majefty's tranfeendent Goodnefs and Mercy 
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to pardon all his Faults and Failings, both of Omiftion 
and Commiffion. during the whole Courfe of his Ser- 
vice. 

But to return and refume the Thread of this Difcourfe : 
The 4th of June 1711, three Days after the Treafurer was 
fworn, he was furpriz'd with a Demand of Twenty 
Eight Thou fa nd Thirty Six Pounds and Five Shillings, 
for Arms and Merchandize, fa id to be fent to Canada* 
When the Treafurer fcrupled this, Mr. Secretary St. John 
and Mr. Moor canoe to him with much Pafiion upon this 
Affair; and about a Fortnight after, trie Secretary of 
State fignify'd the Queen's pofitive Pleafure to have that 
Money paid ; and accordingly her Majefty fign*d a War- 
rant fitnt 21, »nd the Treafurer not being able then, with 
all his Precaution, todifcover further Light, the Money 
was paid July the 4th, 171 1. Since the Return from thac 
Expedition, the Secret is difcover'd, and the Treafurer** 
Sufpicion juftify'd ; for the Publick was cheated of above 
Twenty Thoufand Pounds. There is Reafon to be more 
particular upon this Head, becaufe it is one of the Things 
never to be forgiven the Treafurer ; -and Lord Chancellor 
told him more to that Purpofe; that they told him no 
Government was worth ferving, that would not let them 
make thofe Advantages, and get fuch Jobhs. 

One Thing more is cravM Leave to be added, That the 
Treafurer was forc'd to ufe all his Skill and Credit to 
keep the Houfe of Commons from examining this Affair 
laft Parliament. 

June the 12th, 1712, the firft Seflion of laft Parliament 
ended. From this Time, to the Beginning of the next 
Seflion, the Treafurer's Hands were full of negbciating 
the Peace in all Courts Abroad ; and belides the ordinary 
and neceflary Duty of his Office at Home, he had fre- 
quent Occafion of calming the Quarrels and Grudges Mr. 
Secretary had fome times againft Lord Dartmouth^ forte 
times againft l*dy Ma/fitm, and fometimes againft tht 
Treafurer htmfelf. 

The fecond Seflion of the hft Parliament began Decern- 
her the 7th, J711. This was attended with great Diffi- 
culties and Dangers, as well from the Practices of the 
Discontented here* as the Defigns carry'd on by Mr. Bssjtt, 
Prince Eugene, and Bothmar ; in which Denfigs concurred 
the Emperor, and other States and Princes who gain'd by 
the War. This put her Majefty under a Sort of Neceflity 
to preferve the whole, and to take a Method which had 
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been fifed before to create forne new Peers. So many 
having been brought formerly out of the Hoafe of Com* 
mons of thofe who afed to manage Publick Affairs, it 
was propos'd to Mr. Secretary, That if he would be con- 
tented to flay in the Hotrfe of Commons that Stflions, her 
Majefty would have the Goodnefs to create him a Peer, 
and that' he (hould not lofe his Rank. The fecond Seffion 
ended the aift of fum % 171*; and notwithftanding Both- 
mrft Memorial, and all other Attacks both from Abroad 
and at Home, Supplies were provided, and every Thing 
relating to the Publick put upon a good Foot, and the 
Malccon tents began to defpair, as appeared by the Duke 
of Marlborough retiring Abroad, and other Particulars. 

After the Seflion was ended, the Queen, as file had pro- 
mis 9 d, order'd a Warrant for Mr. Secretary St. John to be 
a Viicount ; this happen'd to put him in the utmoft Rage 
agaioft the Treafurer, Lady Maffam^ and without fparing 
the greateft. It did avail very little, to tell him how 
much he had got in Place ; for had he been created with 
the other Lords, it would have fallen to his Share to have 
come next after Lord 7Vrwr ; but the Treafurer with great 
Patience bore all the Storm, of which Lord Msjfam was 
often a Witnefs of the outrageous Speeches ; and Mr. 
Moor very lately told the Treafurer, that Lord Bolingbrokt' 
faid very lately to him, that he ow'd him a Revenge upon 
that Head This Difcontent continu'd, until there hap- 
pen'd an Opportunity of fending him to Franc* ; of 
which there was not much Occaiion ; but it was hoped, 
that this would have put him in good Humour ; which 
it did, until in Otlobor 17x2, there were Knights of the 
Garter made. This created a new Disturbance, whiah is 
too well remember*d, and breaks out now very often 
in outrageous Expreffions publickly againft all then 
made. 

In Noytmbtr, on the Death of Duke Hamilton, he was 
much againft Duke Shrewsbury'* going, for Reafons very 
plain, which then were in Negotiation ; for before 
the lift Seflion of that Parliament began, a new Mo* 
del was fram'd> or a Scheme of Miniiftry ; which how 
they afterwards came to tall out, will appear in its due 
Place. 

The third and laft Seffion began Jfril the 9th, 1713, 
which was. aa foon as the Peace was concluded, and could 
be procUinrtL It is not decent to take Notice, That dur- 
ing this whole Negociation, the Treafurer was oblig'd by 
bis own Hand, and his own Charge, to correfpond in all 
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the Courts cancer n'd in the Negotiation ; and very often 
he had the good Lack to fet right feveral Mi (lakes, and to 
obtain fome Things viry little expelled ; bat the only 
Merit of this belongs to her Majefty, the Credit of whofe 
Favour brought it about, and gave Power to the Treasurer 
toad with Soccefs. 

During this Seffion, the Lqrds of the Cabinet, and 
others, met every Saturday at the Treafurer's, in order to 
carry on the Queen's Bufinefs, as they had done the Tear 
before on Thurfdays. Many Offers were made, and re- 
peated by the Treafurer, in order to attack former Offen- 
ders, and quiet the Minds of the Gentlemen, and of the 
Church Party ; and the only Reafon for this failing, was, 
becaufe of the Project Lid for their new Scheme, and 
putting themfelves at the Head, as they call'd it, of the 
Church Party. . 

This being the laft Seffion of Parliament, and fome 
Gentlemen fearing their Elections, and fome for other 
Reafons, dropt the Bill of Commerce. The Treafurer 
faw this Opportunity, and immediately took it, and pre- 
vailed with Sir Thomas Hanmer, and others, to come into 
the Payment of the Civil Lift Debts, incurred before the 
Change of the Treafury, tho* the prefent Treafurer was 
rail'd at and malign'd ; which he chofe to bear patiently, 
rather than own the true Reafon, that there was no Mo* 
ney tp do it with, which would have ruin'd all at once. 
This Step of paying the Debts, put the Malecontented 
into the otmoft Rage, which they did very publickly ex- 
prefs in both Houfes. This laft Seffion of that Parliament, 
and the third fince the Change of the Miniftry, ended 
July the x6th, 171 5. 

The Peace with Trance being over, and it growing ne- 
ceflary to put her Ma jetty's Affairs into a further and 
more fettled Regulation, and to eafe the Treafurer of the 
Burthen, as well as Envy, of fuch a Bulk of Bufinefs ; 
her Majefty was pleas'd to approve of the Scheme of the 
Duke ofOrm&nd's flaying here to attend the Army Affairs, 
which was neceflary at the Time of Difbanding ; Duke 
Shrewsbury to go to Ireland, upon his Return from France ; 
Lord Ftndlater to be Chancellor of Scotland ; Lord Mat 
third' Secretary ; Lord Dartmtuth Privy Seal j Mr. 
Bromley Secretary of State, and Sir William Vfyndbam Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer. lam fure the Queen very well 
remembers the Rage this caus'd, as perfectly defeating 
their Scheme, and (hewing that her Majefty would put 
her Affairs upon a folid Foot ; the Lord Chancellor faid it 
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w*s againft Law ; and to this Day will not treat Lord 
FindUter with Decency; and Lord Mar has mer with ma- 
ny ill Treatments, as well as Mr. Secretary Bromley. But 
that 1 he Treafurer might leave th em without Excufe, and 
make her Majefty's Affairs,, if pofiible, t^Cy with and to 
thofe in her Service, as foon tt he was Tecover*d enough 
to write, he wrore a large Letter to Lord Bo'ivgbroko^ 
containing his Scheme of the Queen's Affairs, and what 
wm necefftry for Lord Bolingbroh to do, as belonging only 
to his Province. 

This Letter was dated fitly the 25th, 1713, and was 
anfwer'd fuly (he 27th by Lord Bofingbroho ; the Copy 
was lhown Co Lady Maffam y who came to vifit the Trea- 
furer, then confin'd to his Chamber ; and (he then thought 
it was a very good one, and what was proper for the 
Occafion. 1 believe the whole would be of Ufe to give 
Light ro her Majefty into the Ground and Foundation of 
the Follies and Madnefs which have iince appeared ; the 
whole is ready for her Majefty *s Perufal when fhe 
pleafes. 

In this Letrer the* Treafurer gives an Account to Lord 
Bolingbroh of the Occa/ions, or rather the Pretences for 
giving Difturbance to the Queen's Servants. He propbfes 
the Remedy, and what was requisite to be done by hirn 
as Secretary in his own Province, and alio AfTurance of 
the Treafurer's Afliftance to theutmoft, and of his Defire 
to confult with him (Lord Bolingbroke) how to unite the 
reft of our Friends. Being then tick, the Treafurer toolc 
the Liberty to put Lord Bolingbroke in Mind of the feve- 
ral Particulars which then required Difpatch, and were 
foUly belonging co his* Province, without any other In- 
terpofiuon, than that of taking your Majefty's Direction. 
Among ft others, that of a Circular Letter upon the Ad* 
drcfles of both Houfes relating to the Pretender. This was 
not done in three Months. His Lordfliip wrote Word it 
was done fitly the 27th. 

In the fame Letter the Treafurer propos'd, that (ac- 
cording to the Treaty of Peace) Care fhould be taken of 
the following Particulars, ?i«. Newfoundland, Hudfon'% 
Bay, Acadia, St. Cbrifiefhers y the Affiento, and other Things 
cbntain'd in the Treaties of Commerce. Thefe Particu- 
lars the Treafurer thought to have been executed, until 
within a few Weeks he heard the contrary by Accident, 
and that the Time in tlje feveral Treaties was elaps'd. 
Upon this, the Treafurer, on Wednefday fttne 2, told 
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Mr. Moor of this, and that every body would be liable to 
Blame who are in the Queen's Service . 

Thtrfday y ftmt 3, 1714, Lord BoUngbreke writes to the 
Treafurer a Letter, which begius thus : Mr. Moor has .beat 
this Morning with me y and hat put into my Hands a 2afer 9 
which ho c*Mt 9 (I think not improperly) a Charge ufon use. 
This Paper contains the Neglect abovememion'd in the 
Treasurer's Letter of July 2$, 171 3, eleven Months before ; 
and yet theft Faults are now charg'd upon the Treasurer. 

Hereupon the Committee obferve, that his Lordfliip hat 
here taken to himfelf the Credit of cor ref ponding by his 
own'Hand, and at his own Charge, in all the Courts con- 
cern'd in the preftnt Negotiations, and that very often 
he ha* had the good Luck to fet right feveral Miftakes, and 
to obtain fome Things very little expe&ed. That he boaft- 
ed of his laying hold of a leafonable Opportunity in Pari la- 
ment, upon rejecting the Bill of Commerce, to prevail 
with the Members of the Houfe of Commons to come into 
the Payment of the Civil Lift Debts ; and has alio charg'd 
feveral Perlons, then in high Stations In her Majefty's Ser- 
vice, with Corruption and Imbezilmenr of the Publick 
Money ; and prefumed to recommend himfelf to her Ma- 
jefty, by having us'd all his Skill and Credit to keep the 
Houfe. of Commons from examining into the fame; And 
the Committee having receiv'd Information, that large 
Sums of Money had been directed for special 'Services re- 
lating to the War, by Signs Manual, and Warrants upon 
the fame, counterlign'd by his Lordfliip; which Sums 
were, afterwards paid to his Lordship's Order : The Com- 
mittee thought fit to lay before the Houfe, Copies of the 
fkid Signs Manual, and Warrants, and Orders thereupon. 

The Committee having likewift obferv'd feveral Tranf* 
actions, Orders, and Directions, given by the Minifters 
in the Queen's Name, in no Manner agreeable to her 
Majefty's Sentiments and Intentions, as exprefs'd in feve- 
ral Meflages to Parliament, and Speeches from the Throne, 
concerning the Terms of Peace which flw was pleafed to 
communicate to both Houses ; thought it their Duty to 
enter into a particular Examination of this Matter, and 
to compare her Majesty's Declarations, with the Meafures 
that her Minifters prelum 'd to take in carrying on theft 
important Negotiations. The fail Time the Queen made 
Mention of the Peace to the Parliament, was Dtcembtr 1 1, 
X7X1, when nothing had been concluded between England 
and trance, but the Special Preliminaries fign'd by the 
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Earl of Dartmouth and Mr. St. Jahn on the Part of England, 
and Monfieur Mefnager on the Part of France^ Stptember 
the 27th, 17115 and the General Preliminariei fign'd by 
Monfieur Mtfndpr only, which weie feut over by the 
Earl of Straford, at the Foundation of a General Peace. 

After thefe Preliminariei were fign'd, Mr. St. John 
preft'd Monfieur it Torrj, that the King of Pranct would 
explain himfelf with Regard to the Allies ; and Aich Ex- 
plications at the King of Franct thought fit to make, are 
contain'd in the Anfwer to the Memorial brought by M. 
Quahitr^ Number x8, 171 x. Upon which, her Majefty 
at the opening of that Seflion, in laying before the Par- 
liament the State of the Treaty then on Foot, Aid, c That 
4 notwithstanding the Arts of thofe who delight in War, 
4 both Place and Time are appointed for opening the Trea- 

* ty of a General Peace. Our Allies, efpecially the States 

* General, whofe Intereft I look upon as infeparable from 

* my own, have, by their ready Concurrence, exprefs'd 
c their Confidence in me." The Queen thought the States 
had readily concurred with her ; but it mull be remetn^ 
ber'd, that the States had in the ftrongeft Manner repre* 
fented againft the Propofitioni fign'd by Monf. Mtfnagir^ 
as too general and uncertain, not being* a fufficient Foun- 
dation, upon which a Negociation might be hazarded 5 
ehty dreaded the fatal Oonfequences of opening the gene- 

. ral Conferences, before the Articles otTer'd by Prance were 
made fjpecifick, and before they knew what they were to 
truft to, fbr their own Barrier, and their Commerce. But 
inftead of acquainting the Queen with thefe Re pre fen ca- 
tions, or acting according to her Majefty's Sentiments, 
Mr. St. f$hn 9 O&ober 9, declares, ' Certain it is, that her 
' Majefty is 10 far determined in her Meafures, that thofe 

* will deceive themfelves, who may imagine by Delay to 
( break them." And Oftobtr 49, i The Queen remains 
c firm in her firft Refolution, of caufTng the Conferences 

* to be open'd upon the Articles fign'd by MonC Mefnager" 
And Normber 2, * The Queen will not finally concert a 
< Plan for the Profecution of the War with the State*, 
! until they join with her in agreeing to open the Con- 

* ferences of Peace.*' And Nmrnfrerir, Lord Stsfert 
lays, * He had now told them her Majeily's Order to him 

* was to declare, that (he Humid look upon any Delay as 
' a Refufal to comply with her Proportions." By thefe 
Threats, and extraordinary Meafures, the States are com- 
pelled , by the Queen's Miniftert, to confent to open the 
Couftrenoes j when at the fame Time her Majefty was 
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perfuaded^ chat they readily concurr'd in what had been 
proposed to them, fl.r Maj ft y declares, {he looks upoa 
the Intereft of the States General ro be infe parable from 
her own. Mr. St. John declares, That Britain had ft one fo 
much too far in weaving her I ate reft into that of the 
Continent, that it would prove no eafy Tafk to d if en- 
tangle them, without tearing and rending. 

The Queen Ays further, l The Princes and States which 
4 have been engag'd with us in this War, being by Trea- 
c ties entitled to have their fcveral Interefts fecur'd at a 

* Peace, I will not only do my utinott to procure every 
c one of them all reafonable Satisfaction, but I Hull aifo 
c unite with them in the ft n cleft Engagements for con* 

* tinuing the Alliance, in order to render the General 
1 Peace fecure and lafting. * And in her MciTige of the 
17th of January following, her Majefty again expreffes 
the Care (he intended to take of all her Allies, and the 
ftrict Union in which (he propofed to join with them. 
By thefe Declarations it appears, her Majsfty's own Reso- 
lution was to unite with the Allies in the ftridleft Engage- 
ments. But her Minifters bad taken upon them, in the 
private Propofitions fent over by Mr. Prior , to infert an 
Article, That the Secret Jhould he inviolably kept between 
England and France, till allow' d to he divulg'd by the Con- 
fent of both Parties. And altho* France had offer'd to treat 
with England and Holland, either feparately or jointly, 
with the reft of the Allies, at the Choice of England ; 
the Queen's Minifters excluded the Allies, and. in the Con- 
ference held with Monfteur Mefnager, they are much fur- 
prized to find that he had Orders to infill that the Queen 
ihould enter into particular Engagements, upon divers 
Articles, which depend not upon her, and which regard 
the Intereft of the Allies ; and they in fitted, that it was 
abfolutely neceiTary to remit the Difcuftion of the parti- 
cular Interefts of the Allies to General Conferences, And 
when Mr. Sit. John was prefling Monfieur de Torcy y to 
give them fome Explications of what was defign'd for 
the Allies, he allures him, if the King would offer a Plan of 
Specific!* Preliminaries, the Queen will never communicate it to 
her Miet. And upon another Occaiion he declare?. Tint 
Negociation was begun and carry' d on upon 4 Sutf*fition y thai 
the Queen mnft defeft from many Conditions, which in Rigour 
file was obliged to procure for her Allies. 

In the Meflage of January 17, the Queen declares, Her 
Plenipotentiaries had begun, in purfuance of their In- 
ftruclions, to concert the molt proper Ways of procuring a 
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juft Satisfaction ro all in Alliance with her, according to 
their Treaties, and particularly with Relation to Spain 
anc) the India, And her ^Aajefty had faid before, in An- 
fwer to an Addrefi from the Houfe of Lords, prefented 
December xx, 1711* I fhould be firry any one could think i 
would not do my utmoft to recover Spain and the Indies from 
the Houfe of Bourbon. The Committee cannot doubt bat 
her Majefty was determin'd to recover Spain from the 
Houfe of Bourbon : But that her Minifters had no Aich 
Thoughts, and did not in the leaft endeavour if, appears 
in tvtry Part of the Negotiation. In the tlrft Propor- 
tions fent over by Mr. Prior, Demands are made of the 
King of France, to be perfurm'd by the King of Spain % 
which the King of Prance was to engage for. And at ap- 
pears by an Entry in Lord Sttajfotd'% Book, Mr, Prior had 
Orders to fee if they had full Powers from Spain. In the 
fpecial Preliminaries, fign'd by the Earl of Dartmouth and 
Mr, St. John, it is faid ex pre fly, The King fromifis in tha 
Name of the King of Spain hit Grand fin, and according to the 
Powers which hit Majefty has receh'd from that Prince, thai 
Port Mahon, and Gibraltar fltaH remain to the Englifh. 
Thefe Steps had been taken by the Queen's Minifters, even 
before her Majefty had made thefe Declarations ; which 
the Committee cannot therefore but conclude, that her 
Mijefty was not inform'd of. And altho* the Queen's Ple- 
nipotentiaries were obliged by their Inftru&ions to infift, 
that Spain and the Weft- Indies ihould not be allotted to any 
Branch of the Houfe of Bturbon ; when the Plenipoten- 
tiaries of France, February 11, 1711-11, gave in their 
Specifick Explanation of the General Preliminaries, fign'd 
by. Mori f. Mefnager, the King of France made his firft Of- 
fers, in the Name, and by Virtue of Powers from his 
Grandfone King Pltilip, as King of Spain, Mar. 4, 1711-12. 
At a Meeting of (he Minifters of the Allies at Utrecht t 
Count Zintendorf infifted, that the Reftitution of the 
whole Spanijb Monarchy ihould be exprefly , mentioned. 
Upon whiph Occaiion, it appears, by a Letter from the 
Englifb Minifters, March 6, That they were the only Mi- 
nifters that did not make, any Mention at all of Spain^ 
and that they were fenfible of the difadvantageous Confe- 
quences of doing fo. All the Attempt that the Queen's 
Minifters ever made towards obtaining this great Point, 
which her Majefty declares (he ihould be forry any one 
could think (he did not do her utmoft to procure, was to 
demand Aflurances that the Crowns of France and Spain 
fliould never be united. The Method of preventing this 
2, ' Union 
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Union wu never mention'd by the Queen's Minifters in 
order to be treated of, nor the Senfe of Frame and Spain 
erer ask'd npon it, tUl the latter End of Merck, tyti. 

In this Meflkge her Majefty farther adds, * The World 
' will now fee how ground left tbofe Reports are, which 
S have been fpread abroad by Men of evil Intentions, to 
c fenre the worft Defigns ; as if a Separate Peace had l«eit 

* treated, for which there has not been the leaft Colour 

* given. 

In this Declaration, her Majefty is advis'd by her Mi- 
nisters, in Order to clear them from the juft Sufyicions 
which all the World had conceiv'd of the feparate Mea* 
Ibres they were engag'd in, not only to declare there had 
not been the leaft Colour given for fuch JealonJjes, boe to 
brand all that entertain thole Apprehenfions, with the 
Character of Men of Evil Inclinations, that bad the 
worft Defigns to ferve.. Bat that moft juft Catjfe bach been 
given for thefc Reports, is fiimciently evidenr, from- what 
was juft now obfei v*d. The Miniftry had infilled, That 
cbe Secret (boold be inviolably kept between England and 
Frame, exclufive of all the Allies. A feparate Negotiation 
between England and Frame had been carry'd on by Pa* 
pen fent backward and forward, and much Time fpenc 
therein, as is faid in Lord- Strafetd't Inftroftions. Mr. 
Fmr Had been lent into France^ and Mon£ Mefnager had 
been in England, and not the leaft Communication was 
given far five Months together, to any of the Allies, of 
thefe Tranfa&ions, which were depending from April 1711, 
to September following.

* Love for his Country, and of his perfonal Bravery and 
c Courage, particularly at the Battle of tanden^ where he 
C was wounded and taken Prifoner; and that the late King 
« William was extremely fatisfy'd with his Grace's gallant 

* Behaviour. That his Grace had generoufly expended 
< the beft Part of his Eftate in the Wars, living in a 

* moil noble and fplendid Manner, for the Honour of 

* his Country : That therefore, in Confideration both of 

* his great Services, and- his illuftrious Relations, if he 

* had of late been fo unfortunate as to fail in any Pare 

* of his Conduit, they ought not to proceed againft him 
c with the utmofl Rigour of the Law ; the rather, be- 

* caufe he ever meant well, and was drawn into ill Mea- 
4 fures by crafty Minifters." Sir Jofefh JehyK fpoke like- 
wife in Favour of the Duke of Ormond : He faid, * That 
4 if there was Room for Mercy, he hoped it would be 

* {hewn to that noble, generous, and couragepus Peer, 

* who, for many Years, had exerted thofe great Accom- 
plifhments for the Good and Honour of his Country. 
f That 
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That if of late he had the Misfortune to deviate from 
hit former Conduct, the Blame ought nor, in Juftice 
and Equity, \x laid to him, bat to them principally, 
who abating bit AJFedion, Loyalty, and 2feal for che 
Service of his Royal MiftreQ, had drawn him into per- 
nicious Counfels; That therefore, as the Statute of the 
7 yrb Ed». III. on which the Charge of High Treaibn 
againft hit Grace was to be grounded, had been miti- 
gated by fubfeqnent Laws, the Honfe ought not, in his 
Opinion, to take Advantage of that A& againft the 
Duke, but only impeach him of High Crimes and Mis- 
demeanours.'* Sir frfifl added, in the Coorfe of this 
Debate * That some Perfans endeavonr'd to aggravate the 
Duke of Ormvnd't Faults, by .charging upon him the 
Rigts and Tumults which the Populace committed daily 
in many Places ; but that he durft averr, that his Grace 
did no Ways countenance thofe diforders ; and if the 
DiftJFe&ed made ufe of his Name, unknown to him, hit 
Grace ought not to fuffer for it.** General Rofs hid 
great ftrefs upon Sir ftftfb JeiyU't Opinion, and laid all 
he could in his Commendation, and the Duke's Defence. 
Sir Hiiiam Wyndh**, Thmmst Onjb» f Efq; Mr. Wad, Mr* 
Bungerfotd % arid £bme other Members of both Parties, 
Cpoke alfo on the fame Side : But Mr. Lyddal, Mr. tUmf- 
den, and Mr. TUmpfoUj Recorder of the City of toainr, 
did ftrbngly fupport General SuuboftU Motion, anfwer'd 
all that had been alledgM in the Duke's Favour ; and a* 
mong other Things reprefented, * That he ever afteded 
€ Popularity ; that he could not be ignorant of the To* 
mults and Riots of which his Name was the Signal ; 
and that fince he did not publickly difbwn them who 
made Ufe of his Name, his Silence was a tacit Appro- 
bation of their Proceeding*, and feem'd to fummon the 
People to a general Inlhrre&ion. 
Sir Edward North*}) Attorney General, did not ditown, 
but that in the Report of the Committee of Secrecy, 
there were fome Matters, on which an Impeachment of 
High Treaibn might be grounded againft the Duke of 
Ormand ; but did not think it proper to explain himfe/f 
further on that Occasion. Mr. Ucbmtrty Solicitor Gene* 
ral, fpoke plainer, and mention'd a Cafe parallel to the 
Duke's, which had been adjudg'd Treaibn. By this Time, 
the Debate bad lafted from about One till near Nine in the 
Evening ; and a Motion that was made for adjourning 
being wav'd, Candles were order'd to be brought in,which 
being done accordingly, the Debate was prolong'd till

Debate, upon the Qoeftion,' Whether the faid Article was 
High Treafin ? Sir JsaAtrr Raymond, formerly SoilicitoN 
Cencra), WMam IroaWsa, Efq; Sir William Wyndham, the 
Auditors HerJtjnand ffify, Mr, (fori, and Mr. Hunger ford 
<*ho had already fyokq in Favour of the Eart of Oxford) 
inaincain'd the Negative: And were (farongly {imported 
by totr Jofepb fttyh on* °f *h e Com tn tree* of Secrecy. 
$h* latter faid, among other Thingr, * That it was ever 

* his Principle to do Juftioe to every Body, from the 

* Bifhcft to the Loweft} beiag perfuaded, That it was 
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the Duty of an honeft Ma** never ta aft by a Spirit 
of Parry. That he hoped he might pretend to have 
(brae Knowledge of the Laws of the Kingdom ; and at, 
in the Committee of Secrecy, he had taken the Liberty 
to differ from the Colleagues, he would not fcraple to 
declare now to the whole Houfe, that, in his Judg- 
ment, the Charge in Queftion did not amount to High 
Treafin.' . Moft of the other Members of the Committee 
*f Secrecy were offended at this Speech, whfeh both re* 
Sealed and cenfured their Proceedings': And tfremrpon 
Mr. Waipole anfwer'd, with fame Warmth, ' That there 
were both in and out of the Committee of Secrecy, feveraf 
Perfons, who did not, in the leaft, yield to the Mem- 
ber that fpoke laft y in Point of Henefiy, and who, with- 
out derogating from his Merit, were fuperior. to hint 
in the Knowledge of the Law»> but who, at the fame 
time, were fatiified that the Charge fpecified in the 
Eleventh Article amounted to Treafon/ Mr, Waipole . 
was back'd by General Stanhope the Lord Coningsby^ Ge- 
neral Cadogan, Mr. Bofiawcn and Mr. Aiftaby; and the 
Eleventh Article being amended, the fame was agreed 
to by the Houfe, by a Majority of 247 Votes again ft 127. 
Mr. Auditor Harley endcavour'd to juitify his Brother ; 
firftj By urging that he ever acted by the late Queen's 
pofitive Commands ; to prove which, he offer'd to pro- 
duce two Letters from Her Majefiy ; and idly. The Ne- 
ceffity of making a Peace. Having upon thisOceanon* 
^ advane'd, that the Dutch prolong'd the War, and that 
' their Deputies in the Army had often prevented the gi- 
ving the .Enemy .a Decifive Blow. General Cadogan an- 
fweVd that the Dutch were more concern'd than any 
Prince or State in the Grand Alliance to put an End 
to the War ; and undertook to prove, that ther.e had not 
been any Campaign in Flanders, except that in which 
the Duke of Ormond commanded, that was not mark'd, 
and famous to all Pafterity, for fome fignai and glorious 
Event, u> the Advantage of the common Caufe.

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and being twice read, and agreed to, was order'd to be 
engroiTed with the Articles of Impeachment, tyhilft thi* 
was doing, the Commons order'd Mr. Bofcamen to go 
to the Lords with a Menage, to defire that their Lord* 
fhips would continue fitting fome rime 5 with which De- ' 
fire their Lordfliips readily comply*d. 

The fame Day, Julyg, a Petition of the Mayor, Bay-

Then the Ingrafted Articles of Impeachment again ft jRo* 
bert Earl of Oxford and Earl Moftinter, were read ; after 
which it was order'd, Firft, That the Lord Coning/by do 
forty the fold Articles to the Lords, adly, That the Lord Co- 
ning/by be directed (before he exhibits the fold Articles to 
the Lords) to impeach Robert Earl of Oxford and Mortimer, 
to the Effect following, vis. 

My LORDS, 

THE Commons affembled \n Parliament baring teeevted 
Information of diyers traitorous Brattices and Defigris of 
4 great feer of this Houfe, Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl 
Mortimer ; ha>e commanded me to impeach the faid Earl of

After this, Mr. SoUicitof Genera} having been fent to 
the Lords with a Mefiage, to defire, that their Lordfliips 
would diredt the Fainted Chamber, the Lobby, and the Paf- 
fage to the Houfe of Peers might be clear'd from any 
Crqwd, (which was done accordingly, by Five a-ClocJc in

WHEREAS many folemn Treaties and Alliances 
have been formerly enter'd into, between the 
Crown of England and othet Princes and Potentates of 
Europe, for their mutual 'Safety, and from the Confidera- 
tions of the common Danger which threatened all Chri- 
flendom y from the immoderate Growth of the Power of 
Frana : And whereas the Preventing the Monarchy of 
Spain from coming into the Hands of the Houfe of Momr- 
bon^ has, for many Years, been a fundamental Principle 
and Maxim of Union among the Allies, in order to pre- 
serve a juft Balance of Power in Europe : And to that 
End, as the Dengns of France on the Monarchy of Spain 
have, from Time to Time, appear'd, new Treaties and 
exprefs Stipulations have been enter'd into atnongft the 
Allies, to ibrengthen them£elves againft that approach- 
ing Danger : And on this Foundation, a Treaty for an in- 
tended Partition, whereby a Small Part only of the' Do- 
minions of the Crown of Spain was allotted to the Houfe 
of flwrfat,' was condeninM 6y the WiCdotn of Parliament, 
as being highly prejudicial and fatal in its Conferences 
to England, and the Peace of £»»■**. And whereas the 
Duke of Anm, Grandfon to the king of Prance, on the 
Dcniife of.Cbarkt H. King of Spmhn, took Portion of 
the entire Monarchy of Spmn^ whereby the Sallance of 
Power, the fntefla** Religion, and the Liberties of En- 
rope, were threaten'd with immediate Danger: Where- 
upon Leopold, then Emperor of Germany^ his late Ma- 
jetty King WiUunn the Third, of ever-glorioos Memory, 
and the States- General of the United frwimes, rinding, at 
-that moil critical Juncture, that a Arid Conjunction and 
Alliance between themfelves was become necenary, for 
repelling the Greatnefs of the Common Dinger from Co 
• great '• an Acccslion of the Power to the then Common 
Enemy, did, in the Year of out Lord 1701, make, form, 
and conclude, a new Treaty and Alliance, whereby ic 
was agreed, That there {bail be and continue between the 
faid Confederates, His Sacred Imperial Majefty, His Sacred 
*oyai Mftjefty of Great Britain, and the Lords the States- 
.." . General 
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General of the r/frif«t* freWircrt, a conftant, perpetual, 
and inviplable Friendfliip and Correfpondence, and that 
tech Party fhall be obliged tn promote the Advantages 
of the other, and prevent all Inconvenience* and Dan- 
gen that might happen to them,' as far at lies in their 
Power; That the fad* Allies defiring nothing more ear- 
neftly than the Peace and general Quiet of all Europe, 
have adjudg'd, that nothing can be more effectual for the 
Eftablifhment thereof, than the procuring an equitable 
and reafonable Satisfaction to his Imperial Majefty for 
ftiis Pretention to the Spamijb $ucceifion, and that the King 
of Grtat Britain and the States- Gen era I may obtain a 
particular and Aifricient Security for their Kingdoms. 
Provinces, and Dominions, and for the Navigation and 
Commerce of their Subjects ; That the laid Confederates 
therefore fhall, in the firft Place, endeavour, by amica- 
ble Means, to obtain the fiid Satisfaction; but if. con- 
trary to their Expectations and Wifhes, the fame is not 
had, the fame Confederates do engage and promife to one 
another, that they will aflift each other with all their 
Forces, according to a Specification to be agreed upon in a 
peculiar Convention for that Purpofe! That the Confe- 
derates, in order to the procuring the Satisfaction and 
Security afore fa id, fhall, among other Things, ufe their 
mm oft Endeavours to recover the Provinces of the Sp4» 
itijb Low Conntriit, that they may be a Fence and Ram- 
part, commonly call'd a Barrier ^ ftparating and dividing 
Franc* from the United $rv*\nces, for the Security of the 
Stafes»Genera1, as they have frrv'd in all Times, till of 
|ate, that the Moil Chriftian King has feized them by hie 
Forces; as Ijjcewifc the Dutchy of Afiian, with its De- 
pendencies, as a Fief of the Empire, and contributing to 
the Security of his Imperial Majefty's hereditary Domi- 
nions ; befides the Kingdoms of NafUs and Sicily, and the 
' Lands and Iflands upon the Coaft of Tnfisny in the Mt- 
4ittrr4ntan } that belonged to the Spanijh Dominions, and 
may ferve to the fame Purpofe, and will' be alfbof Ad- 
' vantage to the Mavigatibn and Commerce of the Sub- 
jects of . the Xing of Qttat Britain, and of the Unite 4 
Frenrinees t That in cafe the Confederates flu!1 be forced 
to enter into a War, for obtaining the Satisfaction afore- 
laid fair his Imperial Majefty, and the Security of hit 
ftajtfty of Grtat Britain and the States-General, they (hal) 
communicate their Dengns to one another, as well in Re- 
lation to the AcVions of the War, as all other Things 
wherein the common Ciufe is cohcern'd: That it frail 
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not be permitted to either Party, when the War is once 
begun, to treat of Peace with the Enemy, unlefs joint- 
ly, and by a Communication of Counfels ; and no Peace 
ihalj be made, unlefs -an equitable and reafonable Satis- 
faction for h\% Imperial Majefty, and the particular Se- 
curity of the Kingdoms, Provinces, Dominions, Navi- 
gations, and Commerce, for his Majefty of Great Britain 3 
and the States- General, be fir ft obtained ; and unlefs Care 
be taken, by fitting Security, that the Kingdoms of Prance 
and fyain {hall never come and be united under the fame 
Government, nor that one and the fame Perfon (hall be 
King of both Kingdoms ; and particularly that the French 
(hall never get into the Potfeflion of the Sfanijb Indies > 
neither {hall they be permitted to fail thither on the Ac- 
count of Traffic]?, djreclly or indiredrly., on any Pretence 
whatfoeyer : And laftly, unlefs full Liberty be granted 
unto the Subjects of the fyng of Greft Britain^ and the 
States r General, to egercife and enjoy all the fame Privi* 
leges,' Rights, Immunities, and Franchifes of Commerce, 
by Sea and Land, in Spain, the Mediterranean, and all 
Lands and Places which the King of Spain laft deceafe4 
did poficfs at the Time of his Death, as well in Europt as 
elfe where, which they ufed and enjoyed; or which the 
Subjects of both, or either of them by any. Right acquu 
red by Treaties, Agreements, Cuftoras, or any other Way 
whatsoever, might have ufed and enjoyed before the 
Death of the late King of Spain : That, at the fame 
Time that the faid Agreement or Peace (hall be made, 
the Confederates Hull agree among themfelves about all 
the Things tfrar. they (hall think necetfary for maintain- 
ing the Navigation and Commerce of the Subje&s of 
Great Britain and the States General, in the Lands and 
Dominions they may acquire, and that were pofieued bw 
the late deceafcd JCing of Spain, and alfo in what Mariner 
the States-General may be fecured by the aforefaid Fence ' 
or Barrier. 

And whereas his faid late Majefty King William, and * 
the States General, ferioufly con fide ring, that France was 
then become fo formidable from the Acceflion of Spain 
to the Duke of 'Anjoq % that, in the 'Opinion' of all the 
World, Europe was in Danger of lofing her Liberty, and 
undergoing the heavy Yoke of Universal Monarchy ; and 
jhat the fureft Means of' effecting that Defign, were to 
divide the King of Great Britain from the States- General ; 
for which Purpofe all imaginable Efforts would be made ; 
%hty therefore thought it neceflkry to uiiice in tt>e ftridV 
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eil Manner that was polfible ; and to chat End a Defen- 
sive Treaty and Alliance was concluded and enter'd into 
between them, in or about the Month of N**tmber y 1701 ; 
Wherein it wai, among other Things, agreed, That in 
Cafe the faid High Allies (hould be jointly engaged in 
War, by Reafon of this defensive Alliance before- menti- 
oned in the Fifth Article, or on any other Account, there 
Shall be an Offenfive, and Defenfive, and Perpetual Alli- 
ance between them, again ft thofe with whom the War 
SJiali be ; and all their Forces (hall be employed by Sea 
and Land, and they (hall alt in Conjunction or Separately, 
as it (hall be agreed between them. 

But Since, in the Alliance with the Emperor, made 
in September laft, particular Care was taken of the Re- 
covery of the Sfanijb LwGmntriet out of the Hands of 
the rood Christian- King, the (aid Confederates ex pre fly 
engage to aid one another "with all their Forces for the 
Recovery of the fame. And in Regard the principal In- 
tereft of the faid Confederates confifts in the Prefervation 
of the Liberties of Europe^ the before- mentioned Treaty 
with the Emperor fliall be faithfully and fincerely exe- 
cuted, and both Sides (hall guaranty the fame, and ufe 
their Endeavours to confirm and render it more Strong 
from Time to Time : That in making Peace, particular 
Care (hall be taken of the Commerce and Traffic k of both 
.Nations, as alfo for their Security, as well in Regard to 
the Lovf-Cquntries as the Countries adjacent : That when 
the War is begun, the Confederates (hall aft in Concert, 
according tp the feventh and eighth Articles of the Trea- 
ty of the 3d of M4tch } in the Year of our Lord 167^. 
between England and Holland) which is hereby renewed 
and confirmed $ and no Peace, nor Truce, or Sufpenfion 
of Arms, (hall be negotiated or made, but according to 
the ninth and tenth Articles of that Treaty ; by which 
it was agreed, That when the two Allies come once to 
an open War, it (hall be lawful for neither of them af- 
terwards to come to any Ceffation of Arms with him,

And whereat the Fremh King having got Pofleffion of 
a great Part of the 5jf>«fti/% Dominion^ exerciftd an ab- 
iblute Authority over that Monarchy, ha ring feized Aft- 

!an and the Spamfi) Ltt-CmintrUs by his Armies, and made 
litnfelf Matter of Cadi*, of the Entrance into the Mt~ 
diterraneutij and of the Port's of the SpaMJh Weft Indies by 
his Fleers, every where designing to invade the Libera 
ties of Eurefe 7 and to obftruel the Freedom of Naviguion 
and Commerce; and inftead of giving the Satisfaction, 
that ought juftly to be expecled, had proceeded to further 
Violences, and had taken on him to declare the Pretend- 
ed • Prince of WW**, King of England, Scotland, and In- 
land, and had alfo influenced Spain to concur in the fame 
Affront; her late Majefty Queen Anxt -taking Notice, that 
Ihe found herfelf obliged, * for maintaining the Poblfck 
Faith, for vindicating the Honour of the Crown, and 
to prevent the Mifchtefs which all Europe was threatned 
wirh, to declare War againft. France and Spain ; did ac- 
cordingly in the Month of May 170a, in the moft pub- 
lick and fblemn Manner, declare War againft France and 
Spain \ and in the ft id Declaration, placing her entire 
Confidence in the Help of Almighty God, in fo juft and 
necefftry in Undertaking* declared, That ftie would, in 
Conjunction with her Allies, vigorously profecutethe fame 
both by Sea an() Land, being 4 (lured of the ready Con- 
currence Of her Subjects, in a Caufe they had fo openly 
and heartily efpoufed* And his Imperial Majefty and 
their High Mightineftcs, purfuant to the Treaties aibre- 
tnention'd reflectively, in, or about the faid Month of 
Jtfcjr, 1702, did like wife declare War againft Prance 
and Spain. 

And whereas the Kings of Vertmgat and *r*j0f*j the E- 
Je&ofs of Hanover, Saxony, Trevei, Ment*, pvlacine of the 
Rhine, the Duke of Savoy, the Prince of Hefty the Dukes 
of Wolfemhuttle, Metklenberg } and W'trten^berg^ the Circles' 
of Snabia, and Franconia, and of the Upper KHne^ the Bi- 
fhops of Munfler and Confiancej and other Princes and} 
Powers, beirig invited by the fatd Grand Alliance, an,d 
relying on the Faith thereof, did afterwards become . Par- 
ties ro the faid Confederate War againft France and Spain* 
and in the Treaty entred into in or about the Month of 
May 1703, between his Imperial Majefty, the Queen of 
Great Britain, the States General, and the King of Porti*- 
,*a?i it is, amougft other "flung? exprefly ftipnjated, That 
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nd Peace nor Truce fhall be made, but by the mutual 
CoiWent of all the Confederates; nor {hall any, at any 
Time, be made, whilft the ftcbnd Orandfon of the moft 
ChWftian King by the Dauphin, or any other Prince of 
the Line of Franct continues in Spain, nor unlefs the 
Crown of Portugal fhall fully poffcft and enjoy all the 
Lands, Kingdoms, Ifles, Cables, Cities, Towns, &c. with 
their Territories and Dependencies in Spain, or elfewhere, 
which it now poflefles. And in the Treaty of NtreHngen 9 
ratify'd by her late Majefty, it is, amongft other Things, 
• exprefly agreed, that it ih*U not be aHow'd to make par- 
ticular Treaties, but the Peace fhall be Jointly treated of, 
and fhall not be concluded without obtaining, as fir as 
poflible, the Re-Union of the Lands belonging to the Cir- 
cle?, and until at leaft the Security of the aflbciated Cir- 
cles be absolutely provided for, in the beft Manlier that 
is poffible, and better than it has formerly been. 

And whereas, to give the greateft Strength that was 
poflible to the Union, fo necefHry to both Nations, her 
late Ma jefty and the States, by a Treaty in the Month of 
fune, 1703, renewed and confirmed all Treaties and Alli- 
ances then fubfifting between them 5 and therein it is v 
amongft other Things, exprefly and particularly ftipula- 
. ted, That as the (kid moll ferene Queen, and the Lords 
the States-General, are now in War with, France and $fain y 
and are reciprocally bound to aflift each other, and mu- 
tually to defend, maintain, and preserve their Countries 
and Subjects in their Pbflfeflions, Immunities, and Liber- 
ties, as well of Navigation and Commerce, as other Rights 
whatfoever by Sea and Land, againft and in Opposition 
to all Kings, Princes, and States, and particularly againft 
France and Spain, to the End' a juft and reafonable Peace 
may the better be obtained, that may eftablifti the Re- 
pofe and Tranquility of Europe, it is agreed between the 
moft ferene Queen of Great Britain, and the faid Lords 
the States-General, that neither of the faid Allies fhaH 
make a Sufpenfion of Arms, or a Peace, with Tranct ot 
Sfaui, or any other King, Prince, or State, who {hall 
rrioleft or attack either of the faid Allies, but in Conjun- 
ction, and by common Confent. 

And whereas the (aid War was for feveral Years carryM 
on with Vigour and Unanimity by her Majefty and her 
Allies, at a vail Ex pence both of Mood and Treafure ; for 
the Support of which, on the Part of England, many Mil- 
lions have been granted by Parliament, who, on many 
Occafiom fmce, cominn'd not only to expreft their Senfe 
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of the Juftice and Neceflity of the War, but did frequentr 
*Jy give cheir humble Advice to the Throne, that no Peace 
could be fafe, honourable, or lading, fo long a* the King- 
dom of Spain and the Weft- Indies continued in the Pouefli- 
on of any Branch of the Houfe of Bourbon. 

And whereas it pleas'd Almighty God to grant to the 
Confederate Arms, under the Command of their great 
and victorious General the Duke of Marlborough^ fuch tin- 
parallell'd Succeftes, as exceeded even their own Hopes and 
Fears of the Enemy ; and by the many fignal Victories 
of Schellenherg, Hochftedt, jiudenarde, and RamiUiU) as 
well as by the Conqueflsof the Electorates of Bay aria and 
Co/cgJi, and the Reduction of the Sfanjjb Netherlands, and 
many other great Advantages both by Sea and Land ; and 
•by the Wifdom. and Unanimity of their Counfels, the 
Glory of the Confederate Arms, and the Reputation of 
Great Britain in particular, was rais/d to an higher Pitch 
than in any former Age. 

And whereas her late Majefty, in Conjunction with her 
Allies, wife)y forefeeing that whenever, the Enemy fhouW 
be brought to make Overtures of Peace, the fureft Way to 
j>ut ah End to the War, and prevent France from putting 
in Practice her ufual Intrigues, was by previouijy infix- 
ing on fuch Conditions from France^ that nothing migh,c 
reroafp p be done in a general Aflembjy, but to give 
them' the Forjri of a treaty; and for thofe Reafons a 
Preliminary Treaty was concluded on, and was afterwards 
iign'd by the Plenipotentiaries of his Imperial Majefty, 
of her late Majefty the Queen of Great Britain^ and of 
the Lords the States General of the United Provinces, and 
afterwards ratify'd by their Principals ; wherein the In.- 
terefts of rhe feverai Allies were adjufted, in order to r a 
general Treaty of Peace with France ; and therein, the 
Refutation of the Spanijb Monarchy to the Houfe of 
Atifiria^ being one of the chief Caufes for carrying on 
the War, is laid down as an immutable Foundation among 
the Allies. / . 

And whereas id the Year of our Lord 1709, the $ing 
of France having firfl iignifyM his Confent to the Refuta- 
tion of the Spanijh Monarchy to the Houfe of Ayftri^ 
fent his Minifters to cheH*g;w, to treat with the Minifters 
of the principal Allies on a General Peace; and in tfoe 
Conferences held thereupon, the Interefts of all the Allies, 
as adjufted in the faid Preliminaries, were pofitively and 
ex pre fly agreed to by the Minifters of France, and parti* 
ciihriy that of the Reft it ut ion of the entire Sfwjb Mo- 
narchy 
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starchy to the Houfe of Auflri* ; and the faid Negocia- 
tidn Was* afterwards broke, on no other Difyirtej but on the 
37th Article of the Preliminary Treaty, concerning the 
Time and Manner of evacuating Spain, 

And whereat the Conference! being refum'd at Gtftrny* 
dmbtrgk, in the Year of oar Lord 17x0, the (aid 37th 
Article became the only Subjedl of the Negociation which 
was there fee on Foot, for the finding out fome Equiva- 
lent, by which the fame Security might be given to the 
Aliiei 9 as they had by the 37th Article of the faid Preli- 
minaries ; and tho* it was unqueftionable, that before any 
Negociation was begun, that while the Preliminaries were 
treating^ that by thofe Preliminaries therafelves, that be- 
fore the laft Negotiation was refora'd, and all the while 
it lafted, the Reftitution of Spain and the Indies was laid 
down at a firm ai)d immoveable Foundation of the Nego- 
ciation, and no Queftion remained concerning it with the 
Miniftert of the Allies, or thdfc of Franct } but touching 
the Security for its Execution 5 and tho* all reafboable and 
prudent Overtures were made by the Allies for fettling an 
equivalent, yet the Conferences were broke off by Franc* 
without any Satisfaction therein. 

And Whereas the fincere Intentions of all the Allies to 
have fettled the Peace of Europt on folid and equitable 
Foundations, were notorious and inconteftable, and the 
Rupture of the faid Negociations could only be imputed 
to the Enemy ; her fscred Majefty, in Conjunction with 
her Allies, renew'd their Refolutions to continue and pufli 
the War with Vigour, and to make all poflible Efforts, as 
the only Means left to force a good and general Peace.* 
And as her Majefty, in her Speech from the Throne, on 
the ijth of Noyemitr^ 1709, taking Notice of the En* 
deavours of the Enemy, during the faid Negociation*, to 
amufe and create Jealoufies among the Allies, dechr'd her 
Refentment thereat,and earneftly recommended the carrying 
on the War, and a vigorous Profecution of the Advan- 
tages obtained, that (he might put the laft Hand to that 
great Work, of reducing the exorbitant and oppreflive 
Power ^hich had fo long threaten'd the Liberties of 
Earopt: And it having piea/d Almighty God, after the 
faid Preliminary 'Treaty, to blefs the Confederate Army, 
under the Command of their confummate General the 
Duke of Marlborough, with new and tignal Conqutfts, 
' the Reduction of Toxtrnay, the Victory of Tafnitret % the 
taking of Mon$ and Voway, Btthtm^ St* Vtnan and A%u % 
and the penetrating the Lines near the, Scarpa 
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And whereas from the profperous Condition of the 
Affairs of the Allies, *ad the Wifdom, Firroneis, and 
Unanimity of their Conniels, nothing remain'd, in all 
human Appearance, but that they fhould reap the Fruits 
of all their Victories, in a fpeedy, jaft, henoncable, and 
kiting Peace; and oa the other Hand, nothing was left 
to raife the Hopes of the Enemy, whereby to defeat that 
happy Profpecl, bus the Stoccefs of their fecset Endeavours' 
to difunite the Confederacy. » 

And whereas Rohm Earl of 0*f#4 and Earl Jfaftauf) 
with other evil-minded Per&ns, Enemies to the true In* 
terefta of their own Country, at well as to the common. 
Liberties and Welfare of nur*/*, having by ma*y wicked 
Arts, and bale Infinnations» obtain'd Acgefi to her lare Mai 
jetty Quean Anm^ and in or about the Months of J*L} or 
Jhtgufl, X710, being admitted into her^Coojjcils, aadintd 
Places of the higheftTroft; and to make Way foe their 
wicked Enterprises, did, by their evil Gounfel and Ad* 
Vice, prevail on her Majefty to dinolve a Parliament). 
Which had given the mpft un^iefttonable Proofs of their 
great Wifdom* and 0/ their uue ?Seai for the ceunrnon 
Caufe; for which, as weil as. for the many Marks of 
Duty and Affection gives* . to he*, her Majefty re* 
turn'd her hearty Thanka> and expresVd her gecat Satis* 
faction. ** 

And whereas the faid tblm Earl of 0e/e?4 and Eaat 
Mtttimtr, and others hie Accomplices, had farm'd a 
treachetomCoereCpondeujQejWith the Emifttries nf Arane, 
by Means whereof, certain Propositions were tnneinitsed 
from Fr*««* to Bngl&U) fign'd: by Mon£ it Turn, Seeae- 
tary of the Xiegof F*4*n % in the Month of 4frU y 171*4 
to be the Bags of a Treaty of a« (lenetal Peaee ; which 
Propofatons* too' her- Majefty was- prevailed on by the 
falfe Gounfola of the faid JMm. Bar! of Qxfafd and Earl 
Martimtt) artd others* to receive as a Cufficient Fenndaeion 
for a Treaty of a. General. Peace, and as &cb, to commu- 
nicate them, .to the Grand Pen/ionary, and tbo Minifies* 
of fbli+ndj her, Majefty however was gracionfly pleaVd, 
at tbe fame Time* to declare to them her Pleaiore by her 
Secretary of Stats* that being. refoJLv'd in making Pence 
as in raaJeing War, to ait in perfedt Coneetb with the 
States, £he would not fofe a Moment in tsanfaitting a 
Paper of that Importance; aindthat the*' the Proponskmi 
were general, and eontain'd an Air of Complaumnce to 
her Majefty* and the contrary towards the States, yet 
that could have no ill Conferences, as long ae her Ma- 
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jefty and the State* uflderftood one another^ and a&ed 
with at little Referee it became two Powers fb nearly 
aily'd in Intereft; and char the Penfionary (houM be 
aflur'd, that that Rule ftiould be inviolably kept on oar 
Parr. Which gracious Declaration of her Ma jelly, as 
fcell at the faid Proportions, being maturely confider'd by 
the Grand Pensionary and the Minifters of ffl#7/W } an 
Anfwe* was returnM from them to her Majefty^ full of 
Duty and TbankfulneD, for the obliging Manner in 
which Ihe was pleas'd to communicate the faid Proposi- 
tions, and with the ntmoft Aflurances of mutual Confi* 
idtnce^ fo neceflary to prevent the Defigns of the Enemy ; 
but that more particularly the States defir'd, equally with 
Gfwst Britain, to have a general, definitive, and lading 
Peace, and declar'd, that they were ready to join in aft 
the, snoft proper Meafuret to procure it ; rhaf the Propor- 
tion* wtte yet too general ; and that the States defire, at 
GrtM Britain did, that Franct would explain herfelf more 
particularly upon- the Points therein contain'd, and im- 
part a- Plan which (he thinks the melt proper to fecure the 
Intereft of the Allies^ and {Htle the Repofe of Euroft ; 
after Which a more particular Negoeiation might be en* 
ter'd into. Notwithstanding all which Premifes, 

ANick I. He the (aid Bolert Eirr of Oxfctd and Earl 
AtVlimer, having no Regard to the Honour or Safety of 
her late Majeity, or her Kingdoms, or to the many folemn 
Engagements ihe Was 'then under to the old and faithful 
Allies of thit Nation^ or «* the common Liberties of 
Munf* ; but being devoted to- the Intereft and Service of 
the frtnch Xing, the common Enemy ; and being then 
Lord High Treafurer of Great Britain^ and one of her 
Maje&y's moft honourable Privy Council, contrary to hit 
Oath, and in Violation of hit Duty and Truft, and in 
Defiance of the Tenour oP the feveral Treaties afore- 
mentioned, or ibmeof them 5 as well' as of tfre ftequent 
Advices of Parliament, and the many Declarations of her 
Majefty from the Throne ; but more particularly in Defi- 
ance of the folemn and mutual Afttirances which had been 
fc lately renew-d between her Majefty 1 and the States, to 
aft in perfelfc Concert with them in making Peace as in 
snaking War, did, on or about the Mtfnths of fu y or 
J*g*fly in the Year of our Lord 1711', mahcioufty and 
wickedly form a moft treacherous and pernicious Contri- 
vance and Confederacy} with other eviVdifyeVd Perfom, 
thtnalfoof her Majefty's Privy Council, to fet on Foot 
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a. private, fe par ate, diftionourable, and deftru&ive Nego w 
ciation of Peace between Qreat Briuin and France, with- 
out any Communication thereof to her Maje#y'» Allies, 
according to their feveral Treaties ; and was not only 
wanting in his Daty and Truft to her Majefty, by npc 
oppoiing, and as Jar as was in his Power, by not advifing 
her Majefty againft going into any private feparate Nego- 
ciation with France $ but in the Execution of his Purpofet 
aforefaid, he the fa id Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl 
Mortimer y did advife her late Majefty to fend Matthew. Prior, 
Efq; dire&ly to the Court of France, to make Proportions 
of Peace,' without communicating the fame to her Ma- 
lefty's Allies. And accordingly the faid Matthew Brier, by 
the Advice, and with the Privity of him the fai4 fiarl of 
Oxford and Earl Mortimer, and other falfe and evil 
Councilors, in or about the Months of fttly or Awgnfi, in 
the Year of our Lord 171 1, was lent in a clandeftine Man- 
ner from England to France, and did communicate the faid 
Proportions of Peace to the Minifters of Frame ; in 
which the particular Interefts of Great Britain, as well as 
the comjhon Interefts of Europe, were ihamefully betray 'd : 
Arid in Manifeftation of his faid Oeilgn to exclude her Ma- 
lefty's Allies from their juft Share in the faid Negotiation, 
an exprefs Article was inferted in the faid Proportions, by 
the Privity and Advice of him the faid Robert Earl of 
■Oxford and Earl Mortimer, that the Secret ihould be invio- 
lably kept, till allow'd to be divulg'd by the mutual 
Conient of both Parties ; altho* the French King had,* in 
the Proportions ngn'd by Monf, de torcy, and tf anfmitted 
in the Month of April preceding) offer'd to treat with 
the Plenipotentiaries of England and Holland, alone, or 
jointly with thofe of the Allies, at the Choice of England. 
By which treacherous and dangerous Advice, he the faid 
Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer, did not only con- 
trive and fee on Foot a Negociatjon of Peace, more ad- 
vantageous to France, than even France itfelf had aik'd ; 
but thereby did put it into the Power of the common E- 
nemy, to create incurable Jea Unifies and Difcords between 
her Majefty and her faithful Allies, and to deftroy that 
Confidence which had fo long, and fa fuccefsfulJy been 
cultivated between them, and which was fo neeeflkry for 
their common Safety. 

An. II. That the French King laying hold of the faid 
treacherous Overture, fet on Foot in Manner aforeftid,^ did, 
in or about the Months of /Sugufi and September^ in tUe 
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Vctr of our Lord 171 1, fend over Mi Mefnager into £#g- 
/<*»</ to carry on a clandestine and feparate Negociation of 
Peace ; which being made known co him the fa id Robert 
Karl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer, he did afterwards, in 
the faid Month of September, 17x19 fecretly and unlaw- 
fully, without any Colour of Authority, meet, confer, 
and treat with the faid Sieur Mefnager, on the Negotia- 
tions of a Peace between Great Britain and France ; and 
therein he did advife and promote the making a private 
and feparate Treaty or Agreement between .the faid 
Crowns ; which faid Treaty or Agreement was after- 
wards, with the Privity, Con fen t, and Advice of him 
the faid Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer, agreed) 
concluded, and fign'd by the Aid Sieur Mefnager f on the 
Part of France, and by the Earl of Dartmouth and Henry 
St. fo1m y Efq; two of her Ma jetty's Principal Secretaries 
of State, in Behalf of her late Ma)efty, by Virtue only 
of her Majefty's Sign Manual under the Signet, and with* 
out the leaf) Knowledge and Participation of the Allies* 
In which Treaty the immediate Interefts even of Great 
Britain are given up to France, and the Duke of Anjou is 
admitted to be King of Spain, an exprefs Stipulation being 
therein made with the Sieur Mefnager^ in the Name, and 
(as is therein alledg'd) purfuant to Powers from King 
Whilip, as King of Spain. Whereby he the faid Robert Earl 
of Oxford and Earl Mortimer, did not only allume ro 
hirafelf Regal Power, in taking upon him to meet and 
treat with the ' Enemy, without any Authority or Power 
from her Majefty ; but did -what in him lay to fubverc 
the ancient and eftablifh'd Constitution of the Govern- 
ment of thefe Kingdoms, by • introducing illegal and dan- 
gerous Methods of tranfa&ing the raoft important Affairs 
of the State ; and by which private and feparate Treaty* 
he the faid Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer, did 
what in him lay to difiblve and cancel the many fblemn 
Treaties her Majefty then flood en gag 'd in* co her good 
and ancient Allies ; and whereby her Majefty, even be- 
fore, any Thing was finally fettled for the Safety and Ad- 
vantage of her 'Kingdoms, was brought tp this fatal 
Dilemma ; either to fubmit ro the Dictates of France iri 
the Progrefs of the faid Negociation, or fo notorious a 
Breach of national Faith being divulg'd by the Enemy, 
from thence to lofe all future Confidence of. her good 
Allies. 

X Art.llU 
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An. III. That the faid R$bm Earl of Oxford and Earl 
Mertmer, the better to difguife and carry on the afbrefaid 
private, feparate, and dangeraos Negotiation, did, toge- 
ther with other evil-difposM Perfbns, then in high Truft 
under her Majefty, contrive and ad rife the preparing and 
forming a Set of General Preliminaries, entitled, Prelimi- 
nary Articiot m the Tan of Prance, to tome to a Gourd 
Peart ; and that the fame fhould be fign'd by the Sieur 
Mfnagtr only. And the fame being fb prepar'd and 
fign'd by the laid Sieor Mtfnagtr, he the faid Robert Earl 
of Oxford and Earl Mortimer did, contrary to bis Duty 
and Trail, impiouily advife her facred Majefty, that the 
fame (hould be, and accordingly they were receiv'd by her 
Majefty, and communicated to the Minifters of the Allies 
then reliding in England, as the Ground of a general Ne- 
gociation of Peace, and as if the fame were the only 
Tranfa&ions that bad been on this Subject between Great 
Britain and franc*. And to this End, the private Treaty, 
fign'd as afbrefaid by the Earl of Dartmouth and Mr. St. 
jik* on the Part of England, and by the faid Sieur Me/ha- 
%tr on the Par): of France, was, by the evil Advice and 
Contrivance of him the faid Robert Eirl of Oxford and 
Earl Mortimer, and others, wilfully and induftrioufly con- 
ceal'd, not only from all the Allies, but even from her 
Majefty's Council and her Parliament. And he did further 
advife her Majefty, not only to accept the faid General 
Preliminaries, but in her Name, and by her Authority, 
to communicate the fame to the States Genera], as a fuffi- 
cient Foundation whereon to open the Conferences of 
Peace with France. And the more effectually to cover 
from the States General the pernicious Steps which his 
evil Influence had engag'd her Majefty in with the com- 
mon Enemy, certain Inftructions were prepared, and by 
•bis Counfel and Advice were fignM by her Majefty, and 
delivered to the Earl of Strafford, her Embaflador to the 
Slates General j wherein the faid Earl of Strafford is di- 
rected to represent to the Penfionary of Roland, and to 
fuch others as fhall be appointed to confer with him : 
That when her Majefty had receiv'd in May faft, by his 
Excellency's Difpatches, an Account of the Senfe which 
thofe among them, who were at that Time in the Secret, 
had of the Overtures made by France for fetting a Gene- 
ral Negotiation of Peace again on Foot, and of the An- 
fwer which it wa* defir'd might be return'd to the Propo- 
rtions fign'd by Monf. de Torcy; her Majefty did immedi- 
ately acquaint the Enemy, that their Offers were thought 
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iy her and by the States-General neither particular nor 
full enough : And therefore that her Majefty 4 id infift, 
that tbey (hould form a diftincl Project of fuch 4 a Peace 
as they were willing to conclude. Whereas no- fuch In- 
ftances had been made to the Enemy on her Majefty*a 
Behalf; but on the conrrary, notwittifhnding her Maje- 
fty had declared that the Pro pofit ions of Monfieur de Tor* 
cy were thought by her and the $tates-Gener*l neither 
particular nor full enough ; yet without any further Ex- 
plication from the Enemy, her Majefty was prevail'd on, 
in Manner aforefaid, to fend orer Propofitions to France 
as general* and infnaritig, and in all Refpecls as defini- 
tive to the Interefts of Great Britain and her AHies, at 
the Proportions of Monfieur de Torcy. And the faid Ge- * 

xieral Pieliminariesj confmunicated to the^ States in Man- 
ner aforefaid, were calculated only to amufe and deceive 
them into a General Negotiation with Franc*. And in 
the Particulars, abovefaid, as well as in the feveral others, 
the faid Inftru&ions contained Matters either falfe or 
grofly prevaricating and evafive. By which moft wick- 
ed Counfeli of him the faid Robert Earl of Oxford and 
Earl Mortimer, that unqueftionable Truth and Sacred- 
nefs which by the Laws of Nations ought to accompany ' 
and conftitute the Inftru&ions of publick AmbaiTadors to 
Princes in Friendfhip and Confederacy again ft the Com- 
mon Enemy, was moft vilely proftituted to the moft ft 
dangerous Purpofes, to deceive and mi (lead her Majefty *$ I 
good Allies in Matters of the great eft Importance to their 
own Interefts, and the Interefts of thefe Kingdoms; the 
Honour of her Majefty's facred Per fan, and of the Impe- 
rial Crown of thefe Realms, which had been rais'd to 
the higheft Pitch of Glory abroad, and had been juftly 
held in Veneration with her good Allies, was fcandaloufly 
debas'd and betray *d ; and the Royal Hand, by the wick- 
ed Arts of him' the faid Robert Earl of Oxford and ' Earl , 
Mortimer } was made the Inftruraent to advance the In- 
tereft of the common Enemy. 

Art. iV. That whereas the Earl of Strafori, purfuant to 
- his faid Inftru&ions, had communicated the Prelimina- 
ries iign'd by Mptiheur Mefnager only to the States-Ge- 
nera], who being juftly alarnVd at the pre fling Inftances 
made on the Part of her Majefty, that Conferences lhoold 
be open'd on Proportions as general and uncertain as thofe 
fo lately offer'd by f ranee, and fign'd by M. de Tercy ; and 
•heir High Mightineftes having been unfuccefsful in their 
Rcroonftrances to the Earl of Straford and opening th* 
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Conferences upon the faid Proportions, did fend over 
Monfieur Bnys their AmbaiTador, to reprefent to her Ma- 
jefty, 'as well the Hazard of meeting the Ministers of 
trance before the eflential Articles were firft fettled by 
fpecial Preliminaries, or at leaft explained by Prince, and 
made Specifics: ; as like wife the Advantages to the Ene- 
my, who being but one Body, were influenced by one 
Council, and directed by one Power ; whereas the Confe- 
derates coniifted of *feveral Powers, wbofe Interefts are 
not only diftincl, but in many Cafes contrary to each 
other, whereby the French would hare a fair Opportunity 
to divide the Allies, when it would be impoffible for 
them' to break in upon France ; and further to reprefent, 
that the Proportions themfelves were in fbmc Inftances 
very prejudicial, particularly in the Articles of Com- 
merce, Dunkirk, and the Union of the Crowns of Prince 
and Spain. All which Reprtfentations of the fiid Moa- 
fieur Buys, by the evil Influence of him the faid Robert 
Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer, and others, were ren- 
der^ inefFe&ual ; but in order to prevail upon the States- 
General to open the Conferences upon the faid General 
Preliminaries, by the Management and Contrivance of 
him the faid Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer, 
and others, an Occasion was taken to declare to Moniieur 
Buys, at a Committee of Council in her Majefty's Name, 
her conftant Affeclion and good Difpontion to their State, 
and to the promoting their Intereft, and to treat with 
their High M^ghtineffes with a perfect Confidence and 
Harmony: And at the fame Time be the faid Robert 
Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer, did then fa 1 fly and 
malicioufly declare, or was privy to advifing and con- 
fen ting, that it fhould be, and fo it was declared, in her 
.Majefty's Name, that fhe had made no Separate Treaty 
with France , nor ever would make any, before. (he had 
fully com ply 'd with all Engagements to her Allies, and 
that each of them fhould have Opportunity to make good 
their Pretentions. 

By which_falie, fcandalous, and diflionouraWe Aflfuran- 
ces 9 he the faid Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer 
did not only highly Dilhonour her Majefty, by whofe 
Privity the faid Separate Treaty with France had been 
before that Time concluded and fign'd ; but their High 
Mightinefie?, the good Friends and Ancient Allies of 
her Majefty, were grofly abus'd and thereby induc'd to 
enter into a Negotiation with France, fo .dangerous in it 
fclf, and £b fatal in its Conferences. 

Art.V. 
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jfrr. V. Thar her facred Majefty Queen Anno having in 
due Form of Law, and under her Great Seal, conftituted 
the Right Reverend John Lord Bilhop of Briflol, and the Carl 
of Straford, her Plenipotentiaries, with full Powers to 
meet, treat, and conclude with the Plenipotentiaries of 
the Confederates, arid thofe whom the frenfb King flull 
on his Part depute/ for that Pur pole, the Conditions of a 
good and general Peace, that (hall be fafe, honourable, 
and, as far as is poffible, agreeable to the reafonable De- 
mands of all Parties ; he the Aid Robert Earl of Oxford 
and Earl Mortimer, not contenting himfelf to abufe the 
Royal Authority, to the Delufion of the States-General, 
the neareft Allies of the Queen, but intending the Uni- 
verfal Prejudice of his Imperial Majefty, and all the Al- 
lies of thefe Kingdoms, and thereby the more fuccefifully 
to carry on the Meafbres of France, wherein be was then 
engag'd, contrived and prepared Inftrudlions, or was pri- 
vy to, confenting, and advifing the fame, for her Ma- 
jelly's faid Plenipotentiaries, which file was prevailed 
upon by the faid Robert % E*rl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer's, 
evil Counfel to fign, and the fame were deliver'd to the 
faid Plenipotentiaries ; wherein among other Things they 
are inftru&ed to the Efre& following, rt%. < If it fliall be 
* thought proper to begin by the Difpofition of the Sfanijb 
1 Monarchy, you are to infift that the Security and rea- 
c (bnable Satisfaction which the Allies expeli, and wfcich 
€ his moft Chrifiian Ma jelly has promis'd, cannot be ob- 
f tain'd, if Spain and the Wefl-Indiet be allotted to any 
< Branch of the Houftof Bourbon:' Whereas the faid Robert 
Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer had at tha* Time pri- 
vately and treacherously negotiated and agreed with the 
Miniflers of Franco, that Spain and the Weft-Indieo fhould 
remain in a Branch of the Houfe of Bourbon, and had 
prevailed on her facred Majefty to be Party to the faid 
private Treaty, wherein the fame is necelTarily imply'd. 
And the faid Plenipotentiaries are further inllru&ed, in. 
Cafe the Enemy (hould object, as the Imperial Miniflers 
had font, that the Second Article of the Seven fign'd by 
the Sieur Mefnager implies, that the Duke of An joy fliaij 
continue on the Throne of Spain $ you are to infill, that 
thofe Articles, as far as they extend, are indeed binding 
to France, but that they lay neither us nor our Allies un- 
der any pofitive Obligation: Whereby the faid Robert 
Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer bafely enter'd into a 
Confederacy and Collation even with the Miniflers of the 
Enemy, and prevailed on her Ma jelly to give tjcr Royal Con- 
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fent thereto, the more effectually to impofe on his Im- 
perial Majefty and all the Allies, and co conceal the faid 
iecret Negotiations, and the Separate Treaty that had 
been agreed on between Great Britain an>l France. And 
the faid Robert Earl of Oxford, and Earl Mortimer, not 
only in the Particulars before mentioned, but in many 
others contain'd in the fatd Inftru&ions, has brought a 
hfting Reproach on the Crown of thefe Realms, and 
groily violated the many Treaties wherein her f acred 
M-jelty was then engag'd to her Allies, to a& in perfect 
Concert with them throughout the Negotiations of Peace. 

Art. VI. That the Conferences of Peace being open'd be- 
tween the Plenipotentiaries of the Allies, and thofe of 
the Enemy, for the negotiating a General Peace upon the 
mutual and rood folemn Engagements amongft the Allies, 
not only to a& in perfect Confidence with each other, 
but to promote their Common Intereft, and to obtain 
from the Enemy all juft and reasonable Satisfaction ; and 
a Specifick Explanation of the General Preliminaries ha- 
ving been given in by the Enemy at Utrecht, whereon 
the Allies delivered their refpe&ive Qemands ; by the Ar- 
tifices of France, and the fecret Encouragement and Con- 
currence of the Minifters of Great Britain, the Progreft 
of the faid Public Jc Negotiation was delayed and kept in 
ftufpence, under Pretence of the Enemy's refuting td give 
.their Anfwer in Writing; During which Time, he the 
faid Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer, again affu- 
ming to himfelf Regal Power, in Derogation of the Roy* 
al Authority, to treat of Peace with France, which was 
then delegated under the Great Sea! of Great Britain to 
her Ma jetty's Plenipotentiaries at Utrecht, and for the 
promoting the Defign of the Enemy, to the appa- 
rent Deftruclton of the Common Caufe of her Maje- 
fry and her Allies, contrary to the known Laws and 
lonfticution of this Kingdom, in direit Violation of the 
feverai Alliances her Majefty then itood engaged in, and 
in Oppofkion to the many Aflfurapces giVen by her Ma- 
jefty to a 61 in Concert with her Allies, and in Defiance of 
the exprefs In(tru£tions given to her faid Plenipotentia- 
ries*, was noc only wanting in his Duty to her Majefty, 
as far as in him Jay, to have put, an End to, and prevent- 
ed any further private and unlawful Negotiations with 
France, but did, with others his Accomplices, advife, con- 
cur, continue, and promote a private^ feparate, and on- 
jufhfiable Negotiation with France, directly from England 
to France^ without any Communication thereof to the 
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Allies; and in fuch private Negotiations did concert with 
the Minifters of the Enemy, Termi of Peace highly pre- 
judicial ro the Intereft of her Majefty and her Kingdoms, 
and of all her Alliei, and whereby the good Effe&s of 
the faid General Negotiation! were entirely defeated. 

Art, VII. That her faored Majefty Queen* Arm* having 
been prevailed on by the falfe Coun&ls of him the (aid JU« 
ben Earl of Oxford and Earl Mertimer to accept of a Treaty 
with France, on the Supposition that the Spanijh Monar- 
chy (hould continue in the Pofftflion of a Branch of the 
Houfe of Bourbon; and it being acknowledged even by. 
the French King in the General Preliminaries figned by 
Monfieur Mefnager % that the Excefs of Power from the 
Re-union of the Crowns of France and Spain would be 
contrary to the Good and general Repofe of Euroft : He 
the faid Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl Morttmmr having 
nothing fo much in View, ai the aggrandizing the Com* 
snon Enemy, yet always intending m cover the Iniqui- 
ty of his Heart under fpecious Pretences and falfe Ap- 
pearances, did wickedly and treacherously advife and 
carry on a private 1wd ftparate Negotiation with Prance, 
on the Subject of a Renunciation of his Right to the 
Kingdom of Prance by the Duke of Anjeu > and that fuch 
Renunciation (hould be the Security again ft the Reunion 
of the two Kingdoms. And by the Influence of his e* 
vil Counfels, her Majefty was prevailed on to accept and 
finally to conclude, and ratify a Treaty of Peace, with 
trance, wherein the faid Renunciation , is taken, as a fuf- 
ricient Expedient to prevent the Mifchiefs that threatned 
all Europe^ in Cafe the Crowns of France and Spain (hould 
be united upon the Head of one and the fame Perfon ) 
eltho' he the faid Eobtr* Earl of Oxford and Earl Mertimer, 
well knew, that a Memorial had been, during the faid fe- 
parate Negotiation, tranfmitted by M. de Torcy % Secretary 
of State and minifter to the French King, to one of her Ma- 
lefty's Principal Secretaries of State,, whereby it was de- 
clared, that the fad Renunciation would be null and in- 
valid by the Fundamental Laws of France; which Laws 
were looked upon as the Work of Him who had efta- 
blifli all Monarchies, and which He only cou'd aboli(h ; 
and that no Renunciation therefore could deftroy it i And 
if the King of Spain {hould renounce, they would deceive 
themfelves that (hould receive it as a diffident Expedient 
to prevent the Mifchiefs propofed to be avoided. By 
which falfe and treacherous CounAls, he the faid Robert 
Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer, did not only betray 
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the Interefts of the Common Caufe into the Hands of the 
rooft formidable Enemy, but wilfully and malicioufly a* 
bnfed the Power and Influence which he had obtained 
with her Majefty, fo far as to engage her facred Maje- 
fty, and the Honour of the Imperial Crowns of thefc 
Kingdoms, to become Party with France in fo ratal 
a Deceit. • 

Art. VIII. That her late Majefty Qpeen Anne having on 
the ^rh Day of December, in the Year of our Lord 1711, 
earneftly recommended it from the Throne, That Pro- 
vilkra might be made for an early Campaign, in order 
to carry on the War with Vigour, and as the bed Way 
to render the Treaty of Peace effectual; in order to, 
which, vaft Supplies were granted, and Magazines pro- 
vided at a great Ex pence for an early Campaign ; and in 
Pursuance thereof, her Majefty having fent her Generals 
Lrtmley and Cadogan, to give early AiTurances to her Al- 
lies of her fmcere intentions, and like wife exprcfly in- 
ftru&ed her General, the .Duke . of Ormendy not only to 
renew the fame AiTurances, and declare her Refolutiqns 
of pufliing on the War with the utmoft Vigour, but to 
concert with . the Generals of the Allies the proper Mea- 
. Aires for entring on AcYion ; and the Confederate Army, 
which at that Time was the fineft and ftrongeft that had 
been ira. the Service during the whole Courfe of the War. 
and provided with all NecefTaries to a& with Vigour, ha- 
ving march'd, according to the Resolution taken in Con- 
cert with her Majefty 's General, almoft up to the Enemy, 
with a great Superiority both as to the Number and Good- 
nefsof Troops, and animated with a noble Courage and 
Zeal to acquit themfelves bravely }. fo that in all human 
Appearance, and with the divine A fli fiance, which had 
appeared fo vifibly for them, on many otber Occasions, 
they would have been able, either by Kittle or Siege, to 
tuve gained great Advantages over the Enemy, to have 
bettered the Affairs of Allies, and to have facilitated the 
Negociations of Peace: And the Minifters of France ha- 
ving frequently and earneftly reprefented to the faid Ro- 
bert Earl of Oxford and Eirl Mortimer, and- other his Ac- 
complices, during their fecret Negotiations, their joft Ap- 
prehensions from the Bravery and good Difpofition of the 
confederate Army ; he the faid Rohert Earl of Oxford and 
Earl MurtlmcTy being truly informed of the fure Profpeft 
which, by the Kleifing of God, the Army of the Confe- 
derates then had, of gaining new Con que its over the ! Ar- 
my of Fraqce, and whereby they would have been ena* 
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bled to have forced Terms of Peace, fafe, honourable) and 
lading; in order ro di ftp point thofe comfortable Expe- 
ctations of the Allies, and to give Succeft to his fecree 
Negotiations with the Minifters of Franc*, was privy to, 
con fen ting, and advifing, together with other falfe and 
evil Counfellors, and together with them did advife and 
confenr, that an Order ihould be fent, in her Majefty's 
Name, to the Duke of Ormond in Flanders, to avoid enga- 
ging in any Siege, or hazarding a Battle, til r further Or- 
ders ; .alt ho' nothing hid then been (fettled in the (aid pri- 
vate Negociations for the Intereft and Security of Great 
Britain ; and altho' &>ilip Kirfg of Sfain at that Time had 
not confented to the Renunciation of his Right to the 
Crown of Franc: And not contenting himfelf with ha- 
ving obtained that fatal Step, fo highly advantageous to 
the Caufe of France, but being wickedly determined to 
do all that in him lay to diflblve the whole Confederacy) 
he the faid Robert Gat I of Oxford and Earl Mortimer, with 
others, was privy to, and did confent and advift, thac 
Orders (hould be ftnt to the Bifliop of BrifloJ, one of her 
Majefty's Plenipotentiaries then at Utrecht, to take the firft 
folemn Opportunity to declare to the Dutch Minifters, thac 
her Majefty look'd on her felf from their Conduct to be 
then under no Obligation whatfoever to them : Which 
jwo Declarations giving juft Alarm to all the Allies, they 
reprefented to the Bifhop of Brifiol their general Difflttif- 
faction, and' the unexpreflible Conftenution they were all 
in ; that thefe Proceedings were the unavoidable Ruin of 
Euro ft; They urged. Religion, Liberty, and the Faith of 
Treaties, to (hew the Enormity of this Uftge; and the 
States exprefled their Uneafinefs on no Account fo much, 
as that they could not come to the Knowledge of their own 
Lot. Which Reprefentation the Bifliop of Brifiol did, ac 
the Inftance of the Allies, iignify to one of her Majefty 'a 
principal Secretaries of State; but their High Mighti-^ 
neflea rinding that all Applications to the Minifters or 
Great Britain, and' in particular to the faid Robert Earl of 
Oxford and Earl Aiortimtf, were of no Avail againft France, 
and for the Intereft of the common Caufe, thought it ne- 
ceiTary, in a Manner the mod moving and refpectful, to 
addreft directly to her Majefty by a Letter of the jth of 
fune, 17x2; therein expreffing their great Surprize and 
Affliction at the two Declarations a fore- mentioned ; and 
rinding it difficult to conceive how fuch Declarations,, fo 
prejudicial to the common Caufe, given fo fuddenly with- 
out their Knowledge, and undoubtedly too without the 
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Knowledge of the ocbtr Allies, could agree and coniift 
with the Nature of an Alliance, and with chofe Afltt- 
rances and Engagements her Majefty had fo lately made, 
and not knowing bow to reconcile it with the great 
Gbodnefs and Kindnefs which her Majefty had always ho- 
noured them with, and not being able to conceive how 
fuch a fodden Change could happen with refpe& to them, 
having carefully examined their own Conduit, and find- 
ing nothing therein that could have given Ground to her 
Majefty's Diflatisfa&ion : And having rfeprefented the vi- 
sible and immediate fatal Confequences of the faid two. 
Orders, not only to the common Intereft of her Majefty 
and the States, but to the whole Confederacy, and to the 
Preteftdfit Religion ; they befeeched her Majefty* with all 
the Refpecl, and all the Earneftnefs they were capable of, 
.that (he would not perlift in the Declarations made by the 
Hifhop of Briftoly and would be pleafed to revoke the Or- 
ders given to the Duke of Ormond, and would authorize 
him to s£t according to Occurences, and as the Exigency 
of the War, and the Advancement of the common Caufe 
fhould require. Notwithftanding which, he the faid B*- 
bert Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer, being acquainted 
with the faid Reprefentations of the States, was not only 
wanting in his Duty to her Majefty, and to his Oath, and 
the great Truft repofed in him, in not advifing, as be 
ought to have done, her facred Majefty to have hearken'd 
to the faid feveral Inftances made to her; but perfifting in 
his defpera.te and deftru&ive Meafures, for the Advance- 
ment of the Intereft of the common Enemy, did after* 
wardi advife her Majefty tc difregard and reje£k the fame, 
and did countenance, encourage, advife, and promote the 
faid private, feparate, and wicked Negotiations with 
Prance, without any Participation of the Allies, contrary 
to all her Majefty's Engagements, and to the apparent 
Ruin of the common Caufe. By which feveral wicked 
and perfidious Couufels, the Progrefs of the victorious 
Arms of the Confederates was flopped, and an Opportu- 
nity loft of conquering the Enemy, the matt favourable, 
in the Opinion of all the General Officers and the Quar- 
ter-Mailers of the Allies, who were fent out to view the 
French Camp; and whereby all Hopes of Confidence be- 
tween her M tjefty and her Allies was entirely deftroyed, 
and the French King made abfolute Mailer of the Negotia- 
tions of Peace, and the Affairs of Europe given into hit 
Hands. 

i Art. IX 
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Art. IX. That to impofe upon the Allies the fatal Ne- 
cefluy of fubraifting to the Terms of Fr*na } and, in 
order thereto, to leave the whole Confederate Army ae 
the Mercjr of the common Enemy, he the fa id Robert 
Ear] of Oxford and Earl Mortimer^ wit privy and con fenc- 
ing to a fecret and fe par ate Concert with the Miniitcn of 
Trane*, without the Knowledge of the Allies, for the fe- 
parating the Troops in her Majefty's Pay from the reft of 
the Confederate Army : For the effecting whereof, inftead 
of prevent ing, at far at in him lay, fo fatal a Step, he 
was not only wanting to advife againft fo unwarrantable 
a Proceeding, but did con fen t to and advife her Majefty, 
that the Duke of Ormond^ and all the Troopi then in her 
Majefty's Pay, or fuch of them at would obey hit Order*, 
fliould feparate themftlves from the Array of the Confe* 
deratei : And having Notice that the Generals of the 
Auxiliaries, paid by her Majefty, whole Honour, and Con- 
sciences would not permit them to abandon the Confede- 
rates, and leave them as a Sacrifice to Franc* ; but for the 
Bake of the common Intereft of Europe and according 
to the true End and Oefign of their Conventions, did re* 
fofe to withdraw with the Duke of Ormond 9 wirhout par- 
ticular Orders from their refpe&tve Mailers, he the /aid 
Rohrt Earl of Oxford and Earl Morthntr, being then Lord 
High Treafurer of Gritt Britain, and one of her Majefty's 
Moil Honourable Privy Council, in Violation of hit 
Oath, and the Duty and Truft repos'd in him, did take 
upon himfelf an arbitrary and illegal Power, to refuft 
and put a Stop to the Pay and Subfidies due on Account 
of the faid foreign Troops, altho* they were entitled 
thereto by the Convention! enter'd into with her facred 
Majefty, and by exprefs Provision made by Adl of Par* 
liament for the Payment of the ft me. By which fatal 
Separation, which, purfbaift to hit evil CounfeJs, was 
afterwards made, great Numbers of the Confederate 
Troops, who had before, on many Occasions, fignaliz'd 
themftlves in the Defence of the Caufe of Eurpft^ Coon 
afterwards, at the unfortunate Aftion of D#/miji, fell as 
Sacrifices to the Fury and Revenge of Frsnee; the Siege 
of Landrecy was rais'd ; the important Towns, and 
Fortrefles of Sty/noy, BoucbMin y and Douty, were re- 
taken by the Frtncb Army ; and not only the Fortune of 
the War, but the Fate of Buropt^ decided in Favour of 
Fram*. 

Art. X. 
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Art. X. That in farther Execution of his pernicious 
Defigns, to coropleat the Deftru&ion of the common 
Caufe of Europe* and to render it impracticable for her 
Ma jetty to re fume the War againft France) in Conjunction 
with her Allies, or to recover the Union with her Ma- 
jefty's old and faithful Allies, fo neceffary to the Prefor- 
mation of thefe Kingdomi, he the faid Robert Earl of 
Oxford and Earl Mortimer, then Lord High Treaforer of 
Gre4t Britain, did carry on and concert with the Minifters 
of France j a private and feparate Negociation for a ge- 
neral Sufpenfion by Sea and Land, between Great Britain 
and France ; and to that End,' among others, did advife 
her Majefty to fend over Henry Vifcount Bohngbroke, one 
of her principal Secretaries of - State, to the Court of 
France, with Powers to fettle the faid Sufpenfion. In pur- 
foance of which, a deftru&ive Treaty of Sufpenfion was 
made in France on the 19th of Angvft, N, S. 17x2, by 
the faid Henry Vifcount Belingbroke f on the Part of her 
faid Majefty, for four Months, without the Knowledge or 
any Participation of the Allies, and before any Terms of. 
Peace were fettled with the Enemy, either for Great 
Britain or the Allies. By which evil Oounfels, the ex- 
prefs Terms of feveral of the afore- mentioned Treaties 
were expreily contravened and broken, the good Friends 
and ancient Allies of her Majefty and thefe Kingdoms, 
were totally deprtv'd of the juft Afliftance to which they 
were thereby entitled, and were left expos'd to the Infults 
of the common Enemy ; and the facred Ties of Union 
and Friendfhip between her Majefty and her Allies being 
cut afunder, her Majefty' s Perfon and Government, the 
Safety of her Kingdoms, and the Proteftant Succeflion to 
the Crown of thefe Realms, were left expot'd to the En- 
ter prizes of her moft formidable Enemy, 

Art. XI. That whereas the* States General of the United 
Provinces were, in or about the Months of September or 
Prober j in the. Year of our Lord 1712, in PofTeflion of 
the ftroitg and important Town and Fortrefs of Teurnay ; 
And whereas the French King had, during the Courfe of 
the faid private, feparate, and traiterous Negociation, be- 
tween him the faid Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl Morti- 
mer, and others, and the Minifters of France, fignify'd 
his Con fen t to the Minifters of Great Britain, that the 
faid Town and. Fojtr efs of Toyrnay fhould remain to the 
faid States General as Part of their Barrier : And whereas 
her "Majefty, 111 her Inftru&ions of December the 23d, 17x19 
to her Plenipotentiaries at Utrecht, had expreily directed 
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them to infill with the Plenipotentiaries of France^ in the 
general Congrefs, that towards forming a fufficient Bar- 
rier for the States General, Tourtuty Ihould remain to their 
High Mightiness ; and did afterwards declare herfelf 
conformably thereunto, in her Speech to both Houfes of 
Parliament, on k the6th of June 1712, in which {he com- 
municated to them the Terms whereon a Peace might he 
made. And whereas for feveral Yeaxs before, and till the 
faid Months of September ^n^ October, in the Year of our 
Lord 1711, there was open War between her late Ma jelly * 
and the French King, and the faid War continuing for all 
the faid Time, and afterwards, the faid French King and 
his Sub/efts were Enemies to her Majefty ; he the faid 
Bobert Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer, then Lord High 
Treafurer of Great Britain, and a Subject of her Majefty 's, 
not confiderihg the Duty of his Allegiance, but having 
altogether withdrawn the cordial Love, and true and due 
Obedience, which every true and faithful Subjedt ow'd to 
her faid Majefty, and defigning to give Aid and Succour, 
and to adhere to the faid French King, did, in or about 
the Months of September or Oftober y 17x2, during the Aid 
War, fallJy, malicioufly, wickedly, and traiteroufly aid, 
help, aflift, and adhere to the French King, then an Ene- 
my to her late Majefty 5 and in the Execution and Per- 
formance of his laid aiding, a flitting, and adhering, 
malicioufly, falHy, and traiteroufly did counfel and ad- 
vife the faid Enemy, in what Manner, and by what 
Methods the faid important Town and Fort re fs of Tour- 
»*7, then in Pofleflton of the States General, might be 
gain'd from them to" the French King, contrary to the 
Duty of his Allegiance, and the Laws and Statutes of this 
Realm. 

Art XII. That whereas her late Majefty Queen Anne. 
not only in Ptirluance of the Treaties (he ftood engag'd 
in to her good Allies, and in particular to his Imperial 
Majefty, for tjie Recovery of the Monarchy of Spain to 
the Honfe of Anftria^ thereby to preferve a due Ballance 
of Power in Europe, but alfo from her juft Refentmenc 
againft the Duke of Anjeu, who then ftil'd himfelf Kiffg 
of Spaing and who, in defiance of her Majelty's Title to 
the Crown, had acknowledged the Pretender as King of 
Great Britain 5 and on tbefe juft Foundations, her Ma- 
jefty had, in Vindication of the Honour of the Crown, 
and in Juft ice to her People, at a vaft Expence of Blood 
and Treafure, and on the earneft and repeated Advices of 
her Parliament, profecuted a vigorous War againft the 
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faid Duke of Anjnu And whereas, in the Yean of our 
Lord 1710, 1711, 17**1 the laid open, bloody, and ex- 
peniive War was carry'd on between her faid lace Majefry 
Queen Amt€ % and the laid Duke of Anjmt, and during a/I 
the Time aforefaid the faid War did continue, and for aJf 
that Time the faid Doke of Awjm % and the Sobje&s of 
Sfmu adhering to him, were Enemies of her late .Majefty ; 
he the faid Rata* Earl of Oxford and Earl Mmimer, then 
Lord High Treaforer of Grtdt Brutirn, and one of her 
Majefty *t Privy Council) and a Sobjedof her faid Majefty, 
not con6dering the Duty of his Allegiance, bat having 
withdrawn his true Obedience from her faid late M jetty, 
did, at feveral Times, in the Aid Years of our Lord 17 10, 
171 1, and 1712, falily, maltciouily, wickedly, and crai- 
teroufly aid, help, affift, and adhere to the faid Dnke of 
AnJ9H, then an Enemy to her faid late Majefty ; and ia 
the Execution and Performance of his faid aiding, help- 
ing, aftifting, and adhering, and in Confederacy and 
Combination with the then Enemies of her late Majefty, 
and with divers other wicked and evil-difpos'd Perfbns, 
did, at feveral Times, in the Years afbrefaid, advife and 
counfei the Enemies of her late Majefty ; and in fuch 
coonfelling and advifing, did concert with them, and 
did promote the yielding and giving up SpMVi and the 
h>*ft-I*ditt y or fome Part thereof, to the faid Dnke of 
A/jm, then in Enmity with her Majefty, againft the 
Doty of his Allegiance, and the Laws and Statutes of 
this ftealm. 

Art. XIII. That whereat the Riches,Power, and Strength 
of theft Kingdoms, depend entirely on the flourifliing 
Condition of Trade and Navigation, and her late Majefty 
Qneen Arm* having due Regard thereto, as well as to the 
juft Expectations of her People, after thevaft Expences 
they had fo chearfully undergone in Support of the War. 
did, on the ftrft opening the 'Conferences tor a general 
Peace, declare from the Throne to both Houfts of Parlia- 
ment, on the 7th of DtstustW, -7"*j that {he would en- 
deavour, that after a War, which had coft So much Blood 
and Trtafure, the Nation might find their Intereft in 
Trade and Commerce improved and enlargM by a Peace : 
And on the 6cb of Jm*t 1710, when the was pleas'd to 
communicate the Terms on which a general" Peace might 
be made, did declare, that nothing had mov'd her Ma* 
jefty from fteadily purfiiing the true Inxereft of her own 
Kingdoms, and that the Terms of Peace obtain'd for her 
own Subjects were fuch, as Ihe had Reafon to exped would 
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snake her People fome amends, for the great and unequal 
Burthen which they had lain under thro* the whole Courfe 
of the War, and hoped, that none of the Confederates 
would envy her Share in the Glory and Advantage 5 and 
afterwards declar'd to both Houfei of Parliament her Sa- 
tisfaction in the hear View (he had of Peace, fince ic 
would, in fome Meafore, recompenfe her Subjects for 
their vaft Ex pence*: Am} after the Conclufion of the 
Treaty of Peace and Commerce with France, did declare 
from the Throne on the 9th o^Afri/^ 17x3, that the 
many Advantages fhe had obtainM for her Subjects, had 
occafion'd much Oppofition and long Delays to the Peace ; 
but it afforded her great Satisfaction, that her People will 
have it in their Power, by Degrees, to repair what they 
had fbffer'd during fo long and burthenfome a War. Where- 
on both Houfes of Parliament did from Time to Time 
exprefs their grateful Acknowledgments to her Majefty, 
for her great Care and Concern for the Welfare of her Peo- 
ple. And whereas, at the fetting on Foot, and in the 
Progrefs of the faid private, fe pa rate, and pernicious Ne- 
gociations between the Minifters of 'Great Britain and 
France, it was laid down as a Principle on the Part of 
Great Britain, never to be departed from, That Franc* 
fhould confent to adjuft the Interests of Great Britain in 
the flrft Place, that the Minifters of Great Britain might 
thereby be enabled to engage the Queen to make the Con- 
clufion, of the general Peace eafy to France ; and on this plau- 
fible Pretence, it was infilled on by the Minifters of Great 
Britain^ to remit the DifcuiHon of the particular Interest 
of the Allies to general Conferences ; and throughout the 
whole Courfe of the faid feparate Negocution, all imagi- 
nable Conceilioas were not only made by the Minifters of 
Great Britain for the real Advantage of the Interefts of 
Trance again ft the Allies, but all Meafures were enter'd 
into and concerted between them, that even .the Minifters 
of Trance could dictate, in order to ftrengthen their Hands, 
and to enable them to impofe- the Terms of a general 
Peace ; he the faid Bobets Earl of Oxford and Earl M*r- 
timer, having nothing in View, thro* the whole Courff 
of the faid Negocution, wherein he was wickedly and 
principally engag'd, in Concert with France, but the 
final Deftru&ion of his Country ; and to that End, the 
faerificing the Commerce of Great Britain to the Ag- 
grandifement of France \ was not only wanting in his 
Duty to her Majefty, in not infilling on in all Events, 
and not procuring, in the fifft Place, the moil cer- 
tain 
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tain and Arid Securities imaginable, for the Safety and 
Adrancage of the Commerce of thefe Kingdoms ; but did 
advife hex lace Majefty, that in the Proportions fcnc, by 

* his Privity and Advice, by Mr. Jrwr to France, and alio in 
the faid private and feparate Treaty* fign'd on the Aid 
27th of September, 1711, wherein the Preliminary De- 
mands for Great Britain more particularly were intended to 
be adjufted with France \ the Demands for Great Britain, in 
Point of Commerce, mould not only be made id loofe, ' 
general, and inefficient Terms, but that the Li berry of 
Fifhing, and drying of frifh on Newfoundland, fhould be ex- 
prefly given up to Frante 9 tho* the Reftitution of that fmall 
Part of the IfUnd, which France had taken during the 
War, was therein referred to be di&ufs'd in General Con- 
ferences. And having, by his wicked Artifices, engag'd 
her Majefty in the faid private Treaty with France, with- 
out any Security for the Commerce of Great Britain, he 
did artfully and cunningly contrive with the Minifters of 
France, to keep in Sufpenfe all Matters that concernM the 
Commerce df Great Britain, until, by means of his wicked 
and pernicious Counfels aforementioned, France was be* 
come Matter of the Negociations, and the chief Advan- 
tages for the Commerce of Great Britain by that Means 
remaining unfettled : And the Minifters of France after- 
wards difpucing the 9 mdft euential Articles which had 
been in Agitation, and in particular that fundamental 
Principle of treating and being treated as Gens Amciffima, 
and endeavouring to elude what bad been agreed on in tbe 
faid private, and feparate Negotiation, for the fuppofed 
Advantage of Great Britain j he the faid Robert Earl of 
Oxford and Earl Mortimer, under Pretence of removing 
a Difficulty then depending, by an Expedient advanta- 
geous to Great Britain*, did treacherously advife the Ninth 
Article of the Treaty of Commerce with France, a Bill 
for the rendering whereof .effectual, was afterwards reject- 
ed by the ftoufe of Commons, as highly prejudicial and 
deftrudiive to the Commerce of thefe Kingdoms : But yet^ 
for the Sake of gaining that definitive Article for Great 
Britain, as if the fame had been advantageous, he the faid 

* Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer, in Defiance of 
• the exprefs Provilion of an Act of Parliament* as well at 

in contempt of the frequent and earned Representations of 
the 'Merchants of Great Britain, and of the Commiflioners 
for Trade and Plantations, did advife her Majefty finally 
to agree with France, That the Subjects of France fhould 
have Liberty of fifhing and drying Fifh on Newfoundland ; 

and 
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and did alio advife her Majsfty co make a Ceflion to Franca 
of the Hie of Cape Bret en, with Liberty co fortify the 
fame, aJ though the Ifle of Cape Breton was Part of the 
ancient Territories of the Crown of Great Britain ; and 
ber Majefty had declar'd from the Throne, that France had 
con fenced to make an abfolute Ceflion of Nova Scotia or 
Acadia, whereof Cafe Breton is Patfr, to her Majefty. And 
the faid Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer, intend- 
ing in all Events tofecure to Franc the Advantages rela- 
ting to the Fifhery of Newfoundland and to Cape Breton , 
did, in Conjudtion with the Minifters of France, advife 
her Majefty to confent, that the fame lhould be made an 
Article in the Treaty of Peace between Great Britain and ' 
Fiance .* Whereas the only Advantages in Trade, pretend* 
ed to be ftipuUted for Great Britain, being, inferred in the 
Treaty of Commerce, were to depend on certain Condi- 
tions} to be made good by Alt of Parliament ; and pur- 
suant tbj and by the Influence of the faid evil Counfel of 
biro the fa,id Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimir, her 
facred Majefty was advis*d to ratify the faid Article in the 
faid Treaty of Peace^and the faid Treaty of Commerce. By 
means of which pernicious Counfels, the good Intentions 
of hex facred Majefty J to have obtained for her People ad- 
vantageous Termi bf Commerce) were entirely fruftratedj 
the Trade and Manufactures of Great Britain, as far as in 
him lay, render'd precarious, and at the Mercy of the Ene- 
my, and that beneficial Branch of Trade, always efteem'd 
the great Support of the Naval Power, and the chief Nur- 
fery of the Seamen of Great Britain^ yielded up to the Sub 4 
je&s of France; and the only^Pretence for the avow'd and 
notorious Violation of Treaties, and the carrying on the 
Meafures of France, viz. the adjufting fir ft the Intercity of 
Great Britain, thro* the whole Courfe of the faid private 
and feparate Negotiations, terminated at laft in the Sacrifice 
of the Commerce of Great Britain to France, without the 1 
leaft Shadow of Advantage in Trade proctir'd for thefe 
Kingdoms. 

Art. XIV. That he the faid Robert Earl of Oxfefd and 
Earl Mortimer did, in Concert with other evil and hlfti 
Counfellors, even without any Application from his Roy- 
al Htghnefs the Duke of Savoy, and after the French King 
had in the Courfe of the faid Private and Separate Nego- 
Clarions* confented that the Kingdom of Sicily (hoold re- 
main to the Houfe of Auftria, form a Project and Dtfignt 
Co difpofe of the Kingdom of Sicily to the Duke of Savoy, 
from the Houfe of Auftria : And to effect chat his unjoftj 
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difhonourable, and pernicious Project, he did advife her 
Majefty to give Inftruelions, ampng other Things, to 
Henry Vifcount Bolinghroke^ then appointed her Embaflado* 
to France^ to demand in her Majefty's Name, of the Prench 
Xing, the Kingdom of Sicify for his laid Royal Highneft, 
And a Treaty of Peace being afterwards made between the 
French King, his Royal Highnefs, and the Duke of Anjow 7 
wherein a Ceftion is made to his Royal Highnefs of the 
Kingdom of S*«/y, without any Concurrence or Partici- 
pation of his Imperial Majefty ; he the &id Robert Earl 
of Oxford and Earl Mortimer did bafely and fcandalou/ljr 
advife her facred Majefty to confent to the ft me, by an 
Article inferted in the Treaty .of Peace between her M»- 
jcfty and the French King : And afterwards, by his Pri- 
vity and Advice, her Majrefty was prevailM on to affift 
his Royal Highnefs- againft: the Emperor then in Alliance 
with her Majefty, with a Part of her Royal Fleet, at her 
Own Er pence, in order to put him in PofTeflion of the 
raid Kingdom of Sicily ; whereby the greateft Injuftice was 
done to his Imperial Majefty, in dkecl: violation of the 
Grand Alliance, and contrary to her Majefty's frequent 
Declarations from the Throne, and her plain and fall In*. 
ftrultions to her Plenipotentiaries at Utrubt^ for obtaining 
his juft and reafonable Satisfaction ; and whereby Natio- 
nal Faith, and the Honour of the Crown, was vilely be* 
tray'd, and the Naval Power of thefe Kingdoms, and the 
Supplies granted by Parliament for reducing the Common 
Enemy, were perfidiously era ploy *d againft the great and 
"faithful Ally of this Kingdom. 

.tffrf.XV. That whereas the Dignity and Support of 
the Imperial Crown of thefe Realms has in all Ages great-, 
ly depended on the Wifdom and Truth of the Communi- 
cations made from the Throne, efpecially in Parliament, 
as the fure and only Means whereby the Kings and Queens 
of this Realm can receive the fincere and faithful Advice 
of their People, in Matters of the higheft Importance, 
and which, by the fundamental Laws and Conftitution of 
this Government, ought to be inviolably obferv'd, as the 
facred Band of the Duty and Affection of Subjects to their 
Sovereign. And whereas by the moft antient known 
Laws of this Kingdom, it is indifpenfably. incumbent on 
the Great Officers of State that furround the Throne, t* 
maintain, as far as in them lies, the Sacrednefs of the 
Royal Word on all Occaiions; it being moft apparent, that 
the greateft: Difhonour to the Throne, and the greateft 
Danger to thefe Kingdoms, mail inevitably enfue, when- 
ever 
1 
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eVe* that Foiintain of Truth, by wicked Counfcls, (hall 
be in any Degree corrupted, and thereby lofe its juft In- 
fluence, and neceflajry Authority. And whereas the Pow- 
e* of making Peace and War, one of the ancient undoubt- 
ed, and moft important Prerogatives of the Crown, has 
Attn always eiercit'd by the Sovereigns 6f theft Realms, 
With the ftri&eft Regard to the Honour of the Crown, 
and the Welfare of the People, and for that End they have 
in great Wifddm in all Ages, taken the Advice of Parlia- 
snent on fuch weighty Occafions. And whereas her lata 
Majefty Queen Anne declar'd from the Throne her gracious 
Intentions to communicate the Terms of Peace to her Par- 
liament, for their deliberate and ferious Advice therein, 
wifely forefeeing, that the Safety of her Perfon and Go- 
vernment, of the Proteftant Succeflion to the Crown* 
^hrch flie had neareft her Heart, and of the Proteftanc 
Religion, and bf the Liberties of £:ifofe y did inevitably 
depend on the happy Conclufion of the faid Negotiations : 
Re the faid Kohert Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer, then 
Lord High Treafurer of Great Britain, having, taken oa. 
himfelf, throughout the faid Negociations, a mod arbi- 
trary and unwarrantable Authority, and the chief Di* 
re&ion and Influence in her Majefty's Councils ; and molt 
wickedly defigning to proftitut* the Honour of the Crown*. 
and the Dignity of Parliaments, and not only totally id 
deprive her Majefty of the wholefome and neceffary Ad- 
vice of her Parliament in fo great a Conjuncture, but by 
flitfreprefentiilg the moil eflfential Parts of the Negocia- 
cions of Peace, to obtain the Sanation of Parliament td 
Ms traiteroos Proceedings, and thereby fatally to deceive 
her Majefty, her Allies, her Parliament, and her People % 
he the faid Robert Earl of Oxford and* Earl /Mortimer, was 
not only wanting in the Discharge of that Duty to his 
Sovereign which became his high Station, by not advi- 
fing againft, and as far as in him jay, in all Events, by * 
Hot preventing even any Intimation from the Throne to 
the Parliament, which was not conformable to the exacV 
eft Truth and Impartiality; but taking Advantage or 4 
his ready Accefs to her Majefty, and his exorbitant In- 
fluence in her Councils, did prepare, form, and concert, 
together with other falfe and evil Councilors, feveral 
Speeches and Declarations to be made by her Majefty front 
the Throne to her Parliament, on the Subject of the faid 
Negociations of Peace, and did advife her Majefty to make 
the fame td her Parliament. And particularly, by Means 
of his* firlft and eVil Counfels, her Majefty did, among 
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other Things, on the ferenth of Dec embe r 171 1, 
from the Throne in theft Words, or to the Effect follow- 
ing : That notwithfian/ing the J&t* ef theft whe delight im 
War, both Plate and Time are affeinted fer efemng the Treaty 
ef a General Peace. Otir AlHes, eftecially the States-General^ 
whofe buereft I look ufem as infef arable from my oaw, harre by 
their ready Concurrence, exfrefs*d their Confidence in m*. 
Whereas it was then notorious to all Ewrefe, and the laid 
Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer, and others his 
Accomplices, well knew that the principal Allies of her 
Majefty, and particularly the Scares-General, then had «* 
th? ftrongeft and moft prefling Manner reprefented, not 
only to her Majefty's Minifters in Holland, but afterwards 
by a Minifter of their own directly to her Majefty, the 
Infecurity and Danger tor the common Caufe, by entring 
into general Negotiations with France on the Proportions. 
fignd by Monf. Mefnager, and alio their firm Opinion of 
the fatal Confequences that might enfue thereon : And 
alt ho* they had ftill great Apprebenfions concerning the 
Method of opening the Conferences, and the Confequences 
that might happen-thereupon ; yet being wrought on by 
the Menaces and other extraordinary Methods ufed with 
them by her Majefty's Minifters, and relying on the fa 
femn Aftilrances and Declarations of her Majefty, to fop* 
port the Intereft and Concern of their State, and to a& in 
perfect Confidence and Harmony with them j they did at 
laft, with the greateft Reluctance, con fen t to enter upon 
a general Negotiation of Peace with France. And in the 
fame Speech her Majefty was prevail'd upon by the evil 
Counfels of him the faid Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl 
Mortimer, and others, to declare in the Words, and to the 
Effect following : That the Princes and States which haye 
been engag'd with us in this War, being by Treaties entitled to 
hare their federal Interefls feenr'd at a Peace ; I will not only 
do my utmofito procttre every one of them all reafonable Satis* 
faclion, but I Jh all affo mite with them in the ftrifteft En- 
gagements for continuing the Alliance, in order to render the 
General Peace fecure and lafting. And in her Menage of 
Che 17th of January following, her Majefty again expres- 
ses the Care (he intended to take of all her Allies, and the 
ftridt Union in which (he propofed to join with them. 
Whereas, by the evil Influence of him the faid Robert 
Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer, her 'Majefty was not 
only induced to enter into a private Negociation with 
Prance, exclufive of her Allies ; but the fame was in like 
Manner carry M on by him the fcid Robert Earl of Oxford 
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and Earl Morfimer, and others. And the ieveral Intereftt/ 
which the Allies were entitled to by their Treaties, weie 
not only not fecuxed to them by the Peace, nor any rea- 
sonable Satisfa&ion given to them ; h«t the main Intereftt 
of her principal Allies, efpecially of his Imperial Ma- 
jetty, were, by the wicked Practices of him the fiid Jty. 
hert Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer, and others, given, 
op xo France; and no Engagements were obtained for con- 
tinuing the Alliance, in order to render the general Peace 
fecure and lading. And her Majefty having on many 
former Occafions exprefted her Refolutions never to make 
Peace with France and Spain, lb long as Spain and the Weft- 
Indies remain'd in the Houfe of Bourbon; (he was pre* 
vail'd upon, by the Advice of him the faid Robert Earl 
of Oxford and Earl Mortimer, and others, to declare herfelf^ 
in Anfwer ro an Addrefs of the Houfe of Peers, the nth 
of December, 1711, to the Effe& following; vis. I Jkotild 
he ferry any one could think I would not do my utmoft to r$- 
torer Spain and the Indies from the Houfe of Bourbon* 
Whereas it is moll manifeft, that the leaving the King- 
dom of Spain and the Indies in the Houfe of JBourbon was 
the Foundation of the private and feparate Treaty be- 
tween Great Britain and Trance, which had been before 
that Time figned even with her Majefty's Confent ; anp} 
the fame fundamental Refolution was immutably obferved 
between them, to the Conclufion of the Peace. And her 
Majefty having frequently declared from the Throne, that 
her Refolutions in entring into the faid Negotiations were 
to obtain a general, good, and lading Peace; and the 
Plenipotentiaries- at Utrecht being hiftru&ed to treat with 
France conformably to that End, he the faid Robert Earl 
of Oxford and Earl Mortimer, in order to remove the juft 
Sufpicions which had been conceived of his private and 
feparate Negotiations with France, did ad vile her Majefty 
to make this further Declaration in her faid Meflage, the 
17th of January, that the World will now fee how groundlefs 
fhofe Reports are, which haye been fpread abroad by Men of 
oil Intention*, to ferye the worfl Vefignt \ at if a feparate 
Peace had been treated, for which there hoe not been the leaft 
Colour giren : Whereas a private and feparate Negotiation 
had been carried on for five Months together between 
Great Britain and France ; and during that Time privaje 
Proportions had been fent from England) and a private 
Treaty with a Minifter of France iigned, even by her 
Majefty'* Privity, exclusive of all the Allies, before the 
faid Declaration made by her Majefty. And private and 
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feparate Meafures were thenceforth carried on by the faid 
Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer^ and his Accom- 
plices, on Behalf of her Majefty with the Minifters of 
France, even to the Conclufion of the Peace with Franca* 
Her Majefty was farther prevailed on by the wicked Ad* 
vice of him the faid Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl Jfrr- 
limer, in her Speech of June 6*, 171a, to declare, that to 
prevent the Union of the two Crowns, (he would not be 
content with what was fpecalative, but infilled upon 
fomething folid : And in the fame Speech to the Effect 
following, yi%. The Nature of the Profofal fit a Renuncia- 
tion it fuck, that it executes it felf, and Trance and Spain 
are thereby more effectually divided than erer : Whereas the 
Minifters of France had before that Time allured the Mi- 
nifters of her Majefty, that to accept of the Expedient 
propofed on her MajeAy's Behalf, would be to build on a 
fandy Foundation ; and that the Renunciation wonkl be 
null and void by the fundamental Laws of France - r and 
that they would deceive thernfelves, who accepted it as 
•an Expedient to prevent the Union of the two Crown*. 
And not only in the Particulars before- mentioned, but in 
many others contained in the faid fcveral Speeches and 
. Meuages made and fent to her Parliament, even while 
the faid Negotiations of Peace with France were depend- 
ing, the mod eiTential Points relating to Peace and Com- 
merce, and which concerned the Intereft as well of the 
Allies as of Great Britain, were grofly mifreprefented. 
By all which wicked, treacherous, and unexampled evil 
Councils, he the faid Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer 
did molt baftly, ungratefully, and fcandalouily abufe rhe 
Favour of his Royal Miftrefs, and by means of her Au- 
thority did miflead her Parliament into groundlefs and 
- fatal Refolutions $ and thereby not only prevented the juft 
Advice of the Parliament to her Majefty in that critical 
Juncture, bat obtained the Approbation of Parliament to 
his myfterious and dangerous Practices; and did not only 
deprive her Majefty of the Confidence and Affection of 
her Allies, but expofed her Majefty and her People to the 
Contempt of the common Enemy. 

Art. XVI. That whereas the faid Robert Earl of Oxford 
and Earl Mortimer, having on all Occafions ufed his ut- 
moft Endeavours to fubvert the ancient eftablifiied Conjii- 
fution of Parliaments, the great and only Security of the 
Prerogative of the Crown, and of the Kights, Liberties, 
and Properties of the People ; and being moft wickedly 
determined at one fatal Blow, as far as in him lay, to 
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deftroy the Freedom and Independency of the Houfe of 
Lords, the great Ornament and neareft Support of the Im- 
perial Crown of chefe Realms, and falfly intending to dif- 
guife his mifchievous Purpofes under a pretended Zeal for 
Che Prerogative of the Crown ; he the fa id Robert Earl of 
Oxford and Earl Mortimer, on or about the Months of 0#- 
citnkr or fanuary^ 17x1, whilft the Houfe of Lords were 
under an Adjournment) and had Reafon to expect that on 
their next Meeting Matters of the higheft Importance 
would be communicated to them from the Throne, they , 
having foroe few Days before given their humble Opinion 
and Advice to her Majefty, That no Peace could be fife 
or honourable to Great Britain or Ettrope^ if Sfain and the 
W* ft' Indies were to be allotted to any Branch of the Houfe 
of Bturbon ; being then Lord High Treafurer of Great 
Britain, and one of her Majefty 's Privy Council, and atta- 
ining to himfelf an arbitrary Direction and Controul in 
her Majefty '$ Councils, contrary to his Dury and hit 
Oath, and in Violation of the great Truft repofed in him, 
and with an immediate Purpofe to render ineffectual the 
many earneft Reprefentations of her Majefty*! Allies a- 
gainft the fa id Negociations of Peace, as weJl as to pre r 
vent the good Effects of the faid Advice of the Houfe of 
Lords ; and in order to obtain fuch further Refolutions of 
Chat Houfe of Parliament on the important Subject of the 
Negoctations of Peace, as might (helter and promote his 
fecret and^unwarrantable Proceedings, together with other 
falfe and evil Counfellors, did advife her Majefty to make 
and create twelve Peers of this Realm, and Lords of Par* 
liament ; and purfuant to his deftrudive Counfels, Letters 
Patents did forthwith pafs, and Writs iftued, whereby 
twelve Peers were made and created: And did likewifc 
advife her Majefty immediately to call and fummon them 
to Parliament ; which being done accordingly, they took 
their Seats in the Houfe of Lords on or about the z<\ of 
January 171 x, to which Day the Houfe then flood ad- 
journed. Whereby the faid Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl 
Mertimtr did mod highly abufe the Influence he then had 
with her Majefty, and prevailed on her to exercife, in 
the moft unprecedented and dangerous Manner, that ya~ , 
luable and undoubted Prerogative, which the Wifdom of 
the Laws and the Conftuution of this Kingdom hath in- 
truded with the Ctown for the rewarding lignal Virtue 
and diftiiiguifihed Merit. By which defpeme Advice he 
did not only, as far as in him lay, deprive her Majefty of 
the Countenance of thofe feafonable and wholefome Conn* 
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fcls in th-t crirical Juncture, boc wickedly perverted the 
true and only End of that great and ufcfhl Prerogative, 
to tbe Diflionoar of the Crown, and the irreparable Mif- 
cbicf to tbe Conftitution of Parliaments* All which 
Crimes and Mifdemeanours, committed and done by him 
the Aid Earl ag«inft our late Sovereign Lady tbe Queen, 
her Crown and Dignify, the Peace and Intereft of this 
Kingdom, and in. Breach of the fcveral Trails repofed 
in him tbe faid Earl, and he the fa id Earl of Oxford and 
Earl Mortimer was Lord High Treafurer of Great Britain, 
and one of her Majefty's Privy Council during the Time 
t'lat all and every the Crimes before fee forth were done 
and committed. For which Matters and Things, the 
Knight*, Citizens, and BurgeiTes of the Honfe of Com- 
mons in Parliament afiembled, do, in the Name of them* 
felves, and of all tbe Commons of Great Britain, impeach 
the faid Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer of High 
Trcafon, and other High Crimes and Mifdemeanours in 
the J*id Articles contained. And the faid Commons by 
Proreftation f*ving to thcmfelves the Liberty of exhibi- 
ting, at any Time hereafter, any other Accufations or Im- 
peachments again ft the faid Earl, and alio of replying to 
the Anfwers which the faid Robert Earl of Oxford and 
Earl Mortimer (hall make to the Premifes, or any of them, 
or to any Impeachment or Accufation that lhall be by 
them exhibited, according to the Courfe and Proceedings 
of Parliament, do pray chat the faid Robert Earl of Ox- 
ford and Earl. Alort irncr be put to anfwer all and every the 
Premifes; and that fuch Proceedings, Examinations^ Tri- 
als and Judgments may be upon them, and every of them 
had and ufed, as {hall be agreeable to Law and Jufttce. 
And they do further pray and demand, that the f*id Robert 
Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer may be feqneftred from 
-Parliament, and forthwith committed to fafe Cuftody. 

Aflbon as the Lord Ctnnitgsby, and the Commoners that 
accompanied him, were withdrawn, * Lord moved, that 
the Confideration of the Articles of Impeachment be ad- 
journal to the Monday following, and was back'd by feve- 
ral Peers; particularly by Dr. Francis Atterbury, Bifhop of 
Rochefler^ who urged, ' That this Accufation was of fb 
* extraordinary a Nature, and fo very important) both in 
' it felf and its Confequences, that the Honfe Ought to 
( proceed on it with the utmoft Caution and Deliberation.' 
B it he was fmartly anfwer'd, by a Scotch Duke, who, a* 
snong other Thingr, £ud, ' Ic was well known, tbe Prer 
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* late -who fpoke laft, had, of late, ftudy'd more Politicks 

* than Divinity ; and was thoroughly acquainted with the 
1 Subject Matter of the Articles, that lay before them ; 
< and therefore did not doubt, but his Lordfhip was now 
1 as ready to fpeak to them, as he could ever be, if he 

* bad more Time to confider of them/ After a Debate 
of about an Hour and a half, the Queftion for adjourning 
was pur, and carried in the Negative, by a Majority of 
96 Voices againft 74; and thereupon the Articles of Im- 
peachment were read, which took up till, about eight in 
the Evening. Then a Motion was made, (by the time 
Side that was for adjourning) that the Judges be con- 
fulted ; that the Houfe might be fatisfied, whether the 
Charge conrain'd in the faid Articles amounted to Trea- 
fon. The Lords Treyor and Harcourty the Dukes of Shrtwf- 
bury and Loeds } the E*rl of JWet, the Lord North and 
Grey, the Biihbp of Rocbefter, and fome other Peers of 
that Side, were for the Affirmative j but the Lord Cow- 
per, Lord Chancellor, the Dukes of AfgyU and Montrofi f 
the Earls of Nottingham^ Sunderland^ Dorfet and JJU y the 
Lord Vi (count Townjbend, and fome other Lords of the 
Court Party fpoke for the Negative. The Lord TVew ha- 

, ving gone fo far as to declare his Opinion, that none 
of the Articles amounted to High Treafon ; he was an- 
fwer'd by the Lord Cowper 7 who urged the contrary, and 
challenged all the Lawyers in England to d if prove his Ar- 
guments, fcjeverthelefs, the Tory Lords Hi 11 iniifting on 
the confuting of the Judges, the Earl of Nottingham re- 
prefented to them, ' that inftead of favouring thereby 
' the noble Perfon who had the Misfortune to be ira- 

* peach'd, as undoubtedly they meant it, they might on 

* the contrary do him a great Prejudice ; for if, upon 
c confulting the Judges, they declared the Charge to a- 
' mount to Treafon, the faid Lord would (land prejudged 

* before he was brought to his Trial.* After forae other 
Speeches, the Queftion was put upon the Motion before- 
mention'd, and carried in the Negative by 84 Voices a- 
gainft 52. And then it was moved by the Court Party, 
that the Earl of Oxford be committed to fafe Cuftody, 

. which occafion'd a frefh Debate. Several Peers of both 
Sides having declared their Opinion upon that Motion, 
the Earl of Oxford thought it high Time for him to fpeak 
for himfelf, which he did to this Effect : 
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My LORD, 

IT » 4 very gfea* Misfortune for any Mam #» fob under 
the Vifpleafure of fo great and fo powerful * Body at the 
Commons of Great Britain ; and thk Misfortune k the heavier 
upon me, beeaufe 1 had the Honour to be pUtctd at the Head 
of the late Mtmftry, and muft now, it feemt, he made ac- 
countable for all the Meafures that were then purfmad : hut 
on the ether Handy 'tie a very great Comfort to me under thk 
Misfortune, that I have the Honour to he a Member of thk 
auguft Affcmbh : An Afembly ndmh always fquaret their 
Proceedings and Judgments by the Rules of Honour, Jufticc 
and Equity ; and k not to be by aft' d by a Spirit of tarty* 
My LORD, 

I could fay a great deal to clear my fe\f of the Charge which 
is brought again ft me : But a* 1 now labour under an Indif- 
fofitien of Body, befidet the fatigue of thk long Sitting, I (had 
contract what I have to fay within a very, narrow Compafi. 
Thk whole Accufation may, it feems, be reduced to the Negoti- 
ation ard Conclufion of the Peace ; Tlmt the Nation wanted a 
Weace, nobody will deny ; and I hope it will be at eafily made 
out, that the Conditions of thu Peace are a* good as could be 
expe&ed, confiderig the Circumfiances wherein it was made y 
and the Ba'kwardnefi and Reluflancy which fome ef the Mies 
fitew'd to come into the Queen's <Mea fures. Thk k certain , 
that this Peace, as bad as it is now reprefevted, was approved 
by two fucc five Parliaments, It is indeed fuggefted againft 
this Peace, that >t was a feparate one', but I hope, my Lord, 
it will be made appear, that it was general ; and that 'twas 
France, and not Great Britain, that made the firft Steps to- 
wards a Negotiation. And, my lord, I will be bold to fay % 
that during my whole Adminiftration, the Sovereign ufon the 
Throne woe loved at Home, and feared Abroad, 

As to the tfufinefs of Tour nay, winch is made a capital 
Charge, I can fafely aver, that I Itad no manner of Share in 
it ; and that the fame woo wholly tranfacled by that unfor- 
tunate tiobleman who thought fit to ftep afide : But I dare fey 
in his Behalf, that if this Charge could be proved, it would 
not amount to Treafon. For my own forty as I always acled by 
the immediate Directions and Comma) ds of the late Qneen^ 
and never offended againft any known Lav, I am jnftify'd in 
my own Confidence, and unconcern d for the life of an infignifi* 
cant old Man. But I cannot, without the Ivgheft Ingratitude^ bo 
unconcerned for the heft of Queens : A Queen wIto heap'd upon 
me Honours and Preferments, tho* I never ask'd for them j and 
tijerefore I think my felf under an Obligation to vindicate her 
Memory, and the Meafures Jhe (urfutd, to my dying Breath, 

My 
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My LORD, 

If Minifters of State, afting by the immediate Commands 
mf their Sovereign, are afterwards to be maie accountable for 
their Proceedings, it may one Day or other be the Cafe of aSL 
the Members of this auguft Ajembly : 1 don't doubt, tlxrefore, 
that out of Regard to ymr felves, your Lerdjbifs will give mo 
#8 equitable Hearing ;. and I hope that, in tlte Profecution of 
this Enqutry, it mil appear , that I \*ave merited not only the 
Indulgence, but likewife the Favour of the Government* 
My LORD, 

/ am new to take my Leave of yont Lordfittp, and of Ms 
honourable Houfe, perhaps for ever ! I jbaU lay down my Life 
with Pleafure, in a Cavfe fayour'd by my late dear Royal 
Mi fire ft. And when I eonfider that I am to be judged by the 
fnfiice, Honour and Virtue of my "Beers, I /ball atquiefte, and 
retire with great Content : And, my Lords, God'i Will be done* 

Before the Queftion for committing the Earl of Oxfotd 
to fafe Cuftody was put, the DuJ^e of Shrewsbury acquaint- 
ed the Houfe, that the £tid Earl was, at prefent, very 
much indifpos'd with the Gravel ; and therefore he hoped 
the Houfe would not immediately fend him to the Tower, 
but fuffer him to be, for two or three Dayt, under the 
Cuftody of the Black-Rod at his own Houfe, where he 
might have the Attendance and Aflifhnce of his Rela- 
tions and Servants : That however, he (the Dake of Shrewf 
bury) did not propoft this as a Motion, becaufe he was 
again ft: committing him at all ; but only left it to the 
Confide ration of the Houfe. His Grace was feconded by 
the Eirl of Fonlet, and no Oppofition being made by 
the other Party, the Earl of Oxford withdrew, leaving 
. Word with the U flier of the Black- Rod, that he would 
be at Home; After this the Queftion was put, that the 
, faid Earl be committed to fafe Cuftody, which was 
# carried in the Affirmative, by 8a Voices againft $o ; and 
fothe Houfe rofe about a Quarter paft one in the Morn- 
ing, when the Ufher of the Black- Rod went to the 
Earl of Oxford's Houfe; communicated to him the Or- 
, der of the Houfe of Peers, for taking him into Cufto- 
> dy ; and J eft fome of his Officers for that Purpofe in his 
, Lordihip's Houfe. it was obferv'd that when the Earl 
of Oxford went home, he was attended by a Mob that 
cry'd out high Church, Ormond and Oxford for ever, &c m 
It was likewife obferv'd) that of twenty Bifhops who 
- were that Day in the Houfe, fix only were tor the Earl 
of Oxford, ri». Sir William Vames Archbiihop of lork, ' Dr. 
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John Robin/on Bifhop of London, Dr. Francii Atterbury Bifhop 
of JbrArfsr, Dr. George Smahriige Btfliop of Briflol, Dr. 
Francis Gafirel Bifhop of Chtftet, and the Loid Grew Bifhop 
of Durham' 

fitly the nth, the Lord Cowngtiy acquainted the Com- 
mons, that he did the Saturday before, at the Bar of the 
Hoofe of Lords, impeach Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl 
Mortimer of High Treafon, and other High Crimes and 
Mifdemeanourf, and delirer'd in the Articles of Impeach- 
ment againft him j and did pray and demand that the 
laid Earl might be fequefter'd from Parliament, and 
forthwith committed to fafe Cuftody. The fame Day the 
Lords order'd, that the Earl of Oxford be brought to the 
Bar of their Houfe the next Morning, in order to be 
lent to the Tower; and then their Lordfhips fent a Mef- 
fage to the Commons, to acqoaktt that honourable Houfe, 
' that the Lords had order'd the Black-Rod to attach and 
' take into fafe Cuftody Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl 

* Mortimer-, and that the Black Rod had returned to the 
1 Lords, that he had accordingly attach'd the faid Earl, 

* and had him now in fafe Cuftody/ 

On the 1 2th of July, the Earl of Oxford was, accord- 
ing to O^der, brought to the Bar of the Lords Houfe, 
where, having received a Copy of the Articles of Im- 
peachment againft him, he represented to their Lordfhips, 

* that the ableft Men in the Nation had been many Weeks 

* in drawing up thofe long Articles againft him; and 
' therefore he hoped the Houfe would allow him a pro- 
' portionable Time to anfwer them/ His LordJhip took 
thu Occafion to return their Lordfhips his hearty Thanks 
for their great Humanity in not fending him to the 
Tower the Saturday before ; and as he ftill laboured under 
the ft me Indifpofition of Body, he humbly defired their 
Lordfhips to permit him to continue forae few Days more 
at his own Houfe under the Cuftody of the Black- Rod, 
The Earl of Oxford being withdrawn to the Black-Rod- 
Room, the Lords refolv'd to allow him a Month to an- 
fwer the Articles of Impeachment; and as to his laftRe- 
queft, Dr. Mead, one of his Lordfhip's Phyficians being 
coafulted, and having made Affidavit, that if the Earl 
were fent to the Tower his Life would be in Danger,. a 
Motion was made, that he might continue in his Houfe 
rill {he Monday following ; but this was oppofed, and af» 
ter a warm Debate, it was carried by 8i Voices againft 
y?, that he fhonld be carried into the Tower, on Saturday 
the 1 6 of July. The rnoft remarkable Pauage in this 
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Day's Debate, was as follows ; the Earl of Anglefea ha- 
ving /aid, that it was to he feared, thefe violent Afedfure* 
weald make tin Scepter /bake in the King's Hands. Moil of 
the' Members were offended at this Suggeftion, and fbme 
cry'd the Tower, and others only to Order. The Earl of 
Sutherland faid, * He trembled with Indignation to hear 
c fuch Words pronounc'd in that noble Atiemb/y; that 
c if they had been fpoke any where elfe, he would call 
4 the Perfoh that fpoke them to an Account ; but all he 
c could do there was to move that he might explain him- 
€ felf, ; The Earr of Sutherland was fecorfded by the Duke 
of Roxburgh, who, among other Things faid, that the 
Scepter was fb well rivited in the King's Hand, that in- 
ftead of fliaking, it would crafli all His Majefty's Enemies. 
The Earl of Berkley^ and fome other Lords back'd alfo the 
Earl of Sutherland's Motion : Whereupon the Ear] of An* 
glefea ftood up and (kid, ( That it was but too roanifeft 

* by the Riots that were daily committed in feveral Parts 
' of the Kingdom, that the Nation in general was againft 
c thefe Impeachments. That for his own Part, he was 

* ib far from approving thofe tumultuous Aflemblies and 
' Disorders that he rather wifh'd a (top might fpeedily be 
1 put to them, by exemplary Pan i foments. That he had 
' on feveral Qccafions, given funfcient Proofs of his Z*al 
' and Affection for the Revolution and the Proteftant Sac- 
1 ceffion. That what he had now ad^ane'd, was the Re- 

* fuk of the fame Zeal for the Peace and Profperi ty of 
' his Majefty's Reign : However, if he had been fo un- 
1 happy as by any unguarded or patiionate Exprefiion, to 
1 give Offence to that auguft Atiembly, he was very for- 
c ty fear it.* Notwithftandiug this Apology, fome Mem- 
bers were cnclin'd to have his Lordfhip fent to the Tower, 
but the vtry Words he had fpoken not having been taken 
down in Writing, the Houfe admitted his Lordfirip's Ex- 
planation ; and to that Matter went no further. It is ob- 
servable, that on this Occasion, befides the fix Bifhops be- 
ftre-mention'd, Dr. George Hoofer Biihop of Bath and Wetts y 
and Dr. Adam Otely Biihop of St. Day id's voted for the 
Earl of Oxford. The Houfe of Peers having met on the 
15th of July they adjourn'd to the xSth, to avoid, as 'twas 
generally furmifed, any frefh Motion which the Earl of 
Oxford's Friends might make, for deferring his being ftne 
to the Tower, whither r according to Order, he was carried 
by the U(her of the Black-Rod on Saturday July i6xh 9 
about 8 a-Clock in the Evening, in his Lordfhip's Chariot, 
Attended by two Hackney Coaches, in which were the ' 
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Earl's Lady, bis Son the Lord Hsrley, and fame other of 
the Earl's Relations and Servants. Although theft three 
Coaches went from his Lordfiiip's Hoof* near Sr. ftmeft 
Palace, up St* Jmtut's-Strtet) and then through Ftccadilfy 3 
Gerrard- Street y Monmouth Street, Mfamn, and orher left 
frequented Streets, with Defign as 'twas thought to avoid' 
a Crowd, yet were they attended by a great many of 
the common People, wbofe Numbers being much increa* 
fed in their Return from the Tower, they railed an Up" 
rore in the Streets, with their Cry of BtgbvChurch, Ot- 
mond) and Oxford for ever ; and when they came to St* 
Martin'%-Lam, Wefinunfitr^ fome of them grew fb outrage*- 
ous at to throw Stones at, and break the Windows of ft- 
veral Houfes : Upon which three or four of the Muti- 
neers were by the Conftables and Beadles catrted to the 
Round-Hoofc, 

On the ijth of jWy, the Commons in a Committee of 
the whole Houfe, went through the till f*r ftt+tnting Tu- 
asuZtt, &c. and the next Day Mr. Atto»ney#Gefiers4 ha- 
ying reported the Amendments they bad m^dc to the 
fame, the fkftof them was agreed ro; bar the further Con- 
iideration of the faid Amendments was ad)onrn'd. After 
this, the Houfe being infarm'd of great rJifovders in the 
County of Stafort, by feveral evil-difpcVd Persons gofrrg 
from Place to Place in a tumultuous amd riotous Mannerj 
and. that they had .aflatsked and wounded ftteral of his 
Majefty's good Subjedh without any Provocation ; and that' 
one Mr. BityJey was able to give* the Hduft an Account 
thereof, and that he was at the Door, he was otdtr'd to 
be called in. Mr. Btyley being caird in accordingly, gave 
t)>e Houfe an Account of what had haypen'd in that 
Couiuy, as follows, ns. 



c *T?H AT there are three Ttttbjtitian Meetings Hdufts, 

* X' which are not very remote from each other, vhu 
' at Dudley^ Wefl-flrwmuch and (Mikity That the Prb-

* Hand- 
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c Hand-Whip* and Codgers made feveral of them fmart^ 
* fo chat an their Knees they askM pardon, pray'd fbr 
c King George, and promis'd not to offend any more ; hoc 
4 like true Ja&bitts broke their Promife, and came next 
4 Thy in greater Numbers, and with more defperate Wea- 
1 pons: fucb as Scythes, Reaping-Hooks ftt in proper 
4 Handles about two Yards long 5 large Clubs, and Tome 
4 Fire- Arms : B«t as foon they came up- to the Guard, 
4 their Courage fail'd them, they flung down their Arms, 
c and fled, many of which were pick'd up by Women 
4 who came out of their Houfes to that purpofr. It was 
4 thought pioper to take fome of them Prifoners ; accor- 
4 dingly they purfued them, and rook 36", and placed 
4 them in a publick Inn, with a ftrong Guard upon them, 
4 in order to take them before a Juftice of Peace next 

* Day : But that Night about 12 a-Clo k there came a! 
c Mob from Birmingham of about a Hundred, intending to 
4 releafe them. They fired upon the Guard without Doors, 

* and at the fame Time attack'd the Houfe and broke it 9 
4 but the Guard beat them off, and took feveral Prifoners, 
4 which were the next Day, with the reft, had before 
4 Sir Heriry Goitgh and his Son, who committed Part of 
4 them to Sta ford-Goal, and bound over others to the 
4 Affizes. The fame Day, which was Wmrfday laft, the 
4 Mob came again, and now they came on with more, 
4 than their ufual Courage, which caus'd the advanced 
4 Guard to draw back nearer their main Body. The Re- 
4 bels ftill came on with Fury, and as foon as they came, 
4 within reach, fired upon the Guard, who then call- 
4 ed op their Men, who had Fire- Arms, to their Afliftance, 

* who came, and quickly difpers'd them j a Gentleman 
4 had his Horfe (hoc dead under him, and another mor- 
€ tally wounded : Some of the Guards are very much, 
c wounded, but it's hoped not mortally. They took fe- 

* veral Prifoners, amongft which are the two Captains, 
« one of 'which is fa id to be the publick Cryer of Wbher- 

* hamftth. Some of thofe taken appear to be known Ro~ 
« man Crtholicks. Whilft the Prifoners were under Ex» 

* amination, being ask'd who encouraged them on to 
*• this Work ? Two of them had the Confidence to fay, 

* they were told that two Gentlemen of Note, riz. Mr. 

* Vktnon, and Mr. Lane, would give 6"o Guineas a* piece to 
c encourage rhe t Mob: It is likewife reporced in the 
4 Country, that the Mob boafted the Imtr of thsfe Qcn- 

4 ilemeu was to head them, * 

4 When 
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4 When the Mob pull'd down the Meeting-Houfe at 
c Wohtrhamptmt) one of their Leaden getting on the Top 
( of the fame, flourifh'd his Hat round his Head, and 

* cry'd, G— <*•—»- K. G^— ge, and the IX of Marlborough* 

* A Fellow at the fame Place, (landing by as an idle Spetfa- 
c tor, was charg'd by the Rioters with being a Spy ; and to 
€ attone for hit fuppofed Offence, they made him go down 

* on his Knees, and cry God bkfs K. James the Third,* 

Mr. Bayley being withdrawn, Mr. Braubridge, a Mem* 
ber of the Houfe for Tdmworth in Staff or djbitty acquainted 
hem of a Letter wrote from that Country, relating to 
hofe Difturbmces, which he read in his Place ; and the 
faid Letter having been order'd to be brought up to the 
Table, and read, it was refolv'd Nemine contradiccnttf 
that an humble Addrefs be prefented to his Majefty, that 
he will be gracioufty pleas'd to give Directions to the 
feveral Magiftrates throughout the Kingdom, that the? 
Laws be put in a fpecdy, and the mod vigorous Execu- 
tion, againft all fuch Perfbns who ihall be found anjr 
way concerned in the late rebellious and tumultuous 
Riots and Diforders committed, and now carrying onj 
in feveral Parts of this Kingdom, by Perfons difafTe&ed 
to his Majefty and his Government ; and that m 
ftrift Enquiry be made, who are the Prompters and 
Authors of the faid Tumults and Riots } and that an 
Account be taken of fuch Jul) ices of the Peaqe as have 
failed in the Difcharge of their Duty on thefe Occa- 
sions ; and that fuch Juftices, who mall appear to his 
Majefty to have negle&ed their Duty,, be forthwith 
put out of the Coramifiions of the Peace j and that 
fuch other Magiftrates who ihall appear like wife to 
have neglected their Duty therein, may be proceed- 
ed againft with the utmoft Rigour of the Law; and 
that his Majefty will likewife be pleafed to diredt, 
that an cxacT: Account may be taken of the Lofles and 
Damages which his Majefty 's Subjects have fuitained* 
by reafon of thefe tumultuous and rebellious Proceed* 
ings j and that the Sufferers may have full Compenfa- 
tion made them for their Damages ; and to affiire bis 
Majefty, that all fuch Expences as his Majefty (hall be 
at on that Account, ihall be made good to his Majefty 
out of the next Aids that Avail be afterwards granted by 
Parliament ; and a)fo that the Laws againft fafifis and 
Nonjurors may be effectually put in Execution.' 
Then the Commons refumed the Consideration of the 
Amendments made to the BiU for frtyeming Tumults, &c- 

which. 
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which, with other Amendments made to them, were 
agreed to, and the Bill ordered to be engrolVd. 

On Monday the 18th of Jufy % the /aid Bill was read 
the third Time, (and after feveral A mend men rs were made 
to it) pafs'd, and fent up to the Lords. And Mr. Leclmert, 
Soil ici tor General, from the Committee appointed to draw 
up an Addrefs to his MajeAy, having reported the fame 
it was agreed unto by the HeuiTe, famine Contfadiunti^ W- 
ing as follows: 

Mofl gracious Sovereign, 

WE your Ma jetty's moft dutiful and loyal Subject, 
the Commons in Parliament alTembled, being 
highly coneern'd at the contlnu'd Endeavours of the Ene- 
mies of your Perfon and Government, to difturb the 
Tranquillity and Happinefs of your Kingdoms, and to 4e« 
prive your People of the great Ble flings they enjoy under 
your aufpicious Reign ; And it having appear'd to us, that, 
by the' Encouragement, and the falfe and traiterous Inj*. 
Auations of Perfons difaffe&ed to your Title and Govern* 
jnent, great Numbers of your poor deluded Subje&s have 
been prevaii'd upon, in many Parts of the Kingdom, to 
aflfemble together, and in a tumultuous ami rebejljoas 
Manner, to commit great Disorders, and do great injuries 
to others of their Fellow-Subjects and Fellow* "Proteflants, 
we think it our indifpenfable Duty on this Occasion, to 
ex pre fa our utmoft Abhorrence of all fuch traiterous Pro- 
ceedings, and our higheft Refentment again ft the Authors 
and Promoters of them ; and to renew to your Majefty 
the hearty and' vigorous Refelutions of your faithful Com- 
mons, to fupport your Ma jelly and your Government 
againft all your open and fecret Enemies; and to contri- 
bute the utmoft in our Power to the Honour and Safety of 
your facred Perfon, and the Quiet and Security of your 
Government. ' 

And to that fend, we crave Leave tnoft humbly to be- 
feech your Majefty, that you will be gracioufly pleas'd to 
give Directions to the feveral Magi urates throughout your 
Kingdom, that the Laws now in Force may be put in a 
fpeedy, and in the moft vigorous Execution, againft ail 
fuch Perfons as fliall be found any Way concerned in tt|e 
rebellious and tumultuous Riots and Diforderi which have 
been committed, and sire now carrying on, by Perfons 
difaffe&ed to your Majefty and your Government; and 
that a Ariel Enquiry nay be made todifcovei the Authors 
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and Prtimoters of them, fo at they may be brought to con- 
dign Punifhment. 

And it being apparent, that the Negleft or Mifbeba- 
viour of many Juftices of Peace, and other Magiflratet, 
faath given great Encouragement to the faid Difbrders, 
we crave Leave, in all Humility, to befeech your Ma- 
jefty, that an Account may be taken of fucb Juftices of 
the Peace as have fail'd in the Difcharge of their Duty on 
thefe Occafkras ; and that fuch of them as (hall appear to 
your Majefty to have neglected their Duty, may be forth- 
with put out of the Com millions of the Peace; and that 
fuch other Magiftrates as fhall likewife appear to your 
Majefty to have neglected their Duty therein, may be pro- 
ceeded againft with the utmoft Rigour of the Law. 

And as your loyal Commons are fully aftur'd, that by 
the Wifdom and Steadinefs of your Adminiftration, the 
Scepter in your Royal Hand will foon become a Terror to 
all thofe, who, by open or fecret Practices, (hall any Way 
abet the Enemies of your Perfon or Government; fo 
from our rooft dutiful Regard to your Majefty, and in 
Juftice to thofe of your Subjects, who, for their Zeal and 
firm Adherence to your Majefty and your Government, 
have been Sufferers in the faid tumultuous and traicerous 
Diforders j we do raoft humbly befeech your' Majefty, that 
you will be moft gracioufly pleas'd to give Directions, 
that an exa& Account be taken of the Lodes and Damages 
which any of your Subjects have fuftain'd, by Reafon of 
the faid tumultuous and rebellious Proceedings, and that 
the Sufferers may have full Compensation made them for 
their Damages *, your faithful Commons moft humbly 
alluring your Majefty, that all Expences which fhall be 
incurr'd on that Account, fhall be made good to your Ma- 
lefty, out of the next Aids that fhall be afterwards granted 
by Parliament. 

And for the Security of your facred Perfon, and the 
quieting the Minds of your faithful Subjects, we do fur- 
ther' moft humbly advife your Majefty, that you will be 
gracioufly pleas'd to give Orders, that the Magiftrates 
throughout the Kingdom, in their ftveral Stations, do 
'fpeedily and effectually put the Laws in Execution againft 
Papifts and Nonjurors. 

This Addrefs having the next Day (fitly 19) been pre- 
fented to the King by the whole Houfe, his Majefty was 
pleas'd to return the following moft gracious- Anfwer :

be ink Natives or Foreigners, who ftull jpjae or fecure, 
y ajive 
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alive or dead, the Perfon of the Pretender, whenever he 
fhall land, or attempt to land in Great Britain or Ireland, 
or any other his Majefty's Dominions. 

July 25. Mr. Carter reported the Amendments made to 
the fig/i for the further Security of fc* Mafefiy's Perfon and 
Gwtrnment , &c. which, witft Amendments to fome of 
them, were agreed to, and the Bill order'd to be engrofs'd. 
After this, Mr. Walfole made a Speech, wherein he took 
Notice, * Of the Meafures the King had taken, purfuanc 
* to the Defoe and Advice of that Houfe, to fecure his 
c Dominions; but re prefented, that in fcafe of an Inva- 
' /ion, the Standing Troops and new Levies would hard* 
c ly be fufficient; and as he thought it neceflary, fo he 
1 roov'd, that rhe Officers in Half-Pay fhould be put in a 
*■ Capacity to ferve the Nation, by allowing them Full 
' Pay.'* General Stanhofe feconded Mr. Walfok's Motion ; 
and. General Bofs only having made a flight Obje&ion to 
*t t fuggefting, that, to fave Ex pence t, the Standing Re- 
giments might be augmented, it was refolv'd, That an 
humble Addrefs be prefented to his Majefty, that he would 
be gracioufly plcas'd to allow Full Pay to fuch Half- Pay 
Officers as were not other wife provided for ; and that his 
Majefty would give Orders to the faid Officers to hold 
themfelves in a Readinefi, to be employ'd in fuch Man- 
ner as his Majefty (hould think fit ; and to a fibre his Ma* 
jefty, that this Houfe will fupply fuch extraordinary Ex- 
pence as his Majefty fhould be at on this Account, out of 
the next Aids to be afterwards granted by Parliament* 
This Addrefs being the fame Day prefented to the King, 
his Majefty was pleas'd to fay, That he look'd upon it at a 
frefh Inftance of tin Duty and Affeclion of tbit Houfe, and of 
their Zeal for the Security and Preferration of hit PeofU and 
Government. The fame Day like wife, upon a Motion 
made by Mr. Pulteney, Secretary at War, a Bill was order'd 
to be brought in, For the enforcing and making more efeclnat 
an Aft of this frefent 'Parliament, entitled, An Aft for the) 
tetter regulating the Forces to he continued in hie Majefty's 
Service, and for tho Payment of the faid Forces and their 
Quarters ; And for the letter froenting Mutiny and Defer* 
tion •• Which Bill wa*, the next D*y, prefented to the 
Houfe by Mr. Pulteney, and read the flrft Time ; as was 
alfo, a Mill to make the Militia of this Kingdom more ufeful. 

July&. The Commons read the third Time theengroft'd 
Bii for the further Security of his Majefty's Perfon and Govern- 
want, &c. which, wichfeveral Amendments made to it, 
was pafs'd, and fent up to the Lords*

4* 8 d. /*r the Seryice of 
the Pubiick ; wuich wa$ read, and rejerr'd to the, Confide.- 
ration of the grand Committee on Wayp and Means to 
raife a Supply, Then the Houfe haviug refolvcd it ftlf 
into the* faid Committee, jeibjv/d to. accept of the faid 
Propofition ; yhiph Refoiutioa, a^nd fome, others, (or the, 
Relief of feverai Merchants, were, tfca next Day, report- 
ed by Mr. Farrar ,. and a 3$ or ttiiU ordcjr'd r,o be brought 
in thereupon. 

Jriy go,, Mr. lyalfole reported from t^ie Committee 
of Secrecy, tha{ they had directed Jum to exhibit fur- 
ther Articles of Impeachment of tfigh Crimes and Mif- 
demeanours, againit Bohett Carl of Oxford and Earl f/fyr- 
timer ) vvbig^ he read in his Place, and afeprwards de- 
Hver'd theni in at the Table, where they, were read. 
And a Motion being m,ad* and (he Qu,e.iUoo pu.r, chat 
the further Confidera,tion of t,he fa/M* Attvcfes be. a,dr 
tourn'd till . the Tuefday following, it pafs'd \n the 
. Negative, i^fter this }t was ordered, (hat the fa.id Ar- 
ticles be read Article by Article ^ which was done acr 
cordmgly, a,nd, with Amendments tq ojmj of tbero, 
upon the QutUion fevej-ally put thereuoon, they were 
a&jeed {0 l^y the Houfe ; and order'd, firfl:, 'tiiat the 
iaid Articles be engroffed 5 fccondly, that a Claafe be pre- 
pared for faring Liberty to the Common* to exhibit 
*ny further Articles against th* faid R&K Efctl of Qxfo*4 
anq Karl Mm\mer* Then the Com noons, by rjeajfan of the 
Anniverfary of his Afrjefty's happy Acc*fiion to the 
Tnrgne, which fell on Mohday the ift of -Augufl x »o> 
jburn'd to Tuefday the 2d ; when the ingroflea further 
Articles of Impeachment a^gainft Men Eajrl of Oxford 
1 ' and 
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and Eari Aforrimrr, for 'High Crimes and Mifflefneanotrfla, 
'Were read ; after which it was order'd, rhat rhe Lord 
CoTwtgsby do carry the laid Articles to the Lords ; which 
Iris Lordfhip did immediately* The faid farther Arti- 
cles are as follow: 

Art. XVH. That whereas in or abdut the Month of 
January, in the Year 17^ a danger cms and deflru&ive 
Expedition had been projected and fet on foot, under Pre- 
tence of making a Cortqueft on the PoiTefKbns of the French 
* . King in North America, but with a real Defign to pro- 
mote his Interefts, by wealc'fiing the Confederate Army 
in Flanders, and dirrrpsting the Naval Force of this King- 
dom, as well as fdr the Sake of the private Interefhand 
cdrrnpt Gain of the Promoters of the fa id Expedition ; 
he the faid<fttfftert Earl of Oxford and Earl Mr timer, be- 
ing then one of her late Majefty** Privy Council, and 
orte of the Commifiioners of her Majefty's Treafury, wis 
not only wanting in his Duty to heir late Majefty, ^ 
wilfully and indufrrrooify abfenting from the Meeringi 
t»f other Perfons, then in High Truit under her Majefty, 
wherein the fa id Expedition was concerted, and by ndc 
advifing her Majefty again ft, and doing what in hirti 
lay, to have -prevented the putting the fame .in Exectx-. 
tion, Unt did, contrary to his Oath, and the high Trtift 
'-then repofed in Mm, advife her Majefty to confenc to the 
making an Ex jjedfition for the conquering Canada, *ndthe 
City ofQtiebtck. on the River of St.'Lawrehet, m North-Aiht- 
fiftsj and in Execqrion ofrhis faid evil Counfeh, tie dill 
further adVife her Majefty to give Orders for detaching 
feveral Battalions of the forces then in the Service of 
thtt Majefty, in Conjunction with her Allies itifldridm, 
. 'and to fend the fame with a large Squadron of Wen 'df 
War, on the faid Enterprize; alxho* the faid Rolen Eit\ 
of Oxford and Earl Mortimer, well knew, that the faid 
Project or Expedition having been frequently' deliberated 
tin and maturely confider'd, a fhort Time before, in "k 
'Committee of Council, was then hid afide*as dangeMU* 
/and impracticable. And a 'Demand being made at the 
Treafury, on or about the Months of -May or '/Met 711, 
'for the Sam of 28000 /. or thereabouts,' on Pretence df 
Arms and Merchandife faid to be fent in the Aid Ex- 
pedition s to Canada, he the faid Robert Earlof Oxford and 
toitl Mortimer, being then Lord High Tfeafuret of Grtit 
K Briratn, and One of her Majefty** Privy Council, tho' he 
well knew, or bad Reafon to fufpefr, that %ht ftmewtt 
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an anjnft tad exorbitant Demand, aod a great Ahnfe on 
her Majefty and the Public*, and fnch as ought not to 
hare been comply'd with, was nor only wanting in bit 
Duty, to her Majefty, in not giving his humble Advice a- 
gainft the faid Demand, or at leaf! in not repre&nting 
to her Majefty the Grounds of fbch bis fiofpicions, but 
did, contrary to his Oath and his Duty, ad rife her Ma- 
felly tnar .the {aid Sams (hould be iflbed and paid, and 
did accordingly counter fig a a Warrant to the Payroafter 
of her Majefty's Forces, for the Payment of the fame, 
pnrfoant to which the lame was afterwards iflbed and 
received. And in farther Violation of hit Oath, his 
Duty and Truft, and with the rnoft corrupt Defign to 
prevent the Juftice dne to her Majefty and the Nation, 
he the faid Xe&trt Earl of Oxford and Earl Merthmer, be- 
ing then Lord High Treafarer of Gtuu Masks, and ex- 
erci/ing a rooft unexampled arbitrary Power, not only in 
her Majefty's private Councils, bat extending his evil In- 
flaences to the great Council of the Nation : After the 
faid Expedition had provM onfuccefiftil, and it bad been 
difcqver'd to him the faid Jtofcrt Earl of Oxford and Earl 
Mortimer^ that the Nation had been cheated of above 
twenty tboufand Pounds on that Account, did moft un- 
gracefully and corruptly employ his wicked Arts, and 
tbe Credit which he had gain'd, by bis falfe and crafty 
Infinuations and Practices, to keep the Houfe of Commons 
from examining, that Affair. And in or about the Month 
of d*gi*ft 171 4* in a Letter or Memorial, under his own 
Hand, to her late Majefty, he ■ did prefurae, not only to 
infinuate the ill Opinion be therein pretended always ' 
to have had of the faid Expedition, but did declare the 
Sufpicions he had of the great Injury and Abaft done to 
her Majefty and the Publick, in che Demand of the laid 
28000 /. even at that Time, when the fame was made, 
and that the Publick had been cheated of above 20000 /• 
on that Account; and in the faid Memorial did pre- 
fume further to declare to her Majefty, that he was fbre'd 
to.ufe all his Skill and Credit to keep the Houfe of Com- 
mons from examining that Affair the laft Pari i amen r, 
thereby vainly, but moft wickedly, recommending hina- 
felf to the Continuance of her Majefty's Favour, by the 
Succefi of his rooft profligate Meafures. By all which 
un parallel I'd Corruptions, and moft dangerous Coonfels and 
Practices of him the faid Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl 
Mortimer, the good and faithful Allies of her Majefty were 
deprived of the Aid of her Majefty's Troops, to which 
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they were intitled by their Conventions, and the Confe- 
derate Army in Flanders was greatly diminifli'd, ro the 
apparent Advantage of the common Enemy. The pub- 
lick Money, granted by Parliament for reducing the Powd- 
er of France, and which was exprefly appropriated fo» 
other fpecial Services, was arbitrarily and illegally mif- 
ap plied, and embezU'd, and an heavy Debt incurred on the 
Nation, not only fitting the 'Parliament, bar even in 
Contempt and Defiance of a Reprefentarion made by the 
Houfe of Commons to the Throne, even whilft the faid 
Expedition was concerting, and whereby the higheft In- 
•juftice was done, in fnpprefling an Enquiry, fo juft to 
her Majefty and her People, and a lafting Reproach and 
Scandal brought on that Houfe of Commons of which he 
boafted, as having been wrought on by his corrupt Influ- 
ence, noc to examine into fo high and & fcandalous an 
Abufe. 

Art. XVIII. That the faid Robert Earl of Oxford and 
Earl Mortimer, not contented with the high Employ- 
ments and Places of Honour and Profit beftow'd on him 
by her late ' Majefty, nor with the large and exceflive 
Gains by him made by the Incomes and Profits of the 
faid Employments, on or about the Month of October 
171 1, whilft the Nation was engaged in a moft ex pen five 
War againft France and Spain, for preferring the Balance 
and Liberties of Europe, and greatly exruufted with the 
Supplies and Taxes for carrying on the fame, 4bd w^s 
under fuch heavy Debts as were impoftible to be fattsfy*d f 
without the utraoft Frugality or laying grievous Taxes 
upon the Commons of Great Britain: Contrary to his 
Oath and his high Truft, and making a moft diftionoura- 
ble and ungrateful Ufe of the ready Aecefi he had to her 
late Majefty, did prevail on and advife her Majefty ro 
iign a Warrant to hi mfelf, being then Lord High Trea- 
furer of Great Britain, for the Ifluing and Payment of the 
Sum of thirteen thoufand Pounds to John Drummond, Efq; 
or his Afligns for fuch fpecial Services relating to the 
War as her Majefty had directed ; and the faid Robert Earl 
of Oxford and Earl Mortimer, on or about the 24th of No- 
yember following in Purfuance of the faid Warrant un- 
der her Majefty's Sign Manual, did fign a Warrant for 
the Payment of the faid thirteen thoufand Pounds for 
fuch fpecial Services of the War, as her Majefty had di- 
rected, altho* no fpecial Services had heen, or were ac 
any time, afterwards directed by her Majefty, to which 
' the faid Monies were to be applied. And the faid M>ert 
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Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer, having privately d*> 
nr'd Leave of the faid Drnmmemd to ftrike lone Tin Tallin 
in hit die laid Dmmmondt Name, he did porfuant there- 
to, direft that* Orders amounting to the Sum of thirteen, 
thoufand Pounds (banld be chatg'd in the Regifter of the 
Exchequer on the Monies arifing by the Sale of- Tin in 
the Name of the Aid John Drmmmmd: And tbo' the lame 
were accordingly (truck in the Name of the (aid Dnwev 
mond, in or about the Month of November 1711, they were 
not delivered out to the faid Dr*mmo*a\ but were kept in 
the Treafury-Chamber, or elfewhere in the Power or 
Guftody of the laid Earl, tHl the End of f armory follow- 
ing ; when the Aid D r w n m ond hiving Oecafion, as the 
Aid Be*** Earl ai' Oxford and Earl Mortimer well knew, 
to go into HoUandy at the Defire and Requeft of -the Aid 
Earl, he indors'd his Name on the Aid Orders* and by 
the Direction of the Aid Earl the fame were left in the 
Hands of Mr. John Tayhur a Clerk of the Treafbry $ and 
the faid Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer did in 
or about the Month of June 1712, fend an Order in Wri- 
ting to the Aid Mr. Tayhur to deliver the Aid Tallies, 
(he having before that Time got Poffeffion of the Orders) 
to a Servant of the Aid Earl, which was done according* 
ly f the Aid Indorftmems not being at that time fill'd 
up: And the Aid Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer having 
by theft corrupt and fcandalous Methods got the Aid 
Tallies? and Orders into his own Hands, did afterwards 
fill op the Order of twelve thoufand Pounds, Part of the 
faid thirteen thoufand Pounds to himfelf, and the re- 
maining Part to fuch other Perfons as he thought fit; 
and did afterwards on or about the Months of ^agftjf, 
Ottober and Noyember 1713, at ftveral Times difpofe of 
the Aid Orders and Tallies to his own private Ufe and 
Advantage. And to cover the faid fcandalous Embestl* 
ments, he the Aid Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl Merti- 
wer, did afterwards, as he pretends, advife and prevail 
on her Majefty, on or about the 14th of Dumber 171J, 
being near two Years after the Indorfeibent by the faid 
Vrwnwmdy and fome Time after the Earl had difpos'd 
of the Aid Orders and Tallies to his own Ufe, to fign a 
Warrant prepared by himfelf, wherein after the Recital of 
(Hit own food and faithful Services, which had tended to the 
4>ur»», Safety and trofferity ef Inr Majefty and her Realms, 
tlrf accompanied with great Hazard to himfelf) and hie Fa- 
mily \ and that her Majefty mat refoh'd to beftom ufon him u 
Sum of ready Money : But the faid Earl refrtfming to her 
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Majefiy, that the Arr'ean then dm to her Serrantt and Trade f- 
men were yery gnat and f**JP"gt hit Majefly did therefor* 

• agree and determine that he fkould horn to bit own Ufe the 
/aid feyerd Stmt amounting to thirteen tboufand Pounds tern* 
pris'd in the Orders aforefaid, whkfrwer* then not dne in Comfe 
af Payment*) It was dtfeeled that the faid Drummond 

. fhould affign the faid Orders, *nd the whole Right and 
Benefit thereof to the faid Carl tfnd his Affigns ; altho* 

. the faid Eirl had privately and clandeftinely procur'd 
from the faid Drummond ait Alignment of the (aid War- 
rant -and Orders near two Yein before, and had 'fraudu- 
lently and corruptly difposM and converted them tb hit 
own Ufe without her MajeftyY Privity or Cortfenr, fom'e 
Time before her Majefty was prevail'd on to fign the faid 
Warrant. And tho* the laft mentioned Warrant 1 ,' if any 
fuch there' be, was not communicated to' the faid Drum- 
mond by the faid Earl daring her Afajefyr's Life, not was 
the fame cbuntetiign'd nor entded'in the Treafury, yet 
be the 1k\& Robert Earl of Oxford sind Earl Mortimer, even 
after his faid Corruption had been dtftdver'd' in Parlia- 
ment, did prefome, even without the Xnowletlfe^ aF the 
laid Drummond, to fend the faid Warrant! tft flit 1 Cbm- 
miifionerr-'o/ his Majefty*! Treafury*' defirtrr^ thzt the 
fame mightrthen have been entred in the treafory } but 
the fame was with great Honour and JufticerefuVd to be 
fo entred. • By which moft vile and fcandalous Corrup- 
tion, he the faid Robert Earl of Qttford and Earl Mortimer % 
was guilty of the moft notorious Breach of hi< Oath and 
:Truft as \at\ High Treasurer oi Great Britain, of the 
higheft Abufe of her Majefty't Goodnefi, *nd Embexii- 
ment of htt Treafure, and of the greater) Irrjuftice and 
Oppreflion ot other her Majefty's Subject. 
• Art. XIX. That whereas by the eftablifiVd and known 
Laws of this Kingdom, the Allowances or Appointments 
for the Maintenance and Support of Embauadori, Envoys. 
Plenipotentiaries, and other publick Minifters of the 1 Crown 
in foreign Courts, ought to be tifcertain'd in due form of 
Law, as well in Honour as in Joftice to the imperial 
Crown of thefe Realms, and whereas the iaid Robert Eafrl 
of Oxford and Earl Mortimer, in or about the Month of

laid Bahert Earl of Oxford and Earl Ms rii wi i, not regard* 
ing his Oath, or his high Trait, or the Laws of the King- 
dom, did mod corraptljr and Ifcandaloofly combine with 
the faid Matthew trier tor the defrauding her Majeftv of 
very great Sums* under the Colour of his faid Employ

And whereas by an A& 
made in the twelfth Year of her late Majefty's -.Reign, 
the Sum of five hundred thoufand Pounds Was granted 
to her late Majefty for the Difcharge of divers Arrears of 
Salaries, Diet Monies, and other Allowances, and fun- 
# dry Debts for Pre-emptions, Provifions, and other Caufes, 
' which had then incurr'd and grown due to her late Mar 
j^fty's Servants, Tradefmen, and others, and were occafi- 
oned by feveral extraordinary Expences fince the A£t for 
the better Support of her Majefty's Houfhold, and of the 
Honour and Dignity of the Crown: And the faid Sum 
of five hundred thoufand Pounds was exprefly appropria-

Perfon, or by letters, Mejfages or otherwije, with the /aid pre* 
tended Prince of Wales, or with any Per/on or Per fens employ* d 
by him, knowing fnch Perfon to be fi employ* d, or fhmld by 
Bill of Exchange or other wife, remit or- pay any Sum or Sums 
of Money for the Ufe or Serrite of the faid pretended Prince 
of Walei, knowing fnch Money to be for fnch Ufe or Service) 
fuch Perfon fo of ending being lawfully convi&ed, Jhould be ta- 
ken, deemed and adjudged to be guilty of High Treafon, and 
JhaE fufer and forfeit at in Cafes of High Treafon. He he 
fiid Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer) having by 
the Me*ns of the faid Matthew Priory held a private and 
unlawful Correfpondence with the Aid Con fort of the late 
Xing James IK then refiding in France, and being deter- 
0»in'd ftcretly to promote a* far as in him lay, the In> 
tereft of the Pretender, but yet contriving to avoid the 
faid Penalty of High Treafon ; and the faid Con fort of 
his late Majefty King James II. having em power *d Abbot 
Gualtier (a Popilh Prieft, and bufy Emiflary between Great 
Britain and Prance, during the faid private and feparate 
Negoctations of Peace, and who was particularly en tru fl- 
ed as- the common Agent between the Miniftersof Great 
Britain and France, in tranfa&ing the mod fecret Affairs 
relating to the Pretender) to concert with the faid Robert 
Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer the settling tht Pay- 
ment and Remittance of a very great yearly Sam out of 
her Ma jelly's Treafnry into franco, under Colour and Pre- 
tence of the faid Letters Patents ; and the faid Robert Earl 
of Oxford and Earl Mortimer, having held frequent clan- 
deftine Conferences with the faid Abbot Gualtier on the 
Subjedt aforefaid, and having by his evil Counfels facrifi- 
ced to trance the common Interefts of Europe ; and being 
xefolved that the firft Fruits of the Peace with France,

Xing James the Second, in the War in Ireland^ again ft his 
late Majrfty King Wittiain the Third of ever glorious Me- 
mory ; had follow'd the faid King James imp France^ and 
continuM in the moil open and avow'd Manner in bis 
Interefts and Service, and in Rebellion againft his faid Ma- 
jefty King William^ had bore high Com millions, and been 
jn open Arms againft her late Majefty Queen Anht in the 
late War in Sfaln} did come into this Kingdom, and pre* 
tended to have, and did take on himfelf the Character of 
a Minifter fan from fMKp King of Sfain y to her late Ma- 
jefty. to treap of Matters of the greateft Importance to 
the Honour and Safety of her Majefty and her Kingdoms, 
and having given Norice of the fame to Robert Earl of 
Oxford and Earl Mortimer^ then JLord High Treafurer qF 
Great £ritaln } and of her Majefty '$ Privy Council, and 
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who then aflbm'd to himfelf the fapreme Dire&ion in 
her Majefty's Counfels ; he the faid Robert Earl of Oxford 
and Earl Mortimer, was not only wanting in hit Duty to 
her Majefty, in not advifing her Majefty againft receiv- 
ing and admitting the faid lilech alias Lawlefs in the Qua- 
lity, aforefaid ; bat did, together with other fklfe and 
evil Counfellors, adrift her Majefiy to receive and admit 
him as a Miniftei from his faid Catholick Majefty. Aim} 
the faid Earl did prefbme frequently to meet, confer, and 
negociate the mod important Affairs of this Nation with 
the (aid Lilech alias lawlefs, in the Quality aforefaid. And 
the better to conceal his faid illegal and dangerous Mea- 
sures from her faid Majefty, he the faid Robert Earl of 
Oxford and Earl Mortimer, was privy, confenting, and 
advifing, that the faid Lilech alias lawlefs fhould be intro- 
duce to her faid Majefty, and (hould be received an & 
treated with by her Minifters, under the falfe and dif- 
guifed Name of Don Carlo Moro. And the Houfe of 
Lords, fome time in the Months of April, 1714, having 
taken Notice of the faid dangerous Attempt of the faid 
Lilech alias Lawk ft, on or about the 9th of the faid Month* 
made an humble Addrefs to her M a ) tf fty> Tb** fie would be 
Z***ioufty fleas* i to tffue her Royal Proclamation, commanding 
*?? frofer Officers and Magiftrate* to make diligent Search /or, 
*nd to apprehend aU. fopifi 'Br'iefis, and to put the Laws in 
Execution againft them } and Ukewife to enquire after f and 
of pretend all fitch Verfins at had ferr*d in Arms againft her 
M*J e ftji or their late Majeflies King William and Queen Mary, 
and who were then within this Kingdom, contrary to haw, to 
the End they might be brought to fuftice: To which her 
Majefty was gracioufty pleas'd to return an Anfwer to the 
Effect following, ?is. That fie would giye Orders furfuanjt 
thereunto, and a Proclamation did accordingly iftue : And 
on the 'faid 9th Day of April, the Houfe of Lords having 
under their Confideratton what further Security could be 
provided for ftrengthening the Proteftant Succefiion in the 
Houfe of Hanoyer, came to the following Refolution, yip. 
That no "Berfon, being a natural. bom SuhjeSl of Great Bri- 
tain, or within any of the Dominions thereunto ktlonging y and 
*ho hanging traiteteufty ferr*d againft her Majefty, ought t* 
be receiyd a$ a htblick Mini ft er, or with any ^haracler with- 
in this Kingdom : Notwithftanding which, he the fail 
Robert fcarl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer, having no Re- 
gard to the Safety of her Majefty's Perfon, or to the Se- 
curity of the Proteftant Succeffion, and fetting himfelf 
in utter Defiance, not only of the Advice and Refolution 
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of the Houfe of Lords," but of her Majefty's Affurances to 
that Houfe of Parliament, and of her Royal Authority 
and Command by her Proclamation under the Great Seal ; 
inftead of doing what in him lay to have apprehended, 
and brought, or caus'd the faid tilech alias tawlefs to be 
brought ro Juftice, did afterwards, on or about the 17th 
of March, X714, moft wickedly and treacheroufly advife 
her Majefty to fign a Warrant, directing the Payment of 
One Thoufand Pound Sterling to banul Arthur, Efq; for 
ipecial Services, which being accordingly iuVd and re- 
ceiv'd by the faid Arthur !> he the laid Earl did privately 
and corruptly direct the faid Arthur to pay the fame, and 
accordingly the faid Thoufand Pounds was paid to the 
VU of the faid Lawkfs : And the faid Robert Earl of Ox- 
fird and Earl Mortimer, did, at other Timet, in a fictiti- 
ous and fcandalous Manner, direct the Payment of \»<ier 
con/iderable Sums of Money our. of her Mayfly's Trea- 
sure, to the faid Lilech alias tawlefs, which were accord- 
ingly paid to him ; althb' it was notorious, that the faid 
tilech alias tawlefs had not only traiterouily ferv'd in 
Arms againft her Majefty, but had been the Minifter, and 
Agent of the Pretender at the Court of Madrid, and was 
tinder ftrong Sufpicions of being fent into England under 
the Prentences aforefaid, fecretly to promote the liuereft 
of the Pretender in thefe Kingdoms. By all which cor- 
rupt and evil Counfels, he the faid Robert Earl of Oxford 
and Earl Mortimer, did moft bafely and ungratefully ex- 
pofe the Perfon of her Sacred Majefty, did what in him 
lay to enervate and render ineffectual the Advice of Par- 
liament, and her.Majefty's moil folemn Declarations, in 
a Matter of jieareft Concern to her Majefty and her King- 
doms, and by countenancing, in the moft corrupt and 
fcandaldus Manner, the fecret Emifttries of the Pretender, 
did, by that Means, greatly encourage his open Adherents, 
to the apparent Danger of the Proteftant Succeflion to the 
Imperial Crown of thefe Realms* 

An, XXII. That whereas her late Majefty Queen Anne, 
after feveral unfuccefsful Attempts, in Conjunction with 
her Allies, to eftabltih his prefent Imperial M^efty on the 
Throne of Spain, being inforro'd, that the People of Cata- 
lonia were inclined to caft off the Yoke impos'd upon 
them by the French y and to return to the Obedience of the 
Houfe, of Auflria, and her Majefty being deiirous to main* 
tain and improve that good Difpofition in them, and to 
induce them to put. thef fame fpeedily in Execution, did 
fcnll AfitforduroW) Efq; to them, with neceflary Powers 
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and Inftructions to carry on fo great a Work, for the Ad- 
vantage of her Service, and the Good of the common 
Canfe; and to that End, to treat with the Catalans^ or 
any other People of Spain, about their coming into the 
Intereft of King Charles the Third, hit prefent Imperial 
Majefty, and joining with her Majefty And her Allies 
againft the common Enemy : And her Majefty, after her 
gracious Affarances to affift them with Men and Money, 
was pleas'd to authorize her faid Miriifter, to give them 
her utmoft%A(Turances to procure the Eftabliihment of alt 
fuch Rights and Immunities, as they had formerly enjoy'd 
under the Houfc of Juftria ; that for their further Satis- 
faction, (he had fent for Powers from King Charles the 
Third for confirming the fame, and was willing to be* 
come Guarantee that it (hould be done : Neverthelefs, on 
this ex pre fs Condition, that they (hould receive the faid 
Kfng Charles as lawful King of Spain, and utterly re* 
n ounce the Houfe of Bourbon'. And, together with the 
laid Instructions, her Majefty was pleas'd to fign, and 
caufe to be deliver'd to her faid Minifter, Credential Let- 
ters to the Nobility, Magiftrates, and all other Officers 
Civil and Military of Catatonia, defiring them to depend 
on the Promifes he {hould make them in her Name. And 
in her Majefty's Inftructions to the Earl of Peterborough^ 
and to Sir Cloudefly Shoyel, in or about the Month of May, 
170;, they are order'd to ufe their utmoft Endeavours to 
induce the Catalans to join with them in their Undertak- 
ing, and to afore them of her Majefty's Support, and to 
promife them, in the Queen's Name, that (he would fe- 
cure them a Confirmation of. their. Rights and Privileges 
from the King of Sfain^ that they might be fettled on a 
lading Foundation to them and their Pofterities. And in 
Cafe Perfwaftons (hould not prevail, and the Catalans 
(hould not make a fuitable Return to thofe kind Offers, 
they were order'd to annoy their Towns on the Coafts of 
Spain, and to reduce them by Force. And, in Conformi- 
ty to tliefe Inftructions, a Manifefto or Declaration was 
prepar'd, by the Privity and Advice of Robert Earl of 
Oxford and Earl Mortimer, then one of her Majefty's Prin- 
cipal Secretaries of State, and deliver'd to the faid Earl 
of Beterboroitgh, full, on the one Hand, of the Afturances 
afore -men tion'd, and, on the other Hand, of Menaces to 
them j in Cafe they declin'd her Majefty's Overtures,which 
Manifefto was afterwards publifli'd by him the faid Earl 
of Peterborough in Catalonia : And whereas the Nobility, 
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Clergy, and the whole Principality of Cataloma 9 and the 

Inhabitants of the Ifle of Aft/sr**, -relying on the Faith 

i of thofe Royal AfTurances, did utterly abandon the Houfe 

of B*urb$* y and acjtnowledg'd Xing Claries the Tlnrd } his 
' prefent Imperial Majefty, for their lawful Sovereign, and 
did join their Arms with thofe of her Majefty and her 
Allies againft the Duke of Anjou ; And it haying pleas'd 
Almighty God €o far to blcfs her Majefty's pious and ge- 
nerous Undertaking, as by rooft iignal Succetfes^iii a fhort 
Time, to deliver the Principality of Catalonia from the 
heavy Yoke of French Bondage ; and great Supplies having 
been granted by Parliament, for the reducing the whole 
Kingdom of Spain to the Obedience of the Houfe of 
Amfiria, the Arms of her Majefty and her Allies were 
attended with yaft SucceiTes, having twice enter'd the 
Capital City of that Kingdom, and obtained many other 
. iignal Conquefts, to the great Advantage of the common 
Caufe. And thro' the whole Progrefs thereof, the Bravery 
and Firmnefs of the Catalans being always remarkable, 
thereby, as well as from the repeated AfTurances given to 
them from Time to Time in her Majefty's Name, by 
every General and Minifter fent from Great Britain to 
Spain, the Hearts of that brave People were united by the 
itrongeft Tyes of AfFe&ion and Gratitude to her Majefty, 
and were juftly held in the ftri&eft Dependence on the 
Continuance of her Royal Protection ; he the faid Robert 
Earl of Oxford and- Earl Mortimer y being an Enemy to 
the common Liberty of Europe^ and having traiterouily 
enter'd into Confpiracies with the Minifters of f ranee, 
for fubjccling the whole Spakifi Monarchy to the Houfe of 
B$*rbM y and deligning moft maliciously the utter Ruin 
and Deftru&ion of the ancient Rights, Liberties, and 
Privileges of the Catalans^ who had made fo glorious a 
Stand for the Prefervation of them,* did, together with 
other fa lie and evil Counfellors, form a moft dtfhonoura-* 
ble, wicked, and cruel Contrivance, not only for aban- 
doning the Catalans to the Fury and Revenge of the Duke 
of /frjotf, and his Adherents, but for the final Extirpation, 
of all their Rights, Liberties, *nd Privileges: And in 
Execution of that his Intention, during the private, fepa* 
rate, and r pernicious Negotiation of 4>eace, which was 
carry 'd on between him -and the Minifters of France^ and 
before any Negotiation of Peace was fet on Foot, in due 
Form of Law, between the Crowns of Gneat Britain and 
Spain, did advife her Majefty to give pire&ions to the 
Lord Lexington, her Emba&dor to the Court of Spain, to 
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acknowledge the Duke of Anjou King of Sjp4i« ; but was 
greatly wanting in bis bury to her Majefty, in not ad- 
vifing tier to give Inftru&ions to her faid Minifter, at 
the fame Time, peremptorily and abfolutely to iniift on 
the fecuring the Catalan Liberties at the Conclufion of the 
Peace. And alt ho' the private, feparate, and treacherous 
P radices of him the faid Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl 
Mortimer, and others, in Combination with the Minifters 
of Frame, did afterwards, on or about the 18th of March, 
1712, necefiitate his prefent Imperial Majefty to conclude 
a Treaty for the evacuating Catalonia, (Whereof her Ma- 
jefty was Guarantee) without any exprefs and pofitive Sti- , 
pulation for the Catalan Liberties. ( his Imperial Majefty 
relying, in that Refpecl, on her Majefty *s Declaration, to 
interpofe for them in the moll effectual Manner, and on 
the Promifes of the French King to join his Endeavours 
for the fame Purpofe) And alt ho* her Sacred Majefty did, 
both before and after, frequently declare to her Minifters 
in Spain, that (he thought herfelf under the ftrongeft 
Ties of Honour and Confidence, not to abandon a People, 
whom the Neceflity of the War had obliged her to draw 
into her Intereft. And tho* the French King did not join 
his Endeavours for the Purpofes aforefaid, he the faid 
Robert .Earl of. Oxford and Earl Mortimer, together with 
other falfe and wicked Counfellors, having from Time to 
Time amus'd and deceived the diftrefs'd Catalans, with 
.groundlefs Hopes of her "Majefty's ejfc&ual Inter pofitiont 
in their Favour, and thereby engaging them in a more 
pbftinate Defence of their Territories againft the Duke of 
Anjoft, was not only highly wanting in his Duty to her • 
Jtfajefty, by not doing what in him lay, as a faithful Mi- 
nifter, to have prevented the Conclufion of the Treaty of - 
Peace with Spain, till juft and honourable Conditions were 
fecur'd for the Catalans, but did falfly, maliciou/ly, and 
treacheroufly advife her Majefty to conclude a Peace with 
the King of Spain, without any Security ftfr the ancient 
and juft Rights, Liberties, and Privileges of that brave, 
but unhappy Nation ; and did further advife her Majefty 
to fend Sir James Wijkart, her Admiral, with a large 
Squadron of Men of War, at a great Ex pence, to favour 
the King of Spain in the Siege of Barcelona, the Capital 
City of Catalonia, and With exprefs Inftruftions, thatf in 
Cafe the Inhabitants ' of Majorca, fliould refufe the Terms 
that mould be offer 'd them by the Duke pf /foJMf, to em- 
ploy his Squadron in countenancing and aftiftmg all At* 
tempts that {bould be made for reducing them to a due 
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Obedience. By which mofl vile and deteftable Counfels, 
her facred Majefty, contrary to her pious Intentions, tfle 
Faith of Nations, aud the Duties of Religion and Huma- 
nity itfelf, and contrary to her moil folemn Aflarancei, 
was prevail'd on to abandon a diflrefs'd People, drawn in 
and engag'd by her own Invitation, into an open War 
with the Duke of jtnjou, for the Preservation of the Li- 
berties of Europe, and the Commerce of Great Britain^ 
and the Persons, Eftates, Dignities, Rights, Liberties, and 
Privileges of the Catalans, were given up as a Sacrifice 
to the implacable Refentment of their enrag'd and power- 
ful Enemy ; and the Honour of the Britijh Nation, alwayt 
renown'd for the Love of Liberty, and for giving Pro- 
tection to the diftreft'd Aflertors of it, was moil bafely 
proftitured, and a free and generous People, the faithful 
and ufeful Allies of this Kingdom, were betray 'd, in the 
moll unparallel'd Manner, into irrecoverable Slavery : 
And in Confluence of which moft difhonourable and per- 
fidious Counfels, the moft execrable Hdftili ties, Burnings 
and Pluoderings were committed upon them throughout 
the whole Province, without fparing the Effufion of in- 
nocent Blood, and without the Diftinclion of Age or Sex » 
and that unfortunate People were afterwards forc'd to un- 
dergo the utmoft Miferies of a Siege, in their Capital 
City of Barcelona^ during which, great Multitudes of 
them perifh'd by Famine and the Sword ; many of them 
have fince been executed ; and great Numbers of the Nobi- 
lity of Catalonia, who for their Conftancy and Bravery, in 
Defence of their Liberties, and for their Services in Con- 
junction with her Majefty, and her Allies, had, in all 
Honour, Juftice, and Confidence, the higbeil Claim to her 
Majefty 's Protection, are now difpers'd * in Dungeons, 
throughout the Sfanijb Dominions ; and not only the Cata- 
lan Liberties extirpated, but, by thofe wicked Counfels of 
him the did Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer, Ca- 
talonia itfelf is alraoft become .defolate. 

All which Crimes and Mifdemeanors were committed 
and done by him the faid Earl againft our Sovereign Lady 
the Queen, her Crown, and Dignity, the Peace and Inte- 
reft pf this Kingdom, and in Breach of the feveral Truftsj 
xepos'd in him the faid Earl. 

And he the faid Earl of Oxford and Earl Mottime* 
was one of the CommifHoners of the Treafury, or Lord 
High Treafurer of Great Britain, and one of her Ma- 
jefty s Privy Council, during the Time that all arid eve- 
ry 
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ry the Crimes bcfort fet forth were done and com- 
mitted. .' 

For which Matters and Things, the Knights, Citizens, 
and Burgeffes of the Houfc of Commons in Parliament 
' aflfembied, do, in the Name of themfelves, and of all the 
Commons of Greai Britain, impeach the faid Robert Earl 
of Q*ford and Etrl Mortimer of High Treafon, and other- 
High Crimes and Mifdemeanourt in the faid Articles con- 
tained. And the laid Commons by Proteftation faving to 
themfelves the Liberty of exhibiting at any Time here- 
after, any other Accafations or Impeachments againft the 
faid Earl, and alfo of replying to the Anfwers which the 
faid Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer Hull make to 
the Premifes, of any of them, or to any Impeachment or 
Accufation that (hall be by them exhibited, according to 
the Courfe and Proceedings of Parliament, (Jo pray, that 
the faid Robert Earl of Oxfori and Earl Mortimtr, be put 
to anfwer all and every the Premifes ; and that fuch Pro* 
seeding*, Examinations, trials, and Judgments may be 
upon them, and every of them bad and uftd, as (hall be 
agreeable to Law and Juftice. And they do further pray . 
and demand,, that the faid Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl 
Mortimer may be fequefter'd from Parliament, and, forth- 
with committed to fafe Cuftodv. 



2. The Commons order'd the Thanks of their 
Houfe to be given to Dr. Linford, for the Sermon by him 
preach'd the Day before at St. Margaret's, Weftminfter, be* 
fore the Houfe; Then the engrofs'd Bill from the Lords, 
entitled, An Aft for making more effectual her late Majefy't 
graciom Intentions for augmenting the Maintenance of the} 
poor Clergy, was read the third Time, and refolv'd, That 
the Bill with the Amendments do pais. The fame Day 
the King went to the Houfe of Peers, and the Commons 
being fent for and attending, his Majefty gave the Royal 
Aflent to the following Bills.

On the 3d of Augnft, the Commons, before they went * 
into a Committee of the whole Houfe upon the Bi& for e«- 
larging the Fund of the Bank of England, &c. order 'd, that 
it be an Inttrudtion to the fajd Committee, that they have 
Power to receive a Claufe for explaining the h& which 
patted in the twelfth Year of the Reign of Queen Anne (of 
bleiTed Memory) for Payment of Debts and Arrears to her 
Servants, Tradefmen, and others, fo far as the faid A& 
did relate, or was intended to relate, to the Debt which 
was owing by her Majefty for Works performed and Ma- 
terials delivered for the Building at Blenheim, and was in- 
curred within the time during which the faid Building 
was carried on at her Ma jetty's Ex pence. After this, the 
Committee went through the faid Bill, and made feveral 
Amendments to it, which, the next Day, were reported, 
•greed to, and the Bill order'd to be ing rolled. • 

On the 4th of Auguft, Mr. Waif ok from the Committee 
of Secrecy acquainted the Houfe, that the Committee had 
in Obedience to the Commands of the Houfe, prepared Ar- 
ticles of Impeachment of High Treafon, and other High 
Crimes and Mifdemeanours again ft Henry Vifcount Boling- 
hroke ; and that the Committee had commanded him, at 
the fame Time, to acquaint the Houfe, that they {hall, in 
a fhort Time, have further Articles to lay before the Houfe 
agaihft the faid Vifcount ; and that the Committee had di- 
rected him to report the Articles already prepared, to the 
Houfe. Then Mr. Walpole read the faid Articles in his 
Place, and afterwards delivered them ac the Table where 
they were once read, and afterwards a fecond Time, Ar- 
ticle by Article, and upon the Queftion feverally put 
thereupon, agreed unto by the Houfe ; and order'd firft, 
that the faid Articles be ingrafted ; zdly, that a Claufe be 
prepared, for faving Liberty to the Commons to exhibit 
any further Articles againft the faid Henry Vifcount Boling- 
broke ; and. that he may be fequeftred from * Parliament 
and committed to fafe Cuftody, 

Oh the 5th Mr. Secretary Stanhope acquainted the Com- 
mon*, that their Addrefs of the 17th of June laft relating 
to the Coining of Halfpence and Farthings, having been 
prefented to his Majefty, his Majefty was pl'eafed- graci- 
oufly to anfwer, that when Ins Majefy fbaU think proper to 
give Order for Coining new flalftenee and Farthings^ be will 
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***« C*re that it be done in the mofi adyantareous Manner 
fir the tttblick. 

. On the fame Day, Mr. WalfUj from the Committee #f 
fefcrecy, acquainted the Houfe, chat the Committee had, 
Mi Obedience to the Commands of the Houfe, prepared 
Articles of Impeachment of High Treason, and other 
High Crimes and Mifdemeanours, againft James Duke of 
Qrmond, which they had directed him to report to the 
Houfe, *hen Mr; Walfoie read the faid ArticJei in his 
Place, and tffterwards delivered them in at the Table, 
where they were once read ; add afterwards a ftcond Time, 
Article by Article. A Motion being made, and the 
Qpeftion put,, that the Houfe agree to the rlrft Article 
there arofe a warm Debate, in which feveral remarkable 
Speeches were made. Among the reft, a Membet faid 
•that the Report of the Committee of Secrecy had begun 
|o open his Eyes; and thar the Duke of Omond's Flight 
«ad fuJly coftrinc'd him, that the Heads of the Tory Par- 
ty were a See of Knaves and Villains, who deiign'd ro 
«ave ruin'd their Country, and made it a Province of 
*r**"' The Lord Stanhepe eldeft Son to the Earl of Che* 
P«p*U faid, he never wifliM to fyill the Blood of any of hit 
Countrymen, much lefs the Blood of any Nobleman ; bat 
that he was perfuaded, that the Safety of his Country re- 
gwro that Examples (hpuld be made of thofe who had 
betray'd^ it in fb infamous a Manner. The Lord Findu 
eldeft Son to the Earl of Nottingham, fpoke alfo on the 
lame Side; and after forae other Speeches, the firft Article 
# war agreed to by a Majority of 177 Voices againft 7 8- 
and then the other Articles, upon the Queftion ^everail y 
put thereupon, were alfo agreed unto by the Houfe: After 
which it was order'd, aft, that the faid Articles be in-' 
grofled ; 2dly, that a Clanfe be prepared for faving Liber- 
ty to the Commons to exhibit any further Articles againft 
the faid^ fames, Duke of Ormond, and that he may be 
fequefter'd from Parliament, and committed to fafe Ca- 
ftody. 

A£«^ *i the faid ingroflfcd Articles, againft fiemy Vif- 
count Bolingbroke, were read, after which it was orderVL 
1 ft, That Mr. Walfoie do carry the faid Articles to the 
Lords ; adly, That Mr. Walfoie be directed (before he ex- 
hibits the faid Articles to the Lords) to impeach Hent% 
Vifcount Bolingbroh to the Effcdt following, yi%.
